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Pane! reviews alcohol use by teens in Newton 


The next time your son or daughter in 
junior high school has a party at home, 
don't be surprised to hear other parents 
asking what will be served at the party. 

Nearly all of the 40 adults at the Weeks 
Junior High School PTSA meeting last 
week on alcoholism raised their hands 
when asked if they would NOT serve 
alcohol at a party for junior high 
students. 

Myrna Cohen, president of the Parent- 
Teacher-Student Association, said the 
meeting, entitled, “Does Your Child 
Drink?”, came about after parents 
wondered what other parents were doing 
in response to children's prodding about 
serving beer and wine at parties. 

When Newton South High School 
student Charlie Strange mentioned that 
drinking sometimes goes on outside the 
home where the party is, one parent 


objected to “under-the-tree” allowance of 
drinking. 

David Lewis, M.D., a Weeks parent and 
chief of medicine at the Washingtonian 
Addiction Center in Boston, said drinking 
at parties in the home brings up the 
rebellion in the children relative to the 
family structure. 

"Of most importance is some kind of 
limit setting — a precise idea on the 
expectations of what parents will be 
doing at a party, not only information 
about what the kids will do.” 

He emphasized the importance of 
discussing drinking habits and policies 
with children. 

When a clear limit is set about drinking 
policies, "kids feel rebellious, and 
parents feel personally hurt." 

"But it's important that you (parents) 
not be intimidated and crumble under 


pressure," Lewis said. 

Lewis, a faculty member of Brown 
University Medical School where he is 
working on the addiction curriculum, 
estimated that there are 10 to 15 alcoholic 
youths in Newton under age 18, and from 
100 to several hundred problem drinkers, 
with an equal spread across all socio¬ 
economic backgrounds. 

Lewis has just finished writing a grant 
proposal for the Washingtonian Center to 
receive funds from The Medical Foun¬ 
dation in Boston to train Newton teachers 
how to deal with alcoholism in the 
classroom. 

He said the work would not be 
designing classroom materials, which 
already exist, but getting teachers ready 
to deal with tough questions and actual 
drinking in the classroom. 

The Medical Foundation will announce 


the recipient of its grant in child health in 
June. 

If Washingtonian and Newton are not 
accepted, there will still be an alcohol 
education program for teachers this 
summer. 

Safety Officer Paul Golden of the 
Newton police spoke freely last Wed¬ 
nesday night about his early 10 years as 
an alcoholic and his recent-10 years in the 
Police Department observing young 
drinkers. 

Since before becoming a police officer, 
Golden has not had a drink. 

"I thank no one but Alcoholics 
Anonymous for my sobriety," he said . 

He had almost lost his wife, his home, 
and his job before going to AA, but felt 
since he still had these things, he con¬ 
vinced himself he was all right. 

"1 had a lot of trouble, but I thought 


every one else was messed up," he said. 

Picking up on what Lewis said about 
alcohol changing a personality, Golden 
said it used to make him an extovert. 

"It did things to me I really liked. But 
after a while, I found I had to drink. 

"Things that used to be fun were 
causing me a lot of trouble,” the officer 
said. 

Looking back, he said his mother 
probably realized he had an alcoholic 
problem, but she probably ignored it, 
hoping it would go away. 

Golden said young people start to drink 
around the age of 12 to 13, and estimated 
about 70 percent of all junior high 
students have tried some kind of alcohol. 

Part of the solution he sees is "We’ve 
got to stop letting kids have a free reign. 
I’ve seen parents of 13- to 14-year-olds 
with no restrictions on them at all. 


"I don’t think at the age of 12 to 15 it's 
unreasonable to ask where a kid is going, 
when he'll be back, and what he'll be 
doing." 

Most parents agreed. 

When parents asked Golden how 
serious the problem is in Newton, he 
couldn’t give any hard figures, but said in 
his first six years on the police force since 
1966, anytime there was a problem with 
youths causing trouble at night there 
were always traces of alcohol at the 
scene. 

He also gave many examples of 
bringing children with alcoholic 
problems home to parents who were 
alcoholics. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
noted that drinking is a very prominent

Library site choice 
delayed by alderman 


The site selected for a new main library 
— Homer and Walnut Streets, across 
from City Hall — is still not acceptable to 
many aldermen, despite the recom¬ 
mendation of two aldermanic com¬ 
mittees. 

In a complicated series of votes 
Monday night, the Board of Aldermen by 
a 14-7 vot.e did not approve the sub¬ 
stitution of the old Newton Junior College 
site for the recommended Homer-Walnut 
site but did not approve the latter. 

Aid. Joseph McDonnell reminded the 
Board that expert opinion had recom¬ 
mended Newtonville or Newton Centre, 
places that are “part of the market¬ 
place.” 

“I don't know what is behind the effort 
to prevent the library from being located 
at Newtonville,” he said. 

The old junior college site was 
originally the first choice of the Library 


Board of Trustees and a committee of 
citizens who were appointed by Mayor 
Theodore Mann to make recom¬ 
mendations on the reuse of surplus 
municipal buildings. 

But a "core committee," whose job it 
was to pass on the larger group's report, 
reversed the decision to reserve the 
college land for the library and recom¬ 
mended instead that the land be used for 
housing, business, or a combination of 
both. 

Aid. Terry Morris and Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, both of whom 
were members of the core committee, 
and both of whom had been in favor of 
locating the library in a business area, 
reversed their opinions at meetings of the 
Library Site Selection Committee, and 
together with Aid. Susan Schur per-

Police, fire talks 


enter factfinding 


Almost a year after the expiration of 
labor contracts, negotiations have 
reached the fact-finding stage for both 
police and fire contracts. 

Police negotiations will enter the 
factfinding stage on April 19, when a 
factfinder from the American Arbitration 
Association will for the first time sit down 
with police and city negotiating teams. 

Police factfinding was due to start 
April 1 but was postponed. Richard 
Ciccone, president of the Newton 
Firefighters’ Association, said Tuesday 
that his association is "going to fact¬ 
finding — definitely.” 

The city administration settled last 
year with nine unions at 5 percent in¬ 
crease in each of the two years of the 
contract, so the city's offer to the Fire 
Department and Police Department 
might be expected to be in that range. 

Police have reportedly wanted their 
increase given as a 5 percent wage in¬ 


crease for the first year and 5 percent in 
increased benefits the second year. 

Some police and firefighter sources 
claim Mayor Theodore Mann has 
dragged his feet on negotiations, hoping 
that that the three-year trial law man¬ 
dating binding arbitration will be allowed 
to die at the end of June. 

A massive campaign against binding 
arbitration has been in progress for the 
past few months by the Massachusetts 
League of Cities and Towns, the Mass. 
Mayors’ Assn., and other government 
associations. 

State Rep. David Mofenson said 
Tuesday he thinks the law will not be 
allowed to pass out of existence, since a 
compromise bill reportedly has been 
given the nod by firefighters, police and 
selectmen. 

The bill retains binding arbitration if 
all else fails, but has provisions for

Budget cuts started; 
little money deleted

The mayor’s office was the target of the 
first budget cuts, as the Finance Com¬ 
mittee continues its review of the city's 
$70 million FY78school and municipal 
budget. 

After the usual cuts in postage and 
office material, the committee took aim 
at Mayor Theodore Mann’s chief budget 
officer, Michael Lebner. 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small noted that Lebner had received a 
$1000 raise last year from the mayor, who 
had neglected to inform the Board of 
Aldermen. Another $500 raise in the FY78 
budget would have increased Lebner's 
salary to $22,500. 

Small, who read Lebner's job 
description, said he thinks Lebner is 
"overqualified” and should be replaced 
by a "student out of school" for $18,500. 

"If he stays," Small said, “he'd do 
what we thought he was going to do’" 
which according to Small is not what 
I-ebner is doing. 

A move to cut Lebner's salary to $18,500 
failed, but the committee approved a 
“cut” to $21,000, his salary last year 
before the unknown raise. 


The feeling that the Community 
Schools program is getting out of hand 
surfaced again at the budget review 
meeting, although no cuts were made in 
the $24,775 city share of the Community 
Schools budget (the School Department 
pays the same amount).

Mayor delivers 
budget message 


In his budget message to the Board of 
Aldermen last week, Mayor Theodore 
Mann emphasized the role of state and 
federal responsibility for the financial 
plight of cities and towns and explained 
how he expects to maintain a “tight 
budget." 

Mann said he sees "no significant 
relief” coming from the state or the 
federal governments. "The state 
legislature “has failed miserably to enact 
much-needed property tax reform 
measures,” the mayor said. 

‘‘They have also failed to enact 
legislation to cure the inequities of court- 
ordered revaluation," he said. 

Mann, who will be seeking his third 
term as mayor of Newton next fall, 
pointed out steps he has taken to combat 
the outside influences that increase 
taxes. Among other tilings he mentioned 


his efforts toward achieving restoration 
of some of the state lottery funds, 
reduction of the MBTA assessment, 
continuation of the federal revenue 
sharing program, and state tax reform. 

The mayor listed objectives for the 
coming year in the management of the 
city, which include "using every 
reasonable policy or method to help keep 
costs down.” 

In public works, emphasis has been put 
on the maintenance of streets, sidewalks, 
storm drains and grounds, the mayor 
said. He also wants to improve 
snowplowing. 

"We have embarked upon several new 
major programs which will significantly 
improve public safety in Newton," the 
mayor said. The three programs he 
referred to are a new ambulance service,

The city's emergency ser¬ 
vices will make an ac¬ 
cumulated move forward of 62 
years if the Board of Aldermen 
agrees to a bond issue of 
$665,000 for a modem Central 
Dispatching Center In the 
current fire headquarters 
building. 

Police Chief William Quinn's 
staff assistant, Timothy 
Coogan, presented the plan for 


center to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee this week. 

With the efficiencies in a 
combined dispatching center 
run by civilian instead of 
uniformed personnel, Coogan 
estimates the system will pay 
for itself in seven years. 

Currently the Fire Depart¬ 
ment is using trained 
firefighters to dispatch calls 
that come in over telephones 
and alarm boxes, with some of 
the alarm equipment being 50 
years old and not meeting

federal standards. 

The Police Department 
dispatch center in the 
headquarters on Washington 
Street in West Newton is Listed 
as being one-third the 
necessary size and is an¬ 
noyingly noisy for the officers 
who work there. 

Coogan says there has 
always been a problem In 
getting men to take the desk 
Job, and officers start writing 
requests for transfers three 
months after they have been 
there. The one room here the 
radio dispatcher sits has 
carpeting on the wall and is 
referred to as "the coop.” 

The Centralized Dispatching 
Center (CDC) would include 
four dispatching consoles to be 
run by 20 civil service workers. 
Currently both departments 
have 28 people running 
separate dispatching centers. 

The uniformed personnel 
would either be put back on the 
street or positions would be cut 
by attrition. 

The switchover to centrex for 
all city phones will also 
eliminate an estimated 60 
percent of calls answered now 
by dispatching personnel. In 
about a year Coogan expects 
all these people will learn to 
call persons and departments 
direct. 

During a telephone company 
survey both departments 
received 926 calls in 16 hours. 


The current telephone 
emergency boxes seen along 
city streets will be sold to 
surrounding communites for 
$500 each, Coogan expects, and 
150 new ones will be bought for 
the same price. The old 
mechanical ones can be resold 
at the cost of the new ones with 
more electronic parts. 

The Fire Department will 
receive a new radio com¬ 
munications system for $70,000 
that will enable firefighters to 
talk with other fire depart¬ 
ments at a large fire. The new 
frequency will be compatible 
with other departments. 

The police will also receive 
30 new UHF portable radios at 
a cost of $1800 each. These will 
be compatible with the $300,000 
system Newton is receiving 
from a federal grant that will 
allow police in 28 communities, 
to be in contact with each 
other. 

Newton will serve as the 
dispatching center for the 
western district of the Greater 
Boston police district, and the 
Newton Fire Department 
currently handles the 
dispatching for Metrofire, the 
Greater Boston regional fire 
district. 

Both the fire and police 
systems will have two ad¬ 
ditional transmitters 
throughout the city besides the 
one on Manet Hill Road in 
Chestnut Hill that will pick up 


signals from portable radios 
and enable them to be easily 
heard by the CDC and other 
cities. 

Currently both departments 
have problems hearing signals 
from portable radios. The new 
portable radios will not only 
send stronger signals, but they 
will be lighter for the police 
route officers to carry all day. 
The police radio system is now 
12 years old. 

The CDC includes video 
display terminals with 
television-like screens, hun¬ 
dreds of new lighted 
pushbuttons, and overhead 
maps that will light up with the 
location of addresses where 
personnel are dispatched. 

The CDC will have the ability 
to receive and transmit on 20 
different radio frequencies 
serving police, fire, am¬ 
bulance, and public works 
vehicles, including eight 
regional hospitals. The CB 
emergency channel will also be 
monitored. 

The city’s Public Works 
Department will receive the 
old radios from police and fire 


vehicles, enabling that 
department to be in contact 
with all its vehicles which it 
cannot now do. 

Another improvement will be 
that the CDC will be able to 
radio directly to Public Works 
vehicles in case of a storm, or 
to alert those 150 cars to be on 
the watch for vehicles that the 
police are looking for. 

The computer currently 
serving the Police Department 
will receive an expanded 
memory to store information 
on people that have special 
medical problems in case an 
ambulance is ever dispatched 
to that home. 

This information would be 
gathered by a question on the 
city census and given out to 
any vehicle responding to an 
emergency at your home to 
enable them to better prepared 
when they arrive. 

Coogan has worked with 
people in the Fire, Police, and 
Public Works Departments in 
developing this plan and states 
in the report “the highest level 
of public safety in the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts."

The cost of fire and police 
protection will be about $9.2 
million next year if services 
and facilities remain about the 
same, and that total does not 
include collective bargaining 
agreements still being 
negotiated. 

Both budgets are at about the 
same level as the current year, 
but there are supplemental 
packages for each side and 
these will probably be the most 
discussed items before the 
budget is passed. 

There are eight new 
firefighters included at the 
current base pay of $12,301, but 
the Board of Aldermen has not 
considered the bond issue of 
$102,000 for the three new 
ambulances the men would 
operate. 

The supplemental request 
presented by Police Depart-

ment calls for a $665,000 bond 
for a new central dispatching 
system for fire and police 
services that would be built at 
the fire headquarters in 
Newton Centre. 

The aldermanic Health and 
Safety Committee found little 
besides the ambulances to 
discuss in the Fire Department 
budget. 

Aid. Ernest Dietz persuaded 
the committee to ask the 
mayor to restore half of the 
$5000 he cut from Chief Harvey 
Preble's requested $12,000 for 
maintaining motor vehicles. 

There are 14 engines, 6 
ladders, and 10 other vehicles, 
and there are also two full-time 
auto mechanics paid $35,700 to 
repair them. 

The Fire Department plans 
to buy a new station wagon for 
$8200 to replace one totaled in a 
crash in February, 1977. 

The bulk of the fire budget 
will be for the 196 firefighters, 
43 lieutenants, 10 captains, 5 


assistant chiefs, one chief, and 
10 other positions. 

Firefighters receive a top 
pay under the expired contract 
of $14,088, with $16,626 for 
lietenants, lieutenants, $19,117 
for captains, $21,984 for 
assistant chiefs, and $27,000 for 
the chief. 

Aid. Susan Schur, speaking 
in the Health and Safety 
Committee meeting after 
hearing the initial negative 
comments of Finance Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Sidney 
Small, said, "I'd rather have 
two Class 1 ambulances and 
have that pass the Board than 
ask for three and have that get 
defeated." 

The city’s current am¬ 
bulance, called Rescue One, 
ranks as a Class 2 ambulance 
under the new state law. It was 
purchased two years ago with 
$7500 from the city and an 
equal amount from the federal 
government. 

The police have put 500 miles 


on the vehicle in two years, 
using it only for heart attacks 
and ambulance runs in West 
Newton. 

Aid. Robert Stiller received 
no second in the committee to 
remove the $150,000 in the fire 
budget for the ambulance 
salaries. 

If the ambulance service 
passes the city will receive 
between $75,000 and $120,000 a 
year in third party payments, 
as each citizen would be 
charged for the service 
separately. 

Female Officers 

The Public Health and Safety 
Committee voted 5-0 to ask 
Mayor Theodore Mann to fully 
fund the 12 women police of¬ 
ficers who will be paid mostly 
by federal funds until January,

The members voted 5-0-1 
with Thomas Concannon ab¬ 
staining to ask the mayor to 
restore $3000 to the Animal 


Control overtime budget to 
keep the two trucks rolling for 
37 more shifts of duty while the 
officers are on vacation. 

Chief William Quinn said he 
may recommend some 
changes soon in the burglar 
alarm ordinance, one of which 
may delete the requirement for 
certified letters which cost 95 
cents each. 

The police bought 12 vehicles 
this year and the mayor has 
approved the purchase of 10 for 
next year, newton, apr 7, 
williams, police & fire, take 5 

The latest purchase of 
vehicles was made from a low 
bidder in Cambridge, and Aid. 
Schur inquired about the time 
the officers spend going to and 
from Cambridge to get them 
serviced. 

Quinn said that is a problem 
with accepting the lowest 
biddderand said he would look 
into Schur's suggestion of 
possibly using a tow bar to 
transport vehicles. 


Several aldermen questioned 
the estimated $2000 to $3000 
maintenance cost for this fiscal 
year on three of the 1976 station 
wagons. 

Quinn said the amount of 
maintenance does depend 
somewhat on the way the of¬ 
ficers drive, but they do get 
heavy treatment with more 
than 21 drivers a week. 

The chief said he grounds 
officers who have too many 
accidents and wear down a lot 
of tires, and said one officer is 
grounded now for six months. 

Chief Quinn could not fully 
explain to the Public Health 
and Safety Committee or later 
to the Finance Committee why 
he thought there were seven 
vacancies in the budget for 
uniformed officers and only six 
could be found. 

The Public Health and Safety 
Committee found eight 
positions eliminated and six 
positions vacant.

'10 percent' ordinance ready for Board vote 
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The “10 percent ordinance" 
will be ready for a vote by the 
Board of Aldermen April 19, 
and the cluster zoning 
proposal, approved by Land 
Use Committee Tuesday night, 
may be presented to the Board 
for action then as well.

The cluster zoning proposal 
needs considerable work but 
may be ready for a recess 
meeting of the Board April 19 
and a vote by the Board. 

As amended by the Land Use 
Committee Tuesday night, the 
proposal allows reduction in lot 
size for single-family houses on 
parcels of 5 to 20 acres, in 
exchange for developers' 
setting aside leftover land as 
permanent open space. 

The Board of Aldermen will 
have the right to designate the 
disposition of the open space 
when it grants permissive use 
to the developer. 

The options available for 
ownership under the new state 
zoning enablinq act provisions 
for cluster zoning are the City 
of Newton, the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission, an 
association of property owners 
of the development, or a 
nonprofit conservancy 
organization. 

Aid. David Cohen got the 
committee’s approval to add a 
requirement for public access 
if desired by the Board of 
Aldermen. Situations in which 
public access through private 
land might be desirable are 
few, it was admitted, but are 
conceivable. 

Cohen also amended the 
proposal to include a safeguard 
against subdivision of a very 
large parcel into parcels that 
would fall within the cluster- 
zoning requirements. 

The use of the land saved 
through cluster zoning would 
be a matter of negotiation each 
time a developer puts forth a 
plan for development. 

Both proposals were ap¬ 
proved 6-0 by the Land Use 
Committee. Those present 
were Aid. Carol Ann Shea, 
David Cohen, Land Use 
Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen, Matthew Jefferson, 
Ethel Sheehan’ and Thomas 
Concannon. 

Aid. James Miller and 
Robert Gaynor missed the 
meeting.

Editorial 

Weep not 
for Muskie 

Senator Edmund S. Muskie of Maine was 
not born with a gold spoon in his mouth or 
even within walking distance. 

His lather was an uneducated tailor who 
was penniless when he emigrated from 
Poland to this country in 1903. 

So it came as a shock when Muskie, in a 
speech on the Senate floor, indicated he 
could not live comfortably on $66,125 per 
vear. 

Muskie's remarks were made during a 
debate on a provision in a new Code of 
Ethics which limits the outside income of 
Senators to 15 percent ($8625) of their an¬ 
nual $57,500 senatorial salary. 

"I own a 1970 automobile and a 1968 
automobile, ' he told his fellow Senators, “I 
have not felt I could buy another car since 
1970." 

That must have brought tears to the eyes 
of men who manage to run a home, feed and 
clothe their children and maintain an 
automobile on one-fourth of Muskie's in¬ 
come. 

Aside from complaining that he had not 
earned enough money to buy an automobile 
during the past seven years, Muskie ob¬ 
jected vigorously to the provision limiting a 
Senator to earning only 15 percent of his 
salary ($8625) in outside income and 
protested loudly that the restriction applied 
only to earned income and not to unearned 
income such as the interest on savings 
accounts or the dividends from stocks and 
bonds. 

This drew the sanctimonious observation 
from Senator Thomas Eagleton of Missouri 
that we do not live in a perfect world.” A 
listener observed that neither Muskie nor 
Eagleton has done much to eliminate the 
imperfections. 

' There is no functional or perhaps any 
constitutional method by which to cause an 
individual to divest himself of his worldly 
possessions or to divest himself of the 
income from those worldly possessions. A 
Senator is not obliged to take a pauper's 
oath, declared Eagleton who was picked by 
George McGovern as his Vice Presidential 
running mate and then dumped after 
McGovern had announced he was ‘‘1000 
percent behind Eagleton”. 

On the basis of his own statements, it 
would appear that Senator Muskie, who was 
almost elected Vice President, does not 
have much money in savings accounts, at 
least not enough to produce any substantial 
amount of interest. 

One of the more intriguing questions of 
the year is what Senator Muskie does with 
his salary which prevents him from buying a 
new automobile. Another is why he doesn't 
retire to private life where there would be 
no restrictions on the amount of money his 
talents could produce. 

Senator Muskie lost his bid for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination in 1972 
when he broke down and cried while making 
a speech in front of the building housing New 
Hampshire s only daily newspaper. 

Some of tne working people struggling to 
raise kids and make both ends meet on a 
portion of Muskie's earnings might have 
driven up to Manchester and wept with him 
it they had known how tough things were for 
him.

Passports for Nantucket

Because, you see, after some 300 years as an eastern 
outpost of the United States, the home of America's historic 
whaling trade is seceding from the union. So is its sister 
resort, Martha’s Vineyard. 

Their threat sent a lot of mainlanders off into un¬ 
controllable fits of giggles, but the islanders aren't kidding. 

A redistricting plan has wiped out their two seats in the 
Massachusetts legislature and, faced with taxation (and 
Lord knows what else) without representation, they have 
taken the only honorable way: a "declaration of in¬ 
dependence," 1977 style. 

last week they filed an official bill of secession to remove 
themselves from state control. Next target: Washington, 

D.C. 

How legal all this is I don't know. And I'm taking no in¬ 
vestigative steps to find out because, if it turns out to be just 
a political bluff, I’ll be one disappointed member of the 
"summer people." 

I think making Nantucket a separate nation is the best 
thing that’s happened to the island since old-time sea 
captains discovered whale oil would bum. Just thinking of 
the possibilities boggles the mind. 

For openers, with a single stroke of a pen (a ceremonial 
feathered quill, I hope, in honor of the occasion) they get rid 
°f both federal and state meddling in their affairs. (I’ll bet 
there are 50 governors who wish they had the gumption to 
do the same.) 

That means no more income taxes, unless the natives 
vote them in voluntarily. April 15 could be declared a 
national holiday, with flags and fife-and-drum corps 
parading on the cobblestones up Main Street from the 
wharf, past the Hub stationery store, and on up to the 300- 
year-old graveyard full of blackened stones with names like 
Swain, Macy, Coffin and Starbuck. 

There probably wouldn’t have to be many taxes anyway, 
not when you consider the money-making possibilities 
independence would bring. A tax-free status would look 
mighty attractive to businessmen, especially when you 
throw in all that blue sky, turquoise water and glorious 
sunshine. 

Which brings us to the tourist trade. It already is Nan¬ 
tucket’s main source of revenue. Making it a duty-free port 


would probably inspire summer shoppers to new heights. 

Ditto for sourvenir spending on colorful national stamps, 
first editions of newly-minted coins of the realm, a new flag 
i with waves and a seagull, natch)—maybe even some kind 
of a head tax. 

There'd have to be an election first thing. A Most Exalted 
Poobah type to name an ambassador to the United States, 
apply to the UN for membership antj a loan as an un¬ 
developed country, and name his own cabinet ministers of 
fisheries, shipping, trade, aviation and tourism. 


But the most important post, the delicate and crucial 
ministry of immigration, should be handled by someone 
with salt spray in his veins, for the fate of this new nation 
will depend on what kind of settlers it lets inside its sandy 
borders. 

As a visa-type visitor for at least 20 years, I can suggest a 
few they shouldn't. Commercial developers, for instance,

Novel way to stimulate the economy 



suggestions for President Carter. The 
previous article in this series dealt with a 
more equitable distribution of tax monies 
to government programs. This week the 
topic is the domestic economy. 

Although the Democrat leadership in 
Congress has been pushing for more 
public service jobs, President Carter has 
opted for the Republican approach to 
unemployment by stimulating con¬ 
sumption to create jobs in the private 
sector. 

Carter's plan is to give everyone $50. 
I'd be the last one to criticixe a Democrat 
President for adopting Republican 
programs, but fifty bucks barely buys a 
pound of coffee. Let's face it, it’s peanuts. 

The theory goes that if more people 
spent money on goods, the increased 
demand would require an expansion in 
employment. 

More wage earners means more 
consumers, thus creating a spiral which 
would eliminate unemployment, increase 
GNP, reduce social service needs and 
generally make everyone jolly. 


But the Carter plan, Republican in 
spirit, is tainted with Democrat 
philosophy. Democrats give money away 
in the hope that a desired result will 
occur. If it doesn’t occur, the plan fails 
and the government is out a lot of 
money—our money. 

Republicans, however, take a slightly 
different view of the world. By nature, 
Republicans are doubting Thomases. 
Their faith in human nature is tempered 
by sound accounting practices. As Ring 
I^ardner must have said: "Never make a 
bet you can't cover.” 

The Grand Old Party would prefer to 
see concrete results before laying out 
cash, even if it is only taxpayers' money. 

Ford may not have had a better idea, 
but I do. 

President Carter should create the 
Federal Employment Stimulation and 
Sweepstakes Upgrading Program, or 
FESSUP, in bureaucratese. 

This program would create what every 
American secretly loves—a contest. 
Under FESSUP, the government would 
conduct a monthly contest to stimulate 
consumption. 

Citizens would be urged to buy as much 
as possible, collect receipts for their 
purchases and submit them to FESSUP, 
which would be administered by Health, 
Euducation and Welfare (HEW). In each 
of the nation's 435 Congressional 
districts, the top spender would be 
selected on the basis of the receipts. 

The local congressman would have the 
honor of presenting to the winner the 
prize: a two-week, all-expense paid 
vacation for two at the American resort 
of the winner's choice. 


Every month, 435 winners and their 
guests would be off to Disneyworld, 
Yosemite, the Catskills or Plains. 

At the end of each year, the biggest 
spender in each state will be given an 
additional prize of $1000 by the two 
senators of that state. 

Such a program would capitalize on a 
America’s primary urge: greed. Millions 
of wide-eyed consumers would rush out at 
the first of each month like 49ers in 
search of a claim, buying, spending to 
become the lucky winner. Homes, autos, 
furniture, appliances, art, land in 
Arizona, would be bought in an orgy of 
spending. Banks would be inundated with 
loan applications and mortgage requests. 

Manufacturers would swell 
neswspapers with appeals for more 
employees. Hundreds of thousands would 
be hired to meet the demand for more 
consumer goods. 

Real estate brokers would have to slay 
open all night to handle the crush of 
buyers looking for the Big Buy to move 
their totals skyward in one massive 
purchase. 

The construction industry would scurry 
about trying to keep pace with new home 
starts and factory expansion.

Any Wellesleys around here? 


The map is not the territory, someone 
said, wluch means, among other things, 
that a hometown newspaper deserves 
neither the credit nor the blame for what 
ultimately becomes of the home town. 

The newspaper has responsibilities to 
reflect how the town is being operated, 
but it is ultimately up to the people who 
live there to see that it Is operated. 

Over in Wellesley, where two persons 
and a corporation have been indicted 
over the operation of the town in¬ 
cinerator, where it is now being said that 
irregularities in the town government led 
to such things as public paving of private 
driveways and the disappearance of a 
town building, there are some who blame 
it all on the local weekly newspaper. The 
"map," they say, was so sketchy that 
ordinary people—as opposed to Town 
Hail insiders—couldn’t make head nor 
tail of the territory. 

The Boston Globe suggested that one of 
Wellesley's problems was it didn't have a 


dally newspaper, the implication being 
that no weekly could have done the job in 
this case or a similar case. What actually 
seems to have happened is that the local 
paper did too "good" a job of reflecting 
prevailing attitudes in Wellesley about 
attending to the humdrum while trying to 
ignore the unpleasant. 

This newspaper tries to avoid falling 
into that kind of tender trap, but what 
happened in Wellesley could conceivbly 
happen in other communities. 

A newspaper is only as good as its 
sources, and a source is always a person. 
If a settle-everything-quietly mentality 
settles in to the extent it apparently did in 
Wellesley, it may take everyone who is 
not an insider at Town Hall a long time to 
realize the magnitude of whatever is 
going on. 

A daily newspaper unable to dig up the 
facts five or six days a week would have 
come no closer to saving the town this 
embarrassment than did a weekly paper 


unable to dig up the facts once a week. 

The point is, the local paper cannot be 
the only entity in town interested in ex¬ 
posing wrongdoing. Over the long run, 
that arrangement just won't work. 

What has to happen is that the whole 
system has to be conscious of checks and 
balances on the local as well as the state 
and national levels. What is threatening 
to happen in the suburbs is the demise of 
checks and balances; the "outs" have no 
organized way of complaining about, or 
even finding out about, the dubious things 
the "ins” are doing. 

Government in the suburbs has better 
manners, it tends to be "nicer," but at 
what cost? Wellesley doesn’t have too 
much action for a weekly newspaper to 
ewer, and, of course, neither do the 
towns half its size along the Boston Post 
Road. 

Perhaps the Wellesley paper knew 
more than it printed. Perhaps it was too 
"nice." But ultimately, the people have to 


take the initiative to see their govern¬ 
ment is run well. A newspaper's job, in 
the purest sense, is to explain con¬ 
troversy rather than create it. 
Newspapers can and should bring to light 
facts that result in controversy, but they 
cannot do much of a job functioning as 
stormy islands in a sea of apathy. 

The hometown newspaper, this one 
included, is there to be used. If the "other 
side” is suspected of hanky-panky, the 
offended (or suspicious) party has a 
vehicle with which to check it out—his or 
her local newspaper. 

What's essential, though, is that people 
care enough to use it. To the extent that 
they don't, to the extent that a one-party 
system has effectively evolved in the 
suburbs, Massachusetts is full of 
Wellesleys waiting to happen.

To the Editor: 

I wish to express my concern 
for the future make-up of the 
city’s population. As I'm sure 
you know, our population is 
decreasing and the mix is 
changing. It is becoming very 
difficult, if not next to im¬ 
possible, for low- and 
moderate-income families to 
live in our city, and I feel the 
Board of Aldermen has within 
its power the opportunity and 
responsibility to make the City 
of Newton more affordable for 
all income levels. 

The areas in which their 
actions can improve our city 
are zoning, enforcement of 
ordinances and uniform- 
equitable assessing practices. 

Zoning 

In general over the last year 
and a half the aldermen's 
actions have indeed reflected 
the desires of those most af¬ 
fected (the neighborhoods) and 
that is to their credit. 

But I must criticize them for 
their lack of action on defining 
a “family." This lack of action 
makes a mockery of our zoning 
laws and makes the task of 
zoning enforcement almost 
impossible.

Ordinance Enforcement

household dwellings is a good 
starting point. This effort, 
combined with the definition of 
a family, as state above, can 
lead to a the way to preserving 
our city as the Garden City.

Pines wants to abolish 
'mismanaged' tax dept. 
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State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) the author of House 
Bill 3830, which would abolish 
the Department of Cor¬ 
porations and Taxation and 
establish a new Department of 
Taxation, has termed the 
present department 
"hopelessly mismanaged." 

"The recently initiated 
Attorney General’s in¬ 
vestigation is much needed and 
long overdue. While I do not 
question the integrity of 
Commissioner Clarke and 
Deputy Commissioner 
Metaxes, they obviously are 
incapable of adequately 
managing this critical 
department" said Pines. 

According to Pines, recent 


news stories and legislative 
hearings have merely con¬ 
firmed the serious shortcoming 
■of the agency that she has 
addressed for several years. 
"The citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth can no longer af¬ 
ford to tolerate this disasterous 
mismanagement. It is im¬ 
perative that the Com¬ 
missioner and his Deputy be 
removed immediately and 
reorganization go forward.” 

Pointing to recent 
disclosures that over *100 
million in uncollected taxes are 
owed to the Commonwealth, 
the Newton legislator stated 
that the department was a 
"classic example of an an¬ 
tiquated agency which has not 
kept pace with advancing

Mofenson keeps on 
‘thinking metric’ 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, is continuing his ef¬ 
forts to get Massachusetts to 
officially commit itself to “a 
program for a reasonable and 
timely changeover to the 
metric system." 

Although the federal 
government has committed the 
United States to metric con¬ 
version during the next decade, 
citizens in Massachusetts, as 
well as those in other states, 
are said to be largely unin¬ 
formed about the coming 
changeover to metric 
measurement. 

Accordingly, Mofenson is 
sponsoring legislation to assist 
in the transition process. With 
the Massachusetts Teachers 
Association he has sponsored a 
bill to require instruction in the 
metric system of weights and 
measures in public schools. 
Another Mofenson bill would 
establish a special legislative 
commission to explore ways in 


which the public and private 
sectors can work together to 
bring some coordination and 
guidance to the inevitable 
changeover. 

Mofenson urged that the 
state take the lead in educating 
the public. "This cannot nor 
should not be attempted 
overnight," he said, "but it will 
be cost-effective in the long run 
if we take steps now. Fur¬ 
thermore, this is not something 
that the state should do alone. 
Our efforts at systematic 
planning should be in full 
cooperation with civic, con¬ 
sumer and business groups." 

"Everyone can do his or her 
part," said Mofenson, “to help 
the process of public 
education." Mofenson has 
urged that as part of a long 
term changeover of public 
signs into metric language, all 
new road signs, and any that 
are replaced, be labelled in 
both miles and kilometers. 
Last year the Red Sox, at 
Mofenson's recommendation, 
added meter markings to the 
outfield fences. 


technology and modern 
management techniques. The 
department has provided little 
assistance to local com¬ 
munities, has been virtually 
useless in providing much 
needed revenue data for use in 
legislative decision making, 
and what is worse, seems to 
operate with an anti-taxpayer 
bias." 

Under Pines’ reorganization 
proposal, the Department of 
Corporations and Taxation 
would be replaced by a 
Department of Taxation. The 
new department would consist 
of a tax commission, and 
divisions of state taxes, local 
finances, and administrative 
services. The tax commission 
would consist of three tax 
experts appointed by the 
governor. Each tax com¬ 
missioner would head one of 
the three department divisions. 
The primary function of the tax 
commission would be to make 
and revise regulations 
necessary to interpret and 
enforce any state imposed 
taxes. Rep. Pines expressed 
sharp disapproval of "the 
inability or unwillingness of the 
present department to issue 
regulations, a practice often 
resulting in inequitable, ar¬ 
bitrary and inconsistant 
decisions." 

“This reorganization bill 
should result in a substantial 
improvement in the respon¬ 
siveness and accountability of 
the department while 
providing a more effective and 
efficient state agency in the 
very sensitive and vital field of 
taxation,” Pines concluded.

State Sen. Jack Backman (D- 
Newton-Brookline) appeared 
before the Insurance Com¬ 
mittee to testify on behalf of his 
bill, S. 536, which would 
provide for uninterrupted 
medical insurance coverage 
for employees. 

Under the proposed 
Backman legislation, a 
member of an employee group 
health insurance plan who has 
been employed by the sponsor 
of the plan for a minimum of 
three years would be eligible 
upon termination of em¬ 
ployment to continue in that 
plan at his own expense. 

Under current law’ persons 
discharged or laid off from 
work are eligible for continued 
participation in a group health 
insurance plan at their own 
expense for nine months. 
Employees who leave a job 
voluntarily lose their health 
programs immediately, even if 
they are willing to pay for it at 
their own expense. 

Backman stated: "Our 
present law gives no health 
protection to those who for one 
reason or another must 
voluntarily leave their jobs. 
Other employees lose their 
rights to insurance in a very 
short time." 

"No one can afford to go 
1 1 without health and 
hospitalization insurance," he 
went on. "Individual non-group 
policies usually provide less 
coverage at a substantially 
higher rate. In addition, in¬ 


dividual policies are not 
available at all to many per¬ 
sons due to the health history of 
the member or his family, and 
in most cases with when it is 
available there is a waiting 
period before full coverage 
begins." 

Under the present system, 
Backman noted, the burden on 
the family for unexpected 
medical costs is 
astronomically high. 
Congressional Budget Office 
estimates that nearly seven 
million American families will 
have out-of-pocket medical 
expenses exceeding 15 percent 
of their incomes in fiscal 1978. 

It is not uncommon to hear of 
catastrophic illnesses that lead 
to personal bankruptcy. 

"Through the extension of 
group medical insurance 
benefits, my legislation would 
alleviate these problems and 
provide the employee and his 
family with adequate, unin¬ 
terrupted health protection," 
Backman said.

Newton resident and chairman 
of the Governor’s Committee 
on Fitness and Sports. 

Buxbaum, who is professor 
of medicine at Harvard \ 
Community Health Plan, 
called for a cost-benefit 
examination of government 
funded sports and recreation 
programs, plus an examination 
of the high costs incurred by a 
physically unfit population. 

The psychological benefits of 
exercise, the need to reallocate 
public resources, and the 
physiology of various popular 
forms of exercise were also 
explained by Buxbaum, 
William Day, Dr. Rob Roy 
McGregor and Dr. Frank 
Howard at a “Fitness for Life" 
lecture Monday night at 
Newton North High School. 

It would cost an additional 
$100 billion to do a coronary 
bypass operation on every 
American who could benefit 
from that treatment right now, 
Buxbaum said to point up the 
costs of cardiovascular disease 
in this country. 

The costs of being physically 
unfit need to be ferreted out 
and publicized so that the 
public attitude will change 
here as it did in Scandanavia, 
Buxbaum said. 

Schools need to start 
teaching people ‘‘lifetime" 
activities they can do until they 
are 78, instead of only 18, he 
added. 

The cost effectiveness of 
building swimming pools (for 
people of all ages and both 
sexes) vs. hockey rinks (for 
young males) needs to be 
looked at, he said. 

And the handicapped, often 
saddled with obesity as a result 
of their helplessness, need 
special encouragement in 
physical activity and training 
so they can stay fit, he said. 

In general, Buxbaum is 
talking about a total 
reallocation of public 
resources away from 
organized sports and 
recreational programs, which 
benefit only about five percent 
of the population, and into low- 
key, individual sports that will 
benefit the other 95 percent of 
the people. 

Scandanavia and some other 
European countries have 
programs in the work place for 
people who are at desk jobs all 
day, and Busbaum hopes to 
initiate that here in 
Massachusetts. 

Twice a day bells ring, an 
exercise leader appears, and 
people get up and spend 
several minutes doing simple 
exercises, he said.

In Finland, a study found 
that executives who spent 
three hours a week exercising 
could concentrate better on 
complicated decisions and 
could sleep better, Howard 
said. 

The rising cost of medical 
care, which is more visible in 
Scandanavia and Canada 
under national health care 
accounting procedures, is what 
brought on the current em¬ 
phasis on physical fitness in 
those countries. 

Once a person becomes 
physically fit, he or she is likely 
to integrate other good health 
practices into the lifestyle, 
Buxbaum said. 

Smoking and overeating are 
inconsistent with fitness, for 
instance. 

Obesity is a disability that is 
all too common in American 
life. It is also unnecessary, 
Buxbaum said. 

To lose weight, people have 
to bum more calories than they 
eat. but most things Americans 
do today don't demand energy 
and burn up calories, he added. 

William Day, director of 
exercise programs at New 
England Cardiovascular 
Health Institute, says that the 
body's capacity for exercise 
depends on its previous 
exercise and training. 

Day measures car¬ 
diovascular-respiratory en¬ 
durance in units called “mets" 
according to the body's ability 
to get oxygen to the muscles. 

In a testing program, Day 
puts the subject on a bicycle 
machine or a treadmill and 
measures capacity for stress. 

Sitting requires one “met”, 
walking two or three, and 
jogging 10 or 11 . 

After initial stress, oxygen 
consumption will level off as a 
person reaches “aerobic 
capacity" or maximum oxygen 
uptake, Day explained. 

Unconditioned people can 
rarely exert themselves to that 
capacity, while conditioned 
people are able to work at that 
capacity for several minutes. 

Most people quickly reach 
aerobic capacity when they run 
up a hill. Day said. 

Trained people, who have 
muscles that are better 
developed for oxygen uptake, 
will pump a lot more blood per 
heartbeat .Day added. 

Reeducation of doctors to the 
needs of the normal body and 
what occurs under stress was 
addressed by Rob Roy 
McGregor, physician and chief 
of podiatry at New England 
Deaconess Hospital. 

“Doctors are trained in 


disease,... spend most of their 
time learning about and 
treating diseases," he noted. 

We need to raise their 
“sensitivity" to normal health, 
McGregor said. 

A marathon runner, 
McGregor explained the 
biomechanics of walking - what 
happens to the foot and the leg 
as a person takes a step. 

Training, equipment and the 
body itself are the three places 
where things can go wrong and 
create problems, he said. 

Common causes of ailments 
are inadequate warm-up, over¬ 
doing exercise, ill-fitting or 
worn shoes, heavy or wrong- 
sized athletic equipment, and 
the inadequate range in motion 
of the body. 

The misuse of bones or joints 
is more common among 
athletes than laymen, he noted. 

The Governor’s Committee 
on Fitness and Sports is looking 
into the cardiovascular fitness 
of firemen and policemen, 
whose poor health can cost 
taxpayers a lot of money.

Gathering of 
'Society of 
Solitary Cyclists' 

CINCINNATI (DPI)- On a 
recent cold and dreary night, 
members of "The Society of 
Solitary Cyclists" gathered for 
some mind-stirring discussion 
and discourse on their singular 
object of affection — Sherlock 
Holmes, 

"The Society of Solitary 
Cyclists” takes its name from 
the shortstory "The Adventure 
of the Solitary Cyclist," one of 
60 tales about the Ixjndon 
detective that Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle penned in longhand, an 
obvious labor of love, in the 
late 1800s and early 1900s. 

Thanks to Doyle's brilliant 
writing, Holmes remains the 
most famous detective in 
fiction. In fact, Doyle managed 
to make Holmes so lifelike that 
members of the "Society of 
Solitary Cyclists" and 100 
similar clubs around the world 
take great delight in picturing 
Holmes as a real person. 

So, it was not surprising 
when guest speaker Paul 
Herbert began his presentation 
with the tongue-in-cheek com¬ 
plaint that the local library had 
placed its Sherlock Holmes 
collection in the "fictional 
mystery" department. 

"Of course," acknowledged 
Herbert, "the popular myth 
continues that Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle made up these 
accounts. That myth is 
propagated by the powerful 
estate of Doyle. 

"We know, of course,” 
Herbert continued in serious 
tones, "that Holmes lived and 
that Dr. John H. Watson ac¬ 
tually authored the accounts of 
Holmes’ detective work. Doyle 
appears to have been a literary 
agent who managed to get 
Watson's work published." 

As Herbert spoke, a young 
man in the audience pulled on 
his deerstalker hat, the double¬ 
billed cap that has become the 
symbol of Holmes. The group 
was a mixed lot — men in 
business suits, long-haired 
young women, young men in 
jeans. Even the editor of the 
Cincinnati Post was on hand. 

Herbert, who teaches social 
. studies to seventh graders 
when he isn't re-reading his 
Holmes, has an insatiable 
"Sherlockian" appetite. In the 
past two years, for example, he 
has traveled to Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, St. Louis, Chicago, 
Rochester, Toronto and New 
York City to participate in 
Holmes-related activities. 

Herbert told local club 
members of the widespread 
Interest in Holmes. 
"Thousands of letters come in 
every year to 221 B Baker St. 
(Holmes' London address)," 
Herbert said. "Many of the 
letters ask advice on solving 
mysteries. 

I "Franklin D. Rooaevelt was 
| a member of the Baker Street 
' Irregulars (a New York City- 
based Holmes club) and once 
wrote to see if Holmes might 
have some American ancestry. 

"A bibliography shows more 
than 6,000 items were 
published about Holmes before 
1973. A new bibliography being 
prepared will have another 
6,000 items. 

"The ‘Holmes National Ar¬ 
chives' is in Santa Fe, N.M., 
where John Shaw has collected 
98 per cent of all the English 
material ever published on 
Holmes. He even throws a 
birthday party for Professor 
Moriarty (Holmes’ most 
feared enemy) every 
Halloween in nearby Moriarty, 
N.M. 

"A Holmes club in New 
Jersey is named 'The Five 
Orange Pips’ on behalf of a 
Holmes story, and mem¬ 
bership is limited to five 
persons. Each member 
delivers a scholarly paper on 
Holmes each year. 

"The Baker Street 
Irregulars in New York is a 
male-only club. Their annual 
meeting was once picketed by 
female fans of Holmes, who 
later started a women-only 
club, 'The Adventuresses of 
Sherlock Holmes.’ 

“The club in Boston, 'The 
Speckled Band’ (named after 
another Holmes adventure) 
was even consulted by Boston 
police baffled by a big Brinks 
robbery there." 

After Herbert’s talk, the 
"Society of Solitary Cyclists" 
listened attentively to a 
recording of an old Rathbone- 
Bruce half-hour radio 
broadcast of a Holmes ad¬ 
venture.

State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton), House chairwoman 
of the Special Legislative 
Commission on Asbestos, 
appeared before the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
this week to seek legislative 
appropriations for a study of 
the asbestos hazards in the 
Commonwealth's public 
schools. Pines requested that 
the Committee authorize 
$100,000 to staff and equip a 
survey team in the Department 
of Labor and Industries' 
Division of Occupational 
Hygiene. 

The Asbestos Commission 
was established at Pines’ 
urging after dangerous levels 
of airborne asbestos fibers 
were discovered in Newton 
North High School and other 
educational facilities in the 
state. Medical evidence in¬ 
dicates that long term ex¬ 
posure to these fibers result in 


respiratory' cardiac and 
cancerous illnesses. 

Pines’ Commission, in its 
report to the Legislature, 
recommende that a survey be 
made of schools in the Com¬ 
monwealth which may have 
used sprayed-on asbestos for 
fireproofing or insulation 

Funding for the Commission 
was sought from several 
federal agencies but a study of 
school buildings was found to 
be outside the purview of the 
agencies contacted. 

While a search for other 
public as well as private 
funding sources is continuing, 
Pines believes that the im¬ 
mediate responsibility rests 
with the state. “The 
Legislature,” she said, 
“established this Commission 
because of a clear health 
hazard to the citizens of this 
stale, especially school-age

children. The Ways and Means 
Committee must support the 
recommendation of the 
Commission and make the 
necessary appropriation.” 

In Fhnes’ view, the necessity 
for swift action was recently 
dramatized by the closing of 
eight elementary schools in 
New Jersey due to feared 
asbestos-induced illness. As 
the result of the New Jersey 
situation, Florida's Depart¬ 
ment of Education at the order 
of the Associate Commissioner 
of Educational Facilities 
Construction is conducting a 
comprehensive survey of the 
state's schools and community 
colleges for possible asbestos 
contamination. 

The proposed budget would 
allocate $100,000 to equip a 
staff of six, including five 
engineers and one clerk 
stenographer. While part of the 
overhead would be absorbed by 
the Department of Labor and 
Industries, the purchase of 
sophisticated measuring 
devices would be necessary. 
According to Pines there are 
2500 public schools in the 
Commonwealth, and as many 
as five hundred would require 
testing. 

When one considers the 
grave consequences which 
may result from the inhalation 
of asbestos by children, the 
price required to identify the 
exact nature of the hazard does 
not seem great. Can we, in 
good conscience, ignore the 
danger to our children? I think 
not. I am hopeful that the Ways 
and Means Committee will 
appropriate the urgently 
needed funds, and that the 
survey will be allowed to 
begin," Pines concluded.

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Young hopeful 
dazzled by her 
new life style 

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Ellen Foley is 25, blonde, 
talented and making her debut 
on television in "3 Girls 3," a 
new breed of situation comedy- 
variety series which gives her 
an opportunity to sing and 
dance every week. 

For Ellen, a native of St. 
Louis, it is her first Hollywood 
assignment and she remains a 
bit dazzled by the change in life 
style. 

Until the NBC-TV series 
came along she had lived and 
worked in New York in 
workshop productions and in 
occasional nightclub gigs. She 
also was a backup singer for a 
rock performer. 

She is typical of many young 
hopefuls without a permanent 
home base. 

Ellen shared a Manhattan 
apartment with an actress 
friend for four years. Together 
they decorated the place with 
heavy wooden antiques to 
match the high ceilings and 
oldfashioned rooms. Posters 
brightened the long hallways 
leading to two bedrooms, living 
room and kitchen. 

Her Hollywood quarters is a 
hotel-apartment bachelor pad 
with a Murphy bed in the living 
room. It has a kitchen and bath 
and an eighth floor view of the 
city. There’s a swimming pool, 
too, but Ellen goes to the 
YMCA a few blocks away for 
regular indoor swimming wor¬ 
kouts. 

Ellen brought few of her 
personal possessions west with 
her, excepting clothes and her 
record collection, which is 
comprised mainly of Bette 
Midler, The Rolling Stones, 
Boz Scaggs and Peter 
F rampton. 

She still is trying to accustom 
her metabolism to working 
daylight hours. Ellen became a 
night person in New York and 
the adjustment hasn't been 
easy. 

She reports to work at 10 
a.m. and usually rehearses 
until 5 in the evening. 

"I need energy to work those 
hours," she says. "So I start 
the day with a good breakfast 
of tea, eggs and fruit. I usually 
settle for a salad at lunchtime 
at the studio commissary.” 

Ellen isn't crazy about 
cooking, so she usually has 
dinner in restaurants. Since 
becoming a temporary Califor¬ 
nian, she has become some¬ 
thing of a health food fanatic. 

When she does prepare her 
own dinners, Ellen can make 
an impressive veal scaloppine 
with wild rice. 

Weekends are devoted to 
attending concerts and visiting 
her agent, who has a home at 
the beach. She is fascinated by 
the sand dunes and barren 
beauty of the desert surround¬ 
ing Palm Springs and enjoys 
visiting the area. 

Two months ago Ellen 
became romantically involved 
with one of the show’s set 
decorators and has been dating 
him steadily ever since. But 
she is unwilling to make any 
definite plans for the future. 

At the moment her primary 
concern is her career. Until she 
knows whether "3 Girls 3” is 
renewed for next year, Ellen is 
very much at lose ends. 

When the series goes on 
hiatus she will return to New 
York to rehearse for “Never- 
land," a rock and roll version 
of "Peter Pan" opening at the 
Kennedy Center in Washington 
this spring. 

Ellen plays Wendy in the 
show, which is scheduled to 
move on to New York. If "3 
Girls 3" is renewed, however, 
she will have to return to 
Hollywood. 

Her wardrobe is New York 
dressy for concert going and 
important dates. She prefers 
tailored clothes, especially 
black dresses. But her rehear¬ 
sal clothes are invariably blue 
jeans and T-shirt. 

Ellen hasn't made up her 
mind where or when she will 
settle down. She’s not in any 
hurry to face those decisions 
either.

Theater circus rides grade school circuit 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - The 
audience of small fry squealed 
loudly as the hero on stage 
wrestled with a dragon. 

The dragon was overcome 
with a minimum of violence. 
The 320 students then grew 
quiet for the remainder of the 
performance at Duchesne 
School in suburban Florissant. 

The Metro Theater Circus 
gives 300 shows each school 
year to similar audiences 
throughout the Midwest. Its 
seven performers provide the 


only experience many children 
have with live drama. 

"A friend and I started this 
group because there was no 
live children's theater," said 
artistic director Phyllis Weil. 
"We're in our fourth year now, 
and about 90 per cent of our 
business is callbacks from 
schools where we've perfor¬ 
med." 

The group originated in the 
St. Louis metropolitan area. 
The shortage of children's 
drama groups in the United 


States has put the show on the 
road. 

About 350,000 children have 
seen the performances since 
1973. 

The current production, di¬ 
rected by June Ekman, uses a 
piano, a cello, a tambourine, a 
flute, several dozen outlandish 
props and smart 
choreography, including a tap 
dance. The script is mostly in 
verse. It uses vocabulary¬ 
expanding words and plenty of 
stage asides to explain the plot. 


Audiences representing all 
socio-economic strata watch in 
wide-eyed attention in school ' 
gymnasiums or assembly ' 
halls. 

“For 45 minutes while we're 
performing no school ever has 
any discipline problems,” said 
Bonnie MacDougal, a member 
of the cast. 

When the performance ends,' 
the cast goes to classrooms to 
work with the students. 

"The classroom sessions put , 
a structure on it," Mrs. Weil 


said. "The drama can free a 
child and make him feel good 
about himself. They settle 
down in the classroom sessions 
and still feel good about 
themselves when we leave, and 
they go to reading or math." 

In the classrooms per¬ 
formers try to stretch the 
children's imaginations and 
"get them away from the idea 
that art has no place in their 
lives," Mrs. Weil said. 

In one recent session 
children were handed a 


blackboard pointer and told to 
imagine it as a prop in a play. 
The students, some shy and 
some nervous, pantomimed the 
use of the pointer as a rocket, a 
spear, a pool cue, a cane, a 
lollipop and the torch on the 
Statue of Liberty. 

Teachers and administrators 
who have struggled trying to 
motivate young children were 
amazed by the progress some 
can make in a single morning 
or afternoon with the Metro 
Theater Circus. 


It is a non-profit 
organization. It’s fee is based 
on time spent at a school and 
distance traveled. The 
Missouri Council on the Arts 
has matched some of the 
earnings. 

"Wc took a leap of faith and 
quit our jobs when we started 
the group," said Mrs. Weil. 
"Most of the members of the 
cast have been teachers, and 
we’ve talked them into quitting 
their jobs."

In the first round of funding 
for Newton Area CETA's 
public service project 
proposals, 29 projects from 
eight different towns have 
received official approval. 

Newton CETA expects to 241 
new participants under this 
program and plans to start 
interviewing applicants for 
these jobs in mid-May. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, 
chairman of the Advisory 
Manpower Planning Board for 
the Newton area, stated that 
nearly $2 million dollars will be 
divided up aomong the 29 
projects, with 90 percent of the 
funds going to wages and other 
benefits for CETA workers. 

Almost half the public ser¬ 
vice projects involve nonprofit 
agencies, with the others 
serving various municipal 
departments. Individual 
funding allotments vary from 
$45,600 for a project at Mt. Ida 
Junior College to $198,000 for a 
Waltham Housing Authority 
project that will encourage 
energy conservation. 

Garden plots 
available again 

Newton’s ’’Vegetable 
Kingdom" program is starting 
up again, and garden plots at 
the city-owned Winchester 
Street land are ready for 
assignment. 

James Bergantino has been 
appointed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann to conduct the program. 
Plots 10 by 20 feet at the 
Winchester Street site may be 
used by citizens of Newton who 
wish to participate in the plan 
and grow vegetables and 
flowers. 

People interested in par¬ 
ticipating should call 
Bergantino at 969-3921 between 
8:30 a.m. and 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday or write him at 
City Hall. 

Those people who had lots 
last year are urged to come to 
City Hall and sign releases. 
April 13 is the deadline for 
reassignment, Bergantino 
says. 


Of the 29 projects selected for 
funding, 11, in the amount of 
$633,835, will go to support 
public service projects to be 
operated by nonprofit and 
municipal agencies within the 
city of Newton. 

The projects include $100,409 
to the Planning and 
Development Department for a 
conservation-recreation area; 
$50,000 to the Chamber of 
Commerce for economic 
analysis of Newton; $60,454 to 
Department of Housing Ser¬ 
vices for a winterization 
project; $48,463 to Community 
Service Center for a youth- 
oriented program; $58,010 to 
Newton Cultural Affairs for the 
restoration of landmarks; 
$60,228 to the Newton-WeUesley 
Community Residence for the 
Retarted to aid the retardee's 
abilities; $58,938 to the Newton 
Recreation Department for a 
Multi-Service Center; $48,003 
to the Fire Department for the 
updating of the central files; 
$45,610 to Mount Ida Jr. College 
for the improvement of the 
campus; and $49,330 to the 
Free Library for an adult 
continuing education program. 

Mayor Mann stated that 
hiring under these projects is 
slated to begin immediately. 
Interested long-term, low- 
income unemployed Newton 
residents are encouraged to 
make application at the 
Newton Area CETA offices, 680

WATERTOWN MALL - WATERTOWN 
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A Leukemia Outreach program 



There are events which sometimes can only be 
shared with someone who has sustained the same 
blows. At least that was how Marie and Stephen 
Mohan of Dedham felt after learning their son, 
Steve, has leukemia. 

They had the need to establish a connection with 
others who had experienced what they were ex¬ 
periencing, but at that time there was no outreach 
program. Because they were not able to com¬ 
municate their feelings, they felt alone. 

The Mohan's deeply appreciated the loving 
support they received from Marie's mother, from 
the priests at St. Susanna's in Dedham and from 
the people in the parish whom Marie described as 
"fantastic.” "They pulled together, helped with 
meals and by just being there,” said the soft- 
spoken young mother. 

Members of the parish also helped by running a 
benefit dance enabling the Mohans to take a trip to 
Disneyworld in Florida. 

It helped to be nestled and comforted by the 
warmth of the community, but it wasn’t the same 
as "looking into the another parent's eyes...like 
ourselves’" explained Marie. 

Stephen was eight when doctors diagnosed his 
sudden illness as acute lymphatic leukemia. Now 
10, the disease is in remission, and the youngster 
has his blood checked once a week. Marie says 
"there is no cure, but hopefully through research, 
one day there will be." 

According to the Leukemia Society, the term 
leukemia "covers a group of serious blood diseases 
affecting the white cells. Although it is commonly 
thought of as a disease of the blood, in fact, it is a 
disease of the tissue that form the blood, bone 
marrow, lymph nodes and spleen.”

At one point, Marie heard about an outreach 
program at a nearby hospital. Overjoyed, she 
quickly investigated only to discover that because 
her son was not being treated at that hospital, the 
family was denied entrance to the program. 

It was somewhat ironic because Stephen is the 
only child being treated for this disease at St. 
Elizabeth's, Brighton, and as a result, his 
parents "had not come in contact” with other 
parents who had the same problem. 

Upset at being excluded from a program she and 
her family needed, Marie mentioned it to Barbara 
Varowski, who at the time was working with the 
director of research at St. Elizabeth's. Ms. 
Varowski set the wheels in motion to organize an 
area Leukemia Outreach Program for anyone, 
regardless of where they were being treated. 

Today, the original program Marie heard about 
is no longer in existence, and the one her distress 
provoked has grown from five members to 40 
members. 

The monthly meetings are held in the Channel 7 
conference room at the RKO General Building, 
Boston. "Our goal,” explained Barbara Varowski, 
"was to gel a support group not available at in¬ 
stitutions, and not turn anyone away.” 

The program, deliberately held outside the 
hospital environment, is now one year old and has 
provided assistance, encouragement and in¬ 
formation for those who have the disease, or 
Hodgkins Disease, for their families and for 
friends of the family. It provides an opportunity for 
the members to "relate to those going through the 
same experience and to understand what others 
are going through." 


Members receive "emotional support” not only 
at the meetings, says Marie, but also because they 
know they can call on each other “day or night to 
gel help to cope with special situations.” 

It has helped the Mohans and, indirectly, Stephen, 
whom his mothers says is "aware and perceptive." 
A fourth grader, who enjoys history and art, on a 
recent radiothon to raise funds for leukemia 
research, he said the most important thing in his 
life is "love.” 

He gets an ample supply from his parents, his 
friends, grandmother, parish members and from 
his brothers, Scott and Keith and his sister, Terese. 

Keith, who is 15 months old, was bom just 17 
months after Steve’s illness was discovered. For 
awhile things in the Mohan household were grim 
and seemed to be reeling with medical terms, but 
the spirit and noises of a baby changed thai and the 
child “has brought a special joy into our lives," 
says Marie. 

Sieve's disease does "not hinder him and there 
are no restrictions on him," says Marie firmly. 
"Stephen lives his life to the fullest. Much of that 
ability comes from the fact that his parents have 
created a climate of credibility in their home 
answering questions as they arise with delicacy, 
but always with candor. 

The parent’s admitted they received much 
reinforcement from the Outreach program which 
is run by the members. The medical advisor is Dr. 
Peter Quesenberry and Virginia Dunn, R.N. also 
works closely with the group. 

Members decide the direction of the meetings, 
what issues they want discussed and what topics 
they want speakers to address. For example, 
psychologists have spoken at various meetings 
from time to time. 


Listening to the psychologists and to other 
parents, has had a profound impact on the Mohans 
who have had to face not only questions from 
Steve, but also from the younger children who 
pointedly asked their parents if their brother will 
die. Marie answered “no one knows when they will 
die." 

While she faces the questions head-on, she ad¬ 
mits "its nice to get back-up and find out you are 
doing okay...you need that little reassurance." 

Parents and families have also benefited 
because others are willing to share their ex¬ 
periences. One nurse and her husband, who had 
lost their only child, volunteered to speak to the 
group. This type of sharing adds emphasis to 
Marie's statement that "we are all in this 
together." 

"With the opportunity to pull someone else 
through, it gives the members the chance to work 
nut their own loss, or their own feelings and 
emotions," observed Ms. Varowski. 

Just talking to others and "finding out that 
someone else has feelings like you do" is sup¬ 
portive says Marie. 

Anyone who calls the Leukemia Society, 262-5970, 
is immediately referred to a member so they don’t 
have to wait for a meeting to talk with someone. 
Ms. Varowski said that one caller telephoned 
recently after beginning therapy and was put in 
touch with a member who had three conversations 
with the person even before a meeting. 

“The group has filled something in my life that 
could never have been filled any other way," says 
Marie, adding that she and her husband eagerly 
"anticipate each meeting for we know we will get 
help or be able to help someone else.”

ESCALLOPED CABBAGE 

3 cups chopped cabbage (boll 10 minutes in salted water) 
1*2 cups stewed tomatoes 
1 cup soft bread crumbs 
cup grated American cheese 
1 tablespoon butter 
salt and pepper to taste 

Cook cabbage. Put in greased 2*2 qt. casserole. Add other 
ingredients. Toss together. Dot with butter. Additional dry 
crumbs, cheese may be added to top. Bake 350 degrees F. 
for 30 min.

TASTY BEEF STEW 
(In Pressure Cooker) 

1*2 pounds beef — 

remove as much fat as possible and cut into cubes. 

1 large onion cut up 
3-4 carrots sliced thin 

3 medium potatoes cut into cubes 
1-2 cups cabbage cut as for cole slaw 
salt—pepper—accent and majoram (optional) 

*2 - 3 4 cup water 
1 2 cup red wine 

Use pressure cooker. Heat cooker. Add 1-2 tablespoons 
salad oil. Brown beef cubes. Add water and red wine and 
seasonings.

Stir in lemon rind and enough remaining 
flour to make a soft dough. Knead on a floured board until 
I smooth and elastic.

Cover and let rise in warm place until doubled (about 40 
min.) Punch down. Knead in raisins and fruit on a floured 
board. Divide in half and shape into loaves. Put into 2 
greased loaf pans 9x5x3. Cover and let rise in warm place 
until doubled. Bake in 375 oven for 30-35 minutes.

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White water rafting 
is fast growing sport 


OHIOPYLE, Pa. flJPI) - 
My older brother and I shot the 
Youghiogheny River for the 
first time without a guide. Our 
60 seconds of instruction: "Sit 
on the side, lean into the rapids 
and don’t float down the river 
head first when you fall out." 

As soon as we hit the first set 
of rapids, we were dumped into 
the water along with 
everything that wasn’t tied 
down. But It was our baptism 
into one of the fastest growing 
sports in this part of the 
country, white water rafting. 

Each summer, more than 
50,000 persons from all over the 
East pour into this mountain 
town of 140, about 50 miles 
southeast of Pittsburgh, to 
shoot 21 sets of rapids between 
Ohiopyle Falls and Stewarton, 
Pa., six and a half miles 
downstream. 

Two to six persons (prefera¬ 
bly four) paddle down the 
rapids on the sides of a rubber 
raft. Tennis shoes and life 
Jackets are required and a 
change of clothes is recom¬ 
mended. No one under 12 is 
allowed on the river. 

Group excursions of up to 80 
persons provide instruction, 
guides, box lunches, tran¬ 
sportation back to town and 
relative safety. The guides 
direct you through each set of 
rapids and make sure you 
come through in one piece. 
Rates are $25 per person ($20 
per person during the week) 
and advance reservations are 
needed. 

If you feel like Burt Reynolds 
and want to shoot the rapids 
without a guide, as we did, you 
can rent a raft for $35 ($25 per 
raft during the week) plus a $25 
deposit in case you don’t make 
it. 

In addition to the brief in¬ 
structions given us, you are 
provided with a map, which is 
usually lost in the first set of 
rapids. 

On our trip down river, we 
were lucky to get back on the 
raft before hitting the next set 


of rapids, but we had another 
20 sets to go. 

Our only thought was, "What 
In the hell are we doing here'" 

Once we got the hang of 1 l 
though, we began to enjoy the 
ride. 

Shooting the rapids is like 
riding a roller coaster. There’s 
that feeling of anticipation and 
hopele»*uess just before the 
current sucks your raft Into the 
rapids. Then you paddle furi¬ 
ously to keep your raft from 
Upping over. 

Five of the rapids are con¬ 
sidered major, Including 
"double hydraulic," which has 
a double undertow that spins 
you down and shoots you out of 
the rapids If you fall off your 
raft. If that happens, the trick 
is to float on your hack and get 
your feet out In front of you so 
you don’t use your head to 
bounce off the rocks. 

The trip takes three to eight 
hours, depending on how much 
time you want to spend 
swimming or taking in the 
beautiful scenery along the 
river. 

The Youghiogheny U consid¬ 
ered the best run in the East, 
but the Nantahala River in 
North Carolina, the Chat¬ 
tanooga River in northeastern 
Georgia, and the New River 
Gorge, Gauley and Cheat 
rivers in West Virginia also 
have good white water rafting. 

The Youghiogheny is the 
most consistent because a dam 
keeps the water flow fairly 
constant Some of the other 
white water runs became too 
low or dry up in the summer, 
which is the peak of the rafting 
season on the Youghiogheny. 

Out West, there’s the Colora¬ 
do, of course, but also the 
Tuolumne, Stanislaus, Feather 
River and the north fork of the 
American in California; the 
Rogue and Owyhee in Oregon; 
the Selway, Salmon, Clear¬ 
water, Snake and Rapid in 
Idaho; and the Yampa and 
Green in Colorado and Utah. 


Mother is seeking 
long-lost daughter 

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - In 1951 
Jean, a 16-year-old unwed 
country girl alone in the city 
for the first time, had a baby 
daughter, Delma Louise. 

Ten days later, the mother 
says, the baby was taken from 
her and adopted without her 
knowledge or consent. 


because there was nothing else 
she could do. 

She was 18 years old when 
she began searching for her 
daughter. She has a hunch but 
no substantiating facts to show 
that the daughter has left the 
SL Louis area and has not been 
told she was adopted. 


"If I would have had my say 
and my rights, I would have 
kept my daughter," she said in 
an interview at her St. Louis 
County home. 

She has since contacted 
lawyers, hospitals and social 
workers, written letters and 
placed anonymous newspaper 
ads trying to find out what 
happened to the child, now 26 
years old and perhaps with a 
family of her own. 

She says her search has met 
with Indifference, hostility and 
abuse. 

Jean now has two adopted 
sons of her own, half-brothers 6 
and 12 years old. She said she 
knows their mother’s identity 
and would let them find out if 
they wish. 

"I’m not going to shove them 
down her throat," she said. "If 
they ever want to see her, 
they’re going to see her." 

She wants to find her own 
child to "... to tell her my side 
of the story." 

Jean was willing to use her 
full name in the interview, but 
deckled against it to protect 
Delma Louise, whom she 
expects to find some day. 

The daughter was born after 
Jean was raped at the age of 15 
by a young man in a car. 

At the time she was living 
with her parents, five brothers 
and three sisters in Clubb, 
about 130 miles from St. Louis. 

Her mother tried to force an 
abortion. When that failed, she 
was sent to St. Louis to live, 
first with her mother's sister 
and then at Bethesda General 
Hospital with other unwed 
mothers. 

"I got up at 4:30 in the 
morning, waiting tables for 
these old nasty men who 
worked around the hospital,” 
she recalled. "Then when you 
got so far along they wanted to 
get you away from them, I 
went to the ward and worked 
with the patients. 

"I would empty their bed- 
pans and scrub the wall board, 
get down on my knees.” 

She said she signed a formal 
release six months after the 
baby was taken from her 


She knows only that her 
daughter wore leg braces for 
nine months and was adopted 
by a family that had another 
girl three years older. She 
Included this information and 
the date and place of her 
baby’s birth in a classified ad 
in a newspaper. The responses 
ranged from encouragement to 
hostility, but elicited no helpful 
information. 

She said hostile reactions 
came both from a stranger, a 
woman, who warned her not to 
destroy the adoptive parents' 
happiness and from a social 
worker at an adoption agency. 
Jean thinks the social worker 
was keeping information from 
her. 

"All I'm looking for is my 
daughter. I hope I can find her, 
but if I can't, I can go ahead 
and live. Maybe I can help 
someone else, because there 
are a lot of lousy, tricky, slick 
people, the ones who are out for 
the money. I'd like to take 
them all right out in the middle 
of the ocean and feed them to 
the sharks 

"I’m sure I'll see her," she 
said. "I think God's going to 
make a way, because I’ve 
asked Him for a lot of things, 
and He's given me a lot of 
things. I owe Him a lot, and I 
believe He's going to make a 
way when He gets ready for us 
to see each other again. 

"And 1 got a feeling she’s 
going to understand, when I get 
through ... I won't give up. 1 
won't give up until the day I 
die."

Divorce on capitol hill 
an epidemic? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ac¬ 
cording to Hubert Humphrey, 
the Job description for mem¬ 
bers of Congress ought to have 
a bottom line warning: “Hard 
on marriages " 

The rash of divorces on 
Capitol Hill seems to back up 
that contention by the veteran 
Minnesota Democratic 
senator. 

Just before the 95th Congress 
convened, newly re-elected 
Sen. Lowell Welcker, R-Conn., 
was sued for divorce by his 
wife of 23 years, Marie Louise, 
who cited “irreconcilable 
differences." 

About the same time, Sen. 
Herman Talmadge, D-Ga., 
filed and received a no-fault 
divorce from his wife, Betty, 
after a 35-year marriage. 

And Sen. Donald Riegle, D- 
Mich., ended his second mar¬ 
riage of five years. This came 
after his successful bid for the 
Senate in a campaign that 
survived disclosure of an affair 
during his first marriage. 

They Join a growing list of 
recent divorces or separations 
in the Senate — John Tower, R- 
Tex., Alan Cranston, D-Calif., 
Dick Clark, D-Iowa, Floyd 
Haskell, D-Colo., Ed Brooke. 
RMass., and Paul Laxalt, R- 
Nev. 

A number of other senators 
— including Russell Long, D- 
La., Harrison Williams. D- 
N.J., Bob Dole, R-Kan., and 
Ernest Hollings, D-S.C. — were 
divorced after coming to the 
Senate and have since remar¬ 
ried. 

There appears to be an 
•epidemic" of divorces in the 
Senate, says the chaplain. Dr. 
Edward Elson. 

“It looks like it is,” Elson 
said. "I can’t prove it but I 
don’t recall a time when there 
were nine senators who were 
unmarried." 

Elson blames the job — the 
"public man” theory — for the 
increase of divorces in the 
Senate. 

Humphrey agrees: "Public 
office is a demanding mistress. 
It takes a very understanding 
woman to put up with it." 

Humphrey says his marriage 
of nearly 40 years has suc¬ 
ceeded while so many others 
failed because "I’m very much 
in love with my wife and she 
felt the same way.” 

But he knows first hand the 
problems that can arise in 
political marriages and can¬ 
didly admits there were some 
hard times — especially during 
those early days in 
Washington. The children were 
young, Mrs. Humphrey was 
busy keeping a house and 
raising the children and he 
was, as he is now, very busy 
with his Capitol Hill respon¬ 
sibilities. 

"Public life itself wears on 
family relationships and on 
marriage, and this is particu¬ 
larly true in Washington," 
Humphrey said. 

“Your roots are not here, and 
many times there’s a tendency 
to grow apart. The person 
who’s in Congress, man or 
woman, has such demands on 
them. It’s almost impossible to 
get away from them. You’re 
hostage to your office, your 
mall, your staff, your con- 
stitulents. 

"You must love it very much 
to do it and have a partner that 
appreciates this is what the job 
demands. The job description 
should have a base line on it 
that reads hard on marriage.’ 
It takes lots of tolerance and 
understanding. You sometimes 
wonder if you’re going to make 
it through.” 

Elson said politicians, like 
doctors and clergy, have 
professions that necessarily 
make them public property. 

"Their lives tend to be 
controlled by forces beyond 
themselves. The good mar¬ 
riages are those where the wife 
is able to accept that fact, join 
with them and participate in 
that kind of life," Elson said. 

"The senator too has to try to 
make the marriage work. If 
you’re going to have a good 
love life, you have to plan it and 
work on it. It’s just harder to do 
as a public personality," the 
chaplain said. 

A long-time Senate aide 
whose boss has divorced and 
remarried believes "the main

problem is with the wives." 
Most newly divorced 
senators and their ex-wives 
refused to be interviewed. 

Mrs. Talmadge, who was 
married at 16, said she was 
"shocked" and "surprised" 
when she learned about the 
divorce filing on the radio. She 
said she had a lot to say but 
refused to be interviewed 
because the settlement is not 
yet firm and "anything I say 
will be taken as sour grapes." 

However, two recently di¬ 
vorced lawmakers — one a 
senator and one a former 
House member defeated in the 
last election — agreed to talk 
off the record. 

Neither accepts the theory 
that public life is to blame for 
destroying marriages. 

"Any time-consuming, de¬ 
manding job is bound to put 
more strain on a marriage." 
the senator said. •’Never¬ 
theless, my own belief is that 
stress does not destroy very 
many marriages. The inherent 
weaknesses In those marriages 
are simply aggravated, and 
then sometimes you end up 
with a divorce. 

"I don’t think that a strong 
marriage, a successful 
relationship that is really a 
good one prior to the time the 
strain occurred, would be 
destroyed. I’ve never known of 
one when that was the case. 
You don’t, just because there is 
strain, end up destroying your 
marriage." 

The senator also said there is 
"a strong tendency for people 
who do not have successful 
marriages to seek jobs which 
are demanding on their time, 
consciously or unconsciously, 
because if the relationship is 
not particularly good, they 
would like to keep busy all the 
time. It’s easier on their 
conscience that way and it’s 
easier to explain." 

A politician who puts a high 
enough priority on his wife and 
family will find time to be 
together because “there’s 
nothing in Washington social 
life that separates you from 
your wife," he said. 

The senator noted that 
Weicker’s wife stayed In 
Connecticut during his entire 
Senate career. “I haven’t 
discussed this with him, but I 
would be willing to bet a great 
deal that the reason she didn’t 
come down here is because 
they had problems." 

Asked if his job was to blame 
for his divorce, the former 
House member said, "I just 
don't view it as such. You 
discover somewhere along the 
line you’ve become different 
people with different 
outlooks." 

Mrs. Mike Mansfield, mar¬ 
ried to the former Senate 
Democratic leader for more 
than 40 years, was even 
blunter: "I have an idea that 
it’s i rotten marriage to start 
with and it wasn’t Washington. 

I think it would have happened 
anyplace." 

She said breakups usually 
"have something to do with the 
individuals and not the job. I 
think there must have been 
indications of that before 
Washington, although it 
wouldn't have been as conven¬ 
ient in a small town. People are 
apt to stay together in a small 
town rather than in a city 
because of friends, relatives 
and so forth." 

And then there's temptation. 
"Senators may be as good as 
can be," an aide commented, 
•resisting temptation 
regularly and then one time, 
he’s working late. A young 
woman comes in for an in¬ 
terview, or a secretary or an 
aide returns from having a few 
cocktails at a Capitol Hill club 
or reception. One thing leads to 
another and there's an in¬ 
volvement, and the wife finds 
out." 

The Senate chaplain agrees 
•it could well be" that the 
proverbial "other woman" and 
the opportunity for affairs 
plays a part in marriage 
breakups. After all, Elson 
says, infidelity and "moral 
roving" joins unmanageable 
debts as the two main causes of 
divorce in America. 

The same could be true in 
Washington, Elson says, be¬ 
cause there is a far higher 
proportion of women to men in 
the nation's capital. 

"There's always that pos¬ 
sibility, but it isn't just 
Washington, it's the nature of 
our society today," said Hum¬ 
phrey. 

"Be it the other woman or 
the other man, there are lots of 
temptations and demands on 
people. You Just have to make 
up you're mind what you want 
to do. and it isn’t easy."

Suicide in 
the suburbs 

By CAROL FBCHBERG 

Those of us living the “good life" of the suburbs are likely 
to believe that suicide is a phenomenon of the troubled city. 

Epidemiologic studies of suicide have found that it is not 
the poor, abused, or suffering person who typically turns to 
suicide; rather it is the affluent, apparently successful, 
young and healthy person (usually male) who is driven by 
internal nightmares to kill himself. As William James 
observed, “suffering and hardships do not, as a rule, abate 
the love of life; they seem, on the contrary, usually to give it 
a keener zest." 

The very pleasantness of the external world seems to 
sharpen the edge of the sadness and hopelessness felt by 
suicidal people. The greatest number of suicides, according 
to one report, occurs not in the darkness of night, but bet¬ 
ween 5 and 7 a.m. during the dawning of a new day. More 
people kill themselves amidst the promise of spring and 
early summer than during the shortening days and sharp 
winds of fall and winter. R.G. Curtin, quoted in Alex 
Pokomy’s article "Myths About Suicide," comments that 
“the gladness of the world is the supreme insult to despair." 

Thus denizens of the green and pleasant suburbs are 
statistically at higher risk of suicide than our neighbors in 
the city and the country. In fact, according to the State 
Office of Health Statistics, the 1975 suicide rate in the 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston— Needham Area was 14.6 per 
100,000 population, as opposed to 12.6 for the United States 
as a whole and 9.9 for Massachusetts. (Massachusetts and 
other northeastern industrial states have, along with 
several midwestem industrial states, the lowest suicide 
rates in the country. In 1974, New York was lowest with 7.3, 
Nevada highest with 27.1.) 

Another factor influencing overall suicide rates is the 
degree of social stability existing during a given period. In 
times of war, when whole nations are working together 
toward a common goal, suicide rates go down. During times 
of turmoil and change, rates go up. 

Our society is now in such a period of instability. 

The disintegration of marriage and the traditional family 
and the economic recession are changes which are hitting 
the suburbs, bastions of middle-class family life, par¬ 
ticularly hard. 

Divorced people run the highest risk of suicide, and there 
has been an alarming increase in youthful suicides. The 
1975 Massachusetts Report of Vital Statistics shows that 
there was a 200 percent increase in teenage suicides in the 
15 years since 1960. Suicide is second only to accidents as 
the leading cause of death among 15-to-29-year-olds, with 
one in eight adolescent deaths being recorded as a suicide. 

However, it appears that teenagers throughout most of 
our western suburban area are not turning to suicide as 
frequently as their counterparts elsewhere. Though recent 
statistics are not available, a five-year state study from 
1969 through 1973 shows that the suicide rate among 15-to- 
24-year-olds was at the Massachusetts average in Weston, 
was below the state average in Wellesley, and was much 
lower than the state average in Newton (7.3 adolescent 
suicides would be expected during the period if Newton had 
performed at the state rate; in fact, there were only two 
suicides.) Needham however, had six teenage suicides 
during that period, while only 1.8 would be expected. 

Mental health Area Director Edward Sahatjian feels that 
the relatively low rate for our area can probably be at¬ 
tributed to the existence of alternative adolescent facilities 
in Newton, such as the Multi-Service Center and Freeport 
(a residential facility for troubled adolescents.) 


"We actually know of several teenage suicides which 
have been prevented by alert staff at our agencies,” 
Sahatjian says. "In addition, whether he uses it or not, the 
existence of an informal agency such as the Multi-Service 
Center offers another option to the kid who might otherwise 
feel trapped by inner or outside conflicts.” 

Since it appears that we live in a "suicidogenic” place 
and time, it is Important for all citizens to know and 
recognize suicidal behavior and clues, including un¬ 
derstanding of the widely-held myths about suicide. 

It is a myth that people who talk about suicide don’t do it. 
Most suicides have given several warnings before they took 
their lives. 

It is a myth that suicidal people are visibly "depressed." 
Less than half of successful suicides were known to be 
depressed before they killed themselves. Suicide is often, 
especially among young people, an impulsive acting out of a 
feeling that both the world and the self can no longer be 
borne. Many suicides are people who seemed sad, confused 
or depressed and then became unaccountably happier, as 
though their conflict was solved. And indeed it was—by the 
decision to commit suicide. 

Though suicidal people should certainly be encouraged to 
seek professional help, it does not take professional skill to 
be helpful in preventing a suicide. In fact, one of the most 
successful suicide prevention programs in the world Is 
British-based Samaritans, a group of nonprofessional 
volunteers who do not “treat" suicidal people but rather 
"befriend" them. 

To listen, to care, and not to be afraid to ask if the person 
is thinking of killing himself—these are the main tasks of a 
friend or relative of a suicidal person. DO NOT "laugh off” 
or refuse to listen to suicidal talk. Failure to be taken 
seriously reinforces the suicidal person’s feelings of wor¬ 
thlessness and inadequacy. Watch, especially if the person 
is a child or teenager, for subtle "goodbyes” such as the 
giving away of a loved object to a special friend. Make sure 
that someone is with the person until the crisis passes, 
usually within 24 hours, and the person is looking at life 
more realistically.

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North nine opens season with 5-4 victory

"It's always nice to start the season off with a victory," 
said Newton North varsity baseball coach Richard Perkins 
after his team won a hard fought 5-4 decision over always 
tough Revere. 

It was a cold and blustery day, much more like football 
weather than baseball weather, when these two teams 
clashed at Lincoln Field in Waban on Saturday, April 2. 

Things started well for Newton North when in the top of 
the first inning, starting pitcher Nicky Butera retired 
Revere in order on a pop to center field, a grounder to first 
and a hopper to shortstop. 

Newton's batting order was as follows: 

John I-ennon, senior, third base; Brian Kinsella, junior, 
left field; Tom Hagerstrom, junior, short stop; Steve 
Fleming, junior, center field; Rocky Yeradi, senior, right 
field; Jon McIntyre, senior, first base; Bobby LeBlanc, 
senior, second base; Steven Vona, senior, catcher; Nicky 
Butera, junior, pitcher. 

Newton's first batter of the season was John Lennon who 
grounded out to short stop. After Brian Kinsella and Tom 
Hagerstrom both walked, the stage was set for big clean-up 
batter, Steve Fleming, to line one to left field scoring 
Kinsella from second. Jon McIntyre and Bobby LeBlanc 
were put out in order and in their first inning of the 1977 
season, the Newton Tigers had come up with one run on 
Steve Fleming's RBI single to left. 

In the second stanza, pitcher Butera began to get wild 
after striking out the first man in the order. He gave up a 
single, a walk, and a stolen base before his control returned 
and he forced the last batter to fly to short left field where 
the put out was made by Kinsella. 

Newton continued their offensive attack in the bottom of 
the second. Bobby LeBlanc led off with a solid double to 
deep left center. Steve Vona followed with a routine 
grounder to short which was thrown far over the head of the 
astonished first baseman scoring LeBlanc from second and 
landing Vona on second base after the overthrow. 

Pitcher Butera advanced Vona to third base on a sacrifice 
bunt and Vona was then sent home on a sacrifice fly to right 
field by John Lennon. The score after two innings was 3-0 in 
favor of the orange and black. 

The shutout was broken in the top of the third when the 
lead man doubled and was driven home by his teammate's 
single. After he advanced to second on a stolen base it 
looked as though coach Perkins was going to lift Butera but 
Nicky struck out the next batter, but was then stung by a 


double to the gap in left center, scoring Revere's second run 
of the inning and bringing them within one of the Tigers. 
Thanks to some brilliant pitching by Butera, the next two 
men were retired and the Tigers clung to their thin one-run 
margin. 

The Tigers could muster no offense in the bottom half of 
the third inning and were sent down in order on a strike out 
and two grounders. 

At a time where some serious damage could have been 
done, the boys from Revere were also retired in order on a 
strike out, a fly ball and an excellent grab by catcher Vona 
behind the plate. 

Newton got back on track in the bottom half of the fourth 
with a booming double down the right field line by lead-off 
man Jon McIntyre. He was sent tb third on a single by 
Bobby I^Blanc and eventually scored when the throw to 
second base that was trying to nail LeBlanc on a steal went 
into center field. 

I-eBlanc wound up at third on a wild throw. Vona 
grounded out and Butera, helping himself, singled to left 
scoring I>eBlanc from third. That was the end of that inning 
but the Tigers had come up with two more runs to increase 
their bulge to 5-2, 

But Revere continued hot, scoring another run in the fifth 
on a single, a walk and a single, closing within two runs of 
Newton. 

The bottom of the inning was less productive and Newton 
went down with a fly out, a walk and two grounders. 

The game was starting to sag as Revere came up short in 
the sixth with two grounders, a single, and a short fly to 
center. 

That would be the last inning that Butera would pitch 
because when he walked in the bottom of the sixth, coach 
Perkins pinch ran for him, planning to put in Seth Medalie, 
a junior, in his spot starting in the seventh inning. But the 
inning produced no score and the tally remained 5-3. 

Medalie ran into early trouble in the seventh, giving up a 
single and two walks after getting the first man to fly out. At 
this point Medalie was lifted to be replaced by junior Tony 
Santagati. Santagati got the first man he faced to sacrifice 
fly to left scoring the fourth Revere run. But Santagati 
pitched out of a jam getting the next man to ground to short, 
ending what could have been a disasterous inning. 

Newton struck out in order in their half of that inning, 
something that all coaches have nightmares about. 

Revere southpaw Steve Cushing was the third pitcher 
used and was overpowering in his three innings of relief. He

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Piesident Carter at White House meeting with Massachusetts Congressmen where he told them he has decided not to close Ft. Devens which was slated for shut down in 1978 (UPI) 
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Economics, not politics kept Ft. Devens open says President Carter 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — Saying it would cause more 
harm than good. President Carter has decided to save New 
England’s only major Army base — Ft Devens in Ayer, 
Mass. — from scheduled closure in 1978. 

Carter, in making the announcement Tuesday, stressed 
his decision was simply a matter of economics and not 
politics. 

He said Deputy Defense Secretary Charles Duncan had 
made a study showing it would take $156 million to relocate 
the base's equipment and personnel and would save less 
than $6 million. Ft Devens operates an intelligence school 
and employs 7,000 workers. 

Carter met briefly with the Massachusetts congressional 
delegation before making the announcement. 

"We’re very happy to say that further study of Ft Devens 
has been postponed," Rep. Robert Drinan, D-Mass, as he 
emerged from the meeting. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, DMass., called the decision 
"good news for Devens and the surrounding communities. 
The importance of this military facility to our armed forces 
has been recognized. 

"We felt that if this military installation could not be jus¬ 


tified, it should not be kept open, but quite clearly it was 
shown that it was justified in being kept open from a 
military and economic point of view." 

House Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill of Massachusetts. 
Republican Sen. Edward Brooke and others in the 
delegation were all smiles when they came out to make the 
announcement. 

"The President said that he wanted no political credit for 
the decision, that the savings would be only $5.8 million a 
year to close Devens, that it would not be cost effective to 
close or move it, and that the decision stood on its own 
merits." Brooke said. 

"The President spoke movingly and said it was not a 
political move," Drinan added. 

The Army announced in 1976 that Ft. Devens was 
scheduled for "realignment," or closure, by 1978. The 
communities in the area protested the move and an "im¬ 
pact" study was made for the Pentagon by Arthur D. Little 
Co., a consulting firm. 

It is the only major Army base in New England and when 
appearing at a town meeting in Clinton, Mass., last month 
Carter promised to discuss the move with the 
Massachusetts congressional delegation. 


Hundreds of islanders voted to secede because they will lose representation 


For Nantucket, Martha’s Vineyard its a 
matter of onshore representation 


NANTUCKET, Mass. (UPI) - The 
rain was so heavy on the islands of 
Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket, not 
even the ferry boats were running to the 
mainland. 

But the foul weather didn't bother state 
Rep. John Conway, D-Nantucket. He was 
basking in the glow of independence. 

Conway, retired after 19 years as 
Nantucket's postmaster, is one of the 
prime movers behind an attempt by the 
islands of Nantucket, Martha's Vineyard 
and the Elizabeth Islands to secede from 
Massachusetts. 

The move started when the state 
legislature approved a redistricting bill 
that would take away the islands’ two 
seats in the Massachusetts House. 

"I usually get to go to Boston at the 
beginning of the week, but the weather 
kept me on the island today," Conway 
said Tuesday. 


"I guess staying on the island was for 
the best. It allowed me to soak in some of 
the independence being whirled about by 
the winds." 

By an overwhelming majority, 
rebellious voters on Martha's Vineyard, 
Nantucket and the 13 Elizabeth Islands 
voted Monday to secede from the state. 

The votes are nonbinding and the 
secession must be approved by the state 
legislature and Congress. Several other 
New England states have offered to 
annex the rebel islands. 

Nantucketers voted 1.725-4W in favor, 
with 58 abstentions. Residents of 
Chilmark, on Martha's Vineyard, sup¬ 
ported the move, 132-31, and the residents 
of the Elizabeth Island chain voted 63-2 to 
secede. 

Five other Martha's Vineyard com¬ 
munities are left to vote, with the last 
balloting set for May 18. 

The redistreting plan, approved in 1974, 


will cut the size ot the House ot 
Representatives from 240 to 160 members 
and place the islands into one legislative 
district. 

"We of the islands get the feeling we 
are cut off anyway. This redistreting 
really concerns the people. I say 
representation is the focal point of 
freedom," Conway said. 

A spokesman for Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis said the governor sympathizes 
with the island's desire for represen¬ 
tation, but also sympathizes with the 
legislature's need to follow constitutional 
guidelines in redistricting. 

Conway admits the move to secede will 
probably never get past the legislature. 

"I think that more than likely it will 
probably be very difficult to get it 
through the legislature. But I think if it 
fails the legislature should give the 
islanders a good reason why they can’t 
give us representation," Conway said. 


Skyrocketing auto insurance rates results 
in class action suit over the state's coverage laws 


BOSTON (UPI) — Angered 
over skyrocketing auto insur¬ 
ance rates in the Boston area, a 
group of state legislators has 
filed a federal class action suit 
challenging the con- 
stitutionality of 
Massachusetts' auto insurance 
laws. 

The suit, which names state 
Insurance Commissioner 
James M. Stone and companies 
doing business in the state, 
claims rating categories 
created under the laws are 
based on geography, age and 
sex, and therefore 
discriminatory. 

It asks that the current rates 


be replaced by a system of flat, 
statewide rates. 

While rates have stayed 
about the same, or even 
decreased in most parts of 
Massachusetts under the new 
law, some drivers in Boston 
have experienced increases of 
up to 90 per cent. 

Joseph P. Hegarty of the 
American Mutual Insurance 
Alliance disputed the suit's 
claim. 

"Courts in almost every 
state in the country have 
upheld the constitutionality of 
geographical and individual 
groupings," Hegarty said. 

"As long as it is applied 
equally to all persons in the 


same category it has been held 
legal," he said. "The 
territories drawn by Com¬ 
missioner Stone are consistent 
with normal insurance 
procedures." 

Stone and Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis have not publicly 
taken a stand on the flat rate 
issue, but have announced 
plans to file legislation which 
leans toward more even rates. 

The bill, proposed by 
Dukakis and Stone last Friday 
is expected to be filed later this 
week. It would place a cap on 
uisurance rate increases in 
Boston. 

Any losses which companies 
incur because of the rate 


ceiling in Boston eventually 
would be absorbed through 
general statewide rates in¬ 
creases. 

Meanwhile, Sen. Alan D. 
Sisitsky, D-Springfield, filed a 
bill to repeal part of a law 
passed last year which allows 
insurance companies to set 
their own competitive rates 
subject to state review. 

Prior to enactment of the 
law, rates were set by the 
state. 

"More than 10 per cent per 
cent of the state’s drivers have 
had ratij increases of more 
than 50 per cent," Sisitsky said. 
"This can't be allowed to 
continue."

...but sewer borrowing 
gets the okay

r WESTWOOD — The Finance Commission will recom- 
► mend that voters authorize the sewer commission to borrow 
’ $5,450,000 for a major expansion project, even though 
substantial federal reimbursement isn't absolutely insured. 

The issue will be decided at a special town meeting within 
the annual town meeting on May 3. 

In considering the matter last night, the board noted that 
an authorization vote could not be made contingent upon a 
federal grant. 

The sewer commissioners hope to recoup $4.8 million of 
the sum as work proceeds. Much of the balance would 
_ normally return to town coffers via assessments charged 
• property owners. 

FinCom Chairman Paul Hanlon observed, "If I thought a 
. negative vote here could endanger our sewer progress and 
our access to $4.5million, I'd be very reluctant to cast one." 

The board voted 9 to 4 with one abstention to endorse the 
request. 

By a narrow margin the FinCom approved the other 
article up for special town meeting consideration, dealing 
with the purchase of the Dedham Water Company. 

The measure authorizes selectmen to appoint a water 
. supply committee and appropriates $5,000 for its in 
vestigative efforts. 


and emotional issues involved in the entire pet restraint 
question. 

"For strictly fiscal considerations I feel obliged to vote 
no," said Chairman Paul Hanlon. “I haven't seen proof that 
there's $25,000 worth of problem of there." 

Others who favored the measure pointed out that the 
$25,000 proposed budget appeared higher than it might in 
that it contained no estimate of receipts from fines or 
reimbursement for kennel expenses. 

A $5,000 item for a van, it was said, would be a one time 
only and not an annual cost. 

The board learned that the Personnel Committee ap¬ 
proved a salary level of $8,200 for a full-time dog officer, 
graduating over four years to $9,872. An additional $2,500 
has been proposed for expenses. 

Some FinCom members thought it unrealistic to suggest 
that a one employee program could be effective in con¬ 
trolling the town’s 4,000 plus dogs. 

Member Thomas Palmer commented, "This is sending 
good money after bad, it's just unworkable." 

The board’s vote differs from the sentiment of the 50 
citizens who attended last week's public hearing on the 
warrant and in a straw poll voted overwhelmingly for such 
a measure. 

The FinCom last night also considered public hearing 
testimony on other items, including article 6, equipment 
purchases. 

Question had been raised about a $6,500 van requested by 
the recreation department, a vehicle it was thought would 
be used only 5,000 miles per year. 

In the interim, recreation director Earle DeMoranville 
outlined the extensive use to which such a car would be put 
and increased his mileage estimate to 14,000. 

The board did not reconsider its earlier affirmative vote 
on the article. 

Members also discussed a voter's testimony on article 26 
providing $8,000 for a CPA to audit the town’s books. The 
board agreed not to alter its earlier vote of indefinite 
postponement on the measure.

There is definitely a problem 
with cherry Jell-0 and rasp¬ 
berry applesauce in the school 
system. Pizza, chicken, and 
grilled cheese pass with flying 
colors. 

In three of the four 
elementary schools visited last 
month by the supervisor of 
elementary school lunches and 
a representative from Durkee 
Sales, students said they throw 
these two desserts out. 

Generally, the students at 
Bowen, Beethoven, Lincoln- 
Eliot, and Davis schools like 
the lunches served every day, 
but made some strong 
suggestions. 

Barbara Mooney, the school 
lunch supervisor, and Sylvia 
Bissell, the Durkee 
representative, talked with 
students, teachers' and 
cafeteria workers to hear from 
the consumers of their ser¬ 
vices. 

Chicken and grilled cheese 
are a big hit in all schools, and 
so is the pizza and the fresh 
fruit.

LEBANON, N.H. OJPI) - 
Bill Parks packed his German 
shepherd Jeremiah and his 
winterized teepee into his car 
and drove 2,000 miles from 
Missoula, Mont., to this Con¬ 
necticut River Valley city. 

Nellie Gordon, 84, a practic¬ 
ing lawyer in Lawyersville, 
N.Y., also made the trip, as 
have persons from Arkansas, 
Alaska, Georgia and North 
Carolina. 

They all come to the Brot- 
man Forge to become 
blacksmiths. 

The forge lies in the 
basement of the old Excelsior 
Mill, where Harvey Brotman, a 
28-year-old blacksmith, in¬ 
structs doctors, lawyers, social 
workers and anyone else 
wanting to learn the ancient 
craft. After six weeks, some of 
the students will open up their 
own shops or just be pleased to 
have aquired another trade. 

“This is a non-Judgmental 
course. People come here to 
learn what they “can. You get 
out of it what you can or what 
you want,” said Brotman, 
whose long red hair, beard, 
overalls and green flannel shirt 
belie the stereotype of the 
village smith. 

Brotman's school, one of 
three nationwide he claims, 
affords students the chance to 
learn the basics and historical 
background of blacksmithing. 
The students each have their 
own forge (whose fire reaches 
a temperature of 3,000 
degrees) and learn to make 
links, latches, pokers and other 
hardware. The course is 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m., Monday to Friday. 

•'You can’t learn it on a 
weekend basis. There's a 
definite lime element involved. 
Steel is very unforgiving. It’s a 
very precise craft,” he said. 
"Blacksmithing doesn't take 
strength, just hard work." 

The Brotman Forge has been 
in business since last Septem¬ 
ber and is booked solid through 
August. Brotman advertises 
the school in Earth Mother 
News to attract the type of 
people he feels will be In¬ 
terested in the school. 

"These are the type of people 
who own a farm and want to 
repair their tools or just people 
who want to do handicrafts," 
he said. 

Students pay J475 for six 
weeks or can lake a four-week 
course for 8350. All potential 
smithies must find their own 
accommodations. 

The costs of blacksmithing, 
like everything else, are going 
up. Brolman said his overhead 
runs to 8800 a month and is 
going up.

Flower children now 
packing herb teas 


BOULDER, Colo. (UPI) - 
The flower children of the 1960s 
are packing herb tea these 
days in a Boulder plant 
founded as a summer lark by 
two natural food advocates. 

Jeans clad, often bearded 
and generally under 35, the 
employees strain, stuff and 
seal tea in bags to the sound of 
melodic radio music. Natural 
foods lunches are provided by 
the company and are followed, 
weather permitting, by volley 
ball games. 

No time clock exists in the 
six-building complex. Some 
workers wear face masks to 
avoid "green lung," as they 
speedily perform their tasks. 

"It’s go, go, go, stop, think, 
go," says Wyck Hayes. With 
Mo Siegel, he formed Celestial 
Seasonings Tea in 1971 because 
they wanted "to put together a 
little summer thing." First 
they collected herbs from 
Colorado canyons. 

"I had a truck, and we put 
down screens outside the house 
to dry the herbs. We had five 
people picking and we paid by 
the bag," said Hayes. "In the 
evening, we would sit on the 


porch and clean the day’s 
pick.” 

The varieties they chose 
included mountain spearmint, 
clover, yarrow, rose hips and 
other indigenous herbs, 23 in 
all. A few bags of rose petals 
from the local botanic garden 
became the 24th. 

They packaged the herb teas 
in 15,000 hopsacking bags, hand 
cut, stamped and sewed by 
their wives. They sold it in 
Boulder, where it was ac¬ 
claimed. Then they packed up 
their screens for the winter and 
went to Mexico. 

Hayes went into construction 
the next year, but Siegel 
teamed with his brother, John. 
A national distributor took over 
the product that fall. Today, 
the teas sell internationally. 
The company has grown into a 
$3 million plus business dealing 
in herbs from five continents. 

"When you open a box of Red 
Zinger and take out a pinch, 
you get an image of this vast 
expanse of flowers and leaves 
picked by the hands of old 
people and young people,” said 
Hayes.

The Green Thumb

Home qrown lettuce — Now’s 
a qood time to be orderinq your 
lettuce seeds, since lettuce 
likes to be grow early. Lettuce 
is one of the easiest of all 
vegetables to grow. With our 
varieties today, you can sow 
seed any time from early 
spring up till July, making 
several plantings for a con¬ 
tinuous supply. In that way you 
qet lettuce over a lonqer 
period. 

There are many fine 
varieties on the market, in¬ 
cluding Summer Bibb (an 
improvement over the old 
Bibb), Buttercrunch (sweet 
and crunchy) and Slobolt (a 
dwarf and compact lettuce 
very productive over a long 
season). Slobolt gets its name 
from the fact that it is "slow to 
bolt" — that is, instead of going 
to seed in hot weather, it resists 
seed forming. Bolting, in other 
words, refers to going to seed. 
If any reader can find out how 
that term came about, we'd 
like to hear from you. 


Many seed houses are selling 
lettuce as "pelleted" — that is, 
the seed is coated with talc and 
there is little waste of seed or 
crowding. Also much less 
thinning is needed. It's coated 
white and you can see just 
where you’ve sowed it. It 
enables you to space each seed 
about 2 or 3 inches apart, 
rather than the usual 2 or 3 
seeds per inch. 

Naturally, pelleted seed 
costs more than unpelleted 
seed, and if you use a lot of 
lettuce, you'd do better to buy 
the regular seed. A package of 
pelleted lettuce seed costs 
about $1 (for around 450 seeds) 
in most catalogs, which isn’t 
too bad a bargain for the small 
gardener. 

Hydrangea bush — Many of 
you brought your florist's 
hydrangea (H. macrophylla) 
indoors in the fall and kept in in 
the basement. This is a 
reminder to bring the pot out 
(after all danger of heavy 
freeze) and put it in a sunny 
spot. Buds of the florists 


hydrangea winterkill easy, 
while the leaf buds do not. 
That’s why you get lots of 
leaves but few, if any, flowers. 

This item, sold as a potted 
plant at Easter or Mother’s 
Day, comes as white flowered 
types, but pink and blue colors 
are more popular. With all 
varieties, an alkaline soil 
produces pink or pinkish 
flowers, while an acid soil 
makes blue flowers. If yours 
was outdoors all winter, 
without any protection, 
chances are you won't have 
any flowers this year. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "We 
want to grow some eggplants 
this year. Do they take a lot of 
care?" 

Ans. — You should start your 
plants indoors, as you do 
peppers. Seed needs a tem¬ 
perature of 80 degs. day and 
night for best germination. 
Eggplants like a long growing 
season, hot weather and a 
sandy soil for best growth. Try 
a new variety called Dusky. 
It's an extra early hybrid. 


Zoo plans insectarium 
to show predator and prey 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - 
American zoos virtually ignore 
a class of animals comprising 
three-fourths of all living 
things, complains Cincinnati 
Zoo Director Ed Maruska. 

So, for the past several years 
Maruska and his staff have 
been carefully laying the 
groundwork for an $850,000 
"grand opening” this summer 
they figure finally will do 
justice to the ignored animals. 
The zoo will devote an entire 
building to insects. 

"Most people just think of 
insects as creepy-crawly 
things,” said Milan Busching, 
the zoo’s new insect keeper. "I 
think some politer appreciation 
for insects is in order." 

Busching and Maruska in¬ 
tend for their Insectarium to be 
a ’’slice of life” exhibit — 
colonies of insects will be bom, 
work and die in surroundings 
equating their natural habitat. 

"To view a single ant isn’t 
very exciting," says Maruska. 
"But to see a colony in action — 


now that’s something. Viewing 
cutaway environments through 
glass, people will be able to see 
how insects work and live 
underground. 

“There’s a lot that can be 
learned here, but we’re being 
careful to present all this in an 
entertaining manner. There 
will be colorful graphics and 
illustrations to help make the 
exhibits come to life." 

Some insects will even be 
allowed to be killed by their 
natural enemies, just as it 
would happen.jn their natural 
environment. 

"We will show predator and 
prey," says Maruska. “It 
happens in the insect’s every¬ 
day life and it will happen here. 
If we did not allow it to happen, 
we would rjot.be presenting a 
true picture." 

Insect-eating-plants, such as 
the Venus Flytrap, also will be 
a part of the Insectarium. 

Busching will make certain 
that colonies of insects preyed 
upon will continue to flourish, 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
public interest group has told 
the government as many as 
43,000 new car buyers who have 
1977 Oldsmobiles with 
Chevrolet engines deserve a 
refund, perhaps as much as 
$700 each. 

General Motors says It isn't 
so, that the engine really isn’t 
that different, and their cus¬ 
tomers weren't really taken for 
a ride. 

But GM has announced a new 
policy whereby big posters will 
be placed in showrooms around 
the country telling new car 
shoppers exactly what kind of 
engine they’re getting in each 
car. 

In addition, the Geveland 
regional office of the Federal 
Trade Commission is investi¬ 
gating the flap. The Illinois 
Attorney General's office also 
is involved in the invesigatlon. 

The problem apparently 
originated when consumers 
resumed buying bigger cars. 
GM says it didn’t have the 
capacity to make the proper 
number of Oldsmobile engines, 
so it told its dealers last fall 
that the optional 350-cubic-inch 
eightcylinder engine for the 
Olds Delta 88 would be what it 
calls a "GM engine," made by 
Chevrolet. Standard equip¬ 
ment on the car is a 231-cubic- 
inch, six-cylinder engine. 

The switch eventually went 
beyond the Oldsmobile. When 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency began testing cars for 
their miles-per-gallon perfor¬ 
mance, GM said some Bulcks 
and one Pontiac model would 
also have Chevrolet engines. 

The Center for Auto Safety, a 
Washington-based independent 
public interest group, says it 
has been getting letters from 
people, mostly Oldsmobile 
owners, who claim they were 
deceived because they thought 
they were buying a car with the 
Olds "Rocket" engine and 
found out they had a Chevy 
instead. 

One quirk in the situation: 
the cars with Chevy engines 
get one to two miles less per 
gallon than they would with the 
engine intended for them. This 
shows on the EPA's fuel 
economy chart that is 
available to the public. 

The Auto Safety Center told 
the Federal Trade Commission 
that the affair, which it calls 
the "great engine switch," 
amounts to consumer decep¬ 
tion. It has asked the FTC to 
investigate and make restitu¬ 
tion to consumers affected. 


The center says owners are 
finding it is hard to get service 


on a Chevy engine at an Olds 
dealership.

as most insects can reproduce 
rapidly in large numbers. 

“This brings up a special 
problem we will have with 
insects that we haven’t encoun¬ 
tered with most of our other 
animals," Maruska said. "We 
expect to have our elephants 
and lions with us many years, 
but insects are very short¬ 
lived. We’ll have to make sure 
we provide the environment for 
good reproduction." 

The natural life of some 
butterflies and moths ranges 
from just one week to three 
months and the average life of 
a honey bee — which literally 
works itself to death — is just 
four weeks. 

"I don’t think the public fully 
realizes the value of insects," 
says Maruska. "Our whole 
survival depends on insects. 
They pollinate our food pro¬ 
ducts. 

"And, insects can show us 
biological principles that are 
much harder to observe in 
larger animals.

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teels in the next year or two "something 
drastic will happen" with the program. 
“Either it will be absorbed by the 
Recreation Department or it will 
recognize that it is not fulfilling its func¬ 
tion and make changes." 

The exchange between Police Chief 
William Quinn, generally recognized as 
one of the more persuasive department 
heads, and Small, who recognizes Quinn's 
methods of persuasion, was in part the 
usual banter but took on serious over¬ 
tones when it appeared that Quinn did not 
intend to absorb the 12 women police 
officers into the force on schedule. 

Small said, "We have a commitment to 
the 12 women," and Lebner and Jane Pitt 
of the mayor's office jumped on Quinn.

Judy George: 

A Designing Woman 

C olumnist, television personality and nationally recognized 
authority on interior design are a few of the achievements 
belonging to Judy George. Climbing the ladder of success has 
obviously been well planned by this housewife who claims she 
is able to combine her career and personal life into a compatable re¬ 
lationship by bringing her family into her work. I was intrigued by this 
woman who today is the assistant to the president of Scandinavian Design 
and design coordinator for the seven store chain in Massachusetts and 
Connecticut as she related her family to her work making one as impor¬ 
tant as the other. 

Walking into Scandinavian was a treat for me and after conversing 
with Judy in the main showroom I began to realize how her own personal¬ 
ity was reflected in the atmosphere of the surroundings. The environment 
she has created there is perhaps unequalled in the country, you actually 
feel like you are in your own home. The warmth and glow is incredible 
and so is Judy George. "I have found my own environment in a man's 
world and I am constantly improving my theories about design con¬ 
cepts." A man's world indeed, here I was listening to this well-groomed 
young woman whose schedule makes your head spin. Presently she finds 
time to attend classes at the Harvard School of Graphic Design to keep 
herself abreast of what is happening. "Design concepts are constantly 
changing and one must keep on top of it.” This was no small statement, 
yet it’s hard to imagine this respected designer going to school when her 
own innovative displays have been heralded and copied throughout the 
country. She is personally responsible for over forty employees within 
Scandinavian and men in the world of business may feel threatened by her 
drive. Her outward appearance gives no clue to the high powered 
strong-willed interior forces which keep her ahead in a highly com¬ 
petitive field. 

Woman 'll' is the Channel 4 vehicle which hosts her bi-monthly 
Design Showcase. This unique program is Judy's baby and starts with an 
empty room ending several months later totally designed from mgs to 
wallpaper and accessories. This mini-design series teaches consumers 
how to do it themselves by using their own ideas with the help of Judy 
George's expertise. Her last project was well received by the viewing 
audience and she has over 14,000 letters to prove it! In fact, when Judy 
was on, the Nielson ratings soared for Channel 4 and that says a lot in 
anybody’s book. Her weekly design column for the Herald is no different 
and she enjoys the chore. "The editors let me do anything expressing my 
own design views.” 

Her goal at Scandinavian is not to change their image but to refine the 
concepts by utilizing the best of the past with the contemporary hallmark 
of the stores. She reiterated about her children here and explained how 
she asks both of them and her husband for color scheme advice. "Kids 
have an uninhibited eye for color’' was her thought and this opened a new 
door for me to think about. Judy George has more energy than a whole 
army of people but I must say her pleasant and articulate conversation 
definitely puts you at ease. A disarming intellectual who has no where to 
go except up and her association with Scandinavian is a marriage that is 
sure to be another happy one for both parties.

O nce a year a venerable, select 
group of men in formal attire. 
The Boston Chapter of Les 
Amis d'Escoffier Society, 
meet to celebrate good living and 
friendship. This February the 38th such 
event proudly took place in the main 
banquet room of the Colannade Hotel, 
grandly draped in gold and papered in 
damask. 

The organization's main goal is dedi¬ 
cation to “bring together members of 
the culinary profession and their loyal 
friends who appreciate good food and 
good wines". And here in a refined 
ambiance, the 100 people, members 
and their honored guests, with serviette 
au cou, assembled at a U-shaped table 
impeccably set with silver and stemmed 
glassware to pay homage to the memory 
of Auguste Escoffier, an excellent 
cook, often referred to as “the king of 
chefs and the chef of kings". 

It was he who in 1890, in association 
with Cesar Ritz and Echenard, two great 
masters of the European hotel business, 
opened the Savoy Hotel in London. Es¬ 
coffier remained in this illustrious estab¬ 
lishment until 1898 when he gave up the 
direction of the Savoy kitchens to take 


charge of those at the Carlton Hotel, 
then one of the most famous in Europe. 

It was while he was in charge of the 
Carlton kitchens that, as a reward for all 
he had done to enhance the prestige of 
French cuisine throughout the world, 
Escoffier was awarded a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor in 1920. 

Moreover. Escoffier’s culinary 
career was supremely brilliant. He was 
regarded as the emperor of the world's 
kitchens, an honorific title conferred 
upon him by the Emperor William II, 
when the monarch spent time on the 
steamer, “Imperator" of the 
Hamburg America Line, on which the 
renowned chef commanded the imperial 
cuisine. In the course of a conversation 
with Escoffier. the Emperor, con¬ 
gratulating him, said, "I am the Em¬ 
peror of Germany but you are the Em¬ 
peror of Chefs”. 

In all, Escoffier practiced his art for 
62 years, a living legend in his own 
time. Matter-of-fact, in the entire his¬ 
tory of gastronomy, there is no other 
example of such a long, dedicated and 
successful career. And it is to this mem¬ 
ory that people gather all over the world 
in sessions of good eating to venerate 
the Escoffier name.

Cuisine 
a la Colonade 


An impressive selection of hors 
d’oeuvres begins the gala; it includes 
fine Beluga cavier from Iran, chicken 
liver pate, shrimp cocktail served from 
the deep recesses of a gondola-shaped 
ice sculpture, and Russian Couilibac, a 
fine brioche dough molded around 
poached salmon rolled with hard-boiled 
eggs, onions and mushrooms; its very 
taste an inspiration of nobility and 
splendor. All of this was served around 
an impressive arrangement of flowers 
and overlooked by 2 expansive fish¬ 
shaped ice sculptures. 

T hen the dinner began in ear¬ 
nest with Consomme de 
Faisan , a delicate pheasant 
broth containing tiny for¬ 
cemeat dumplings carefully rolled from 
the pheasant breast meat and served 
with Paillettes Dorees, golden puff 
pastry straws. The fish course continued 
with Filet of Sole Doria, thin filets of 
Dover sole sauteed in Champagne and 
beautifully garnished with lemon bows 
and braised cucumbers. An excellent 
Johannisberg Riesling 1970 from Dr. 
Konstantin Frank’s New York 
vineyards was a well-chosen accompan¬ 
iment. 

Next came the Pigeon Grand Due, 
whole pan-fried pigeon laced with cog¬ 
nac, butter and rich pigeon fume, and 
garnished with Viennese red cabbage, 
almond quenelles and pistachio nuts. 
The wine choice was Chambolle- 
Musigny Louis Latour 1970, a robust 
red Burgundy.

A welcome respite before the main 
course was a refreshing Sorbet Fram¬ 
boise, a portion of raspberry and cham¬ 
pagne ice served in hollowed lemon 
shells topped with delicate cream roses. 

The meal’s piece de resistence fol¬ 
lowed; it was the marinated Filet of ten¬ 
derloin, oven roasted, served with 
sauteed sweetbreads, braised Belgain 
endives, morel mushrooms and a rich 
sauce demidoff. The accompanying 
wine, Chateau Les Forts de Latour 
1966, embodied a rich red armoa. 

White asparagus spears, served on a 
bed of Kentucky bib lettuce, lightly 
marinated in lemon juice and olive oil 
and garnished with bits of red pimiento, 
comprised the salad course, which pre¬ 
ceded the Plateau de Fromages, the 
multi-faceted cheese platter offering a 
wide variety of Italian and French 
cheeses. 

The dessert, Le Calice Escoffier, 
was a rich maraschino-flavored pastry 
cream with Kirschwasser, bing cher¬ 
ries, raspberry roulard (giving it a pin- 
wheel effect), and topped with peach 
and apricot puree and tiny chocolate 
crowns. The dessert wine, Chateau de 
Suronde Quarts de Chaume 1969, was a 
sweet Anjou made from the Chenin 
Blanc grapes and perfectly appropriate 
to the taste of the Calice. 

Demi-tasse, enhanced with the subtle 
flavor of Badian Anise, completed the 
meal as bread baskets, beautifully 
fashioned by pastry chef, Marcus Av- 
irrsis, filled with marzipan fruits and 
dainy petits fours were passed around. 
A variety of liqueurs was offered as the 
final culmination in this bounteous 
evening, a glorious tribute to a great 
chef.

J ust in case you thought pants were out of the fashion picture, never! 

Fact is. they're popping up in all lengths for spring . . from heel to above-ankle to 
Bermudas to shorts and short-shorts. 

You can sort them into two categories: longs and shorts with the culotte skirt that's not 
quite pants and not quite a skirt spanning the breach. 

Almost all the pants are narrowed down ... for both daytime and evening. There's a new 
sleekness this season. 

American designers don't talk about pants. (They're busy promoting skirts and dresses.) But they 
certainly show them in their collections. 

Just to keep the records straight, by "pants'' we mean flat in front. Trousers always have little 
tucked pleats under the waistband. 

Let's begin with jeans which remain as popular as ever and are seen in everything from denim to 
cord. Jeans are VERY slim. too. And they look great tucked into spring boots or pulled straight down 
over them. 

Now. let's take a look at some of the top American designers who are featuring pants. Ralph Lauren 
has both pants and trousers along with some city bermudas. Some are cuffed, others not. Lauren 
knows bermudas can be smart with his famous blazers or with his plaid camp shirts. 

Lauren also shows white oxford pants with new oversized cotton shirts. And to top it all off. he 
accessorizes the shirts with bow ties. It's a super look for the woman who is feminine enough to carry 
it all off. 

Charles Suppon, a new designer you're going to be hearing more and more about. has done what he 
calls “fatigue” bermudas. They're cuffed and have big pockets at the side in which to put a scarf, 
sunglasses, etc. 

Suppon. who designs for Intre Sports (remember that name), also does cotton bermudas and shows 
them with sweatery silk-knit tunics. 

Speaking of tunics, there are some pretty ones for evening shown with long, skinny, pipestem 
pants. Halston has some exciting silk ones for after-dark hours. 

At John Anthony, the elegant evening pajama with matching kimono, is a specialty for spring. 
As far as fabrics are concerned, for daytime pants you'll see classic menswear materials such as 
flannel, twill and corduroy. And at night, it’ll be the thin and silkys and the cashmere-softs. 

Final note, shorts are Seventh Avenue's answer to the short-skirt statement that came out of Paris.

Photography 

Interest in collecting photography has grown 
tremendously in recent years and Boston has 
Yeceived world wide attention and respect from 
critics, curators and collectors for the quality of 
its galleries and museum collections.

Legendary Embroidery 

A very valuable record of Chinese history is to be found in centuries old 
embroidery, little of which has survived the thousands of years since this 
skill with silk originated in early A.D. Then, at the ages of seven or eight, 
Chinese girls were shown how to work the colored silken threads. Their 
intelligence was judged by their skill at embroidering in much the same way the 
young men of that time were judged by their ability in caligraphy. History records 
also that when a girl became engaged she was expected to present samples of her 
embroidery to the relatives of her prospective bridegroom for their appraisal. 

In Chinese, embroidery was called Tzu-Hsiu. This work was entirely by hand; no 
loom was used; but the silk was stretched on a frame placed on pivots. On plain silk 
the artists sketch was lightly drawn. As the craftswomen proceeded they embel¬ 
lished and adorned as their imaginations and concentration allowed. Mind, head 
and heart had to work together to reach the artist’s objective to achieve “life” to 
leaves, flowers or the plumage of birds. 

Thus the history of the Chinese people, their rituals, their traditional ceremonies, 
their home life,, and even their warring times have been interwoven with silk and 
thread. The delicate fabrics produced on home frames became communication and 
the earliest links with the outside world.

housing

In Newton's first brush with Chapter 
774, the “anti-snob zoning" law, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals has been or¬ 
dered to issue a comprehensive permit 
for the construction of 140 units of low- 
and moderate-income housing on 
Staniford Street, Auburndale. 

The stale Housing Appeals Committee, 
after almost three years of hearings and 
deliberation, last Friday overturned a 
ZBA denial of a petition by John Mclsaac 
to build 32 townhouses and 108 garden 
apartments on the 10-acre site. 

The comprehensive permit may not be 
implemented until the state Office of 
Environmental Affairs has been satisfied 
as to environmental impact. 

Complicating things further is a pen¬ 
ding application from the city for a taking 
of the property, which borders on the 
Charles River. According to Planning 
Director Charles Thomas application has 
been made to the state for reim¬ 
bursement under the program for 
acquisition of conservation land. 

The Housing Appeals Committee’s 
decision found that the city of Newton has 
not met any of the three statutory 
mathematical requirements of Chapter 
774. This failure was admitted by the city 
of Newton. 

The criteria are that subsidized housing 
in a community shall equal 10 percent of 
its total number of housing units; sub¬ 
sidized housing shall occupy at least 1.5 
percent of available building sites; and 
ihe petitioned permit will not result in 
construction on more than 0.3 percent of 


permit 

whichever is greater, in one calendar 
year. 

The HAC found that the need for low- 
and moderate-income housing was stated 
by the Planning Department as 5500 
units, and there were at the lime of that 
estimate only 446 units of housing owned 
by the Newton Housing Authority. The 
updated figure shows only 515 units. 

The decision states that of the 18 cities 
and towns in Newton's regional planning 
district with a population of over 40,000, 
all have at least double Newton's per¬ 
centage of low- and moderate-income 
housing. 

The ZBA in its denial of Mclsaac's 
petition, which previously was denied by 
the Board of Aldermen in other forms 
several times, cited deficiencies in access 
to the site, the fact that some of the land is 
in a flood plain, and Newton's need for 
open space. 

The Housing Appeals Committee did 
not agree with any of these objections.

Community Schools 
reviewed by officials 


Discrepancy of 212 acres in open space tally

An extensive cataloguing of the city’s 
open land has revealed that Newton lost 
307 acres of privately-owned, primarily 
vacant open space in the last seven years, 
with the city itself acquiring more than 
half of that for conservation-recreation 
purposes and developers building on the 
rest. 

In his eight-month inventory for the 
Newton Conservation Commission, Tufts 
University graduate student Stephen 
Gartrell also uncovered an overall 
discrepancy of 212 acres in open space 


figures between the 1969 Recreation-Open 
Space Plan and his own assessment of the 
city's 1969 open land. 

Differences in figures are due to 
changes in the criteria used, the time 
spent in tracking down land parcels, 
property boundary changes and “ac¬ 
counting differences", Gartrell said last 
week. 

The Newton Planning Department 
survey for the 1969 plan included 
junkyards and parking lots, which 
Gartrell threw out. 

It “shied away" from almost any land 
with a building on it, he said, and that 


excluded most of Newton's large estates. 

Gartrell's standards required a parcel 
to be over one acre excluding buildings. 

linkage for linear open space, such as 
aqueducts, was not included. 

By adding in estates, such as the 
Kennard Estate, subtracting parking lots 
and junkyards, and allowing for "ac¬ 
counting differences", Gartrell added 134 
acres to the 554 in the 1969 plan’s category 
of privately-owned, primarily vacant 
land. 

Gartrell's inventory took eight months, 
compared to the two months spent on the 


1969 survey in which some parcels were 
overlooked. 

Using Gartrell’s standards for open 
space, Newton went from 689 acres of 
privately-owned, primarily vacant open 
space down to 382 acres in seven years. 

Of the 307 acres "lost", 163 were pur¬ 
chased by the city or the Metropolitan 
District Commission and 144 went to 
development. 

Small parcels scattered across the city 
that were developed for housing ac¬ 
counted for the bulk of the developed 
land, Gartrell said.

Community Schools and adult 
education, library services, adult 
education, and employee health benefits 
are the joint concerns for the School 
Committee and the Board of Aldermen 
that brought them together for a brain¬ 
storming session last week. 

To provide better services, save tax 
dollars, and smooth the relationships 
between politicians was the aim of the 
meeting which 17 elected officials at¬ 
tended. 

Duplication of administrative services 
and varying pay scales in Community 
Schools, Recreation Department courses, 
and adult education in the schools was 
first topic. 

Aldermanic Finance Committee 
Chairman Sidney Small said he knew of 
cases where the Recreation Department 
lost teachers to the Community Schools 
because of higher pay, but Aid. John 
Stewart said he thought there were more 
cases of the Recreation and School 
Departments paying higher rates for 
teachers. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said a bill is before the General 
Court that would allow the establishment 
of a revolving account for use of school 
buildings after school which would ease 
consolidation of sendees. 

Mandell said, "I don't think we need 
three separate agencies running pro¬ 
grams simultaneously." 


Aid. Joan Saklad feels the Community 
Schools and adult education programs 
serve different Clientele. Education 
Committee Chairman Edward Richmond 
said most courses are well subscribed 
and the duplication in many of the 
courses is evil only if there is repeated 
administrative services. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said the School Department is con¬ 
sidering decentralizing its adult 
education program from Newton North 
High to the junior highs, and suggested 
the Community Schools might consider 
centralizing to the junior highs. 

Jane Pitt, chief aide to Mayor Theodore 
Mann, said the mayor is planning to set 
up a task force to investigate the 
possibility of changing the city ordinance 
establishing Community Schools and 
consolidating these services. 

Richmond noted that the aldermen had 
recently approved establishing a city¬ 
wide calendar for cultural and eduational 
activities that would help solve the 
problem. 

Currently individual city agencies mail 
bulletins to persons on their individual 
mailing lists.

Memorial sale plans approved 


Negotiations for the lease and purchase 
of the Memorial School by a private 
school have been given the green light by 
the Board of Aldermen.

The Memorial School has been turned 
over to the city's custody by the School 
Committee, which in January ordered the 
school closed at the end of this school 
year because of low enrollment.

Fessenden boys get 
taste of tribal life

It's <>ne thing to travel overseas while in 
junior high school, but it's something else 
to be asked by a tribal chief in Liberia to 
stay a few years and marry one if the 
women in the tribe 

John Fromer and Hakan Onor from the 
Fessenden School in West Newton had 
that experience two years ago and they 
were among 19 children and eight adults 
to visit Venezuela this year with history 
instructor Dan Senecal. 

Senecal has been on six expeditions to 
the Sahara Desert and has been to a total 
of 89 countries in nine years. 

Students at the private elementary and 
junior high for boys used to line up to get 
into his classes, but now he teaches all 
sixth graders who enjoy his illustrated 
lectures. 

Senecal chooses boys ranging in age 
from 9 to 15 for the two-week trips, letting 
the older boys be leaders for the younger 
ones. 

The first part of the trip to Venezuela 
was spent in the capitol of Caracas where 
Hakan, born in Turkey and raised in New 
York City, was surprised at the super¬ 
markets. 

Senecal arranges each trip with 
government officials, and in this case the 
job was done through the father of Diego 
Cisneros, a South American student at 
Fessenden who served as the interpreter 
on the trip 


The transformation from the city to the 
jungle started with a campsite in the bush 
by a river where on the first night they 
could hear a long, deep growl. 

R came within 50 feet of the tents and 
moved back up the river during the night. 
In the morning guides said they found the 
largest jaguar tracks they had ever seen. 

The boys on the trip, including Karl 
Unsworth from Newton Highlands, had a 
lot of fun with balloons, soap bubbles, and 
Frisbees that they used to show their 
friendly intent when visiting tribes that 
had never seen white people before. 

Senecal said that the mere presence of 
children showed tribespeople that the 
white men came with a peaceful heart. 

The traveling groups always include a 
doctor, but this year one was needed only 
for scratches and bruises and a previous 
ear infection one boy had to care for. 

On one trip one boy broke a finger 
during a soccer game which the Newton 
team lost 9-1. 

None of the travelers carried any 
weapons, but during the Venezuelan 
expedition there was an army officer in 
the woods watching over them this year 
because a terrorist group got wind of 
their planned route. The plans were 
changed. 

Travel between tribes was arranged by 
befriending one tribal chief at a time. 

To ensure safe travel for the new

Money asked for 
revaluation update 


The Assessing Department, faced with 
getting property revaluation into effect 
by a court-imposed deadline of July, 1978, 
is running into budget problems. ’ 

Board of Assessors Chairman U-onard 
Aronson asked a skeptical Finance 
Committee for $40,000 for a "multiple 
regression analysis" of property values 
ai a recent budget review meeting. The 
committee listened, argued and look no 
action yet on the assessing budget of 
$204,000. 

Aronson until very recently was the 
only assessor left of the three-man board. 
He lias been joined by Henry Bertelon, 
whom he had hired as a "consultant" to 
fill the gap left by the resignation of the 
two other assessors earlier this year. 

Newton must put into effect the 100 
percent valuation of real estate in less 
than 15 months and must update and 
correct all property values established by 
Cole-layer-Trumble, an appraisal firm 
that reappraised the whole city in 1973-74. 

Aronson is impressed by the technique 
of multiple regression analysis. This 
method of updating existing data takes a 
computer program which contains 
dozens of factors, such as the physical 
characteristics of the house, its age, the 
neighborhood, land area and any others 
that might have an effect on its value. 

The computer can come up with 
comparisons of similar properties and 
their valuations and recent sales prices. 

Aronson said that if he can go ahead 


with this program this summer it could 
be done by February. 

Aid. Joan Saklad wants to try one area 
"f the city first, and Aid. John Stewart is 
disturbed that I.ynnfield was named as 
the only community to use multiple 
regression analysis. (According to a 
newspaper report early this year, Con- 
erd and Acton have either had 
revaluation done by this method or are in 
the process, i 

Aid. Robert Gaynor suggested going 
back to court and "telling the judge that 
Newton will do the revaluation 'in house' 
" in the next two years, but since the city 
l as already obtained a two-year delay his 
suggestion was not taken seriously. 

Aronson pointed out that the city risks 
being held in contempt of a court order if 
revaluation is not in effect by July 1,1978, 
and the assessors could be ordered to jail. 
Such an action was taken in Worcester, 
he said. 

Michael I.ebner of the mayor's office 
supported Aronson in his request for 
money for multiple regression analysis. 

U*bner said that anything down to 82 
percent of full and fair market value is 
considered acceptable by the courts. 
Multiple regression analysis make up¬ 
dating easy, he said, and allows a city to 
set residential values at any acceptable 
percentage of full value. 

The lower the residential percentage, 
the greater the share of the total tax

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Arts center approved 
despite parking problems 


The new arts center of 
Newton Cultural Affairs. Inc., 
was given permissive use and 
site plan approval for its 
building at 61 Washington 
Park. Newtonville. by the Land 
Use Committee Monday night. 

The major problem with the 
location of the new center, 
which is just beginning, is the 
lack of parking. 

According to Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, the 
proposed use of the building, a 
former church and later a part 
uf Newton Junior College, calls 
for 118 parking spaces. 

The arts center has five 
spaces. 

Former alderman Louis 
Egelson, finance chairman for 
Newton Cultural Affairs, Inc., 
asked that the conditions 
suggested by the Planning 
Department be waived. These 
.conditions were aimed at 
limiting the number of people 
using the center, thereby 
limiting the number of cars at 
the building. 

Egelson pleaded that unless 
the arts center can be used 
enough to earn the expected 
$50,000 a year overhead it 
“won't get off the ground." 

Thomas proposed limiting 
the number of students on the 


site at one time to 30, allowing 
no performances to be 
scheduled while instruction is 
being given, and allowing only 
one performance to be given at 
one time. 

The building has four major 
areas of use, the two largest of 
which will seat 102 people and 
96 people. 

If all four rooms were in use 
at the same time 118 parking 
spaces would be needed, if all 
parking were off-street. 

The intention never was to 
require that the center provide 
parking off-street, as it could 
not do so. But the Planning 
Department wants to reduce 
the problem to the 
neighborhood as much as 
possible. 

In discussion, the Land Use 
Committee agreed to a limit of 
50 students on the site 
December through March, 
removed the restriction 
against instruction and per¬ 
formances being given at the 
same time, and limited the use 
of the building to one hall or 
studio when a performance is 
scheduled December through 
March only. 

The parking requirement 
may be waived in the case of a 
reuse of a building. 


Aid. Thomas Cancannon, 
Ward 2 alderman, suggested 
that the arts center should 
start more slowly and get the 
neighbors used to it. He said, 
"A lot of people in the 
neighborhood have some 
strong fears about the arts 
center." 

Aid. Carol Ann Shea asked 
Egelson, “Did the neighbors 
know there was no parking?" 

Egelson answered that 
probably they expected there 
t" be parking at Claflin Hall, 
another part of the old Newton 
Junior College property, 
diagonally across Washington 
Park. 

This solution may be 
available for a while, but since 
Claflin Hall and adjoining NJC 
property have been designated 
as surplus and to be sold, 
parking cannot be relied on for 
very long on those sites. 

The I^and Use Committee, in 
approving the site plan and 
permissive use, added the 
further condition that the 
operation of the center and the 
parking be reviewed some time 
before six months from now 
and again next winter. 

The recommendation will go 
to the Board of Aldermen April 
19. 


Development Board expected 
to elect new chairman tonight

The Newton Planning and 
Development Board meets 
tonight to elect a new chairman 
and to expedite construction of 
housing in Newton Centre and 
Lower Falls. 

Margaret Smith, a former 
president of the Newton 
League of Women Voters, 
appears to have the inside 
track for the chairman’s job. 

David Lurensky, Cecil 
Cadwell, Carol Robinson, 
Harry Crosby and Ms. Smith 
are expected to be the only 
legally qualified board 
members who will vote in the 
election of a chairman to 
replace Stanley Miller, who 
resigned last month. 

The vacancy created on the 
seven-member NPDB by 
Miller's resignation has not yet 
been filled. . 

Even if Mayor Theodore 
Mann were to nominate a 
replacement by today, the 
nominee could not be approved 
by the Board of Aldermen in 
time to serve at tonight’s 
meeting. 

City PlanningDirector 
Charles Thomas, also a 
member of the board, said he 
probably will not vote. 


The Newton Community 
Development Authority, which 
Thomas heads, has finally 
received approval from the 
federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to 
build 43 units of elderly housing 
at Paul and Centre Sts. 

NCDA, which holds joint 
meetings with the NPDB, will 
be asking for NPDB approval 
on a number of items to get the 
Paul Street construction un¬ 
derway, Thomas said last 
week. 

The Newton Housing 
Authority, under whose 
auspices the Paul Street 
project originated, wanted to 
build a six-story, 60 -unit 
building with office space for 
its successor agency, the 
Newton Housing Services 
Commission. 

By the time plans came 
before the Board of Aldermen 
for permissive use, the size had 
dropped to 50 units because of 
opposition from neighbors in 
Newton Centre. 

In July, after the Housing 
Authority had been abolished 
and its housing construction 
responsibilities transferred to 
the Newton Community 
Development Authority,

The School Committee 
passed the school calendar for 
next year that will have school 
starting on Sept. 8, 1977, and 
ending on June 27, 1978. 

Holidays will be Sept. 13, 
Jewish New Year; Sept. 22, 
Yom Kippur; Oct. 10, 
Columbus Day; Nov. 11, 
Veterans' Day; and 
Thanksgiving recess starting 
Wednesday noon, Nov. 23. 

Christmas vacation starts at 
the end of school Friday, Dec. 
23, and school will reopen 
Tuesday, Jan. 3. 

There will be no school 
Monday, Jan. 16, on Martin 
Luther King Day, and winter 
vacation will run the week of 
Feb. 20-24. 

There will be no school Good 
Friday, March 24, and spring 
vacation will be the week of 
April 17-21. 

There will be no school on 
Monday, May 29, 1978, in ob¬ 
servance of Memorial Day, 


and the last day of school is set 
for Tuesday, June 27. 

There are 184 days of school 
scheduled, with an allowance 
for four snow days. If less than 
four are needed, the calendar 
will be cut back the number of 
unused days. 

This year school will be in 
session for 178 days on the last 
day i June 24), and Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said he will file for a waiver of 
the state requirement of school 
being held for 180 days a year. 

Fink anticipates no problem 
in getting the waiver since 
Newton meets the minimum of 
900 secondary schools hours 
and 990 elementary school 
hours of class time in the year. 

The superintendent also told 
the School Committee that 
previous attempts to run school 
on religious holidays were 
educationally unproductive 
because of the large number of 
substitutes hired and because 
of the absent students.

Capasso apartments 
need revised plans 


The land Use Committee 
Monday night approved four of 
the five petitions heard the 
same night in public hearing, 
holding the most controversial, 
a request for more apartments 
to be built on Iaxington Street, 
Auburndale, for revised plans. 

William Reilly was given 
approval by the committee to 
subdivide a 55,000 sq. ft. lot into 
two lots. The land is in the 
center of a block bounded by 
James, William and River 
streets, West Newton, and a 
legal right-of-way must be 
established over the existing 
12 -foot driveway to the 
property from River Street. 

A free-standing sign for 
Leone’s Furniture store at 200 
Boylston St. was approved 
subject to Planning Depart¬ 
ment construction and land¬ 
scaping recommendations. 
The Planning Department 
approved the sign, though 
usually it favois denial of 
permissive use for free¬ 
standing signs because of the 
visual clutter they create. 

Freeport House, an alter¬ 
native home for high school 
age boys and girls at 361 
Commonwealth Ave., was 
given an amendment to a 
Board order which limited its 
occupants to residents of 
Newton, Wellesley and Weston. 
Freeport House may now 
accept students from 
Needham. 

Occupancy is still limited to 
12 resident students and five 
counselors including 
houseparents. 

The petition from Donato 
Capasso for permissive use to 
build 20 more apartments on 


Lexington Street, Auburndale, 
met opposition from several 
neighbors and from Aid. James 
Miller, who said he had heard 
from people complaining that 
Capasso is destroying the 
"residential character" of the 
community. 

Aid. Carol Ann Shea, while 
recognizing that the land is 
zoned for apartments, asked, 
"When is it going to stop?" 

Capasso has a 29-unit 
apartment house next door and 
another building down the 
street. 

“His dream is to own all of 
I^xington Street," commented 
Sheila Farnese, 92 Lexington 
St. Farnese fears that Capasso 
will buy other properties and 
build apartments. — 

The Planning Department 
recommends ‘‘denial in 
present form," although the 
Planning Department’s 
memorandum notes that the 
proposed apartment use "is 
appropriate to the site and its 
surroundings.” 

The department wants 
Capasso to submit a plan 
showing a common driveway 
with Capasso’s existing 
apartment house, different 
exterior architecture, and 
other details 

Permissive use and site plan 
approval for a cultural arts 
center at 61 Washington Park, 
Newtonville' was approved by 
the I-and Use Committee with 
conditions for one year, subject 
to a review at about six months 
of operation. 

All recommendations of the 
Land Use Committee go to the 
Board of Aldermen for a vote 
April 19. 


Public Works to add 
88 people by 1981 


The Public Works Depart¬ 
ment will grow from its present 
429 people to 517 by 1981, 
Commissioner Gene Larson 
told the aldermanic Finance 
Committee last week. 

During a review session of 
the department's $9.7 million 
budget, Larson said, "The day 
of reckoning is down the street 
for the taxpayer,” explaining 
all the work needed to be done 
in the city. 

The current 429 people in¬ 
clude those transferred from 
Recreation Department 
maintenance and from the 
Buildings Department in the 
mayor's reorganization of 
departments. 

In 1972, Larson said, the 
Public Works Department 
alone had over 500 people in it, 
and that was before the ab¬ 
sorption of any Recreation 
Department or Building 
Department personnel. 

The budget review meeting 
lurned out to be more a 
briefing on the operations of 
and plans for the department 
than one directed to specific 
budget items. 

Search begins 
for summer jobs 

The Summer Youth Cam¬ 
paign, the annual search for 
summer jobs for 
Massachusetts students, has 
been launched by the state's 
Divsion of Employment 
Security (DES), according to 
that agency’s director, John D. 
Crosier. 

During the next few weeks 
approximately 50,000 letters 
will be mailed to 
Massachusetts employers 
soliciting their participation in 
the summer jobs program. 

I^ast year more than 43,000 
youths filed applications with 
the DES for summer em¬ 
ployment. Placements with 
federal, state and local 
governmental establishments 
and with private employers 
totaled nearly 14,300. Of these, 
more than 8500 were disad¬ 
vantaged youth. In addition, 
4550 young people were placed 
in agricultural jobs for the 
summer. 

Any employers with a 
summer job opportunity should 
call the nearest Division of 
Employment Security job 
service office. 


Predictably, rubbish 
collection, which is ex¬ 
periencing some problems, got 
a good deal of attention. 

"Everybody's bitching about 
ihe Shu-Paks” (the new 
trucks), Larson said, but said 
i here is one crew picking up 17 
tons of rubbish a day with a 
Shu-Pak, an unheard-of 
amount. 

The spring housecleaning 
and leaves put a strain on the 
collection every year, Larson 
pointed out, and the reduction 
in the number of collection 
routes from 17 to 10 needs some 
adjustment to make it work 
smoothly. 

"We've had problems," he 
admitted, "but in 30 days 
everything will be straightened 
out." There are also some 
mechanical problems needing 
attention, Larson said. 

In the new budget Larson has 
asked for five new positions in 
administration, one of which is 
to be a person in charge of 
training personnel in safe 
methods for use of rubbish- 
collection, snowplowing, and 
other equipment, and even the 
correct way to lift barrels. 

The safely programs would 
be continuous' Larson said, 
with the emphasis on how to 
avoid injuries.

With only the Public Works 
and Recreation Departments 
offering any possibility for 
more large cuts, the Finance 
Committee has so far reduced 
the $39.7 million municipal 
budget by about $300,000. 

The Water Department has 
an $800,000 item that will be 
eliminated from the budget 
altogether but cannot be 
considered as a true cut. The 
deletion is attributable to a 
sewer use charge that was 
expected to go into effect in 
1978 but has been delayed until 
1979. 

The major cuts were made in 
the budgets of the Planning 
Department and the Police 
Department. The Planning 
Department was cut by about 
$40,000 from a total budget of 
$325,000; the police budget was 
reduced by approximately 
$67,500 from a total of almost 
$4.5 million. 

The Fire Department 
received a $14,000 budget cut. 

Planning Department cuts 
ranged from a decrease in 
printing items (so that Plan¬ 
ning Director Charles Thomas 
will learn to less "verbose," 
one alderman said) to the 
elimination of two junior 
planner positions. 

Police Department cuts ran 
the gamut from postage 
through a position of clerk- 
typist. 

The small budget cut in the 
Fire Department is not the end 
of it. In that budget are eight 
new firefighter positions for 
staffing of the new ambulance 
service expected to start in 
July. 

Some aldermen, especially 
Aid. Sidney Small, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, are 
opposed to the city’s taking on 
the ambulance service staffed 
with firefighters trained as 
emergency medical 
technicians . 

Small estimated that the 
first-year cost to the city will 
be over $250,000. 


He or another alderman may 
request at the meeting of the 
full Board of Aldermen on the 
budget the deletion of the eight 
new positions and the staffing 
of the ambulances with 
existing personnel. 

Another budget matter that 
is sure to cause a fight in the 
Board meeting on the budget is 
the salaries of I,aw Depart¬ 
ment lawyers. 

Salaries of the five per¬ 
manent assistant city solicitors 
have been increased sub¬ 
stantially, some by $2500 after 
less than a year's employment. 

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle 
promised "one pip of an 
argument out there” when the 
matter comes to a Board vote 
after his motion to cut all in¬ 
creases to 5 percent failed 4-2 
in Finance Committee. 

The average salary of the 


five lawyers is $14,580, with a 
high of $18,900 and a low of 
$ 12 , 000 .

Vandalism, etc. 


Perspectives 


From time to time the question of 
whether or not publicity will deter or en¬ 
courage vandals comes up for discussion as 
it did this week during a School Committee 
meeting. 

Frankly, we can't answer the question to 
our satisfaction and most discussions find 
sides evenly split on the subject. 

One argument is that a vandal enjoys 
publicity and publicity gives others ideas 
along the same lines. The counter argument 
is that sufficient publicity will make enough 
people angry and concerted effort will be 
made to stop destruction of property and the 
endangering of lives. 

Nowhere is the problem more evident 
than at North High School. 

We assume that someone who finds it 
amusing to pull fire alarms has never really 
thought about the potential for disaster their 
“little prank" causes. 

We can only point out that needlessly 
tying up fire equipment always has the 
potential of creating a situation where fire 
equipment will be unavailable during a real 
fire. 

We can only ask someone who enjoys 
pulling the fire alarms at Newton North, or 
anywhere else, to stop and wonder if their 
house or a friends' house were burning to the 
ground, if someone was killed, would it 
indeed be a big thrill? 

False fire alarms and vandalism have to 
be stopped at the source. And we feel peer 
pressure would be a much greater deterrent 
than any amount of publicity or any lack of 
publicity ever will. 

A review of fire ordinances this week 
turned up one we consider to be little-known 
and thought we'd use this editorial to 
publicize. 

According to Section 6-2 of the city or¬ 
dinances: 

“In accordance with section 10 of the 
General Laws, the Board of Aldermen offers 
a reward of $50 for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of a person making 
or circulating or causing to be made or 
circulated a false alarm of fire.” 

Short of turning someone in, if a friend of 
yours is a vandal.ask him or her to stop the 
destruction. It's unnecessary, dangerous 
and quite childish. 


Utility bill bailout...a boondoggle 


Crackdown 
on litterers 


Spring is here. 

The roadside litter is building up again. 

It s hard to know why people who 
probably keep their own homes and yards in 
good order casually throw the weekend's 
accumulation of trash out of their cars and 
along the road. The practice is especially 
apparent in the more naturally beautiful 
parts oi the state, probably because there 
are lewer people around to witness the 
littering. The cost of cleaning up highway 
litter runs into the millions annually — at 
the taxpayer's expense. 

The best solution would be for the trash 
slingers to be identified and have the 
neighborhood garbage dumped on their own 
property. Since this is impractical, the next 
best thing is for observers to report the 
ollenses and for fines to be strictly applied.

WASHINGTON - If you’ve ever 
wondered just exactly how the federal 
government got into a situaUon where the 
deficit now stands at nearly >65 billion, 
then consider, please, the proposal by 
Sen. Edmund Muskie that $200 million be 
spent to subsidize "the enormous fuel 
bills that thousands of poor people have 
yet to pay.” This measure has passed 
both the House and Senate. 

Now, the first thing that has to be said 
is that there is a problem. This winter has 
definitely increased the fuel bills of poor 
people. But the Muskie solution to this 
problem is wrong-headed, poorly thought 
out and is designed to deal with a 
situation that has been grossly over¬ 
stated. 

Point One: Those who pushed this 
proposal warned of the apocalypse if it 
did not become law. Sen. Edward Ken¬ 
nedy (D-Mass.) implored the utilities not 
to “pull the plug" on the elderly because 
they can’t pay their bills. Connecticut 
Gov. Ella Grasso said that it is her 
"strong belief” that “none of my people 
should freeze." Massachusetts 
Republican Sen. Ed Brooke declared that 
for poor people high fuel bills are "a 
matter of life and death," that "the terror 
is real.” 

But the facts are to the contrary. 
According to a survey of 46 utility com¬ 
panies in 44 states, conducted by Sen. 
Muskie’s Subcommittee on 
Intergovernmental Relations, of the 22 
companies that listed a comparison 
between utility cutoffs last year and 
cutoffs this year, 15 of these companies 
(68 per cent) said their cutoffs decreased 
this winter. Seven companies (32 per 
cent) reported increased cutoffs; four 
said they never cut off utilities during 
extreme cold. 

When 1 asked David Johnson, a Muskie 
aide on the Subcommittee, about these 
figures that refute his boss’ own 
arguments for his legislation, he ad¬ 
mitted that "frankly, during the height of 
the winter we didn't know" that cutoffs 
would decrease. Johnson said; "What we 
found out was very interesting, 
enlightening and unexpected." So much 
for looking before leaping. 

Point Two: The idea of the states 
coming to Washington for a handout is 
absurd. It’s like Nelson Rockefeller 
asking a person on welfare for a loan. 

When Sen. Muskie held hearings this 
past February on his proposal, among 
those who testified in favor of it were 
Senators and Governors from: 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Kentucky, Missouri, Rhode 
Island, Wisconsin and Florida. Gov. 
Grasso said the poor people of her state 
needed help from Washington because 
her state’s economy was "fragile." Lt. 
Gov. Thomas O'Neill said his state 
needed assistance because 
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Massachusetts has "fiscal limitations." 

But there is a cruel irony here. Every 
one of these states is in better financial 
condition than the federal government. 
Each of these states has either a balanced 
budget or a slight surplus, unlike Uncle 
Sam who is more than $60 billion in the 
red. For example, Florida is currently 
operating with a budget that is $425 
million in the black. 

Point three: There is the screwy for¬ 
mula under which the $200 million is to be 
allocated to the various states. As ex¬ 
plained to me by John Macomber, a 
public information officer at the Com¬ 
munity Services Administration, the 
agency designing this formula, it is based 
on four things: 

(1) The number of heating degree days 
squared. (Macomber laughs, saying he 
doesn’t know "what the hell this mean- 
s.") (2) The number of poverty 
households. (3) The number of people 
over 65 years of age with incoms below 
125 per cent of the poverty level. And (4) 
the relavive cost of fuel in the rejpon. 

Fine. 

Then can you tell me, I ask, why, when 
all these things are considered, ac¬ 
cording to figures inserted into the; 


Congressional Record by Sen. Muskie, 
why the states of Hawaii and Puerto Rico 
are allotted almost $1 million between 
them to help people with their heating 
bills? 

Well, no he can't, He refers me to Bob 
Clark, a special assistant to the director 
of the CSA. 

Clark checks his figures and says what 
Muskie has put in the Record is not ac¬ 
curate. Hawaii is allotted only $60,000 he 
says, and Puerto Rico is allotted only 
$480,000. Checking his figures further, 
Clark notes that neither state had any 
heating degree days reported for the 
relevant time period. 

Then why are they allotted any money? 
I ask. Well, Clark explains, the idea of the 
formula was to provide all the states with 
“some kind of benefits.” Whether the 
people living in those states have any 
heating bill problems or not? I ask, 
starting to get a little steamed myself. 
“Yes,” Clark says, "but I don't know 
why." 

Hoping he might know something about 
something, I ask Clark about Arizona. 
Why is this state allocated $320,000 for 
people with heating bill problems when 
according to Muskie's figures, this 


winter's weather was 32 per cent warmer 
than last year? I also noted Muskie's 
finding that only 10 per cent of those in 
Arizona who get cutoff notices actually 
have their utilities cutoff. 

Again, a blank. Clark reiterates his 
agency's desire to see that all the states 
"get something." 

Sen. Muskie's proposal to give federal 
money — which is to say your money and 
mine — to the States to subsidize the 
heating bills of the poor is a classic 
example of a boondoggle. 

It is a shell game. As I said, and I 
repeat it so as not to be misunderstood: 
There is a problem for the poor as 
regards their fuel bills. But to increase 
the federal deficit by another $200 
million, which further increases inflation, 
helps nobody, rich or poor. 

If the Congress wants to do something 
to help people pay their bills then it 
should permanently cut taxes across the 
board. The fact that a bunch of governors 
support Muskie's plan to bail them out is 
no argument for the program. As one 
Washington wit — I believe it was I — has 
put it: 

"Anyone who sets forth as his program 
robbing Peter to pay Paul will always 
have the support of Paul.” 


Senator Baker,'Why not the worst?'

WASHINGTON — Regardless of what 
its official spokesmen may say is the role 
of the "loyal opposition," the truth is that 
the Republican Party in the Congress is 
totally without effective leadership. 

This pathetic state of affairs is 
dramatically illustrated by the fact that 
during the time period immediately 
preceeding and following Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance's mission to Moscow, 

Senate GOP leader Howard Baker ap¬ 
peared three times on national television 

— and once saw Vance in private — yet 
not one time did Baker set forth anything 
remotely resembling a Republican 
position on the crucial subject of strategic 
arms. 

A few days prior to Vance’s departure 
for the Soviet Union — at Vance's request 

— both Baker and House GOP Leader 
John Rhodes met privately with the 
Carter administration's chief arms 
negotiator. But at this get-together, 

Baker engaged in only the most 
generalized sort of platitudes, telling 
Vance that the Republican Party sup¬ 
ported the Administration s efforts "to 
achieve a meaningful and realistic 
agreement on the limitation of strategic 
arms." 

Just exactly what the GOP would 
consider "meaningful” or "realistic" 
neither Baker nor Rhodes said. When I 
asked Cran Montgomery, Baker’s chief 
legislative aide, he told me that the 
senator did not tell Vance what would or 
would not be acceptable to the 
Republicans because "he hasn’t really 
developed a position yet." 

But it is not inappropriate to ask: What 
the hell was Sen. Baker waiting on’ For 
weeks prior to the talks actually taking 
place, it was widely known that the 
Carter administration would be talking 
about strategic arms with the Soviets! 

in an interview with Martin Agronsky, 
aired on the public broadcasting network 
on March 25, Baker, when asked about 
the upcoming SALT talks, said only that 
his guess was that Vance “wJl do pretty 
well in Moscow" because he is "a good 
man” and "a good negotiator.” 



At one point, when asked what he thinks 
of Carter, Baker, in an incredible display 
of mealymouthedness, replied: 

"I think the president is an attractive 
person. 1 am personally fond of him. I 
find that our relationships are cordial; 
Uie relationships we’ve had. I did not 
know him before he was elected 
president. We share a similar 
background — that is, he comes from 
Georgia. I come from Tennessee. We're 
both natives of that territory. We're about 
the same age. We came from the World 
War II era, so to speak." Etc., etc., etc. 
Shades of Pfof. Irwin Corey! 

In another nationally televised in¬ 
terview, this time on March 27 on an NBC 
special, “The Loyal Opposition,” Baker 
declared that to give the country a choice 
the Republican Party had an opportunity 
to improve itself by "critiquing ad¬ 


ministration proposals,” by "identifying 
initiatives," by offering "ideas that sell." 
Specifically, he said, the GOP "must 
monitor and comment" on the Carter 
foreign policy that “concerned” him. 

But, again, when he spoke on the SALT 
talks, which were to begin the next day, 
Baker neither offered any critique of the 
Administration's proposals — which were 
generally known at the time — nor did he 
outlme any GOP initiatives. 

He merely reiterated what he had told 
Vance in private: that the Republicans 
"fully support" the "successful con¬ 
clusion” of a SALT II Strategic Arms 
Limitation Agreement, which is a 
"bipartisan effort." 

Finally, in yet another nationally 
televised interview, this time on CBS' 
"Face the Nation,” on April 3, three days 
after the SALT talks liad fallen through, 


Baker was once again presented with a 
golden opportunity to express a 
Republican position on these 
negotiations. But once more, it was not to 
be. 

When moderator George Herman 
asked Baker what had gone wrong in 
Moscow, he replied that it was "too early 
to tell," that whether things had been 
handled efficiently or elfectively 
"remains to be seen." 

When Herman expiessed puzzlement, 
saying it seemed that Baker didn't want 
to make a judgment on the Carter 
negotiating tactics until he saw whether 
they worked or didn't, Baker denied this. 
He said that “maybe" the technique that 
was tried might work, but it "clearly has 
diminished the chances for immediate 
success." 

When another questioner asked Baker 
if he knew what was going on in the 
negotiations, Baker said he didn’t, ob¬ 
serving: "I wish I knew a little more 
about this. I wish I knew what happened, 
I wish I knew how we got there, and I 
don’t, and one of these days we're going 
to have to know more about it." 

One of these days! 

Why didn’t Baker know or at least 
demand to know’ After all, he is the 
Minority leader in the United States 
Senate. 

.When he was reminded of his leader¬ 
ship position in the party and asked if he 
luid been talking with his colleagues and 
counseling them on what to do, he 
responded that yes, he had conferred with 
|>is fellow Republicans in the Senate 
' informally from time to time” but this is 
a tough tune." Baker revealed that he 
had talked with Henry Kissinger, but that 
his own i Baker’s) advice was: "Let’s just 
sort of stay with it and see how it works." 

When Baker noted that Republicans 
are "free to criticize" the Carter ad¬ 
ministration's strategic arms policies, 
one reporter asked: but if you're free, 
which Republicans are criticizing it? The 
■'>enate GOP Leader answered: "Well, 
niaybe 1 m criticizing a little. That’s what 
1 vc done here just now, I suppose, in 
saying 1 m not certain that the technique 
is a good technique, time will tell."

Budget belongs to Supt. Fink 


To the Editor: 

I am enclosing a copy of the 
remarks I made at the March 
23 meeting of the Newton 
School Committee. Due to the 
raging storm that evening, the 
audience was small. 

It has been my privilege to 
serve on the Committee for 22 
years with ladies and gen¬ 
tlemen, civic-minded , 
dignified and courteous. I have 
also worked with five 
superintendents. There have 
always been disagreements, 
but never insults and 
harassments. 

I think my statement will 
give the people of Newton and 
indication of what has been 
happening to their prestigious 
School Committee. They need 
to know. 

Here is my statement: 

The Newton School Com¬ 
mittee is about to approve a 
budget for the school year 1977- 
78. It will move into history 


with a minimum of discussion, 
changes or confrontations. 

The School Committee could 
find little to change, although 
taxpayers suffering from in¬ 
creased taxes and cost of living 
have been looking to all the 
powers that be for relief. By 
the same token those who 
support euducation in Newton 
looked hopefully for 
restoration of some positions 
and support of various 
programs. 

Mr. Chairman, I must also 
comment briefly on the 
preparation and presentation 
of the 1977-78 budget. I regret 
some members of our Com¬ 
mittee have given credit and 
accolades to several in¬ 
dividuals for what they have 
termed an excellent presen¬ 
tation. Deliberately or 
otherwise, they have ignored 
the one person who, by our 
dictate and his responsibility, 
brought in this budget. 


The major credit must 
belong to our superintendent, 
Aaron Fink.

He was commissioned 
by our Committee to bring in 
the tightest possible budget 
that would still fulfill the 
educational needs of the 
children of Newton. This is on 
the record. Mr. Fink organized 
the preparation, delegated the 
responsibilities, set the 
guidelines and worked with the 
entire staff to finalize it. Mr. 
Fink deserves our gratitude as 
well as the major credit. 

I have been a member of this 
School Committee for 22 years, 
its chairman for several years 
and a citizen and taxpayer of 
Newton for 39 years; and all of 
these roles equip me to judge 
the merit of this budget and to 
whom the credit should go. 

Mr. Fink, I thank you for 
your diligience, your per¬ 
ception, your acceptance of 
responsibility, your patience 


and your courage in facing all 
the tests you have been put to 
in these last two years. I 
watched with admiration your 
resistance to those who wished 
to cut your budget, but also 
your resistance to those who 
would have had you increase it.

I admire your stamina, your 
endurance in resisting attacks, 
the insults and deliberate at¬ 
tempts to humiliate you. Few 
of us could be your equal. 

Mr. Chairman, I believe I 
must speak for the citizens of 
Newton, parents and non¬ 
parents, students, teachers and 
all the zealous guardians of 
public school education when I 
thank Aaron Fink for his 
leadership and his fortitude, 
and ost of all, for not leaving us 
during these troubled times.

The impact of redistricting 


To the Editor 

If you have considered the 
reduction in the number of 
state representatives from 240 
members to 160, resulting in 
legislative redistricting, as 
unimportant, then you 
definitely should read the 
following paragraphs. 

Because of redistricting, the 
following events will happen. 

In Beford and Burlington, 
Robert Vigneau will narrowly 
defeat Carol Amick in the 
Democratic Primariew of 1978. 
Lincoln Cole (R) of Lexington 
will retain his State House seat. 
However, Ed Dickson, if 
running, will be defeated in the 
Republican Primaries by 
Roy all Switzler of Wellesley. 

In Watertown, I see a tough 
Democratic Primary fight with 
Robert gaining the town. For 
North Waltham, Donald 
Manninq will win a very close 
Democratic Primary race with 
Joseph Maguire, if running. 

South Waltham when joined 
with Newton will find political 
posters plastering these two 
cities in a three-man 
Democratic primary race, 
which Joseph DeNucci is the 
apparent winner over Peter 
Harrington and William 
Stanley. David Mofenson and 
Iflis Pines will maintain their 
seals. It is from the district 
rearrangements that these 
results are projected. 

During the last three months, 
I traveled across 
Massachusetts with Chairman 
George Keverian (D) of 
Everett’s Special House 
Committee on Redistricting. I 
have heard cries of secession in 
Martha’s Vineyard to solenui 
sighs of resignation in the 
Berkshires. Many citizens are 
nOw realizing the effects of 
redistricting as the following 
important points concerning 
redistricting demonstrate. 

The redistricting model was 
a very tight statistical 


deviation from the 36,184 
legislative district’s population 
norm. This standard is being 
held to, though I would like to 
see an exception made for the 
isolated islands of Nantucket 
and Martha's Vineyard, 
because of past Supreme Court 
decisions and fears that a 
citizen that challenges the 
redistricting plan in court 
might win if the new plans are 
considered a violation of equal 
protection under the 14th 
Amendment of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution. 

The final important point to 
be made is that the 
redistricting was not free of 
politics in the building stage. 

The planning formula of 
districts went, on the whole, 
East to West and North to 
South. But the best opportunity 
to put sense into the legislative 
maps was missed when the 
planning was not jointly done, 
within our bicameral system, 
by having the 40 State Senate 
seats divided into four sections, 
producing 160 House seats. 

Chairman Kevenan, quite 
candidly stated politics 


prevents this sensible solution. 

Thus we some House districts 
like Waltham, represented by 
two or more state senators. 

The reduction of the 
Legislature was voted for by 
the electorate on Nov. 5, 1974. 

Having run for state 
representative from Waltham, 
I realize that urban areas are 
less affected due to the high 
population density of, say, 
Waltham as opposed to the new 
4th Berkshire District which 
area-wise is 48 times larger 
than No. Waltham, the new 9th 
Middlesex District. Reaching 
your representative on the 
phone will become more dif¬ 
ficult, and actually seeing your 
representative in person is 
even more unlikely. 

Perhaps, with more grass¬ 
roots committees, ‘people’ will 
be the catalyst to put sen¬ 
sibility back into government. 

In representative government, 
I look forward to 
Massachusetts’ rebirth as 
America’s leader

we do when we're there, what 
we say (or don’t say), or what 
we can lend in a given area of 
experience or expertise. 

As an alderman who is 
retiring this year after what 
will be four years of service 
and more than 10 years of 
commitment to my City, let me 
tell you what the scope of our 
work really is, above and 
beyond our full Board 
meetings. Regular Committee 
meetings average at least two 
nights per week and sometimes 
more for many of us who 
volunteer to serve on Special 
Sub-Committees. At these 
working meetings, the business 
of the City is done with full 
coverage of the press. 

Rest assured that con¬ 
troversial subjects are 
discussed at great length at 
many meetings. When an issue 
is reported for vote to the full 
Board, either the item has been 
resolved by consensus of a 
committee, or committees, or 
it is again exposed to full 
debate at more than one full 
Board meeting. 

Therefore, the total number 
of roll calls as listed by 
CENTER, although accurate, 
are meaningless when put into 
perspective. An alderman can 
miss one full Board meeting 
and during that particular 
meeting perhaps 20 roll call 
votes are taken. However, 
many roll calls are merely 
procedural in that it may be 
simply a motion to recommit, 
to amend, to substitute a report 
or to cut off a debate, etc. 

As well, most of the roll call 
votes are on generally very 
routine matters, which have 
easily passed Committee 
scrutiny. These votes are 
normally taken early in the 
evening and it is conceivable 
that if an Alderman is 15-20 
minutes tardy from his supper 
hour, he could miss as many as 
five normal roll call votes. 

What I do consider 
meaningful are the duties of an 
Alderman which include 
reading volumes of paper that 
arrive weekly, preparing and 
supporting filed legislation, 
communicating with con¬ 
stituents, meeting and-or 
talking with key people at City 
Hall, State House, etc. 

For example, as a member 
of the Finance Committee, we 
are now dealing with the city 
budget which will involve as 
many as two to three meetings 
a week including Saturdays for 
the entire month of April. Just 
to prepare for these lengthy 
budget sessions, Aid. Sidney 
Small, finance chairman for 
many years, must spend 
inordinate amounts of time 
which can only be done at large 
measure during City Hall 
business hours, with the 
mayor, his staff and depart¬ 
ment heads. This represents 
valuable hours sacrificed and 
unrecorded. 

Center members, try to visit 
us more frequently at City Hall 
to see us at work. Come to our 
Committee sessions and 
budget sessions, so that you 
may more effectively un¬ 
derstand our work com¬ 
mitment, for we serve, as you 
know, as part-time legislators 
under our Charter. Judging 
performance and measuring 
effectiveness cannot be done 
by showing attendance 
statistics as the only ben¬ 
chmark of achievement.

Temporary residences for 
women favored by legislator 



Where can women and 
children who are victims of 
domestic violence turn for 
help? Where can women, 
recently widowed, deserted, 
divorced or recovered from an 
extended illness turn for 
assistance when they are 
bereft of financial resources? 

The answer may be tem¬ 
porary support residences for 
women in need of protective 
shelter or in transition, if a bill 
before the Human Services 
Committee becomes law. 

According to State Rep. 
David J. Mofenson i D-Newton) 
and State Sen. Jack H. Back- 
man iD-Brooklinei, chairmen 
of the Committee on Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs, 
their committee is giving a 
favorable report to a bill which 
will authorize the Office of 
Human Services to establish 
temporary protective shelters 
for women in need. Using Title 
XX federal funds, the support 
residences would provide 
temporary housing, 
emergency counselling, and 
community referrals for other 
needed services, more 

"The problem of battered 
women crosses all class, racial 
and ethnic lines,” Mofenson 
said, "According to some 
reports more than 2 million 
persons are affected nationally 
and the FBI estimates that the 
crime of battery is the largest 
single offense committed in the 
country and probably the least 
reported.” 

One of the greatest deterenls 
to a wife's lodging a complaint 
with a court or attempting to 
remove herself and her 
children from a potentially 
lethal situation is said to be the 
fact that there is no place to go. 
According to testimony 
presented to the committee, 
the homes of friends and 
relatives are often unsafe 
because they are not secure 
and when found there, women 
and children are frequently 
subjected to the possibility of 


further and more intense 
battering. 

With limited earning power, 
often with no marketable 
skills, battered women are 
frequently trapped in a 
destructive family situation 
because of economic depen¬ 
dence. 

Children, even when not 
physically assaulted, suffer 
deep and lasting emotional 
effects. Mofenson noted studies 
show that wife-beaters and 
battered women tend to come 
from families in which the 
father was a wife-beater or 
where they themselves had 
been battered as children. 

"It's time to stop the cycle of 
violence.” Mofenson said, "the 
establishment of temporary- 


support residences is one 
important ./ay to begin.” 

"Our fundamental concern 
must be the recreation of a safe 
haven for women who are in 
physical danger in their homes 
due to violence within the 
family,” said Mofenson. -'The 
program must provide the 
safety and security necessary 
to start the theraputic process 
of healing psychological and 
physical damage and, with the 
aid of counselor trained in 
crisis intervention, help these 
women clarify life goals and 
needs.” 

The temporary support 
residences would be located 
regionally aroun2 the state to 
those communities demon¬ 
strating a need. 


DeNucci sponsors bills 
to help senior citizens 


Slate Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton) is 
sponsoring two bills designed 
to alleviate the tax burdens of 
Massachusetts senior citizens. 

The first bill, House 4829, 
would exempt those 65 and 
older from paying the meal tax 
on meals under $1. The meal 
tax was enacted specifically as 
an 8 percent lax on all meals. 
DeNucci initiated this 
legislation since he strongly 
believed a meal for less than $1 
is a basic necessity rather than 
a luxury. 

"It is a hardship for many of 
our senior citizens to afford 
adequate nutrition. This meal 
tax only serves to increase the 
financial burden on the 
elderly," he said. 

The second bill in DeNucci's 
elderly package is House 1313. 
This proposal would reduce the 
age of eligibility from 70 to 65 
for property tax abatement. 


DeNucci said, “A citizen's 
financial status is more or less 
fixed by 65, this measure will 
allow the retired person to 
benefit by the tax abatement 
sooner.” 

To qualify for the tax 
abatement one must be 
domiciled in the Com¬ 
monwealth for 10 years and 
must own the present 
residence or another residence 
for five years. A single person 
is limited lo gross receipts of 
no more than $6,000 and a total 
worth not in excess of $40*000. A 
married couple is limited to 
gross receipts of no more than 
$7,000 and a total worth not in 
excess of $45,000. 

Rep. DeNucci's primary 
concern is "To attempt to 
make circumstances less 
difficult for those retired and 
living on fixed incomes.” Both 
bills are presently pending 
action in the Joint Committee 
on Taxation.

Permit 

All buildings will be located above the 
highest flood point predicted’ 46 feet, and 
a second emergency access can be built 
to the site over a city-owned parking lot 
on adjacent land. 

The HAC report said, "We do not find 
that the potential impact of the 
development upon water storage 
capacity or the potential of flooding on 
the site to represent hazards sufficiently 
realistic or of sufficient gravity to out¬ 
weigh the housing need." 

Objections from Planning Director 
Charles Thomas to the proposed density 
of the site plan were brushed aside by the 
HAC, since the plan has already been 
approved by the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency, a quasi-govemmental 
agency that is expected to finance the 
project. 

The density of the proposed develop¬ 
ment compares “most favorably" in land 
area per unit with any other multiunit 
development in Newton, the HAC 
decision notes. 

The HAC decision commented that a 
reduction to 100 units, as the city ap¬ 
parently proposed, or the substitution of 
Thomas’s “ideal site plan" would 
jeopardize the economic feasibility of the 
whole project and would make the 
provision of low- and moderate-income 
rental levels doubtful. 

As to the city's contention that the 
needs for more open space outweigh the 
need for housing, the HAC felt that 
Newton Ls already generously endowed 
with open space. 

According to a Planning Department 
report in 1969, this land was identified as 
suitable for housing, the decision noted. 

The argument that the north side of the 
city has the greatest shortage of open 
space, advanced by the ZBA, was refuted 
in part by the HAC, which commented 
that the planning district in which the 
Staniford Street land is located has over 
47 acres of publicly owned open space per 


1000 population, and only one other 
district in the city has a greater per¬ 
centage. 

The city is divided into 18 planning 
districts for Planning Department 
purposes. 

Only six of the 101 communities served 
by the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council have a greater percentage of 
publicly owned open space than does 
Newton. 

According to I^awrence Shubow, at¬ 
torney for Mclsaac, the Secretary of 
Environmental Affairs will be asked next 
week to reverse her requirement for 
further environmental impact in¬ 
formation, since many of the questions 
have already been answered. 

There is a 30-day appeal period in 
which the city may appeal the HAC 
decision to the courts. City Solicitor 
Howard Levine would not comment on 
whether he intends to appeal until after 
he has met with the city agencies in¬ 
volved, some time this week. 

Thomas, however, said Monday he still 
plans to go ahead with the landtaking. 

Shubow pointed out that the value of the 
land has now increased by a great deal 
and said he doubts that any federal or 
state money would be available for land 
slated for housing. 

Shubow added, "If they move to take 
this land now, we’ll challenge all federal 
funds going to Newton." 

If environmental concerns are 
satisfied, Mclsaac may proceed with 
construction under the comprehensive 
permit, which includes all permissive use 
and zoning requirements normally 
handled by the Board of Aldermen or the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Financing is another matter. Builders 
have encountered long delays in ob¬ 
taining MHFA financing, and according 
to one report MHFA has taken no ap¬ 
plications for a year and one- half.

friends, the chief would give the leader of 
the party a small carved figure that 
would show the next tribe that the party 
had the blessings of the neighboring 
chief. 

Scnecal and students sometimes have 
difficulty leaving a foreign country, not 
because of any threats or regulations, but 
because of the warmth they had en¬ 
countered. 

Scnecal, a graduate of Fessenden in 
1958 who went on to Taft School in Con¬ 
necticut, Duke, Harvard and Boston 
Universities, recalled the Liberian Chief 
Camou Dali who offered wives and 
plantations. 

When they left, the chief said, "We 
don't want you to go — you are part of our 
history. We will never forget you. Please 
never forget us." 

John Fromer said the natives were so 
surprised by the visitors, yet “they 
treated us almost like royalty. 

“The kindness they showed to us can't 
be found in big, big countries." 

The boys study the area they will visit 
thoroughly before they go, and also get to 
know the fears that they may have about 
such a trip. 

The areeko trees, lizards, and birds 
were some of the most amazing sights of 
the trip, but very shocking among the 
wildlife encounters was when one boy 
tried to pick up a poisonous coral snake. 

As student Scott Daniels went at the 


snake with a machete, the snake bit blade 
of the knife and was eventually killed. 

After the trip the boys continue their 
education by speaking to dozens of public 
groups planning for the next trips. 

This summer students will dig in some 
mine ruins in New Mexico and watch the 
start of an oil drilling operation by 
Senacal's wife's family that owns an oil 
company there. 

Next year a student from a Newton 
public school may be one of the guests 
Senecal will invite to a land where 
tribesmen have never seen civilized men.

Adult residents of Newton 
will be able to attend a limited 
number of yet undetermined 
courses at both high schools 
under a trial policy approved 
unanimously by the School 
Committee Monday.

Quinn vows continued 
vigilance of young people 


The coming of moderate 
weather seems to trigger 
public drinking, trespassing, 
vandalism, debris and general 
nuisances at school yards, 
parking spaces and other 
public places, according to 
Chief William F. Quinn of the 
Newton Police Department. 

The chief said: “Last spring 
and summer, we increased our 
patrols and youth officers in 
these areas which reduced the 
incidents over the previous 
year.

All names of violators would 
be turned into Commander of 
the Patrol Branch Captain 
Bartinelli who would order 
court action ir. the case of a 
second offense. 

The chief added, “there were 
few third offenders as a result 
of this policy and the patrol 
arrest will follow the same 
pattern this year.” 

The chief concluded, “We 
are not anti-youth. We have 
and will meet with any group 
with a problem, but we are 
going to insure peace and 
serenity for our neighbors 
living close to playgrounds, 
municipal parking lots and 
other places where our mobile 
young gather. 

. “We, as a city of neighbors, 
■J have to observe the rights of 


others, and we request of our 
young people to assist us in 
maintaining the rights of all,” 
he said.

Investigation 
of the C.I.A. 
may hurt 

PROVIDENCE, R.I, (UPI) 
— Based on 18 years' ob¬ 
servation from the inside, 
Lyman B. Kirkpatrick thinks 
continuing revelations 
triggered by Watergate con¬ 
sciousness may hurt the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

Between 1962 and 1965, when 
the CIA was headed by John A. 
McCone, Kirkpatrick was ex¬ 
ecutive director-comptroller — 
its internal manager — con¬ 
trolling personnel and the 
budget after working up the 
ladder from a staff assistant 
when the agency was spawned 
in 1947. 

In 1965, Kirkpatrick traded in 
the No. 3 position in the agency 
for an Ivy League professor¬ 
ship at Brown University 
where he teaches political 
science. 

He stays in close touch with 
the CIA via the courts, the 
classroom and former col¬ 
leagues. 

His most immediate involve¬ 
ment today comes from a class 
action suit in which 
Kirkpatrick is one of 32 
defendants. It charges the CIA 
• surreptitiously" opened and 
photographed personal mail to 
and from the Soviet Union. 

Last year, Kirkpatrick was 
also subject to a criminal in¬ 
vestigation for his role in the 
"East Coast Mail Intercept 
Program." However, a recent 
Justice Department report 
ruled out prosecution although 
"activities similar in scope and 
authorization...would be 
unlawful if undertaken today.” 

But Kirkpatrick doesn’t talk 
about intelligence activities as 
unlawful. He calls them “im¬ 
moral, but most unhappily, 
necessary." 

He defends the recently- 
revealed secret payoffs to 
Jordan’s King Hussein. 
Kirkpatrick says he can’t 
remember if he knew about the 
payments but guesses they 
went towards intelligence 
operations for the U.S. “I can’t 
imagine Hussein needed any 
spare cash,” he said. 

‘‘Back in the years I was 
running the overseas interna¬ 
tional intelligence effort, 
buying cooperation was the 
. simplest thing to do," 
Kirkpatrick said. "Look at it 
this way. It would be worth 
millions and millions to buy the 
cooperation of a member of the 
Russian Politburo." 

He warns that '‘sadly" more 
tales of CIA sleuthing are 
forthcoming. 

"We're still in the trough of 
Watergate,” he said. "Other 
countries will think carefully 
about working with Americans 
after the last three years and 
all the detailed revelations. 

Those revelations have 
helped Kirkpatrick’s students 
to some extent. "They now 
have more source material 
than they can ever cope with," 
he said. But on the other hand, 
he finds students have 
developed "a genlune cynicism 
as to whether any government 
official can be believed.” 

Kirkpatrick, 60, also uses his 
first-hand CIA experience as 
an author. He has been called 
one of the most knowledgable 
people writing on American 
intelligence agencies today. 
His fourth book, dealing with 
Soviet intelligence, is ten¬ 
tatively titled "Agents of 
Moscow." 

"They (Soviets) cover us like 
a blanket. 1 would guess that in 
personnel, they outnumber 
total U.S. intelligence per¬ 
sonnel by five or 10 to one," he 
said. 

If the CIA seems relatively 
small to Kirkpatrick, he has 
faith in its future, particularly 
under the new director, A dm. 
Stansfield Turner. 

"He is absolutely top-flight," 
Kirkpatrick said. He dismisses 
any fears the agency might 
undertake covert activities 
without the director’s consent. 

But is the CIA on the way out, 
and is intelligence gathering a 
thing of the past? 

"It would be a great world if 
we didn’t have to have in¬ 
telligence operations," Kirk¬ 
patrick said. “When we reach 
that stage, man will be better 
off. But I fear that’s centuries 
ahead." 


Tajo directs 

CINCINNATI (UPI) - Italo 
Tajo, world-famed Italian 
basso buffo, will direct an 
American cast in an English- 
language version of Rossini's 
"The Barber of Seville" for the 
Cincinnati Opera, to be heard 
June 29 and July 2. Tajo made 
his debut as a director with the 
Cincinnati Opera two seasons 
ago with “II Trovatore.”

By 1976, publicly-owned open space had 
increased to 1,019 acres. 

The Webster acquisition was the 
largest single factor. 

Purchases and transfers within the 
overall category of city-owned land have 
raised the Conservation Commission's 
acreage from zero to 131 and the 
Recreation Department's from 251 to 315. 

The School Department lost about three 
acres, probably to parking lots, Gartrell 
said. 

The Parks Department lost 28, mostly 
to other city departments. 

Total city-owned open space in 1976 was 
765 acres, while the MDC owned 254 to 
complete the tally of public land. 

In analyzing the kinds of open space 
Newton has and its distribution across the 
city, Gartrell made two observations. 

First, the bulk of the open space lies on 
the south side of the city, while the 
heaviest population density is on the 
north side. 

And, when one looks at the population

Hinder terms of the negotiations so far, 
Solomon Schechter has offered to lease 
tfie building for $45,000 a year, which is 
just about what the School Department 
has estimated to be the cost of operation 
of the physical plant. Schechter has of¬ 
fered $250,000 purchase price. 

The city would be given the use of about 
3500 sq. ft. of space in the 45,000 sq. ft. 
building for community space to be used 
by Oak Hill Park residents. The city 
would continue the use of the school for 
the present library activity, elections, 
and Recreation Department and Com¬ 
munity Schools programs. 

The playfields will remain in the 
ownership of the city, with their use by 
Solomon Schechter contingent upon prior 
city demands for the playspace.

The Schechter School is under some 
pressure to find a new home, since they 
soon must notify the town of Weston of 
their intent regarding the Brook School, 
which the school has occupied for the past 
year. 

According to Weston's director of 
support services for the Weston school 
department, Aimo Teittinen, the town is 
considering converting the school to 
housing for the elderly. 

In the Weston arrangement with 
Solomon Schechter, many of the 
problems envisioned by Newton's 
aldermen were not regarded by Weston 
as problems. 

The building was kept under school 
jurisdiction and insurance was main¬ 
tained by the schools.

Implications of the Gartrell survey are 
that the city should act to obtain 
development rights to the golf courses 
and plan to accumulate more open land 
for conservation-recreation purposes 
north of the Turnpike. 

The Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council recommends 10 acres of open 
space per 1.000 population, while the 
Newton Conservators opt for 15 acres. 

Newton now has 8.53 acres per 1,000 of 
city-owned open space, but 11.44 acres 
when MDC land is counted. 

If all public land plus golf courses is 
added, the city has 18.79 acres per 1,000, 
satisfying Conservators' standards. 

Finally, if all public and all private 
open space in Gartrell's inventory is 
counted, Newton has 26.68 acres per 1,000 
population. 


church-and-state issue" and said the 
town could lease the Brook School to 
Solomon Schechter.

(UPII — Books and countless 
stories have been written about 
the sinking of the "unsinkable" 
S.S. Titanic which hit an 
iceberg on its maiden voyage 
65 years ago this month. 

The disaster, which claimed 
more than 1,500 lives, also 
triggered the marketing of a 
new line of board games, 
models of the ship, and — in 
questionable taste — a Titanic 
ice chest 

Now emerges a group which 
wants to do even more to 
“investigate and perpetuate 
the history and the myth" of 
the Titanic. 

Edward S. Kamuda, founder 
of the group called the Titanic 
Historical Society, Inc., said he 
hopes that renewed interest in 
the super ship will result in 
efforts to locate her and to open 
a Titanic museum in New 
England. 

Kamuda, who got interested 
in the ship when he saw an old 
movie about its sinking, said 
the Titanic is his “permanent 
hobby." 

A 1962 magazine picture of a 
model of the Titanic led 
Kamuda and half a dozen other 
"Titanic enthusiasts" to form 
the society. It has grown to a 
worldwide organization with 
1,476 members, including 
about 35 survivors of the 
disaster. 

“We were formed to keep the 
memory of the ship alive," 
Kamuda said. "We also in¬ 
vestigate the entire White Star 
line." 

Why are people still so In¬ 
terested in the Titanic? 

"For one thing, there's the 
impossibility of such a thing," 
Kamuda said. "The newest and 
fastest liner afloat starts out on 
its maiden voyage and hits an 
iceberg. 

"They declared her to be 
unsinkable and she went down 
in 24 miles of water. The story 
itself is enough to capture the 
imagination.” 

But Kamuda said there is 
more that makes the Titanic 
special. 

"There have been other 
shipping disasters greater than 
the Titanic's sinking. Six 
thousand people died in a 
torpedoed ship, but you don’t 
hear much about that. It and 
other disasters occurred 
during war time and people 
expected things to happen. 

"But with the Titanic, they 
just didn't expect anything. 
Then there were also the 
celebrities on the ship that 
make it kind of special. Ten of 
the people on board were worth 
$120 million." 

And there's the ship herself. 

“Luxury went to sea, they 
said. She was like a floating 
hotel with ornate carvings, 
furniture so heavy you could 
hardly lift it, the finest food 
prepared by the finest chefs. It 
was the great Edwardian era 
of gilt and beauty. You cer¬ 
tainly don’t have furnishings 
like this aboard liners today," 
Kamuda said. 

His organization also resear¬ 
ches the Titanic’s sister ships 
and last year the group hired 
oceanographer Jacques Cous¬ 
teau to find the Aegean Sea 
wreckage of the S.S. Britannic, 
another White Star vessel.

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Titanic society perpetuates the history and the myth 


"It took him two weeks to 
find it, even with official charts 
of its location," Kamuda said. 
Photographs were taken and a 
vice president of the society 
was taken down in a submarine 
to view the Britannic. 

But Kamuda said finding or 


raising the Titanic would be 
much more difficult. 

"For one thing there are five 
different official positions of 
the wreck. No one plotted an 
exact location or took an of¬ 
ficial sounding to find out 
where she is, what depth she is 


at and what condition she's in 
today. 

"Once she sank out of sight, 
she was not heard or seen 
again. Now it's estimated that 
it would cost $1 million Just to 
locate the ship and get a 
photograph of it. 


"Since 1968, people have said 
they're going to raise the 
Titanic or find it," Kamuda 
said. "But it's all a lot of talk 
and no action right now. We're 
not interested in salvaging 
ourselves. But if we could find 
someone with capital we would 


be interested." 

Until then, the group will 
continue Its research and to 
drop a wreath near the site of 
the Titanic's wreckage on the 
anniversary of its sinking. 

"Right now," Kamuda said, 
“we’re investigating the case 


of a vessel which saw disaster 
signals go up from the Titanic 
but did nothing about it, That 
ship was supposed to be 10 
miles away. But we’ve been 
able to piece together informa¬ 
tion that this vessel was ac¬ 
tually much further away." 


The death of survivors was 
one reason the society was 
formed, said Kamuda, who 
keeps keeps scrap books that 
include obituaries of survivors, 
articles and even cartoons of 
the Titanic

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Backman supports school fiscal autonomy 


Responding to an un¬ 
precedented outpouring of 
citizen concern over our 
traditionally independent 
public school system, Sen. 
Jack Backman today 
reiterated his strong support 
for school committees 
retaining control over their 
own budgets. 

Sen. Backman stated, "We 
have received nearly 1000 
letters from people within the 
Brookline-Newton district as 
well as across the state. People 
are genuinely concerned that 
the educational standards of 
their communities might be 
jeopardized should the right to 


fix the school budgets be 
removed from school com¬ 
mittees. I have always sup¬ 
ported the right of school 
committees to maintain fiscal 
autonomy and shall continue to 
do so.” 

Under current law a school 
committee budget is not 
subject to revision by other 
municipal agencies. Should a 
city or town cut the budget, 10 
taxpayers may bring suit to 
restore the budget in its en¬ 
tirety. 

“Brookline and Newton can 
be proud of the quality of their 


school systems. In 
communities we 
traditionally elected strong 
and independent citizen school 
committees. To be an elected 
member of a school committee 
has meant hours and long 
nights of dedicated effort every 
week of the year. When dif¬ 
ferences of opinion have 
surfaced we have usually 
compromised and reached 
agreement. I do not believe 
that removal of the fiscal 
autonomy which school 
committees now enjoy will 
either benefit the educational 
programs of Newton or 
Brookline, nor will it 
significantly reduce the school

Drinan speaks on funding 
at Newton Catholic High 


Speaking to students at 
Newton Catholic High School 
Tuesday, Cong. Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Newton) said the 
Congress must support full 
funding levels for all student 
aid programs. 

“At a time when the un¬ 
believable inflation of college 
tuitiOn costs has imperiled the 
higher education opportunities 
of many young people, the 
Federal Government must 
exercise its responsibility to 
make student loans and grants 
more readily available," 
Drinan said. “Higher 
education will become a 
privileqe and preserve of the 
select few unless we help 
middle and low-income 
families meet rising costs." 

The Newton lawmaker noted 
that a law passed last year and 
scheduled to take effect in 1978 
will increase the maximum 
■ allowable grants under the 
Basic Educational Opportunity 
Grant (BEOG) program. But 
he added that the inclusion of 
the value of one's home as an 
asset in determining program 
eligibility “unfairly 
disqualifies many families 


seeking this assistance.” 

“Placing a national standard 
on home value does not take 
into account the fact that a 
home in Newton may be valued 
at a much higher level than a 
similar home in Mississippi,” 
Drinan said. "By failing to 
consider regional differences 
in the cost of living, this in¬ 
clusion of home value as an 
asset penalizes places like 
Newton." 

Drinan also discussed the 
importance of legislation, 
recently passed by the House, 
which assists states in 
developing career education 
programs. 

Career education programs 
stress the development of those 
activities and experiences 
through which one learns about 
work. Skills such as realistic 
career planning, attitudes 
toward work, employment- 
seeking habits, and behavior 
on the job are tauuht in career 
education prograas. 

"Many students emerge 
from school with very little 
preparation for the job market. 
That is an especially un¬ 


fortunate situation for those 
young people who will not 
attend college, and a situation 
we can improve by developing 
and funding career education 
programs," Drinan sc d.

“The sky is blue and high above 
The moon was new and so was 
love..." 

The strains were familiar and the 
sweet sound of harmonizing was 
coming from the “Sweet Adelines" 
group practicing in The United 
Church, Norwood. 

The harmonizing voices were 
interrupted by Jim Doiron, the 
director, yelling "all right, get that 
together... hit the notes." They hit 
those notes and a full-toned, en¬ 
chanting sound burst forth. 

Although this chapter is known 
technically as the Canton chapter, it 
draws its membership from vir¬ 
tually all over. It is one of many of 
the popular Sweet Adelines groups 
which have chapters in the 50 states 
with a membership of 35,000. In 
Region I, the North Atlantic region, 
there are 1700 members. 

All Sweet Adelines love to sing and 
Doiron maintains that "if you like to 
sing, you are a happy, healthy 
person.” Besides, he says, “singing 
is a great hobby... one of the few 
things which is modestly inex¬ 
pensive and rewarding.” 

With a blend of humor and 
discipline, Dorion directs the group 
demanding that they achieve “near 
perfection." Recently this group 
participated in a regional com¬ 
petition and placed 11 out of 25. 

In 1969, the chapter was the 
regional winners and in the 16 years 
they have been in existence, “have 
always placed in the top half of the 
competition." 

Slopping the rigorous rehearsal, 
the group paused for a moment to 
have a coffee break and present 
Dorion with a gift since he was 
facing hospitalization and hip 
surgery 

The presentation was laced with 
teasing and affection which af¬ 
firmed what Dorion meant when he 
says "there is a tremendous 
camraderie I have never ex¬ 
perienced in any other 
organization.” 

This chapter was originally 
founded by Harriet Press of Canton, 
who says that her husband har¬ 
monizes with a group known as the 
“Barbershoppers” and five wives 
decided the men were having such a 
great time..." Her friend Helena 
Hozdin said bluntly, "we were 
jealous." 

So they started this chapter which 
they take great pains to describe as 
“not the ordinary type women's 
organization." It has become such 
an absorbing part of their existence,

that Helena says "this is 90 percent 
of my lifestyle...these are my 
family...we are extremely close and 
rally around each other." 

Because all Sweet Adelines share 
a love of singing, members say that 
whether visiting another state or 
moving to another state, a phone call 
establishes an immediate con¬ 
nection and "instant friendship." 

Women of all ages and from all 
walks of life join and not only do they 
sing for the pleasure or sometimes 
for competition, but also they en¬ 
tertain for various groups and 
functions. When they entertain or 
compete, they are all dressed alike 
creating an a complete audio and 
visual effect. 

"Harmonize the World” is the 
Sweet Adelines theme song and they 
are making an effort to do just that 
There are chapters in London, 
England, Norway, France and Saudi 
Arabia. In October, six members 
from this chapter will attend an 
International Competition in 
England where-rumor has it, the 
Queen will open the gates and allow 
the singers on the palace grounds, 
an unprecedented event 

Over a decade ago, when this 
chapter was formed, members 


would meet and sing all day. Now, 
however, many work so the mem¬ 
bers compensate and meet 
evenings, singing ail night. Sweet 
Adelines, quipped one member, 
"don’t know what it is to go to bed." 

They sing anywhere, anytime. 
When the notes of a pitchpipe are 
sounded, Sweet Adelines have been 
known to sing in hotel lobbies, in 
men’s rooms, stairwells, stopping 
traffic and once even preventing a 
plane from taking off until the pilot 
agreed to sing with them. 

All Sweet Adelines adore 
"woodshedding,” a term they use 
for spontaneously striking up a tune. 
At a convention, says Helena, you 
can walk into a room and people you 
don't know will ask...what do you 
sing? After hearing your reply, you 
are assigned a position...and 
everyone begins to harmonize. 

The "show must go on" is a phrase 
taken seriously by Sweet Adelines 
and “no one goes off stage unless 
they’re dead,” says Helena. 

Helena's daughter, Karen Kraus, 
is as committed to the group as her 
mother and recalls that after she 
arrived home from her honeymoon, 
she picked up a suitcase and took off 
for a convention. 


Karen says “we arrange illnesses, 
weddings and even births in between 
performances." 

Helena and her daughter 
established a music scholarship 
fund, unique to this chapter, for 
Helena's mother, Anna S. Levin. A 
former operatic star, Mrs. Levin 
was known as the "mascot” until 
her death. "She went everywhere 
with the group and at competitions 
she would go over to the judges and 
say ‘wait till you hear Canton.’ " 

After the performance, she would 
find her way back to the judges and 
demand "well, was that a gorgeous 
group?" 

Because Sweet Adelines are all 
over the country, one can never be 
sure where a member will appear. 
Once while touring a Milwaukee 
beer factory, Helena came across a 
group, blew the pitchpipe and the 
tour was forsaken in favor of 
singing. 

One year after a particularly 
stressful period, Helena's husband 
insisted upon taking her away for a 
rest. Arriving at a New York hotel, 
he plunked down their suitcases and 
found himself in the middle of a 
Sweet Adelines convention. 

If you can’t fight 'em, sing along.

O-LIVE IT UP ON SPRING MENUS 

The signs of spring are unmistakable - balmy weather, a 
sprinkling of flowers, robins in abundance, a light airy 
feeling in the air and an urge to shed heavy clothing and 
heavy food. 

Perhaps a sure sign of spring on the menu is a profusion 
of fresh vegetables and salads. 

Shades of Green Spring Salad is a beautiful and elegantly 
flavored vegetable salad. 



SHADES OF GREEN SPRING SALAD 

2 cups water 

3 pounds green peas, shelled 

2 pounds asparagus . cut Into l’s inch 
pieces 

1 cup sliced Spanish stuffed green Olives 

3 egg yolks 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh mint OR 2 
teaspoons dried mint leaves 

Two-thirds cup melted hot butter or 
margarine 

One third cup heavy or whipping 
cream, whipped 

3 hard-cooked eggs, sliced 

2 cups coarsely shredded lettuce 

Parsley, for garnish 

Whole Spanish stuffed green olives 

In a large saucepan, heat water to 
boiling. Add peas and asparagus. Heat to 
boiling. Cover; cook over medium heat 
until vegetables are tender-crisp, about 8 
to 10 minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Drain. Place asparagus, peas and sliced 
olives in a large bowl. Cover and chill 1 
hour. 

In a blender container, combine egg 
yolks, lemon juice and mint. Cover and 
blend until smooth. Without turning off 
blender remove 'Cover and very slowly 
add hot butter in a fine steady stream. 
Blend just until butter is mixed. In 
separate bowl, fold dressing into whipped 
cream. Pour over chilled asparagus 
mixture; fold in until ingredients are 
combined. 

Cover and chill, about 4 hours, stirring 
occasionally.

Phyllis Tobin of Newton, a diminutive, 
curly-haired brunette with a warm, wide 
smile also has a wide-ranging talent for 
cooking. She attributes her culinary 
success to the fact that she comes from 
"a long line of cooks and eaters."

She puts that knowledge to good use 
recently when she was in charge of a 
Hadassah luncheon and unblinkingly 
prepared food for 550 women. An even 
more extraordinary task after she 
discloses that she and her committee 
worked without a kitchen, washing off the 
vegetables in a water fountain. 

A contributor to the newly published 
Hadassah cookbook "The Gracious 
Gourmet,” which can be purchased by 
calling 566-0666, Mrs. Tobin prepared 
some of her favorite recipes for readers: 

CHOCOLATE MOUSSE 

8 eggs 

2 cups semisweet chocolate or 
chocolate flavor pieces 

10 tablespoons sweet butter or unsalted 
margarine 

l 4 cup Cognac or brandy 

Whipped cream 

Candied violets 

1. One or two days before serving, 
separate eggs, turning whites into a 
medium bowl. Let whites warm to room 
temperature. 

2. In top of double boiler, on over hot, 
not boiling water, melt chocolate and 
butter; stir to blend. Remove from hot 
water. 

3. Using wooden spoon, beat in egg 
yolks, one at a time, beating well after 
each addition. Set aside to cool. Stir in 
Cognac. 

4. When the chocolate mixture has 
cooled, beat egg whites with rotary 
beater just until stiff peaks form when 
beater is slowly raised. 

5. With rubber scraper, or wire whisk, 
gently fold chocolate mixture into egg

whites, using an under-and-over motion. 
Fold only enough to combine — there 
should be no whites streaks. 

6 . Turn into an attractive one quart 
serving dish. Refrigerate overnight. 

7. To serve, decorate with whipped 
cream and candied violets. 

Makes 14 servings. 

OVERNIGHT DOUGH 

1 . l «lb. melted butter, cooled 

2 . 2 packages yeast 

3. 1 teaspoon sugar 

4. cup warm water. 

Blend 1-4. 

5. 4 cups flour 
6. 3 4 cup sugar 

Sift 5, 6 into large bowl. 

Add: 

7. 'i cup sour cream 

1 tablespoon oil 
>2 cup cold milk 

2 beaten eggs 

Butter and yeast mixture 
Stir until blended. Cover with waxed 
paper and refrigerate overnight. In the 
a.m. divide dough in 4. Roll each 4 into 
a rectangle on a floured board. Spread 
with melted butter and a sprinkle with the 
following: 

‘4 cup white sugar 
‘■t cup brown sugar 
2 teaspoons cinnamon 
raisins (optional) 

Roll up like a jelly roll. Slice into 12 
even pieces and place, cut side up, and 
bake 15-20 min. at 375 deg. F. 
For pecan rolls: for each W dough 
1 4 cup brown sugar and 2 tablespoons of 
water boiled; add 2 tablespoons butter 
and boll one min. Grease muffin tins and 
put 2 teaspoons of the filling into each 
cup, with pecans. Place one slice in each 
cup and bake at 375 deg. F. for 15-20 min. 

GLAZED CORNED BEEF 
Cook corned beef until tender, boiling 
gently one hour. Change water and boil 
gently two hours longer, add a bayleaf.

Glaze; 

1 cup dark brown sugar 
1 teaspoon vinegar (scant) 

>2 teaspoon dry mustard 

1 tablespoon (heaping) flour 

Mix and add a little gingerale to make 
a thick paste. Pour some gingerale in the 
bottom of a baking dish. Place corned 
beef in the pan and top with canned fruit- 
-peaches, pears, cherries, etc. Add glaze 
and bake at 350 deg. F. for one hour. 
Baste often. 

CHEESE BOEREG 

These are super hors d’oeuvres that are 
usually consumed as fast as they make 
their appearance. Defrost completely 
i overnight in refrigerator l 1 box phyllo 
leaves or strudel dough. 

Remove sheets from the box and cut 
into three sections lengthwise. Keep the 
sections covered with damp cloth and 
place on a damp towel. It is necessary to 
work quickly so that the dough will not 
dry out and become brittle 
Fold over about 1*2 inches at the bot¬ 
tom of a single strip and spread the strip 
with Melted Butter. 

Using about 1 teaspoon of filling place 
the filling at the folded end. Fold up to 
make a triangular shape. 

Fold as you fold the American flag. 
When the strip is completely folded its 
shape is that of a triangle. Place all the 
little triangles on a cookie sheet and 
brush with Melted Butter. 

Bake at 300 degrees 12 to 15 minutes or 
until delicately golden brown. Freeze. To 
serve, reheat, frozen at 300 degrees for 3 
to 5 minutes. 

Killings: 

Combine throughly 

'2 lb. grated Munster cheese

The Age of Uncertainty, by 
John Kenneth Galbraith. 

fHoughton Mifflin, $15.95). 

It is possible to read 
Galbraith's "The Age of 
Uncertainty" and forget that 
the author is an economist, not 
to say a leading member of the 
breed. 

This is important because 
most economists write in what 
appears to be cipher for a 
secret society of their col¬ 
leagues, and they dare the lay 
public to break the code. 

Galbraith in this handsome 
big book, which is fitting for 
such a large economist, 
outlines the history of 
economic theory from Adam 
Smith to John Maynard Keynes 
and beyond as he leads us 
through the economics of the 
last 200 years. 

As an author, Galbraith's 
most endearing feature is his 
sense of humor. He also 
combines the knowledge of 
leading economist with enor¬ 
mous talent as a trivialist — 
funny little pieces of informa¬ 
tion intrigue him, as do social 
patterns and people. 

One of his more delightful 
chapters, for instance, at¬ 
tempts to dissect the life of the 
rich. Social analysis of the poor 
is common, he points out, but 
no fact gatherer would ring a 
Vanderbilt doorbell and ask 
about sleeping arrangements 
and plumbing. 

Galbraith also discusses 
leadership and leaders he has 
known and their unifying trait 
has been their ability and 
willingness to meet head-on the 
problems that are uppermost 
in the minds of their con¬ 
stituencies. 

The economist is par¬ 
ticularly strong on Keynes and 
how Keynesian theory came to 
be accepted — as much as it 
has been — in American 
economics. 

With all the wit and 
worldliness, Galbraith still has 
a message to deliver, or 
perhaps a series of them. 

He hits again at points he has 
made before — that capitalism 
will not take care of the social 
problems the nation faces, and 
vast changes are needed in our 
attitudes toward the distribu¬ 
tion of wealth and the spending 
of it for public service rather 
than private profit. 

Galbraith does not pretend to 
be writing an even-handed 
texthhbook. He is an unrepen- 
tent, not to say exuberant, 
liberal, with a fine writing 
style, decided views and 
marvelous wit, along with an 
academic background and 
political connections that add 
dimension to his themes. 

The book was the basis for a 
13-part television series Gal¬ 
braith did for the BBC, which 
will be broadcast in the United 
States in May.

One Hell of an Actor, by 
Garson Kanin. 

(Harper and Row, $8.95) 

Garson Kanin is one hell of a 
playwright, screenwriter, 
director and novelist. “One 
Hell of an Actor" is his latest 
novel, a search for the the man 
behind the greasepaint of a 
long-dead actor-manager, 
which at times takes on the 
style of a multilevel Ross 
MacDonald mystery. 

The first-person author — 
Kanin, undisguised — first 
hears of John J. Tumulty in 
1940 from an old actor at the 
Motion Picture Home. In his 
subsequent researches into 
Tumulty's life he is confronted 
with apparently conflicting 
memories, and for years at a 
time ceases his investigation 
altogether. 

It is not until 1970 'hat Kanin 
finally catches ><n wiu. .e key 
to Tumulty' etual 

cadging off his .. .at 
son, and it is 1976 beiure the 
final justification for his 
mysterious actions comes to 
light. 

This is a leisurely novel, in 
which Kanin carefully wraps 
his extensive knowledge of 19th 
and 20th century theater, 
neatly tying it Into real events 
in the life of the author and his 
actress wife, Ruth Ford. 

If you’re interested in what 
makes actors tick you'll be 
fascinated by "One Hell of an 
Actor." Come to that, if you're 
interested in what makes 
anyone tick, this is for you.

Teilhard, The Man, The 
Priest, The Scientist, by Mary 
Lukas and Ellen Lukas. 
(Doubleday, $10) 

Pierre Teilhard de Chardin, 


the French Jesuit priest, has 
been a baffling figure for both 
Roman Catholic leaders and 
the outside world. 

A paleontologist, scientist, 
visionary and philosopher, 
Teilhard fought a running 
battle with his church 
superiors for his entire career 
until he died in a drab New 
York apartment in 1955 at the 
age of 73. 

The Church, wedded to the 
traditional views of Adam and 
Eve and original sin, could 
never tolerate his humanistic 
view of man’s evolution, that 
centered on such concepts as 
"reflectivity," "the Omega 
point" and the “noosphere." 

Mary Lukas and Ellen Lukas 
have written a valuable and 
illuminating biography of Teil¬ 
hard that depicts his relations 
with others and, at the same 
time, his loneliness and single- 
minded determination to 
spread his philosophy. 

It is a fascinating portrait of 
a man who spent World War I 
in the trenches, criss-crossed 
China in search of man’s roots, 
moved in the glamorous salon 
society of Paris and yet found 
time each morning to say his 
personal mass. 

One thing the biography does 
not do, and perhaps does not 
intend to do, is fully explain 
Teilhard’s philosophy. 

It paints a broad outline and 
traces the development of his 
ideas. But the reader is still left 
wondering precisely what he 
meant by "reaching the spirit 
through matter” and similar 
complex religious tenets.

Pleasant Places, by Samuel 
A. Schreiner. (Arbor House, 
$8.95) The posh little Connec¬ 
ticut suburb of Worton is 
shaken to its gentile, snotty 
guts when the granddaughter 
of the town's most prominent 
citizen is killed in an early 
morning automobile accident. 
Her companion, the son of the 
police chief, is completely 
paralyzed. The accident leads 
to a questioning of the values of 
Worton residents. How are 
they raising their children? 
What is important in life? The 
upheaval swirls in particular 
around Jim Horner, a 
magazine editor, and his 
family, whose daughter seems 
one of the chief victims of 
events. The novel is uneven, 
swinging from effective to 
outlandish, but it is con¬ 
sistently interesting In its 
comments on suburbia and its 
inhabitants. 


His Weird and Wanton Ways, 
by Richard Mathison. 
(Morrow, $8.95) At 21, Howard 
Hughes bought a 300-foot 
yacht, then the world's biggest, 
and never boarded it, although 
he kept the ship almost con¬ 
stantly at sea. That’s an ex¬ 
travagant example of how the 
billionaire played with money 
like a spoiled child. He bought 
and used people as if they were 
pieces of property. The author, 
a veteran magazine editor in 
Los Angeles, has been 
collecting Hughes stories for 
years. His book merely con¬ 
firms that Hughes was one of 
history's most profligate men 
who spent a mean, fruitless life 
that was spectacular in its 
wastefulness. 


Children In Conflict, by Dr. 
Morris Fraser. (Basic Books, 
$8.95 1 Violence breeds violence 
and the fighting in Northern 
Ireland is producing a genera¬ 
tion of aggressive children who 
are naturally developing into 
urban guerrillas with dreams 
of killing. The psychic damage 
to the children also can turn 
them into frightened, insecure 
human beings who have 
trouble coping with life. 
Fraser, a child psychiatrist, 
extends his studies to the 
reactions of children to other 
forms of violence, such as 
natural disasters, ghetto living 
and other wars. His findings 
are important and disturbing. 


The Time of My Death, by 
Alan Jeffry Breslau. (Dutton, 
$9.95) The author was severely 
burned in the crash of a 
propeller driven airliner in 
1982. Surgeons rebuilt his face 
and body in 46 operations, an 
experience that put Breslau to 
wondering about the peculiari¬ 
ties of fate. He spent 10 years 
exploring the whys of the 
crash, interviewing other 
survivors and airline per¬ 
sonnel. The result is a 
provocative book about human 
fortitude and resilience in the 
face of senseless disaster.

She now lives in the United 
States with her husband, 
Professor Aldo Scaglione, who 
also fought the Nazis in the 
Italian partisan army, and i 
now a professor of com¬ 
parative literature at the 
University of North Carolina.

"Isn't it a little bit early after 
the season is over?" Russell 
asked with a laugh when 
reminded by a reporter that he 
had promised a decision some¬ 
time after the final game. 

"I think it’s not the proper

Sports writers for Seattle's 
i wo major newspapers specu¬ 
lated in Sunday editions that 
Russell would not return with 
the Sonics for the 1977-78 
season. 

"I do not believe he will," 
said Georg Meyers, Sports 
Editor of The Seattle Times. 

Blaine Johnson, who has 
covered the Sonics for the 
Seattle-Post Intelligencer for 
two years, came to a similar 
conclusion. -

Wrigley operated Cubs 
a little different

NEW YORK (UPI) - Phil 
Wrigley had a habit of an¬ 
swering the phone himself 
because he always wanted to 
hear first-hand what the so- 
called man in the street had to 
say about his chewing gum or 
his ball club, and on this 
particular day the guy on the 
other end was demanding 
action, not tomorrow or the day 
after, but right now. 

He was watching one of the 
Cubs' pitchers taking his lumps 
over TV in a Chicago bar and 
from the sound of his voice, it 
was obvious he had drunk his 
oh. It was immediately c 
lear to Phil Wrigley, also 
watching the game on TV in his 
own downtown office, that the 
guy had more than merely two 
or three. 

"For crissakes, Wrigley, 
when are you gonna get that 
hamburger outta there?" the 
callerstarted right in. "He’s no 
pitcher. He’s gettin’ bombed 
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nut there, can’t you see that for 
yourself?" 

Wrigley, with his eyes on the 
tube, was about to answer, 
when Leo Durocher, then the 
Cubs' manager, came boun¬ 
cing out of the dugout. Seconds 
later, he motioned to the 
bullpen for a change of pit¬ 
chers. 

The guy in the bar couldn't 
believe what he was seeing on 
the screen. 

"Thanks, Mr. Wrigley," he 
said, suddenly sobering. 
"That's what I call action." 

Phil Wrigley, who owned the 
Chicago Cubs for so many 
years and died Tuesday at the 
age of 82, operated his club 
completely differently than 
any other man in baseball. 

He never went to the ball 
park to see his team play, 
preferring to watch it on TV. 
That didn't mean he wasn't 
interested in the Cubs because 
he was, and vitally so. He 
firmly believed baseball was a 
day game and should be played 
in the sunlight, so he was the 
only owner never to install 
lights in his ball park. He 
seldom spoke personally with 
any of his ball players, but he 
had a soft spot in his heart for 
all of them. 

"Essentially, I think he was 
a shy man and that he always 
wanted to keep a low profile," 
says Don Kessinger, who 
played shortstop with the Cubs 
11 years and now is with the 
Cardinals. 

Speaking of his former 
employer before Tuesday's 
game with the Mets, Kessinger 
had this to say about Phil 
Wrigley: 

"I’ve never met a fairer man 
than he was. I remember 
asking John Holland, the 
general manager, whether I 
could speak with Mr. Wrigley 
at the end of 1975 when I knew I 
was going to be traded. He 
said, 'Sure, go ahead.’ I spoke 
with him and thanked him for 


all his kindness to me through 
the years. He said he consid¬ 
ered me a gentleman, which I 
took as a tremendous com¬ 
pliment, and then he told me I 
didn't have to be traded if I 
didn't want to be. But I told him 
it was probably time — for the 
organization and for me. 
Fellows who had been with him 
a long time, players like Ernie 
Banks, Billy Williams and Ron 
Santo, told me if you were fair 
with him, he'd be the same way 
with you, and that was how I 
found him. A good, fair man.” 

Blake Cullen, assistant to 
National League President 
Chub Feeney now, also was 
with the Cubs 11 years, first as 
road secretary and later as 
assistant general manager to 
John Holland. He shares Don 
Kessinger's feelings for Phil 
Wrigley.

Loscutoff 

The public knew him as Jungle Jim, a somewhat ap¬ 
propriate nom de plume conjured up by the irrepressible 
voice of the Celtics, Johnny Most, for Jim Loscutoff was, 
indeed, the personification of brute strength during the nine 
seasons he played for Red Auerbach’s perennial world 
championship teams. 

last Friday night, in belated acknowledgement of 
l-oscutoff's contributions to the remarkable Boston 
dynasty, the Celtics added him to their personal Hall or 
Fame. They couldn't retire his old number (18), because 
Lave Cowens has worn it too long, so they simply sewed the 
name T.oscy' onto the flag which hangs from the Garden 
rafters. 

Who was Jim Iascutoff? 

He was, perhaps, the least appreciated member of 
Auerbach's magnificant cast. He didn't have the kingly 
status of a Russell, he didn't play with the flawless grace of 
a Cousy, he didn't get to score a barrel of points like a 
Heinsohn or a Sharman, and he wasn't identified as one of 
Red's specialists, the way Sanders and KC Jones were. His 
particular assignment was nevertheless an essential 
ingredient in the makeup of those historic teams: he set 
screens and immovable picks, he rebounded with intensity 
and, on occasion, he knocked opposing bodies off their feet, 

I.oscutoff was Boston's 'policeman', a term now lost to 
NBA history. In the woolly days of the Fifties and early 
Sixties, every team had a Loscutoff-type enforcer on its 
squad. He'd be called a 'policeman' or a 'hatchetman', 
depending on one’s point of view and perspective. The 
league was much smaller then - only eight teams when the 
dynasty began in 1957 - and as a result the rivalries were 
often personal, sometimes ferocious, with fights and brawls 
quite commonplace when traditional antagonists like 
Boston and Syracuse hooked up on a duel. The Celtics, then 
as now, were a running team, and the only way many op 
ponents could cope with them was to stop them from run¬ 
ning, which meant holding, clutching, grabbing, shoving - 
whatever did the trick. I-oscutoff's job was to intervene, to 
keep enemy hands away from Cousy, Sharman, Ramsey 
and the rest of that fleet squad. 

"If anyone got in my way," Jim smiles, "I just ran over 
him. One time we were playing Detroit and Walter Dukes 
tried to get cute. He was a seven-footer, but a real wiry guy 
w ith knees and elbows like razors. I tried running around 
him, but he stuck his knee out to trip me. So I stopped dead, 
belted him in the puss, jumped on top of him and really let 
him have it. Things like that happened all the time in the old 
days, and fans in other cities began to associate it with me, 
thanks to that 'Jungle Jim’ business. 

Though the rest of the world didn't take particular notice 
of those things, Auerbach and Jim's teammates certainly 
did. 

"Iz)scy never got the credit he deserved,” Red insists. 
"People viewed him as just a big tough guy, but he was 
really one helluva good player. He had great mobility for a 
man his size i6'5, 230), an excellent shooting touch and, 
most of all, he had a champion’s heart. I mean that. He was 
a winner, and that's why he was always willing to do the 
little jobs that no one ever writes about. He made it possible 
for us to run. He took a lot of the rebounding load off 
Russell'sshoulders. He made our offense go when we had to 
fall back on set plays. And whenever someone wanted to get 
rough with our guys, he put them in their place with no 
hesitation. Don't let anyone kid you. Jim was an excellent 
athlete.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - Sal 
Bando says, sure, lie’ll talk 
about baseball salaries, why 
not, and he’ll give you tne side 
iie knows best, the bal) layers’ 
side. 

Bando was one of the 25 who 
became free agents t ihe end 
of last season. He h id been 
with the A’s 10 year., jd done 
well with them, contributing 
substantially to their five 
division titles and three world 
championships, nnd then 
signed a multiple-year con¬ 
tract with the Brewers last 
November tor a sum in excess 
uf $1 million. 

He is aware many people 
now feel ballplayers are 
overpaid, in some cases 
outrageously so. 

"What makes it look outra¬ 
geous is that we went from 
practically nothing to sonu. 
thing,” says Bando. "Had th: 
increases been given 
gradually, there wouldn't have 
been all this feeling we’re so 
overpaid. I sometimes wonder 
what yardstick is being used by 
those who claim player 
salaries are too high. Who’s to 
>ay ’.that is high ot ' ,w? The 
market value dictates what a 
person is v orth. It’s that way 
In ail industries. That’s 
America, isn’t it?" 

When Bando signed with the 
Brewers six months ago, he 
didn't run right out and buy 
himself a new six-figure home, 
a fancy new automobile or 
e.en a new TV set. The first 
fain ; he did was go to church. 

•'i. y wife, Samira, and I went 
there to thank God for the 
rewards and for ihe good 
health we were blessed with,” 
says the 33-year-oid slugger- 
third baseman. "We had no 
feeling of celebratlo. We felt 
very humble." 

Two clubs offered Bando 
more money than Milwaukee 
did, but he prefer d to sign 
with the Brewers anyway. 

"The people in the 
Milwaukee organization were 
ihe main icason i signed with 
them, ’ Bando say "I don’t 
believe you can be happy with 


money alone. It certainly 
wasn’t the big reason for my 
decision to sign with the 
Brewers. As a ballplayer, 
naturally you look to be 
rewarded for your efforts 
financially, but having a good 
relationship with the owner, 
someone who recognizes that 
ballplayers are human beings, 
too, is more important than 
money." 

In that regard, the Brewers’ 
owners, Ed Fitzgerald and Bud 
Selig, as well as General 
Manager Jim Baumer and 
field manager Alex Grammas, 
are as happy with Sal Bando as 
he is with them. 

"We couldn’t possibly ask for 
a finer individual," says Selig. 
"We consider ourselves fortu¬ 
nate to have a person like 
him." 

Bando’s concern about the 
people he’d be playing for goes 


speaks about his former boss 
without any noticeable resent¬ 
ment. By the same token, 
Finley shows no ill will toward 
Bando. 

Maybe you remember how 
Finley was so upset with Bando 
over some remarks he made 
before an arbitration proceed¬ 
ing two years ago, he took 
away his captaincy of the A's. 
Shortly thereafter, Finley had 
a change of heart and re¬ 
appointed him. “ ' 

Similarly, It was Sal Bando 
who came out publicly and said 
Finley had made a terrible 
mistake firing Alvin Dark. 
Charlie Finley’s answer to that 
one still sticks with me. 

"I don’t hire a manager to 
win a popularity contest with 
the players,” he said. "The 
question is—does he please 
me? I pay his salary."

Chamber backs bill to aid 
studentsin private colleges 


The Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce an¬ 
nounced this week that it was 
in support of House Bill 4414, 
which would provide new 
scholarship assistance to 
Massachusetts residents in 
private institutions of higher 
learning in the state. 

It acted on a recom¬ 
mendation made by the 
Chamber’s Higher Education 
Committee chairman, Bryan 
Carlson, president of Mt. Ida 
Junior College. 

The Board of Directors has 
endorsed the bill because it has 
greater potential to assist 
middle-income residents who 
are now excluded from 
programs which aid low- 
income students. The cost of 
educating students at public 
and private institutions is not 
all that different, the board 
noted, but the price differential 
is very, very substantial. 

For each dollar a private 
institution allocates for 
scholarships for 
Massachusetts residents, the 
state would match a like 
amount. 

An example of the disparity 
that exists between operating 
procedures in public and 


private institutions would be 
the fact that the private 
colleges and universities pay a 
state meals tax, while some of 
the public institutions do not. 

Of the total educational 
budget for higher education in 
Massachusetts, 86 percent is 
generated and spent by the 
private sector and 14 percent 
by the public sector. Recent 
announcements about the 
closing of Graham Junior 
College and relocation of 
Eastern Nazarene College to 
Pennsylvania are indicative of 
the problems of finances that 
the private institutions face. 

Last fall, following an in¬ 
tensive study by the Chamber 
of Commerce of private in¬ 
stitutions in Newton, 
Needham, Waltham, Wellesley 
and Weston, it was determined 
that the operating budgets plus 
students personal expenditures 
of institutions in those five 
communities alone topped $133 
million, which is greater than 
the five combined municipal 
budgets. About 5 percent of all 
employment and 6.3 percent of 
total salaries in those com¬ 
munities are due to higher 
education, in addition to the 
colleges adding to real estate 


values, community leadership 
and institutional programs and 
resources. 

These findings were an¬ 
nounced at a symposium held 
last fall at Babson College, 
cosponsored by the Chamber 
and the Association of 
Independent Colleges and 
Universities in Massachusetts. 

The Chamber feels that 
higher education is a vital part 
of the local, as well as the state 
economy and steps must be 
taken to correct the growing 
imbalance between private 
and public education. 

In voting support, the 
Chamber also indicated it 
wanted to see a stringent 
residency requirement to avoid 
unfairness to long— time 
Massachusetts residents. 

Paul C. Duncan, Chamber 
President indicated further 
support would be sought from 
the area’s legislators and other 
Chambers of Commerce.

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5,000 summer jobs planned

BOSTON (UPI) - The Dukakis ad¬ 
ministration will use a lottery system and 
an additional $1,5 million in stale funds to 
provide jobs for an estimated 5,000 youths 
this summer. 

Dukakis promised to use a lottery 
system last year after administration 
officials belatedly discovered that many 
of the summer jobs given out last year 
went to relatives and friends of state 
legislators. 

Questioned on how he obtained his job 
last year, the son of one legislator said, "I 
asked my Dad. He got it for me." 

Details of the summer youth job 
program were worked out bv ad¬ 
ministration officials early this week and 
were scheduled to be formally announced 
- by Gov. Michael S. Dukakis today. 

* Under the plan, all the state funded jobs 
will be distributed through a lottery 
system. Dukakis aides said regional pools 


will be established to distribute jobs in 
areas where applicants reside. 

All those seeking the jobs will be 
required to file initial applications with 
the state Division of Employment Securi¬ 
ty. 

Aides to the governor said the plan calls 
for the use of $1.5 million in funds which 
are still left over from last year's sum¬ 
mer job program. That will provide Jobs 
for up to 2,700 youths. 

In addition some 2,300 seasonal jobs in 
the Department of Environmental 
Management and the Metropolitan 
District Commission will be distributed 
through the same lottery system. 

Dukakis aides indicated the lottery 
system will be based on the birth date of 
applicants, thus eliminating the need for 
separate lotteries in different areas of the 
state. 

An administration official said unlike 


last year, the jobs this year will be more 
evenly distributed among all state 
agencies. 

“We might have some working in 
welfare or in state hospitals," said an 
administration official. 

At a cabinet meeting earlier this week, 
Dukakis asked his cabinet secretaries to 
review activities of their agencies to 
determine what jobs could be performed 
by youths in the summer program. 

Each of the secretaries is expected to 
make a report to the governor within the 
next few weeks. 

The state funded program will be in 
addition to some 30,000 summer Jobs 
being funded through the federal Com¬ 
prehensive Employment and Training 
Act program. The federally funded jobs 
will be given out based on need criteria 
established by the U.S. Department of 
labor. 
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Students told dropping out better than food stamps 


PROVO, Utah (UPI) - Former 
Agriculture Secretary Ezra Taft Benson 
told Brigham Young University Students 
Tuesday it was better for them to drop out 
. of school than accept government food 
stamps. 

"You did not come to this university to 
become a welfare recipient or 
freeloader," said Bensen, president of the 
Mormon Quorum of Twelve Apostles who 
served as agriculture secretary in the 
Eisenhower administration. 

“When you accept food stamps, you 
accept an unearned handout that other 
people are paying for," the 77-year-old 
apostle told a BYU devotional. "You do 
not earn food stamps or welfare pay¬ 
ments. The price you pay for something 
for nothing may be more than you can 
afford." 

Benson said he offered the advice in 
; response to a letter in the BYU campus 
' newspaper asking if it was all right for 
students to apply for the food assistance 
program. 


"The church's view on this is well 
known. We stand for independence, thrift, 
and abolishing the dole," he said. "If you 
don't have the finances to complete your 
education, drop out a semester and go to 
work and save. You will be a better man 
or woman for doing so. You will have 
preserved your self-respect and 
initiative. 

"Wisdom comes with experience and 
struggle,” Benson said, "not just going 
through a university matriculation." 

Benson also warned students that 
modem day communism and socialism 
were Satan’s "counterfeit" copies of the 
United Order — an early Mormon ex¬ 
periment in which the property of all 
church members was controlled by 
Mormon bishops. 

Under the United Order, a member was 
alloted property according to his abilities 
and the needs of his family. He was 
allowed to keep enough of his earnings to 


support his family, but profit or surplus 
was turned over to the local bishop for 
distribution to the poor and needy. 

"The basic principle underlying the 
United Order is that everything we have 
belongs to the Lord," Benson said. 

Benson praised the welfare state 
dictated by the United Order, but blasted 
welfare programs instituted by the 
federal government. He said federal 
programs such as Social Security, 
Medicare, Medicaid and food stamps 
were socialistic devices to redistribute 
wealth. 

“Compulsory benevolence is not 
charity," he said. “Today’s Socialists — 
who call themselves egalitarians — are 
using the federal government to 
redistribute wealth in our society, not as 
a matter of voluntary charity, but as a 
matter of right." 

The dole, Benson said, "demoralizes 
man and weakens his God-given initiative 
and character.” 


Companies offer insurance plan 


BOSTON (UPI) — The Massachusetts 
auio insurance industry has made a 
proposal it says would reduce rates for 
thousands of Greater Boston drivers and 
accident-conviction free drivers in an 
assigned risk pool by $12 million. 

The plan, unveiled by companies 
Tuesday night and immediately 
criticized by Insurance Commissioner 
James M. Stone, would have no im¬ 
mediate effect on the vast majority of the 
state's 2.5 million drivers. 

If adopted by the legislature and signed 
by Gov. Michael S. Dukakis, the plan 
would redistribute the rate burden in 
Boston, Chelsea, Revere and Somerville. 

The measure runs counter to a bill filed 
by Stone and Dukakis which would limit 


1977 rates to 25 per cent above the 1976 
level. Under this plan, suburban and 
rural drivers would pay more so that 
Greater Boston motorists could pay less. 

Dukakis has warned that if his plan is 
noi imposed by companies voluntarily, or 
approved by the legislature, Stone will 
implement it administratively. 

The industry plan temporarily would 
decrease rates for some Boston drivers, 
but it eventually Would increase rates for 
others, particulalry those in Roslindale, 
West Roxbury, Hyde Park and Jamaica 
Plain. 

Here are the highlights of the industry 
plan: 

— A single rating territory is created in 
Boston. Currently, under a new system 


implemented by Stone, Boston is divided 
into 10 areas. 

— Drivers without at-fault accidents or 
moving traffic violations for a three-year 
period would pay average rather than 
above average rates if they are placed in 
the assigned risk pool. 

This would reduce rates for some 
assigned risk pool drivers by as much as 
34 per cent, but the reduction eventually 
would be paid for the state’s drivers who 
subsidize losses in the assigned risk pool. 

— Rates in Chelsea and Revere would 
be lowered slightly by placing the two 
cities in the Somerville rating territory. 

— All motorists would be allowed to 
cancel their current policies July 1, 
without penalty, so that they could shop 
for lower rates. 


BOSTON (UPI) The 
Massachusetts Senate has 
given initial approval to a 
measure outlawing redlining — 
the practice of geographic 
discrimination in home 
mortgages — but backed up by 
the mildest of penalties. 

Buried Tuesday in a series of 
parliamentary manuevers was 
stronger legislation, which 
would impose stringent 
economic penalties against 
banks and lending institutions 
which refuse to grant mor¬ 
tgage money solely on the basis 
of location. Usually those 
locations are in racially or 
economically changing 
neighborhoods. 

The weaker measure was 
approved on a 34-0 roll call, 
with one Boston lawmaker 
voting "present” and another 
senator describing the three- 
hour debate and procedural 
rulings as coming straight out 
of "Alice in Wonderland." 

Under the legislation, len¬ 
ding institutions would be 
prohibited from refusing 
mortgage money to applicants 
solely on the location of the 
property. The only recourse for 
persons who felt their ap¬ 
plications were refused due to 
redlining would be to file 
complaints with the 
Masachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination. 

Senate Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Alan D. Sisitsky, D- 
Springfield, failed in a rapid 
succession of rulings by 
Majority I-eader William M. 
Bulger, D-Boston, to obtain a 
roll call on the stronger bill. 
That measure would have 
allowed applicants to sue 
banks denying them mor¬ 
tgages and empowered state 
and local officials to withdraw 
public funds from those banks. 

"Alice in Wonderland is a 
mild description of what went 
on here this afternoon,” Si¬ 
sitsky said, seconding the 
assessment of Sen. Edward 
Burke, D-Framingham, who 
said the Senate’s reluctance to 
be recorded on the stronger 
bill, adamantly opposed by the 
powerful banking lobby, 
“came from Lewis Carroll." 

Sen. Bill Owens, D-Boston, 
moved to table Fonseca's 
amendment, killing all debate 
on the issue.

General Practicing As¬ 
sociates, Inc., founded by 
Hipps two years ago, serves a 
50-mile radius embracing 
communities in Pennsylvania, 
New York and Ohio. In addition 
to Hipps, GPA, a primary 
medical service group, in¬ 
cludes three physician’s 
assistants, two lab technicians, 
a psycho-therapist and 13 
clerks. 

Hipps last June set up a 
satellite office in Albion, Pa., 
40 miles from here, and within 
the end of the year, plans to 
open two similar offices in 
Wattsburg and Waterford, Pa. 


Youth stabbed to death 

FITCHBURG, Mass. (UPI) — Christopher Brigham, 24, 
died Tuesday night at Burbank Hospital after police said he 
was attacked by a half-dozen youths near his home. 

Police said Brigham was accosted on the sidewalk and 
stabbed in the abdomen about 7 p.m. 

They were searching for the weapon used in the attack 
and interviewing persons who claim to have witnessed the 
incident. 

The Worcester County district attorney’s office is heading 
the probe. Police say robbery was not a motive in the 
killing. No arrests have yet been made. 

Decision on secession 

BOSTON (UPI) — Gov. Michael S. Dukakis says he may- 
ask the Massachusetts Supreme Court to decide whether 
the rebel resort islands of Martha’s Vineyard and Nan¬ 
tucket can legally keep their seats in the legislature. 

The islands' two state representatives and local officials 
signed a declaration of independence from the state last 
month to protest a proposed redistricting plan which would 
combine the islands with mainland communities on Cape 
Cod into a new House district. A bill of secession was also 
introduced in the legislature. 

Residents in several towns on Martha's Vineyard, 
Nantucket and the nearby Elizabeth islands voted over¬ 
whelmingly last week to support secession. 


14 challenge DiCarlo 

BOSTON (UPI) — Former Senate Majority Leader 
Joseph J.C. DiCarlo, D-Revere, is being challenged by at 
least 14 candidates in his quest to regain the seat he was 
ousted from after his conviction on eight federal extortion 
counts. 

A telephone check with election departments in DiCarlo's 
former district Tuesday showed 15 candidates, including 
DiCarlo, filed nomination papers. 

None of the other candidates are prominent politically, 
indicating that DiCarlo stands a good chance of winning 
back his seat. All but three of the 14 opponents are 
Democrats. 


Tax rebate supported 

DETROIT (UPI) — Labor Secretary Ray Marshall, once 
cool to President Carter’s proposed $50 tax rebate, said 
Tuesday the rebate is the best way to stimulate the 
economy while avoiding inflation and buying time for 
permanent solutions. 

Marshall strongly defended the rebate plan, accusing 
critics of distorting economic statistics to promote a per¬ 
manent tax cut. 

"A rebate is not as effective in lowering unemployment 
as public service employment," Marshall said. "But it can 
be done quickly, and the effects are temporary, so you 
avoid inflationary pressure. 

"Also, it doesn’t interfere with the ability to have other 
lax reforms and we don't lose the revenue permanently." 


'No way' for Concorde 

CEDARHURST, N.Y. (UPI) - Several thousand Long 
Island residents Tuesday said "no way” to landings of the 
Concorde SST at Kennedy Airport while the next move in 
the dispute appeared to belong to a federal judge. 

The Port Authority of New York and New Jersey said 
Tuesday it does not plan to formally discuss landing rights 
for the Anglo-French Concorde at the monthly meeting of 
its commissioners on Thursday. 

The issue will next come before U.S. District Court Judge 
Milton Pollack, who has scheduled a hearing April 28 on a 
suit by British Airways and Air France to overturn the Port 
Authority’s temporary ban on SST flights at Kennedy. 

Energy policy coming 

BOSTON (UPI) — President Carter’s energy policy to be 
announced next week will rely heavily on coal exploration, 
Ll. Gov. Thomas O’Neill said Tuesday. 

"Based on information from our staff in Washington, coal 
and conservation will be the priority items of the Carter 
administration’s energy policy," he said, urging private 
industry to support coal exploration in the Narragansett 
Basin. 

He told Associated Industries of Massachusetts, "The 
President will recommend the conversion to coal of many 
electric power plants now burning oil.

Setback for ambulance law 


BOSTON (UPI) - A land¬ 
mark ambulance law has been 
dealt a one year setback by the 
Massachusetts House and state 
Public Health officials are 
promising an all out battle to 
protect the statute in the 
Senate. 

The House voted 143-83 
Tuesday to approve a bill 
postponing the final com¬ 
pliance date for some 450 
ambulance services across the 
state till July 1, 1978. 

The action came only hours 
after the state Public Health 
Council had voted to issue the 
first 30 two year licenses under 
i he 1973 law which mandates 
minimal training and equip¬ 
ment standards for all ambu¬ 
lance services. 

The delay bill was approved 
after two hours of debate 
during which opponents of the 
bill said the measure would gut 
ihe ambulance law. 

Supporters of the bill said if 
the effective date was not 
postponed, 50 communities 


would be forced to terminate 
service because their ambu¬ 
lances would not comply with 
the law. 

Public Health Commissioner 
Jonathan Fielding, who was on 
hand for the House vote, 
promised an "all out” effort to 
defeat the measure in the 
Senate. But, he said, if the 
Senate goes along with the 
House he will urge Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis to veto it. 

"The citizens of this state 
have stated clearly that they 
won’t accept second class 
emergency medical care,” 
Fielding said. 

He said local communities 
have had ample time to come 
into compliance with the law, 
but charged that some waited 
till the last minute and are now 
trying to get out of the 
obligation. 

He noted that the statute and 
department regulations 
specifically set up a three year 
schedule for compliance. 

Prior to the House vote, the 
measure was amended so that 
training regulations for ambu¬ 


lance attendants will not be 
delayed.

It's start-up 
time for 
home repairs 

WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. 
(UPI) — Now’s the time to 
begin checking your home for 
damage caused by harsh 
weather this past winter. 

Construction experts at a 
tobacco company here advise 
periodic checks throughout the 
spring and into summer of 
exterior and interior walls, 
roofs and plumbing. 

"Sometimes damage won’t 
show up for several months 
when the temperature reaches 
the warm extreme," said Roy 
A. Hutchens, paint shop super¬ 
visor for the R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Co. 

"After a winter like we had, 
-chances are that some damage 
was caused to many dwel¬ 
lings." 

Hutchens said exterior wood 
that has separated should be 
puttied together and hairline 
cracks in interior spackled 
before painting. 

If changing weather ex¬ 
tremes cracked window 
caulking, Hutchens recom¬ 
mends recaulking with a more 
flexible, and probably more 
expensive, product that will 
move with the wood. 

Roof damage from frozen or 
damaged gutters can usually 
be spotted better from inside 
the house, said woodworking 
shop supervisor E.E. Beroth. 
Melting snow is liable to back 
up under roofing shingles, 
particularly on a roof with a 
shallow pitch. The water 
damages the wood below and 
causes leaks. 

Beroth suggests replacing 
shingles that were water- 
damaged or made brittle by 
cold, and checking around 
chimneys and vents to see if 
caulking is cracked. 

If pipes froze this past 
winter, Don Maner of the 
engineering department has 
preventive medicine for the 
next one: wrap exposed pipes 
with heat-tracing tape and-or 
fiberglass insulation. Install 
freeze-proof faucets outside. 
Drain outside pipes and install 
cut-off valves for those not 
used during the winter. Maner 
said pipes outside and below 
ground should be at least two 
feet deep.

Home nut culture — Many 
people are overlooking the 
value of nut trees for food and 
shade. The tree immortalized 
in Longfellow's poem, "The 
Village Blacksmith", goes like 
this: "Under a spreading 
Chestnut tree, the Village 
Smithy Stands.” Unfor¬ 
tunately, the tree mentioned 
here is the inedible hor- 
sechestnut. Our native 
chestnut was not a spreading 
tree, but columnar or more or 
less upright. At that time it was 
the bread and butter tree, and 
was the most valuable single 
tree species in our eastern 
forests at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. 

After the blight struck in the 
late 1800's, efforts were made 
to produce blight resistant 
types. One suuh tree was the 
Chinese Chestnut, which is not 
only blight resistant but a 
satisfactory nut tree. It has a 
spreading habit of growth. 

Two or more trees are 
needed to produce nuts, and 
now’s a good time to set them 
out. Filberts (also called 
Hazelnuts) are easy to grow, 
being free from disease and 
insects. Plant two for cross 
polination. Keep in mind that 
filberts sucker freely and these 
suckers should be removed 
from the base of the tree or a 
bush will result. If you want the 
bush effect, leave the suckers 
on. 

Don’t overlook the American 
Butternut, a long lived, 
decorative tree that’s ideal for 
the lawn. The Thomas Black 
Walnut is a fine native walnut 
that has a fine flavor. The 


Thomas cracks readily and has 
a delightful flavor.. 

Plant Trees - Planting trees 
and shrubs is good business. 
They increase the value of your 
home and they are good for our 
environment... JJYees for 
planting can be of several 
types: container grown, balled 
and burlapped, and bare root. 
Bare root plants are kept in 
cold storage and should be 
planted while still dormant. 
Balled and burlapped trees 
have a soil ball which means 
they can be planted whenever 
ready. Do not disturb the roots. 
Carefully loosen the top (leave 
burlap around it) and place 
carefully into the hole. Balled 
trees cost more than bare root 
stock, but take off faster and 
have less mortality. 

Container grown stock is 
smaller in size than the balled 
trees, but are well established 
in the container. They can be 
kept easily until the time to 
plant them. Keep it moist (not 
drowned!). Carefully remove 
the ball from the metal, plastic 
or paper container. We cut off 
the container to avoid 
disturbing roots. Any major 
roots that encircle the con¬ 
tainer should be cut to prevent 
development of girdling roots. 
If roots are a fine mass, tease 
some apart (break them off) to 
encourage feeder roots to 
form.

Rich and Famous' is terrible

The underlying matter of "Rich and 
Famous” is failure, and rightly so. 

There are only four performers, and 
three of them play three roles. Though 
these individual performances are good, 
what they have to work with, as far as the 
script is concerned, isn't much. Bing 
Ringllng deals first with his two stars, 
I^anara and Aphro, one of whOm is a 
hooker on the side. 

Veronica Guipp-Vestige is Ringling's 
producer and has had nothing but smash 
after smash. The only thing she hasn't 
had in her life is a flop. As it turns out, the 
only reason she's producing Ringling's 
play is that it is a sure-fire flop. She has 
no other things left to achieve, except for 
making a comeback; and one can't make 
a comeback without something to 
comeback from. 

Meanwhile, all his life Ringlife has 
striven to become rich and famous, even 
to the point of wearing "R" and "F" cuff 
links. To find that his first shot at the 
golden ring came about only because he 
has been singled out to fail is a crushing 
blow. 

His boyhood friend, Tybalt Dunleavy, 
has become a star actor. Ringling's 
collaborator, Anatole Torah, is a swish 
bitchy type whose success must be 
reinforced with admiration, if not 
subordination. It becomes clear that 
Torah's self-doubts are something he 


runs away from. Torah demands to work 
with Dunleavy, whom he knows is a real, 
not feigned, success; and whose success 
gives an envious air of confidence. 

In an art gallery, Ringling runs into 
Allison DeMears, an old flame. 
Remembering their mutual past, Allison 
is enthralled to see Bing, and is glad to 
see that he is at least doing what he 
wants. At the end of this very touching 
scene, Allison admits that she is un- 
fufilled. Married, she has been unable to 
fulfill her personal desires and goals. Yet' 
when the audience is ready to think that 
she might set out and do what she wants, 
her husband calls and she em¬ 
barrassingly apologizes for "talking 
silly.” Then she wanders back into 
oblivion. 

The icing on the cake for Bing, per¬ 
sonally, is when he returns home to Mom 
and Dad. They fully expect him to be a 
success. He is to do all that they were 
unable to do in their lives. They had 
worked all their lives for him, their one 
chance for success. He didn't invite them 
to the opening of his play because he 
knew it would fail, and even talk of failure 
was incomprehensible for his parents. 

When he tells his American-I,egion- 
lype Dad that he can’t carry his parents 
hopes for success, it’s unfair, and he has 
his own life to live (so to speak), his 
father replies, "What do you think we had 
you for?" 


His parents are so much in their own 
world that when he suggests that they 
should have had Tybalt Dunleavy for 
their son, they remark how wonderful 
that would be and carry on speaking as if 
Tybalt were really their son. 

As it turns out, Tybalt can't handle his 
own success and the show begins to close 
as he's ready to jump off a billboard witth 
film crew ready to see him fulfill his last 
contractual obligation. The only 
character in the play to achieve success, 
Tybalt becomes a victim of it. 

Timothy Crowe as Anatole Torah, and 
Tybalt Dunleavy, displays great talent 
and excels in each role despite their 
contrasting elements. Barbara Meek is 
also very good as Aphro, Veronica 
Guipp— Vestige and Mom. Especially as 
Allison, Cynthia Strickland captures the 
emotion of the audience. However, 
Richard Jenkins just seems un¬ 
comfortable, out of place’ and a miscast 
as Bing Ringling. Not much can be said 
about a director (George Martin) when a 
play is as dismal as this one is. 

The Trinity Square players have had 
success in the past but in the one show 
that has success as its crucial focal point, 
it fails. Author John Guare is due nothing 
more than having his name in the credits. 
“Rich and Famous" may be avoided at 
the Wilbur Theatre..

Hard water can shrink dollars 
and wear out family’s clothes 


Clothing, cleaning supplies, 
and appliance repairs all cost 
more when water is hard. The 
bill $6.3 amounts to billion a 
year in the U.S., according to a 
recent AP report. That’s not 
surprising, considering that 
hard water affects four out of 
five homes. 

Here is how hard water, used 
in laundering, wears clothing 
out before its time. 

Hard water contains 
calcium. When a non¬ 
phosphate detergent, based on 
washing soda, reacts with this 
calcium, it produces limestone, 
which is deposited as a crusty 
scale on the washing machine's 
interior surfaces. Tumbling 
against these rough surfaces, 
the wash load is abraded. 

Wear is further caused by 
limestone deposited in the 
fabrics themselves. When the 
laundered articles are worn or 
used, their fibers abrade in¬ 
ternally and with each other. 

TheCulligan Water Institute 
reports that studies by a major 
manufacturer of washing 
machines have shown that 
limestone abrasion produced 
by hard water reduces the life 
of laundered articles by more 
than 15 percent. In an annual 


budget for clothing, sheets, 
towels, and other washables of 
$400, that means a 60 annual 
loss. 

But there's more to the story. 
Limestone deposits also make 
many laundered articles dull, 
dingy, and unattractive so that 
frequently they must be 
discarded long before they 
wear out. 

Hard water also damages the 
washing machine itself. It’s not 
only in the washer's tub that 
scale causes problems. Hard 
water scale is also deposited 
and builds up in pumps, hoses, 
nozzles and filter devices. 

In normal home service the 
useful life of a washing 
machine is estimated at 10 
years or more. Hard water 
deposits can reduce that life to 
as little as three or four years. 

In addition, before the 
washer finally gives up, the 
number of expensive service 
calls can also increase sub¬ 
stantially. 

What is more, at the same 
time it is destroying washing 
machines, hard water is also 
plugging plumbing lines, en¬ 
crusting water heaters, 
clogging shower heads, and 
shortening the life of dish-

washers, humidifiers, steam 
irons, and other water-using 
appliances. 

The last item on the hard- 
water bill is for cleaning 
materials. Hard water con¬ 
sumes these at a far higher 
rate than does softened water. 
That’s because, when water is 
hard, soaps, detergents, 
shampoos, and cleaners must 
first soften the water before 
cleaning action can begin. 
Studies show the resulting cost 
increases can amount to from 
18 percent to 82 percent. 

How can these expenses be 
avoided? Most experts agree 
that the only satisfactory way 
is by installing a water sof¬ 
tening appliance. 

This isn’t altogether inex¬ 
pensive either. But by pro¬ 
rating the cost of such an in¬ 
stallation over a ten-year 
period, it is often discovered 
that, in addition to its con¬ 
venience and good-living 
benefits, it virtually pays for 
itself.

There's no doubt about it: the 
old living room furniture 
should go. The upholstery is 
worn beyond repair, the styling 
is passe — yet there it sits.

formality. It has soft cushions 
to put your feet up on, to lean 
back against, to lie down on. 
Your family and guests will 
want to do their talking, 
relaxing, snacking, and 
drinking without leaving it. 
And therein lies the pit’s major 
peril: spots, stains, crumbs, 
ashes, pet hairs, and all the 
other souvenirs that tend to 
accumulate in comfortable, 
much-used seating areas. 

For quick pick-ups of easily 
removable debris such as 
crumbs, Eureka suggest that 
you use a hand vacuum 
cleaner.

Then, mix one teaspoonful 
each of your detergent and 
white vinegar with a quart of 
warm water. 

Apply this solution, being 
careful not to soak the fabric. 
Let it dry, then apply the dry 
cleaning solvent. After the 
solvent dries, vacuum as 
above.

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Badly weathered roof should be replaced before ‘fall’! 


Many homeowners pay little 
attention to the roof until it 
needs to be replaced. A worn 
roof not only detracts from the 
appearance of a home, but is a 
sign that the roof should be 
replaced before it springs a 
leak. 

Sooner or later all roofs have 
to be replaced. A roof tends to 
wear out uniformly. The 
biggest enemy is the sun, 
which causes the roofing to 
fade, dry out and become 
brittle. Wind and rain add to 
the aging process. 

Look for signs 

Signs of a badly weathered 
roof are curled, cracked or 
missing shingles. 

But the best method of 


determining whether the roof 
is in need of replacing Is to find 
out how old the roof actually Is. 
A house with a roof of standard 
shingles 15 to 20 years old may 
be in need of replacement. 

Inspect the roof from the 
ground. Not only is climbing up 
on the roof unnecessary, it’s 
dangerous and could damage 
the roof. 

Check deck 

Before going ahead with the 
actual reroofing, however, the 
Asphalt Roofing Manufac¬ 
turers Association suggests 
that the condition of the roof 
deck and its supports be 
examined. Any warped, rotted 
or damaged section should be 
repaired or replaced.

If necessary, damaged 
gutters should be cleaned and 
rebuilt or replaced. Whenever 
needed, flashing should be 
Installed In valleys. Attic 
ventilation should also be 
checked to be sure It Is 
adequate. 

Another important con¬ 
sideration is the type of 
reroofing material to be used. 
Asphalt shingles, for example, 
often can be applied over the 
old roof, eliminating the cost of 
a tearoff. 

Keeping in mild that the

Finding that they are vir¬ 
tually priced out of the market 
for new and larger homes, 
American homeowners are 
turning to remodeling as the 
logical and most workable 
solution to their shelter needs. 

There is no shortage of funds 
available for home im¬ 
provements and homeowners 
are investing it in room ad¬ 
ditions, siding, roofing, 
flooring, plumbing, heating, 
air-conditioning — and with the 
continuing concern about 
energy supplies and costs — 
many homeowners are in¬ 
vesting substantial amounts of 
money in insulation. 

Record-breaking home im¬ 
provements 

According to the National 
Home Improvement Council, 
Americans spent a record 
breaking $30 billion in 1976, as 
compared with $26.6 billion in 
1975. 

Homeowners last year added 
well over four million rooms, 
the equivalent of 700,000 new 
six-room homes, while builders 
raised only 870,000 new one- 
family homes. 

The addition of new living 
quarters accounted for $1 of 
every $5 of the home-care 


investment, according to the 
Census Bureau. Hal£ the 
money spent on remodeling 
and maintenance went into do- 
it-yourself projects. 

This increased activity 
among do-it-yourselfers is 
confirmed by a study by Frost 
& Sullivan which finds that 
within the last year or two 
more than half of all building 
materials for home renovation 
were purchased directly by 
homeowners rather than by 
contractors. 


Even so, the National Home 
Improvement Council cautions 
would-be do-it-yourselfers to 
get some sound advice before 
tackling larger projects, 
especially plumbing and 
electrical work. 

A homeowner contemplating 
a home improvement project 
usually asks the question: How 
much do improvements in¬ 
crease the value of your home? 
It varies according to the 
improvement, but in few cases 
should you expect the sales 
value of your house to rise 


dollor for dollar with the 
money spent for remodeling. 

The value of a house will rise 
most — perhaps by 60 to 75 
percent of improvement cost — 
for a new kitchen or bathroom 
and heating or air-conditioning 
system. 

A fourth bedroom or new 
family room are also desirable 
features home buyers look for 
in houses and therefore the 
features they pay the most for. 

Other improvements, while 
not increasing the value of the 


house substantially, will aid in 
speeding up the sale time. 

The Council urges 
homeowners who are about to 
select a contractor in their 
community to consider a 
member of the National Home 
Improvement Council who 
displays the NHIC Mem¬ 
bership Seal in his advertising. 
His membership means that he 
is a reputable, well-established 
professional contractor who 
subscribes to the Council’s 
Code of Ethics.

Since looks can be the most 
leceiving when shopping for 
jpholstered furniture, the best 
vay to tackle such a major 
nvestment is to come to the 
store armed with knowledge. 

Know the four underlying 
instruction details that in- 
licate good quality and look for 
diem in each piece you con¬ 
sider. 

First telltale signs are the 
joining of seams and 
positioning of cushions. If the 
pattern is matched all over and 
there are no dangling threads, 
test one has been passed. 

Frame construction is 
another good indicator. Look 
for well-seasoned hardwood 
frames built sturdily with 
doweled joints and screwed 
and glued comer blocks. 

Quick frame tests include 
scanning the finish of exposed 
wood parts and lifting the

piece. Heaviness denotes good 
quality hardwood. 

Rub your hand over the 
surface where the wood frame 
stops to make sure there are no 
sharp edges that can work 
through the fabric. Any frame 
movement means hold on to 
your money — the joints are 
loose. 

Today, most upholstery 
fabrics are entirely or partially 
made of snythetic fabrics and 
will stretch with use. 
Therefore, the third test point 
to look for is the inside of the 
cushion. 

Better quality cushions are 
filled with down rather than 
with synthetics because 
feathers and down are loose 
within an envelope or partition, 
and they allow the cushions to 
spring back and to conform to 
the shape of the upholstery 
fabric as it stretches. 

Down-filled cushions can 
expand to fill the extra space. 
Synthetic fillers, on the other 
hand, are inflexible and the 
piece will develop wrinkles and 
an unfilled look as the outer 
cushion fabric stretches. 

By checking the bedding law 
label you can find out if your 


chosen piece is down-filled. 
This simply means that it is 
filled with a blend of down and 
feathers in varying propor¬ 
tions 

Down-filled cushions are 
recognizable in two basic 
designs. One is an all-down 
cushion made with partitions 
and dividers to keep the down 
from shifting., • . . 

, vIfi. thej spcqnd^ .type,, thie 
cpfribLnafroh' ciishion, d down 
envelope surrounds central 
cores of soft springs, polyester 
or polyform filled with coiled 
springs. 

Construction of seat springs 
revealed under the cushions by 
the width of the deck, is fourth 
and final checkpoint. If you are 
unsure about them ask the 
salesperson. 

Eight-way hand-tied coil 
springs are the best but also 
good are six-way drop-in 
preformed units and wire 


springs or webbing in slim-line 
decks. 

Shallow-decked no-sag 
springs are inferior. All deck 
springing should be insulated 

by resilient padding. Test for 
this by lifting the cushions and 
feeling for the springs under 
the fabric. Individual springs 
that can be felt indicate early 
wear problems. 

Fear of making a mistake in 
the selection of major 
upholstered pieces prevents 
many shoppers from ex¬ 
periencing the fun that fur¬ 
niture shopping is supposed to 
be. 

If you have any doubts, just 
ask the salesperson about the 
four undercover checkpoints. 
Consider the needs of your 
household — such as children 
and pets — when choosing 
fabric.

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A little-known way to 
save big energy money 


By now practically everyone 
knows what a storm window Is 
and that it saves heating and 
cooling fuel. But the assump¬ 
tion that storm windows are 
the solution to all window 
energy problems simply isn’t 
true. 

A storm window provides a 
second layer of glass, which 
forms an Insulating trapped air 
space between itself and the 
primary window.

Exterior decoration 


increases home’s 
value and appearance 


An effective way to improve 
the appearance of a home and 
upgrade its value at the same 
time is with a bit of exterior 
decoration. 

Onemkly converted some 
idle space, for example, into an 
open porch with amdsome 
wood deck and a new side 
entry. The do-it-yourself ad¬ 
dition provided the homeowner 
with an outdoor room for extra 
space at considerably less 
expense than the cost of a room 
addition. 

In the 12-by-15 foot add-on, 
Douglas fir lumber was used 
for the deck. Decking of 2 x 4s 
was set on edge for added 
strength and visual interest 
and was supported by 2 x 8 
joists and 4x4 posts. 

Built-in benches add to the 
comfort and convenience of the 
outdoor room, which is sup¬ 
ported along a side wall of the 
house and by posts set back 
from the outer edge of the 
deck. 


Replacing a closed-ln bay 
window with a pair of glass 
paneled doors provided the 
new side entry. 

The western lumber used to 
build the deck was coated with 
a preservative stain. After a 
railing was installed, siding 
was used to cover the railing 
for both privacy and to make 
the outdoor room appear a 
natural extension of the home. 

Before proceeding with add¬ 
on or remodeling projects, 
advises the Western Wood 
Products Association, check 
the local building code for any 
requirements concerning 
construction. 

Once these requirements 
have been met, the retail 
lumber dealer or building 
supply store should be able to 
supply a list of the materials 
and tools that will be needed to 
complete the add-on deck 
remodeling project.

all will change somewhat in 
color over a period of time once 
they are on your iiome and 
exposed to sun, wind, water 
and temperature extremes. 
This is called nor¬ 
malweathering. 

Although color coatings have 
become appreciably better 
over the past few years, 
manufacturers and home 
improvement contractors still 
can’t (and shouldn’t) 
guarantee 100 percent absolute 
color retention. This is true of 
vinyl plastic siding (which is a 
“solid color coating") as well 
as of color coatings applied to 
aluminum hardboard, and 
steel.

costs by up to 30 percent. 

He said the foam, which 
looks like whipped cream when 
applied, is installed by In¬ 
serting a low pressure nozzle 
into drilled holes at 
predetermined points between 
interior and exterior walls.

Newton has been designated as 
one of 10 "All-America Cities" for 
1976-77, it was announced this week. 

Our city is the only one in the 
Northeast to win the honor. 

Newton won the “All-America 
City" award on the basis of three 
volunteer projects initiated by 
Newton citizens and entered in the 
competition in November, 1976, in 
Williamsburg, Va. 

The nationwide contest is spon¬ 
sored by the National Municipal 
League, which selects different 
themes each year. The theme last 
year, the Bicentennial year, was 
grassroots participation. 

Newton selected the concept of the 
neighborhood area council, man¬ 
dated in the City Charter and 
exemplified by the Newton 
Highlands Area Council in existence 
today; the Community Schools 
program started by citizen 
initiative; and the single-handed 
efforts to save the Bigelow House. 

These proposals were outlined in 
Williamsburg by a delegation from 
Newton that attended at private 
expense. The delegation included 
Florence Rubin, instrumental in the 
development of Community 
Schools; John Howard, the Newton 
Highlands resident who literally 
lived in the Bigelow House, designed 


by H.H. Richardson, to protect it 
from vandals; Mayoral Chief 
Administrative Assistant Jane Pitt, 
City Planning Director Charles 
Thomas and Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann. 

The outlines of the proposals were 
presented to the Municipal league 
last summer, and Newton received 
word it was one of 18 finalists last 
October. 

The 18 cities included large ones, 
such as Baltimore, Md., Des Moines, 
Iowa, and SanBernardino, Calif, all 
the way down to rural towns like 
Tarboro, N.C., and Pascagoula, 
Miss. i 

Each city was permitted a display 
table at the convention center and 
made a 10-minute presentation to 
the League panel.

Newton woman breaks 
down language barriers

A Newton woman, Mrs. Nanna 
Stoyanoff, is the interpreter who has been 
translating for the United States Coast 
Guard during their efforts to determine 
whether two Russian fishing vessels, 
docked at the Coast Guard pier since last 
week, have violated the new 200-mile 
fishing limit. 

Mrs. Stoyanoff works for the Coast 
Guard doing both oral and written 
translations. 

The Taras Shevchenko, a 275-foot 
Russian trawler seized by the Coast 
Guard on Saturday, April 9, was brought 
into Boston the following Monday mor¬ 
ning. 

A second vessel, the 503-foot Anlanas 
Snechkus, a refrigerator ship, was 
escorted to the pier the ne*' day, after 
Coast Guard and National Marine 
Fisheries Service inspectors alleged 
Sunday that it was holding fish in 
violation of the Fisheries Conservation 
and Management Act of 1976. 

On the Sunday evening that the 
Anlanas Snechkus was ordered into 
Boston and the Taras Shevchenko was 


about to dock, Mrs. Stoyanoff received a 
call from the Coast Guard asking her to 
come and translate. 

She worked as their interpreter both 
Monday and Wednesday of last week. 

She has been aboard both ships, but she 
declined to make any comments about 
the ships or the alleged violations of 
United Slates fishing regulations. 

She considers the contents of her 
translations confidential. 

Her job is to pass information from one 
person to another, and she lias no 
opinions on the matters discussed, she 
says. 

Mrs. Stoyanoff began working as a 
Coast Guard interpreter a year or so ago 
when a young Russian sailor, ill with 
appendicitis, had to be flown from his 
shi* off the New England coast to the 
Coast Guard hospital in Brighton. 

The sailor did not speak English, and 
an uiterpreter was required so that he 
could communicate with hospital per¬ 
sonnel. 

The Coast Guard contacted Mrs. 
Stoyanoff through the International 
Institute of Boston, where she works.

Budget ready for Board vote April 30 


A city budget of about $68,284,000 will 
go to the Board of Aldermen for its vote 
April 30. 

Although figures were still being added 
up Wednesday, Comptroller Lawrence 
Marino said the Finance Committee cuts, 
errors in the budget, and a deletion of 
$800,000 from Water Department ex¬ 
penses totaled about $1,650,000. Actual 
cuts amounted to about $770,000. 

The budget submitted by Mayor 
Theodore Mann was for $69,934,313. The 
School Committee budget accounts for 
$30,224,460. 

No money is included in the budget for 
salary increases that will occur as a 
result of collective bargaining for the 


In an April 12 court decision, two 
Newton parties won an additional $95,238 
from the Newton Housing Authority and 
its successor, the Newton Community 
Development Authority, for land taken in 
1974 for the Beaconwood Road low- 
income family housing project. 

The Trustees of Ciccone Realty Trust 
and Maria L. Ciccone were awarded 
$165,000 by Judge John C. Geenty, a 
Worcester judge sitting this month in 
Middlesex Superior Court. 

Hie court was asked to determine the 
value of the land, for which the Ciccones 
were paid a total of $83,600. 

Geenty's decision directs that the 
original payment be deducted from the 
award, with interest on the $81,400 dif¬ 
ference at six percent per year since the 
taking added on. 


School Department or for the Fire and 
Police Departments. 

If school personnel negotiate a 5 per¬ 
cent increase beginning in September, 
$1.2 million will be needed for the next 
fiscal year. 

Both fire and police contracts expired 
last summer, so whatever increases 
result from the current negotiations will 
be retroactive to last July 1. If the police 
and firefighters both win a 5 percent 
increase, the retroactive pay and in¬ 
creases for the 1978 fiscal year could 
amount to about $800,000. 

At a minimum it appears there will 
have to be $3 million available in surplus 
at the time the tax rate is set, usually in 
August or September.

One thing that may ease the School 
Committee budget is an expected 
reimbursement of about $250,000 from the 
state for Metco classroom instruction 
costs, which are included in the School 
Committee budget. 

The Finance Committee approved, 
after considerable discussion but little 
opposition, a new municipal ambulance 
service. Under state law, any community 
operating an ambulance service must use 
licensed Class 1 vehicles staffed by 
persons trained as emergency medical 
technicians starting July 1. 

Mayor Theodore Maim has already 
submitted a request for bond 
authorization of $105,520 to buy three new 
ambulances.

Initial approval from the state 
Department of Community Affairs to 
build Beaconwood came in March,1973, 
but the bids were so high that the 
proposal had to be altered before DCA 
finally authorized it in May,1974. 

TTie city of Newton paid approximately 
$150,000 in site development costs to cut 
the price of the project below the $45,000 
per unit ceiling laid down by DCA. 

Beaconwood has been occupied by 
tenants for over a year and is now run by 
the Newton Housing Services Com¬ 
mission, which took over management 
duties of the NHA in July of 1975. 


be run out of the Fire Department and 
will require at least eight additional 
firefighters. 

Aid. Sidney Small, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, called the new 
ambulance law “another act of an in¬ 
sensitive General Court, pushing a 
program" ontothe municipalities without 
funding it. 

Small chastised the mayor’s office for 
not having the program well enough 
along in time to take advantage of a state 
gift of ambulances two years ago. 

The Finance Committee cut a new 
position of building inspector, one of three 
new positions allowed by the mayor in the 
Building Department.

The com¬ 
mittee voted to put $40,000 into budget 
reserve for the multiple regression 
analysis. Budget reserve is like a bank 
account from which a department may 
draw only with approval of the Board.

Court doubles land taking price 


Library site, cluster zoning voted; '10%' held

The four acres at Homer and Walnut 
Streets, across from City Hall, have 
finally been designated as the site for a 
new main library 

The process of finding a suitable 
location has been going on for at least 10 
years, and even now there is no com¬ 
mitment to tiie construction of a library, 
only to the reservation of the land for a 
library should one ever be built. 

The Board of Aldermen voted Tuesday 
night to approve the site reservation by 
an 11-9 vote after 35 minutes’ debate on 
the matter, which had been debated at at 
least three previous meetings. 

The vote was postponed from the April 
4 meeting by Aid. Robert Stiller’s charter 
objection, which cuts off all consideration 
of an item until the next meeting of the 


Board. Stiller was absent from this 
week's meeting. 

Another vole to reconsider the previous 
action to release the Newton Junior 
College site from its commitment to the 
library failed 16-4, and the land is now 
available for sale or lease as surplus 
municipal property. 

Aldermen voting in favor of the Homer 
and Walnut location were Richard 
Bullwinkle, Eliot Cohen, David Cohen, 
Thomas Concannon, Ernest Dietz, Terry 
Morris, Susan Schur, Carol Ann Shea, 
Ethel Sheehan, John Stewart, and 
Domenic Taglienti. 

Opposed were Aid. Wendell Bauckman, 
Donald Budge, Matthew Jefferson, 
Andrew Magni, James Miller, Joan 
Saklad, Sidney Small, Robert Tennant, 
and Mark White. 

Aid. Robert Gaynor, Edward 


Richmond, Robert Stiller and Joseph 
McDonnell missed the entire meeting. 

Reasons for opposing the site were in 
few instances the location of the land but 
were related to uncertainty about the 
library branches' continuation, the using 
up of open space, and the eventual cost of 
the new library. 

Miller opposed the library commitment 
because he believes the new library will 
mean the loss of branches, while White, 
Bauckman' Saklad and Jefferson do not 
want to build on open space. Saklad and 
Jefferson favor the rehabilitation of 
existing buildings, such as an unused 
church or school. 

Small said he thinks the library will not 
be built "in the foreseeable future," and 
that it is a "good idea to tie up the site to 
keep anything else from being built on 


it," such as an annex to City Hall that has 
been mentioned. 

The estimated $4 million cost to build 
($2 million of which is to be raised by the 
Library Board of Trustees) was 
questioned by Teiuiant, who said, "My 
guess is it will be $12 million.’* 

He opposed the project because he feels 
U is "taking the same path as Newton 
North High School." 

"We can’t afford another structure like 
Newton North High School," he added. 
The high school was projected in the late 
sixties to cost $14 million; it ended up 
costing at least $20 million, with more 
expenses to come. 

Eliot Cohen, while favoring the Homer 
and Walnut site, jokingly said that by the

Joel Leighton, president of 
the Lower Falls Project Area 
Committee which officially 
represents residents of the 
renewal area, reviewed the 
options that are still open. 

Spaulding and Slye notified 
I-OPAC last month that they do 
not want the land for a "buffer 
zone", the first choice of the 
community, so that is out, he 
said. 

NCDA can put the land on the 
market as six singlefamily 
house lots, which was another 
preference of LOPAC, he 
suggested. 

Or, it can "hang on and see if 
the Carter administration 
comes up with something 
new," Leighton said. 

"I really think it should be 
settled. If there’s nothing 
available (in federal funds), I 
see no reason to hang on," said 
Aid. Carol Ann Shea, who 
represents the Lower Falls 
community. 

The neighborhood would 
accept an amendment to the 
plan to sell the lots as single 
house lots, Leighton said. 

The NCDA and NPDB have 


made r commitment to 
research available housing 
programs for the lots in con¬ 
junction with LOPAC. 

"Since there is agreement, 
let’s draw up plans to amend," 
said board member Harry 
Crosby. 

Crosby was a supporter of 
retaining the lots for subsidized 
housing just two months ago 
when the community was 
pressing for a change in the 
plans.

Higher income ceilings 
voted for elderly housing 


Elderly people with up tc 
$10,000 worth of assets and a: 
much as $7,650 in yearly in¬ 
come will be eligible for elderly 
and Section 23 housing ir 
Newton, if the federal 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development approves 
the higher ceilings. 

Action by the Newton 
Housing Services Commission 
on April 13 raised asset levels 
in several categories and left 
others the same, as a follow up 
to substantial raises made in 
the income limits in February. 

Individual tenants at 
Jackson Gardens, Norumbega 
Gardens, Parker House and 
Horace Mann Apartments 
should also be allowed to stay 
in their apartments if they own 
up to $15,000 worth of assets, 
the commission decided in a 6-0 
vote. 

The increase from $10,000 to 
$15,000 in the asset limits for 
individuals also applies to 
elderly who live in the Section 
23 units. 

Two or more persons are still 
limited to $12,000 in assets to 
qualify for those units and 
$15,000 to remain. 

Proposed limits for two 
persons were amended to read 
"two or more persons", to 
cover cases of elderly couples 
with a dependent child or more 
than two elderly people who 
live together as an established 
household. 

Income limits, as of 


Chomp. 


February, are $8,750 for a 
family of two and $9,850 for a 
family of three, with no limit on 
income for continued oc¬ 
cupancy. 

Families applying may now 
have up to $10,000 in assets, 
both to qualify for HUD Section 
23 housing and to remain, while 
theirincorne limits run from 
$8,750 for two persons up to 
$13,700 for eight people. 

As with elderly tenants, 
there is no limit on income once 
the family resides in the HUD- 
subsidized units. 

Another HUD program, 
Section 8, has no asset limits at 
all, but ten percent of the ap¬ 
plicant's assets over $5,000 is 
included as income to deter¬ 
mine eligibility. 

The Massachusetts 
Department of Community 
Affairs has yet another set of 
criteria for state -subsidized 
housing. Asset limits are 
$ 10,000 or one and one half 
times the person's income, 
whichever is higher. 

The limit applies equally to 
one or two persons, elderly or 
families. 

DCA income levels, on the 
other hand, are "considerably 
below” the new HUD income 
levels, according to a HSC staff 
memo. 

Changes proposed at last 
week’s HSC meeting must go to 
HUD for final approval. 

Also sent to HUD was a 
rough draft of the Newton 
Housing Services Com¬ 
mission's budget for elderly 
housing. 

The budget was due last fall 
but could not be drawn up until 
forms were available, ac¬ 
cording to Executive Director 
Frank Quinn. 

Quinn now has the only copy 
of the proposed budget, 
because only one set of forms 
has been received from HUD, 
he said. 

Colnmissioners James 
Miller, Stephen Buchbinder, 


Mimi Tyler’ Henry Wilson, Leo 
Karas and Quinn voted 
unanimously to submit Quinn's 
proposed budget to the Boston _ 
area HUD office. 

None of the commissioners 
except Buchbinder looked at 
the budget before voting on it. 

In answer to a question from 
Buchbinder, following the vote, 
Quinn commented that utility 
costs are going up but HUD has 
built in a contingency for that. 

Rennovations under the HSC 
"modernization" program are 
helping to cut costs, Quinn 
said. 

For instance, gas con¬ 
sumption at Jackson Gardens 
has gone down 15 to 20 percent 
since control valves were put 
in, he said. 

New storm doors and win¬ 
dows, separate heating con¬ 
trols in bedrooms, and other 
repairs have been responsible 
for the savings, Quinn believes. 

Quinn told the commission 
thattheCETA (Comprehensive 
Employment Training Act) 
office has approved seven 
temporary employees for the 
HSC starting about May 1. 

Four painters will 
redecorate occupied units that 
have not been painted for at 
least five years. 

Two other CETA employees 
will do “winterizing” and one 
will be a supervisor. 

All will be working for 10 
months, Quinn said. 

Commissioner Leo Karas 
asked why other cities in the 
state had received so many 
Section 8 units for fiscal 1977 
while Newton received none. 

The city currently has a total 
of 178 units from the first two 
years of the Section 8 program 
and had asked for 48 more. 

At Karas’ request, HSC is 
asking HUD for an explanation 
of why other cities received 
their particular allotments. 

Absent from the April 13 
meeting was Commissioner 
Donald Ferreri.

Open campus 
limited for 
sophomores

Newton South High School, 
Principal Ernest Van 
Scasholes has increased the 
required number of courses, 
sophomores must take as part 
of a scheme to cope with the 
problems of open campus. 

Orientation for sophomores 
will be extended from one to 
two days on Sept. 8 and 9, and 
special programs for 
sophomores will contlnuei 
during the first half of thcl 
school year. 

Seasholes, who stated in a 
letter to parents of the school’s 
1332 students that too many 
students are "un-' 
deremployed,” would like to 
increase graduation 
requirement to include two 
more courses, but will consult 
with Newton North on that 
plan. 

Juniors and seniors will be 
required to take four major 
courses that meet four times a 
week plus gym which meets 
twice a week. This totals 18 
class periods. Adding five 
periods a week for lunch leaves 
the minimally involved student 
with activities for 23 of the 32 
weekly periods. 

Sophomores this year had 
the same requirement, but 
next year will be required to 
take an extra major or two 
minors to have a minimum of 
22 class periods, leaving five 


periods for lunch and five free. 

Students who don’t take the 
minimum number of classes 
will be assigned by the 
housemaster to the library, a 
supervised study, or a 
departmental resource center. 

There are currently math 
and social studies department 
centers which are staffed part 
of the time, and a language lab 
which has a full-time aide to 
assist students. 

Principal Seasholes said, 
“there is a little science center, 
and we will try to have and 
English center" and expand on 
the staffing of the other 
resource rooms with the 
staffing allowed for next year. 

When open campus was 
initiated in 1971 there was 
supposed to be an alternative 
so students could be docked if it 
was found they used their time 
poorly, such as playing cards 
all day in the cafeteria or 
riding in a car up and down 
Brandeis Road. 

Seasholes admits there has 
been no alternative and feels 
these “modest yet manageable 
modifications” of the open 
campus principle will create a 
better climate for education. 

In addition to the above 
minimums for students, 
Seasholes told parents they 
could request further 
limitations of unscheduled 
time. 


Paul Street 
project gets 
final approval

One housing project, over a 
year getting underway, gained 
final approval from the Newton 
Community Development 
Authority and the Newton 
Planning and Development 
Board last week, while another 
was given a short extension. 

Neither one may move into 
the actual construction phase 
. during 1977, though, according 
to an observer knowledgable 
about the building industry. 

Paul Street, a $1.7 million, 43- 
unit building for elderly in 
Newton Centre, was added to 
the “annual contributions 
contract” which the Newton 
Community Development 
Authority has with the federal 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

This action allows the NCDA 
to requisition HUD for money 
to pay the $30,000 in fees owed 
to the architects, said NCDA 
Chairman Charles Thomas. 

The project will go out for 
bids shortly. 

NCDA (actually Thomas, 
who is chairman and sole 
member of NCDA) will review 
the bids and HUD must then 
approve them. 

Thomas will also ask the 
Board of Aldermen to 
authorize a taking of the site, 
iQwned by Frank Donato, in 
case the authority cannot 
negotiate a purchase. 

HUD has already done one 
appraisal and determined 
“fair market value” of the 
land, Thomas said. 

Both Thomas and David 
Lurensky of the NPDB favor 
an eminent domain taking in 
order to clear the title to the 
land.

Oil storage tanks belonging 
to the Luther Paul Company, 
which used to run a fuel oil 
business at the Paul and Centre 
Sts. site, still have to be 
relocated.

The Paul Street elderly 
project will be funded by a 40- 
year bond from HUD. 

HUD financing has also been 
promised for the 60-unit New 
Falls Associates project of low, 
moderate and market income 
garden apartments at 
Washington and Moulton 
Streets, Lower Falls. 

The NCDA and NPDB 
granted the developers an 
extension until June 8 or 10 
days after the final HUD 
commitment, to allow them 
time to send in their 221(d)(4) 
request for the mortgage. 

New Falls has an initial 
commitment, but only recently 
got HUD's permission to raise 
Section 8 rent scales to make 
the project financially feasible. 

Rents will range from $400 to 
$600 per unit, Thomas said.

Barkin refuses to quit 


Alan Barkin of Newton, 
director of the state Milk 
Control Commission, said 
Tuesday he would not accede to 
Gov. Michael Dukakis' request 
that he resign. 

Barkin was given until 
yesterday (April 20) to resign. 
If he did not, the newly con¬ 
stituted Milk Control Com¬ 
mission, was expected to fire 
him. The commission was still 
meeting at noon on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Barkin, former Ward 8 
alderman, was convicted in 
1975 of two counts of failure to 
file federal income tax returns 
for 1971 and 1972, a 
misdemeanor. He was fined 
$1500 and given six months’ 
probation. 

A month after Ills conviction, 
state Secretary of Environ¬ 
mental Affairs Evelyn Murphy 
asked Barkin to resign. Barkin 
refused, citing veterans’ 
tenure under the civil service 
laws. 

Barkin's right to practice 
law was suspended by the Bar 
of Board Overseers, an arm of 
the Supreme Judicial Court, 
for six months, effective April 
3. 

If the Milk Control Com¬ 


mission fires him, Barkin said, 
there will have to be a formal 
hearing on the matter before 
the Civil Service Commission. 

As to a move to abolish the 
Milk Control Commission, as 
has often been proposed, 
Barkin said that is an “annual 
spring rite." 

Barkin earns $18,533 a year 
as director of the Milk Control 
Commission, which regulates 
the milk industry in 
Massachusetts. 

Barkin was recently a 
subject of the Boston Globe 
Spotlight Team, which found 
that he conducted some cf his 
private law business from his 
state office-

The Designer Selection 
Committee chose seven 
engineering firms from a list of 
16 for interviews that will be 
held next week to determine 
who will design the revamping 
of the Newton North High 
School heating system. 

City Solicitor Howard Irvine 
was called into the meeting by 
Public Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson to 
explain what they must and 
should not discuss in open 
session regarding the reasons 
for dismissing firms for con¬ 
sideration on the project. 

Committee Chairman Joseph 
Micheison had wanted to keep 
discussion of the firms' 
professional competence out of 
the press, but Solicitor Levine 
said that clearly was an item 
for open session. 

One of the reasons allowed 
for an executive session is, 
according to the law, “To 
discuss the reputation and 
character, physical condition, 
or mental health rather than 
the professional competence of 
a single individual." 

Levine the discussion of 
firms’ professional com¬ 
petence "is the very essence of 
what you are doing,” referring 
to the committee members' 
task that was assigned to them 
on the basis of their 
professional backgrounds in 
construction and engineering. 

The city’s chief lawyer also 
said, "The companies that 
submit themselves to this 
process must realize they will 
be publicly scrutinized." 

The committee had ad¬ 
vertised in several professional 
journals that it was looking for 
engineers to draw up the 
specifications for repairing the 
heating, ventilation, and air 
conditioning (HVAC) at 
Newton North High School. 

By the meeting Tuesday 
night 24 firms had requested 
copies of the questionnaire that 
the committee designed to use 
as a basis for preliminary 
selection of firms. 

Sixteen firms had sent back 
the completed questionnaires 
by Tuesday, and the closing 
date for answering the 15 
questions will be next Monday. 

The firms that were not 
chosen to be further in¬ 
terviewed were judged mostly 
as lacking the experience in 
HVAC repair work. One firm 
had a proposal that was dif¬ 
ficult to follow and three firms 
were rejected because their 
staffs’ were judged to be too 
small for the job. One firm was 
dismissed because it had 
worked on the school when it 
was being built five years ago. 

BALCO, the firm that has 
worked on the school for more 
than a year investigating the 
problems in the system and 
submitted a report which was 
the basis for the $1.2 million 
repair bond approved by the 


Board of Aldermen, will be the 
first firm interviewed by the 
committee Monday night in 
City Hall.

A decades-old ripoff of the 
Massachusetts consumer by Ma Bell 
seems about to end, but, predictably, the 
giant utility is alternating between “poor- 
mouth" claims and scare tacUcs of 
“higher costs" to head off the inevitable. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities shortly will hold hearings 
focusing on business practices and at¬ 
titudes of the New England Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. towards its customers. If 
evidence presented last year to the DPU 
by irate customers is any indication, in 
the words of a once-popular song, 
"There’ll Be Some Changes Made." 

Certainly, changes are long overdue as 
far as Ma Bell is concerned with its 
persistent and oft-documented pattern of 
arrogance and misuse of its shutoff power 
to customers. Unlike other Bay State 
utilities—such as gas and electric 
companies — shutoff procedures of Ma 
Bell are a hodge-podge, a free-for-all, no- 
holds-barred deal in which individual 
company representatives jockey for 
future promotion and in-house prestige 
by shutting off telephone service to 
customers, particularly the less affluent 
or those buffeted with temporary or long- 
lasting medical emergencies. 

Now that the threat of regulatory 
control is real, New England Telephone 
again will dig deep into its bag of tricks in 
an expensive, well-coordinated effort to 
obscure the issue and prevent being put 
on a similar footing with gas and electric 
companies. 

As matters stand now, if a customer 
has a complaint there is no impartial 
avenue of redress — Ma Bell itself 
resolves the issue. The breakdowns, the 
injustices, inherent in this situation is 
what triggered massive consumer 
protests last year — protests that finally 
awakened the DPU to the need to look 
into new regulations.

Now we find Ma Bell telling the DPU, 
and us, how rough things are financially, 
and how much rougher they will get if 
these regulations are approved. 
According to the telephone company's 
claim, it would cost about *9 million to 
implement the rules just during the first 
year, and thereafter would cost $6 million 
annually. 

Does such scare talk sound familiar in 
your ears? Have you, perchance, heard 
something similar from the telephone 
company previously? 


Consider, This is basically the same 
message Ma Bell offers on almost an 
annual basis when it marshalls its 
lawyers, financial experts and public 
relations counsel to tell us why another 
rate hike is needed. 

All this talent is gathered before the 
expropriate agencies and committees to 
buttress claims that more money is 
needed to keep the giant utility not 
merely afloat but with the wherewithal to 
pioneer new improvements. 

Then after a few months silence, 


usually we hear about a huge molU- 
million dollar rate increase granted New 
England Telephone - a hike sugar- 
coated with the news that many, many 
millions have been pared frmn the initial, 
inflated increase originally asked for, 
and “documented", by the company. 

Next, more months of relative silence 
and then - seemingly in the dark of night 
_ a New England Telephone Co. news 
release is sent out. If we're lucky, as 
happened several weeks ago, we spot this 
information buried in the financial pages 
of some newspaper. 

In the most recent instance, New 
England Telephone’s net income for the 
year ended February 29th reflected a 48 
percent increase! . . .earnings per share 
rose by 45 percent to $3.73 per share! 

. . .and total earnings were $197 million! 

Yes, friends, when the final figures are 
in each year Ma Bell proves anew why 
she is a winner — something that 
shouldn’t be forgotten either by the DPU 
or customers when the hearings start on 
proposed regulations. 

After years of complaints, of official 
foot-dragging, of strange inaction and 
delav, it is high time that Ma Bell is held 
accountable to its customers in a manner 
similar to that required of gas and 
electric companies. 

All the rhetoric, all the scare talk, and 
all the legal trickery in the world should 
not obscure the simple fact that no less 
should be required of Ma Bell than is 
required of other utilities serving the 
general public. 

The hour should strike soon when, 
finally, New England Telephone should 
have its business practices toward its 
residential customers regulated by the 
DPU which, until now, has only regulated 
the firm’s rates. 

This is a consumer-related reform too 
long overdue. 


Ex-Senator DiCarlo's chutzpah

On the "Disaster Meter," it will come 
perilously close to scoring a 10. The 
Massachusetts Senae needs Joe DiCarlo 
now about as much as a dog needs rabies, 
or the White House needs Dick Nixon. 

The former senator has embarked upon 
a crusade protesting bis innocence of 
extortion charges with all the zeal and 
fervor of pre-disgrace Watergaters, with 
the added crowning touch that he Is 
running for re-election to the Senate seat 
from which he was ousted by his peers. 

In recent weeks, ex-Senator DiCarlo 
has flailed out at just about everything 
and everyone is proclaiming is innocence 
- ranging from hostile and threatening 
remarks directed at his colleagues in the 
Senate to branding former Governor 
Endicott (Chub) Peabody a perjurer. 

When all is said and done, however, 
DiCarlo’s conduct is a textbook example 
of the Yiddish concept of “chutzpah" (the 
boy who has killed his parents yet asks 
for clemency because he Is an orphan). If 
most of us remain singularly unim¬ 
pressed by DiCarlo’s siren song of in¬ 
nocence, that is no assurance that those 
in his district won’t listen to him. 

There, indeed, is the harsh bottom line 
of the DiCarlo situation - that he may be 
re-elected to his former Senate seat over 
a large, and largely undistinguished, field 
of candidates in the Democratic runoff, 
which would be tantamount to election. 

DiCarlo and former Senator Ronald 
MacKenzie were convicted of extorting 
*40,000 from a New York-based firm 
doing work here in Massachusetts. Both 
have appealed, but MacKenzie, after 
agonizing reappraisal as to his future 
productivity operating under such a 
cloud, wisely submitted his resignation. 
DiCarlo instead bit the bullet, chose to 
fight and put his former Senae colleagues 
in an excruciatingly tender position. 
Nonetheless, the Senate voted to kick him 
out. 

As for DiCarlo’s questioning Chub 
Peabody’s integrity, Boston Globe 
political columnist David Farrell 
probably summed It up best hen he wrote 
on a recent day: 

"It was Peabody's basic honesty in 
answering questions of the press that 
often got im in trouble with the voters. He 
was not a perjurer or a liar in the 1960s 
and there is no reason to assume he is 
now or hat he would endanger his law

practice and livelihood by lying under 
oath.”

No matter how sliced, no matter what 
justifications DiCarlo uses, no matter the 
rationalizations and inevitable rhetoric 
ahead, one single fact remains — Joe 
DiCarlo is a convicted extortionist. The 
appeal process in his case will run for 
months — possibly years — and if Joe 
DiCarlo is again elected in the 
Massachusetts Senate he will be a daily 
reminder to too many persons of what 
they think is wrong with the govern¬ 
mental process. 


Already the DiCarlo-MacKenzie trial 
and conviction has put their Senate 
colleagues — indeed, the entire 
Legislature and elected officials at all 
levels — in a bad light. This would be true 
at any time, but is especially so in this 
post-Watergate era where blanket in¬ 
dictments are too easily made by a public 
burdened with rising prices and taxes. 

Unfortunately, while the DiCarlo- 
MacKenzie story made the headlines, 
there was nothing In print or on the air 
about that great mass of elected officials 
who deliver honest, capable work for 
their constituents. For every politician 
who goes 8our, there are a hundred who 
are straight and honest — qualities that 
don't make headlines of TV newscasts. 

Joe DiCarlo, back in the Senate, would 
be the instrument to keep and reinforce in 
the public mind the “bad guy” image of 
lawmakers largely prevalent hereabouts 


now, augmented by his trial. In his zest to 
adopt the mantle of political martyr, 
DiCarlo, if elected, will cause in¬ 
calculable damage to that distinguished 
body. 

Al the very least, if DiCarlo is re¬ 
elected he will confront his onetime 
colleagues with another hot chestnut — to 
seat or not to seat him. Even if seated 
under such circumstances, the bigger 
question remains as to how productive to 
his constituents a Joe DiCarlo will be in a 
Senate comprised of many now sick and 
tired of his antics, and his relentless 
effort to keep all of them in the doghouse 
with the voters. 

Joe DiCarlo always has demonstrated 
enormous appeal in his North Shore 
senatorial district where his support is 
both personal and emotional. Unless a 
candidate, Democratic of Republican, of 
tremendous appeal surfaces soon, Joe 
DiCarlo may well be re-elected by those 
who give loyalty and sympathy primacy 
over good government.

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The general needs a civics court course

WASHINGTON—It came as no news that Gen. George 
Brown, the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, thinks 
democracy is for the birds. 

The general may be, as Gerald Ford described him in the 
third debate, “probably the outstanding military leader and 
strategist that we hr ve in America today." But Brown is 
defending an America that the Founding Fathers would not 
recognize and a way of life a lot of us would not find 
tolerable. 

The general’s latest display cf robust ignorance - made at 
an "off-the-record" War College appearance - was his most 
spectacular. Not only did he rail at Congress for “kibitzing" 
in military affairs, he sneered at American citizens who 
whine ./hen their constitutional rights are violated. 

“If any citizen of this country is so concerned about his 
mail being read or concerned about his presence in a 
meeting being noted, I'd say we ought to real his mail and 
we ought to know what the hell he has done," he said, in a 
grand slain against f he Fourth Amendment. 

But what the general says is no longer the scandal. The 
scandal is the reaction. There isn't any. like the Pentagon, 
he has worn his critics down to the bone. 

In 1974, when Gen. Brown unloaded his misconceptions 
about the Jewish community and its domination of the press 
and the banks, Gerald Ford felt constrained to call Brown to 
the Oval Office and tell him to wash out his mouth. He did it 


again when, some time later, the general gave it to the 
English (“pathetic"), the Shar of Irah (“imperial") and 
Israel (a “burden"). 

But the latest revelation has gone unreproached. 

President Carter’s press secretary, Jody Powell, said it 
had all happened in another administration and merited no 
reply from the present commander-in-chief. - 

Senate Majority Whip Alan Cranston of California 
defended Brown's First Amendment rights to free speech. 

It was left for a small, impoverished group of civilians 
who have pitted themselves against the power of the 
Pentagon to put the general's outburst into context. 

Robert Branuner, coordinator of the National Campaign 
to Stop the B1 Bomber, noted that the general’s May 1976 
assault followed by a day a Senate vote to defer the funding 
of the B1 bomber until after the presidential election. 

The general angrily told the National War College that 
Congress seemed to him "like the man who is kibitzing a 
chess game and occasionally reaches in and moves a piece 
and thereby screws it all up.” 

That’s the Brown version of the balance of power 
prescribed by the Founding Fathers, and perhaps his 
ultimate view on civilian supremacy. 

Brainmer urged the committee, which was represented 
by Sea John McClellan of Arkansas, to “meddle" again 
and stop the B1 for good 

But chances that the B1 can be grounded are dimmer 


than ever. Candidate Jimmy Carter in June 1976 said the B1 
“should not be funded and would be wasteful of taxpayers' 
dollars." 

But President Carter has developed an open mind on the 
bomber, which costs a mere estimated *95 million a copy, 
and Defense Secretary Harold Brown seems to feel it's a 
good idea. 

In February, the Pentagon, seeing that Jimmy Carter 
was coming along nicely, volunteered to struggle along with 
the program at a mere *87 million a month until June, and 
in concert with its industrial ally, Rockwell International, 
launched a grassroots propaganda campaign. 

But the most propitious development for the B1 was the 
collapse of the SALT talks in Moscow. President Carter, 
while claiming they were "productive," suggested that 
another round of equally "productive" sessions could signal 
the return of the Cold War. 

"Obviously," he said, after he got the word, "if we feel at 
the conclusion of next month's discussions that the Soviets 
are not acting in good faith with us, and that an agreement 
is unlikely, then I would be forced to consider a much more 
deep commitment to the development and deployment of 
additional weapons." 

If that is the case, the B1 has a good chance for renewed 
Ufe as a "bargaining chip.” Bargaining chips are always 
hrnded. Remember the ABM system? It cost (6 billion and 
didn't work, but it was approved because it was supposed to 
bring the Russians, if not to their knees, at least to the table.

Pollution 


To the Editor: 

By canvassing more than 
two dozen friends who have 
made the considerable in¬ 
vestment of installing burglar 
alarms in their Newton homes, 
it has come to light that most of 
these residents and taxpayers 
have little understanding of the 
seriousness of Ordinance No. 
178 requiring that all burglar 
alarms be fitted with 10-minute 
cut-off switches. 

The ordinance makes no 
provision for circumstances 
under which a prospective 
burglar purposely sets off the 
alarm, which will then ring for 
10 minutes only, possibly on a 
hot weekend when no one is 
nearby to report it to the police. 

After the 10 minutes are up, 
the house can be entered with 
impunity and cleaned out 
without any concern of the thief 
being surprised by the police or 
by neighbors returning at a 
later time. 

It is inconceivable to me that 
such an ordinance has not be 


promulgated in other com¬ 
munities along with the 
necessary reset and safety 
devices whereby the alarm is 
not permanently disarmed at 
the time of the original break- 
in attempt or defect. 

Without direct notification of 
all alarm oners, including 
details of the ordinance, the 
aldermen have literally 
deprived their constituents 
from receiving the benefits of 
their alarm systems as in¬ 
stalled. 

Hopefully, the hearing on 
this subject to be held Wed¬ 
nesday, April 27, at7:45 p.m. at 
City Hall, will be well-attended 
by burglar alarm users, in¬ 
stallers, and interested parties. 
The aldermen obviously need 
help in order to realize the 
seriousness of this step and I 
hope they can resolve the 
problem of continuing 
protection of homes in Newton 
while at the same time 
alleviating the public nuisance 
of false alarms.

Bottle bill 


A mandatory public hearing 
held by the Finance Committee 
on Saturday about the mayor's 
proposed use of federal 
revenue sharing funds drew 
only one citizen and one 
aldermen to speak. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 
proposed using the $1,450,000 
available during the next fiscal 
year as follows: $1.1 million to 
public safety (police), $200,000 
to public works, $100,000 to 
“community enrichment” 
services (Recreation 
Department for parks) and 
$50,000 for human services. 

Lorenz Muther, speaking not 
as director of the Newton 
Taxpayers’ Assn, but as a 
private citizen, commented, 
“This money should be used for 
concrete investment projects 
rather than services... in the 
future we should analyze 
whether to use the money for 
ephemeral things that should 
be part of the regular budget." 

When the revenue sharing 
program began four years ago, 
the point was to provide cities 
and towns with money for 
projects they would not otherw 
ise be able to afford. 

Tt lands were never used 
that way, but instead were 
included in the budget to offset 
the projected tax rate. 


Finance Committee to approve 
a resolution about a survey of 
parking needs attached to its 
acceptance of the revenue 
sharing allocation. 

Richmond is concerned that 
a three-year-old resolution of 
the Board of Aldermen asking 
for a study of parking in 
commercial districts has never 
been implemented. 

Aid. John Stewart said that 
in the future the revenue 
sharing use should be 
examined at the beginning of 
the budget revie8w instead of 
the end so that perhaps the 
“additonal money” can be 
used in other ways.

To the Editor: 

An urban design study 
authorized by the City Plan¬ 
ning Department is currently 
underway for Newton Centre. 

Last spring, a series of 
neighborhood meetings were 
held at which residents could 
air their concerns. Several 
committees were then 
established to investaigate the 
main areas of concern ex¬ 
pressed at those meetings and 
to make recommendations for 
the urban design study report. 

The mandate of the Newton 
Centre City Committee for 
Social Concerns was to tran¬ 
slate the social concerns into 
proposals. In order to assess 
the values and needs of our 
community as completely as 
possible, the Social Concerns 
Committee distributed a 
questionnaire to residents in 
the design area. Of 900 
questionnaires, 142 were 
returned. 

The answers make clear that 
information about the 
facilities, programs and ac¬ 
tivities of the area is not 
readily available to many of 
us. 

Respondents, in expressing 
their needs, were unaware of 
existing programs and 100 of 
the 142 who replied stated they 
would like an information 
center for the announcement of 
social and cultural programs 
and for general information. 

Clearly, an improved system 
for disseminating information 
is sorely needed and the 
establishment of such a system 
has become one of the major 
objectives of this committee. 

The other concerns of the 
community fell into three 
categories. First, improved 
services for the elderly, 
handicapped and housebound, 
such as physicial help with 
house chores and snow 
removal, temporary child care 
in emergency situations. 


Second, there are requests 
for improved facilities for 
recreational and cultural 
programs. To take two 
examples, many expressed a 
wish for better library facilites 
and some for organized Sunday 
activities for children. 

Third, and perhaps most 
important, there is a need for 
support groups to help those in 
emotional and physical 
distress. I 

In many instances, the 
questionnaires revealed the 
sad needs of people who find 
themselves isolated and 
helpless when crises develop in 
their lives. Some men and 
women who were temporarily 
incapacitated had problems in 
keeping their families going 
and themselves cared for , and 
knew of no way to notify 
neighbors of their dilemma. 

After a death in the family, 
people felt isolated and in need 
of practical and emotional 
support, but did not know 
where to turn. 

We realize that in many 
cases the solution to problems 
cannot rely on institutional 
programs, but must depend in 
large part on neighborly good 
will. Still, we wish to encourage 
the establishment of 
professional or friendly sup¬ 
port groups which could 
supplement neighborly help 
and other programmed ac- 
tivites activities. 

Those are long-range goals. 
Our first objective is the 
provision of a comprehensive 
information center or network 
to which all will have easy 
access if only by telephone.

Open enrollment policy 
to be reviewed Monday 


The open enrollment policy 
that allows students to transfer 
to any school as long as they 
provide their own tran¬ 
sportation will come up for 
review at Monday night's 
School Committee meeting. 

Apparently a large number 
of Weeks Junior High School 
students have requested 
transfers to Meadowbrook 
Junior High School. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink asked the School 
Committee to consider a 
clarification or change in the 
policy because the staff ratios 


would be upset if large tran¬ 
sfers were allowed. 

School Committee Chairman 
Alvin Mandell, who proposed 
the open enrollment policy 
more than five years ago, 
expects the superintendent to 
propose limiting transfers to 
the number of extra students a 
school could handle without 
overburdening its staff, i 

School Committeeman 
Robert Cohen said the requests 
to transfer from Weeks ap¬ 
pears to be a result of con¬ 
sidering it for closing by 1981 or 
before.

The use of the former 
Peabody School and historic 
Bigelow House in Oak Hill and 
the sale of a former Newton 
Junior College building for use 
as a two-family house are the 
subject of a 7 p.m. meeting of 
the Land Use Committee 
tonight.

Agencies get 
United Way 
allocations 

There were six Newton 
agencies which received a total 
of $366,260 as their 1977 
allocations from the United 
Way of Massachusetts Bay. 

The allocations, ac¬ 
complished by 90 volunteers, 
reflect the results of the 1976 
United Way Campaign, which 
raised a record $17 million. The 
money will help to support 161 
human care agencies serving 
66 cities and towns in the 
Massachusetts Bay area. 

The local agencies and their 
allocations: Family Coun¬ 
seling Services-Region West, 
$190,000; Newton Community 
Service Centers, $74,500; 
Newton YMCA, $31,550; 
Newton Boys’ Club, $30,210; 
Newton-Wellesley Visiting 
Nurse Association, $22,500; and 
Inter-Community Homema¬ 
kers Service, $17,000. 

The 1977 total allocations for 
the six agencies are $16,527 
more than the 1976 allocations. 


Use Committee meeting, which 
will be held jointly with 
members of the Finance 
Committee, the City Planning 
Committee and Mayor 
Theodore Mann' the regular 
meeting will be held. 

Items to be considered will 
be a petition from Jewish 
Community Housing for the 
Elderly, the new developers of 
land at Stanton Avenue and 
Washington Street, for ex¬ 
tension of one year in exer¬ 
cising permissive use to build 
housing, and other items 
pending before the committee. 

Some of the matters being 
held are petitions for 
townhouses at 243 Waltham St. 
and garden apartments at 41 
Vernon St. 

These petitions were held 
until the “10 percent or¬ 
dinance” was either approved 
or denied, so the committee 
would be able to determine the 
number of units, if any, to be 
required for low-income 
housing. 

The 10 percent ordinance has 
not been passed and Tuesday 
night was returned to the Land 
Use Committee for the second 
lime because of the absence of 
a member of the Board who 
would cast the necessary 
sixteenth vote in favor. 

Since the 10 percent or¬ 
dinance is not yet law, the Land 
Use Committee will probably 
only discuss the merits of the 
housing petitions and take no 
vote. 



BC fire damages several rooms 


A fire in Cheverus Hall at 
Boston College in Chestnut Hill 
caused extensive damage 
early Saturday morning, and a 
fire at the transfer haul station 
was contained in a compacting 
unit Tuesday night. 

The fire in room 316 of the BC 
dorm destroyed everything in 
that room damaged four other 
roooms. There was also heavy 
smoke water, and heat damage 
in several rooms by the time 
the fire was out at 6:25 a.m. 

The first alarm came in at 
1:05 a.m. when a candle ap¬ 
parently was knocked over. 

The fire in at the Aubumdale 
transfer haul station on 
Rumford Avenue broke out in a 
trailer that the trash is com¬ 
pacted into before being hauled 
away. 

A Public Works Department 
crane pulled the trailer away 
from the side of the building so 
firefighters could squirt water 
inside it. 


The State Building Code 
Commission has responded 
positively to a recom¬ 
mendation by State Rep. David 
J. Mofenson (D-Newton), that 
the state building code be 
amended to facilitate the in¬ 
stallation of solar heating and 
cooling units in Massachusetts. 

Mofenson explained that 
although there is nothing in the 
current code which would 
prohibit solar installations, 
"the very absence of any 
wording regarding solar 
energy unit in the code may 
tend to confuse the public and 
local inspectors and as a result 
a local inspector may disallow 
the installation of such units." 

Mofenson expressed concern 
that while rejections could be 
appealed and overturned, the 
process could be sufficiently 
cumbersome to discourage 
prospective users of solar 
powered units. 


"A simple affirmative 
statement that solar heating 
and cooling systems are 
covered by the existing code 
could act to ward off potential 
roadblocks to solar in¬ 
stallations and could set the 
stage for consumer protection 
in a currently unregulated 
industry,” he said. 

Raymond D. Caravaty, 
chairman of the State Building 
Code Commission, 
acknowledged that "the ab¬ 
sence of any direct reference to 
solar collection may tend to 
confuse some of the building 
officials and general public.” 

He said that his organization 
was working closely with the 
National Conference of States 
on Building Codes and Stan¬ 
dards, Model Code groups, 
HUD, ERDA, and the National 
Bureau of Standards "to keep 
abreast of the latest activities 


in solar energy." He wrote 
Mofenson, pledging to develop 
appropriate amendments to 
the State Building Code to 
alleviate obstacles that may 
slow the process of solar ap¬ 
plication, but still maintain the 
necessary safety standards.” 

According to Caravaty, 
Massachusetts would have a 
model Energy Conservation 
Code for new building con¬ 
struction ready for public 
hearings in May. 

Mofenson has been in¬ 
terested in the development of 
alternative sources of energy. 
He played an active role in the 
passage of legislation which 
permits property tax exemp¬ 
tions for homeowners who 
install solar or wind powered 
systems (Chapter 734, Acts of 
1975) and provides a corporate 
lax incentive for the use of 
alternative energy sources 
(Chapter 487, Acts of 1976). 


Public Works Commissioner 
Gene Larson contacted the the 
operators of the station to have 
them dump the trailer so the 
contents could be extinguished.

bargaining 


Thursday. April 31,1977 


Members of the Newton 
Teachers' Association, the 
Newton Federation ol 
Teachers, and the School 
Committee, will have the 
opportunity to state what they 
want for a new bargaining unit 
or units for the teachers' 
contracts now being 
negotiated. 

Stuart Kaufman, the at¬ 
torney in the state Labor 
Relations Commission 
assigned to the case of the NFT 
challenging the NTA for the 
right to represent the teachers, 
said Tuesday "there is a valid 
showing of interest” for an 
election to be held. 

Kaufman said signature 
cards have been filed from at 
least 30 percent of the teachers 
stating they support the idea of 
an election , but legally could 
not disclose the actual number 
of cards. 

That number is a well-kept 
secret by the Newton 
Federation of Teachers, too. 

Kaufman said he the three 
sides in the bargaining will 
have had an opportunity to 
discuss what they want in 
bargaining units, by the end of 
this week. 

If the desires are very 
diverse, Kaufman and com¬ 


mission members will meet 
with all sides on May 10. 

The NFT has stated that it 
does not want to represent 
principals and other high 
adminstrators in the school 
system if it becomes the agent 
for the teachers a*hr an 
election. 

The NTA currently 
represents teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators in one bargaining 
unit, although in other towns 
the Massachusetts Teachers' 
Association, of which NTA is 
an affiliate, has separate units 
for teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink has reminded 
representatives from both 
sides that no outside persons 
will be allowed to solicit 
members on the school 
grounds. 

Employees may engage in 
union activity as is their right 
by state law, but this activity 
must not interfere with 
teaching. 

Faculty mailboxes and 
faculty rooms may be used by 
teachers to distribute material, 
but activities must be 
restricted to areas not used by 
the public or by students.

library after so many years, it may cost 
$20 or $25 million. 

In a precampaign criticism of Mayor 
Theodore Mann, whom Cohen is 
challenging for the mayoralty this fall, 
Cohen said, "The library can be financed 
by changing management techniques.”

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Pines appears in support of bill 
for easy-to-read policies 


Slate Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) appeared before the 
Joint legislative Committee on 
Insurance this week in support 
of House Bill 3732, her proposal 
that would require insurance 
companies doing business in 
the Commonwealth to write 
their policies in an easily read 
and understood formal. 

According to Pines, who has 
been working for reform in this 
area since 1973, the bill ad¬ 
dresses a problem of growing 
consumer concern - the 
inability of the majority of 
citizens to comprehend the 
scope of their insurance 
coverage. Pines cited a 1974 
Harris Poll as evidence of the 
need for her bill. 

“In the poll, 89 percent of 
those surveyed believed 
themselves to be incapable of 
understanding the nature of 
their insurance protection 
through reading their policies. 
A total of 74 percent fell that if 
they did not look at the fine 
print they would be likely to 
find themselves uncovered in 
an emergency, when they most 
needed protection. 

"I have continued my efforts 
! to see Massachusetts follow the 


steps of New York, Florida and 
Pennsylvania, all of which 
have initiated reforms in policy 
language,” Pines stated. 

The bill has gained the 
support of Insurance Com¬ 
missioner James Stone; 
Attorney General Francis X. 
Bellotti; Assistant Attorney 
General Paula Gold, who 
serves as the director of the 
Consumer Protection Division; 
and the Department of Con¬ 
sumer Affairs, among others. 

House Bill 3732 would 
mandate substantial im¬ 
provements in readability and 
comprehensibility in three 
ways. First, it establishes a 
minimum type size 
requirement, allowing con¬ 
sumers to see the words more 
easily. Second, each insurance 
policy will have to be written in 
language easily understood by 
the average high school 
graduate. Third, the Com¬ 
missioner of Insurance will be 
authorized to issue regulations 
establishing minimum stan¬ 
dards for other factors af¬ 
fecting readability, including 


sentence length, organization 
and paper-ink contrast. 

"Last year the Easy-to-Rcad 
bill was given a favorable 
report by the Joint legislative 
Committee on Insurance but 
the insurance companies 
succeeded in keeping the bill 
from coming to a vote. I have 
refiled it again this year with a 
few changes design to 
strengthen it," Pines said. 
"The new auto policies are 
clear evidence that the com¬ 
panies arc capable of com¬ 
plying. Unfortunately, it was 
only when faced with disap¬ 
proval of their policy form and 
the likelihood of this 
legislation, that the companies 
were willing to cooperate. 

This year's bill was modified 
so as to include policies sold 
through the mails from out of 
stale among those required to 
be easily read. In addition, old 
policies will remain in force 
until the effectiv date of the 
legislation, Jan. 1, 1979, 
without having to be rewritten. 
However, new policies, sub¬ 


mitted after the bill Is enacted, 
but before the effective date 
will be required to comply with 
the new standard 

"I think it is time that the 
consumer be allowed to fully 
understand one of the most 
important purchases he will 
ever make. The . bill does not 
affect the kind of coverage 
offered in any way, it merely 
requires that the coverage be 
described in language an 
average person can read, and 
not the confusing legalese 
which now dominates," Pines 
said. 

Pines noted that several 
companies, including Sentry 
and Allstate have voluntarily 
written easy to read policies 
which have been well received 
by consumers. “At a time when 
Massachusetts-based insur¬ 
ance companies are petitioning 
the Legislature for a $67 
million tax break it would seem 
that the least the companies 
could do in return is allow their 
customers to know what they 
are buying."

State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton), co-author of the 
Commonwealth's No-Fault 
Divorce Law, hailed the 
House's initial passage of 
House Bill 1443, a proposal 
which will eliminate the 
barriers which now confront 
people seeking a divorce on the 
grounds of irretrievable 
breakdown. The bill is part of 
Pines’ continuing five year 
effort to reform 
Massachusetts" "archaic" 
divorce laws. 

"People who have sought an 
amicable and expeditious dis 
solution of a marriage which 
has failed have been 
discouraged by the excessive 
waiting periods they must now 
endure under the present No- 
Fault Law. Thus, few people 
use this new ground for 
divorce’" she said. 

As now constituted, a couple 
filing for a no fault divorce 
must present a separation 
agreement to the court. The 
agreement deals with .he 
i questions of cusPuy, main¬ 
tenance, property and 
alimony. After such 
• agreements have been worked 
out, the agreement must be 
I approved by the court after a 
i hearing. Thereafter, they must 
endure a ten-month waiting 
period before the divorce can 
be granted, subject to an ad¬ 
ditional six month decree nisi 
period, after which the divorce 
is finalized. Thus, no-fau’t 
presently takes at least 16 
months after an agreement has 
been reached by both parties. 

In cases where there is no 
agreement, the waiting period 
is 24 months. The proposed bill 
will decrease the waiting 
period from 10 and 24 months to 
six and 12 months, respec¬ 
tively. 


"The change in the law is 
necessary becuase people are 
actually being punished for 
trying to avoid the trauma 
which accompanies ac¬ 
cusations of guilt. People are 
encouraged to file under other 
grounds, predominantly cruel 
and abusive treatment, 
because there is no specified 
waiting period and, therefore, 
a speedier divorce is the result. 

"However, cruel and abusive 
treatment is a charge which 
requires proof, and the 
establishment of guilt often 
entails the manufacture of 
‘evidence’." Pines addressed 
her colleagues from the floor of 
the House and pointed out that 
there is a great deal of scarring 
that occurs in a divorce under 
cniel and abusive treatment. 

“The accusations, bitterness 
and recrimination are a matter 
of public record. Both spouses, 
and especially their children, 
suffer the consequences," she 
explained. 

Pines cited statistics to in¬ 
dicate that the intent of the No- 
Fault Law has not been 
realized. Over 80 percent of the 
divorces filed during the past 
year were under cruel and 
abusive, as opposed to only 7 
percent under No-Fault. 

The bill will, she believes, 
change this situation. "I am

very pleased by the action of 
the House. A major step has 
been taken to resolve an ab¬ 
surd situation. Enactment of 
this bill will see to it that people 
are no longer punished for 
attempting to deal with a 
difficult problem in a rational, 
humane manner," she said. 

Much of Pines” divorce 
reform package has been co¬ 
sponsored by the Family 
Committee of the Boston Bar 
Association. 

Pines' sense of satisfaction 
was offset to a degree by the 
defeat of another part of her 
divorce reform package. After 
receiving a favorable report 
from the Committee on the 
Judiciary, her proposal to 
reduce the waiting period for 
the final decree from six 
months to 30 days was 
narrowly defeated by the 
House. 

“I believe that this is an 
important part of any effort to 
comprehensively overhaul the 
Commonwealth’s archaic 
divorce laws. I will continue to 
work toward its ultimate 
enactment and 1 am certain 
that it will come about in the 
near future.” 

House Bill 1443 must still 
receive final House approval 
and Senate approval.

Please indicate what village you live in: 


1. While much of Newton's natural environment has 
been altered during the development of the city, 7.7 
percent of the city’s total acreage is publicly owned 
open space, consisting of parks, recreation land and 
conservation land. Since the remaining open space in 
Newton (11.2 percent of the city's total acreage) is 
privately owned vacant land, cemeteries, golf courses, 
and institutions, it may not remain as open space in the 
future. To what degree, if any, do you feel that the City 
of Newton should act to preserve its remaining open 
space? 


Newton’s 14 villages are a legacy of Newton's pat¬ 
tern of development. Housing was built and services 
provided for each new area as pressures for 
development were felt in first one place and then 
another. The resulting pattern of small villages, each 
with convenient neighborhood shopping, has defined 
neighborhoods whose small scale has encouraged a 
sense of community. Newton residents generally 
identify with their village, as well as with the city as a 
whole. To what extent should the city preserve and 
enhance the vitality of these villages? 


3. The historic and cultural heritage of Newton is 
reflected in its buildings and landscape. These are a 
visual expression of the changing tastes, lifestyles and 
different technologies of the generations of Newton 
residents.

4. Institutional uses of land in Newton, such as 
churches, schools, colleges, home residences, and 
hospitals, serve both local and regional needs.

To provide an opportunity for 
dditional citizen input prior to 
making those goals and 


policies final, the Local Growth 
Policy Committee, In 
cooperation with the Depart¬ 
ment of Planning and 
Development, Is planning 
meetings April 25, 2fi and 28. 
Several civic organizations 
have been asked to encourage 
tlieir members to attend each 
meeting to discuss proposed 
land use and housing goals. 

At each LG PC meeting, the 
audience, in small groups, will 
discuss various aspects of land 
use and housing, and in¬ 
dividuals will have an op¬ 
portunity to complete a land 
use questionnaire. The 
opinions expressed at each 
meeting will be used to finalize 
the goals and policy statements 
to be transmitted to the Mayor 
in June.

City launches campaign 
to teach CPR techniques 


If you had a heart attack and 
your heart stopped, your 
chance of survival outside a 
hospital would not be as good 
as it would be if you lived in 
Seattle, Wash. 

That is because when a heart 
stops, irreparable brain 
damage or death can occur 
within a matter of minutes, 
before an ambulance arrives to 
initiate cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation and transport you 
to a hospital. 

This is less likely in Seattle 
because a citywide CPR 
(cardiopulmonary resuscit¬ 
ation) education piogram has 
taught a large segment of the 
population what to do in those 
first critical moments. The 
training has had significant 
life-saving results. 

In preparation for launching 
a similar and ongoing 
education effort in Newton, an 
extended CPR training session 
will be offered throughout the 
month of May, open to anyone 
living or working in Newton 
age 13 or older, but looking 
particularly to identify people 
willing to assist in the larger 
effort and in becoming CPR 
instructors or aides; The age 
limit for instructors is 17 or 
over. 

The training is scheduled for 
6:30-10:30 p.m., Monday 
through Thursday beginning 
May 2 and concluding May 26. 
Sessions will be held at Newton 
City Hall during the first two 


weeks and at Allen Riddle Hall, 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
beginning May 16. Free 
parking will be available in the 
hospital's new parking garage. 

The full course is ap¬ 
proximately eight hours but 
will be set up so that par¬ 
ticipants may proceed at their 
own speed under the super¬ 
vision of Red Cross instructors, 
selecting any two nights of 
their choice to complete the 
course. 

Registration is limited to the 
first 240 applicants. Times 
must be reserved in advance 
by calling the Department of 
Public Health, 964-4700, ext. 
241. Instruction is free except 
for a $3 charge to cover the cost 
of Red Cross instructional 
materials. 

The ambitious Newton effort 
is being planned and coor¬ 
dinated by representatives of 
the Newton Health, Police, 
Fire and School Departments 
and Newton’s Personnel Safety 
Inspector; the Greater Boston 
Chapter, Heart Association; 
the Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Cross; Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital; and the 
Newton Jaycees. 

“Our overall goal," says Dr. 
Carolyn Zavarine, Newton’s 
Commissioner of Public Health 
and chairwoman of the plan¬ 
ning committee, “is to develop 
a coordinated community CPR 
training program to be func¬ 
tional on a continuing basis. 
This will include current Red 


Cross, Heart Association, 
hospital and police and fire 
department training courses 
and instructor training 
programs; annual refresher 
courses; instruction within 
schools and a "short" course 
for the general public with 
instruction and practice in the 
basic techniques — mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation and 
cardiac massage — to preserve 
life until help arrives.”

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Restaurant food In most 
European cities is con¬ 
siderably more expensive than 
in New York City. But bargain- 
price bistros and trattorias 
with excellent food still exist. 

Here are some favorites with 
UPI correspondents in Euro¬ 
pean capitals. 

ATHENS: John Rigos sug¬ 
gests Zafaris, a family-run 
tavcma at 4 Thespidos St. in 
Plaka, phone 3225 460. It 
specializes in game: wild duck 
with olives, rabbit with onions, 
quail, pigeon, snipe and phea¬ 
sant, cooked in fresh tomato 
sauce and served with rice. For 
starters, try tiny shrimps in 
casseroles or meatballs in 
tomato sauce. For dessert, 
sample quince paste and 
walnuts with honey. Maximum 
per person, about {7, inc’nding 
it-, a (resin-flavored wine). 
Rese. tions essential. Gosed 
Sunda, and much of the 
summer. 

BRUSSELS: Ruth E. Gruber 
says you can eat well in almost 
any restaurant — if you can 
afford it. Wine and the man¬ 
datory 16 per cent service 
charge most places put on the 
bill add up quickly. 

One favorite: La Vierge 
Noire, Rue de la Vierge Noire 
near Place Ste. Catherine, 
specializing in Belgian fare. 
Lapin a la flamande (rabbit in 
beer sauce), coq au vin, 
homemade pates and chocolate 
mousse are excellent. During 
hunting season, you can’t go 
wrong with fresh game. Half a 
dozen varieties of steamed 
mussels are Belgian favorites. 
The wine list is extensive. 
Dinner for two, with a bottle of 
wine, ranges from $20-25. 

Another standby in about the 
same price range is Chez Leon, 
on Rue des Bouchers, for 
mussels, excellent double en¬ 
trecote steaks and fondue 
Bourguignonne (beef fondue 
guests cook at the table in hot 
oil and eat with special 
sauces). 

GENEVA: As one of 
Europe’s most expensive 
cities, Geneva’s restaurant 
prices are out of the range of 
many people, says Arlette 
Baudet, but Hotel de VlUe, 
Grand Rue 39, telephone 
218776, in the old town has 
simple, tasty food reasonably 
priced. She recommends pot- 
au-feu (boiled beef with 
carrots, potatoes, leeks, tur¬ 
nips and cabbage, served with 
horseradish), $5. A typical 
Geneva dish, longeole (pork 
sausage) is $3. Hotel de Ville’s 
fixed daily lunch menu for $3 
includes a meat dish, potatoes, 
noodles or rice and vegetables 
or salad. Wine, at $6 to $15 a 
bottle, can more than double 
the tab, although cheaper wine 
is available. 

LONDON: The British 
capital today has many good 
foreign restaurants, says 
Anthony Nicholas. His 
favorites in the moderate-price 
range include Peter Mario’s, 47 
Gerrard St., phone 437-4170, 
where spaghetti Alfredo with 
cream sauce, veal and pepper 
and dessert, plus a bottle of 
wine, runs about $19 for two. At 
Chez Solange, 35 Cranboum 
St., phone 836-0542, hors 
d’oeuvre, chicken, dessert, 
coffee and a modest bottle of 
wine will run about $20 for two. 

PARIS: Aline Mosby 
suggests Moissonier, 28 Rue 
Fosses-St. Bernard in the Latin 
Quarter, phone 033-6927, for 
good regional cooking from 
Lyon. First courses include 
saladiers Lyonnaise — bowls of 
cold sausage, lentils and 
various mixed salads. Other 
favorites are lettuce with 
walnuts and FrancComte 
cheese and artichoke heart 
with poached egg. Main 
courses include chicken from 
Bresse, France’s finest, grilled 
in mustard sauce, and carre

Favorite restaurants in European capitals 
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d’agneau (rack of lamb) with 
sliced, baked potatoes. Choco¬ 
late mousse sprinkled with 
orange rind is delectable. 
Count on $10-15 per person, 
including wine and service. 
Closed Sunday evenings, 
Mondays and the month of 
August. 

If you want to eat cheaply, 
she says, seek out Oriental 
restaurants; Paris abounds 
with good Chinese and Viet¬ 
namese places. 

Phil Stone, UPI manager for 
Scandinavia, suggests the fol¬ 
lowing: 

OSLO: The Tostup re¬ 
staurant, Carl Johan St. 23, 
phone 331-812, for its 45-dish 
menu ranging from $ 6-13. 
Roast reindeer is $10, beef 
Tostrup, $7 and trout with 
cream sauce, $9. A medium- 
priced bottle of wine is about 
$10. The restaurant, in the 
basement of a building op¬ 
posite Parliament, is favored 
by Norwegian politicians and 
journalists. 

HELSINKI: Stone recom¬ 
mends the Bellevue 
restaurant, Rahapajankatu 3, 
phone 179-560, specializing in 
Russian food cooked Finnish 
style (translation: it’s good). 
His favorites include filet a la 
Novogrou (steak in garlic 
sauce), $16.75, pepper steak 
Rasputin with cream sauce, 
$8.30, Serbian pelmeni pies 
(meat-filled dumplings), $6.25, 
and chicken Kiev, $6.25. Onion 
a l’Arabvi is an extremely 
spicy stew at $6.50. A bottle of 
wine costs at least $6. 

COPENHAGEN: The 

Queen’s Grill, Vester Voldgade 
25-27, phone 125-902, is 
reasonably priced and cen¬ 
trally located but always very 
crowded. Try pickled salmon 
at $5 to start, then the 
specialty: large roast prime 
rib at $10. Stone says seconds 
are served those who ask. A 
good French kitchen is open 
until about 11 p.m.; after that, 
a la carte service from the 
grill. Wine sells by the glass, 
carafe or bottle. A moderate 
bottle costs $9. 

STOCKHOLM: The Victoria 
Cafe, Kungstradgarden, phone 
101-085, is popular with the 
Swedes. The food is very good. 
Reservations needed at night. 
Dishes range from as many 
shrimp as you can eat, for 
$7.60, to pytt i panna (like beef 
hash topped with fried egg) at 
$4.25, Swedish meatballs, $3.55, 
sole, $8.30 and filet steak, $8.30. 
Stone warns that Swedish meat 
is usually not very good. Wine 
sells by the glass, carafe or 
bottle. A medium bottle is 
about $8. 

ROME: Jack Payton's 
favorite trattoria is 

Archimede, Piazza dei 
Caprettari 78, phone 656-5451, 
around the comer from the 
best coffee shop, Sant’ 
Eustachio. For about $2.35, try 
the house specialty, fritto 
misto vegetariano, a mixed fry 
of zucchini, artichoke, cheese 
and rice balls and squash 
flowers stuffed with cheese and 
anchovies, or a big plate of 
stuffed squash flowers alone. 
Main courses are traditional 
Italian fare. A full three-course 
meal with wine runs about $8 
per person. Coffee afterward is 
brought in from Sant' 
Eustachio. 

MOSCOW: The Russian 
capital is not noted for its 
restaurants, but Peggy Polk 
recommends the Slavyansky 
Bazaar, 13 Ulitza 25th October, 
phone 228-4845, a pre-Revolu- 
tionary haunt of writers and 
artists. She suggests the tourist 
menu: zakuski (hors 

d'oeuvre), including caviar, 
jellied meat with horseradish, 
cold fish and Russian salad of 
pickled vegetables; Pokhlebka 
meat and vegetable soup, beef 
stewed in a clay pot, ice cream 


and coffee. The $13.40 set price 
includes 3.5 ounces of vodka 
and seven ounces of semi-dry 
Soviet champagne. Wine, 
usually Georgian or Bulgarian, 
is about $3 extra. The 
restaurant has a band and 
dance floor. Reservations and 
advance payment in hard 
currency are necessary 
through Intourist. 

VIENNA: Terry Andrew 
recommends the Goesser

DOYLESTOWN, Pa. (UPI) 
- Don't let a shady yard keep 
you from gardening. 

Try containers that can be 
moved from spot to spot to 
follow the sun, says Ted 
Torrey, vegetable breeder for 
a major seed company here. 

Torrey says it works fine, 
even though almost all vegeta¬ 
bles and most annual flowers 
need at least six hours of 
sunshine daily. 

When in doubt about contain¬ 
er size, choose one a little too 
large instead of a little too 
small, Torrey added.

MONTE CARLO: The words 
cheap or reasonable do not 
exist in the luxury resort of 


Monte Carlo, says UPI Senior 
Editor Bob Muscl. The Hotel de 
Paris, the Hermitage and 
Loew's Monte Carlo are 
notable among excellent hotel 
restaurants. In addition, 
Rampoldls, 3 Avenue des 
Spelugues, phone 307-065, has a 
fixed-price menu of very good 
Francoltallan food starting at 
about $16 without wine. 

I .east expensive of the better 
Monte Carlo restaurants is 


Cafe de Paris, Place du Casino, 
phone 505-781, where the menus 
start at about $9 without wine. 
However, a bowl of spaghetti 
or salade Nicoise, dessert and 
coffee Ls about $6. 

For budgeters, Musel sug¬ 
gests restaurants on Le 
Rocher, the area around the 
Royal Palace. Most serve 
unfussy tourist menus starting 
at about $4 for a three-course 
meal without wine.

When the phone rings, Rosie Woodard 
might answer it from her cheerful 
kitchen or Margo Pyle from her home 
office. Often it is from is an answering 
service with a call for help since the 
women, both from Dedham, are FISH 
members of the organization. 

FISH, which has chapters in many 
surrounding towns, was founded in 
Dedham seven years ago. The 
organization was begun in this country 
by Rev. Robert L. Howell to provide 
emergency assistance. No two groups 
are alike since each group adapts itself 
to local needs. 

In Dedham, as in other towns, the 
caller may have had no other place to 
turn except to FISH. It may be an 
elderly person needing a ride to a 
doctor's office, or perhaps someone 
who discovered they will need daily 
rides and can't afford a taxi. It may be 
a young mother who has to take a small 
child for therapy and needs to leave 
other younger children with a FISH 
volunteer. Or perhaps it is from a 
patient who needs cancer therapy. 

Although FISH usually maintains a 
low profile, just what they mean to 
those they come in contact with was 
evidenced during a recent interview at 
Woodard’s home. Those present in¬ 
cluded Woodard, Pyle, and Philip 
Driscoll and Mary Coffey, who have 
both been assisted by FISH. All are 
from Dedham. 

FISH, which has chapters 
in many surrounding 
towns and cities, provides 
emergency assistance. 
Often a caller has no other 
place to turn except to 
FISH. 

They were there because "any 
recipient," explained Driscoll, "aches 
for the chance to tell the world" how 
much he or she was helped. Driscoll, 
formerly admissions director for 
Brandeis University, suffered a stroke 
in 1975. After he was told he needed a 
brace to walk with, he was also told he 
would need daily trips to the Lemuel 
Shattuck Hospital for therapy to learn 
to walk with the brace. 

To Driscoll, those trips presented an 
insurmountable problem, as well as 
expense, because his wife works and his 
children were in school. Insur¬ 
mountable until he was put in contact 
with FISH. 

Straightforwardly, Driscoll admitted 
lhalalthough the group was “literally a 
godsend,” he felt uncomfortable at 
accepting free rides. 

Not only did the FISH drivers take 
him for his therapy, he found them a 
source of comfort, punctual and good 
conversationlists. They gave not only 
their time, but of themselves. "Their 
caring comes through.” 


FISH won gratitude from Mr. and 
Mrs. John Smith, who although they 
could not attend the interview, sent the 
message that “we could never get along 
without FISH, that’s for sure," adding 
that FISH volunteers never make their 
passengers feel "beholden.” 

Mary Coffey said the rides she 
received "literally helped me get well 
sooner and broadened my whole life." 

"If only a person with a car could 
realize what it’s like to live, as I have, 
for 50 years, without one." In a moving 
statement, she turned to the two 
volunteers sitting in the Woodard’s 
sunlit living room and said, “God bless 
you, you can see and drive...I need you 
and you are here." 

Mrs. Coffey was grateful for more 
than transportation. What she 
described was human beings reaching 
out to each other. During the tense 
moments she sat in a doctor's waiting 
room, she was able to establish a warm 
bond with another person and she found 
she was not alone. 

It was like having a shaft of warm 
sunshine find you, for through that 
companionship she discovered for the 


first time "that people are like I am," 
adding FISH people made her feel 
"normal, like another human being." 

Drivers often feel personally 
responsible for their charges and Pyle 
said when sne is sitting in a waiting 
room, she acts "like an ombudsman, 
and interferes if my people are not 
being treated properly." 

Pyle has added FISH to her im¬ 
pressive list of volunteer com¬ 
mittments saying that FISH is “one of 
the only direct volunteer services I feel 
I can perform." 

Warm and outgoing, one of the 
comments which will make her eyes 
flash with anger is a statement she 
overheard recently about volunteer 
work... "you only get what you pay 
for." 

Her anger is understandable. For 
what price is there when after taking an 
elderly person marketing, the driver is 
invited in for tea and accepts the in¬ 
vitation, providing the the person with 
perhaps the only contact with another 
human being that week? 

When Pyle was called on Dec. 22 
asking if she could drive a patient to the 


Dana Cancer Center, "I was up to my 
ears... none of the Christmas presents 
had been wrapped, company was ex¬ 
pected" and feeling pressured she said 
“no.” Hanging up, she thought, "how 
selfish can I be" and called back saying 
"yes.” 

"Funnily, enough," she remarked, 
"everything got done.” How can the 
worth of that service be estimated? 

While Pyle began volunteering when 
her last child was in school full time, 
Woodard began volunteering for phone 
duty when her daughter was an infant. 
"As a housewife with young children, 
you can be isolated and often answering 
that phone was the only time for me to 
have an adult conversation. 

It was also an opportunity for 
Woodard to “cure my fear of people 
with diseases, and of getting old." For 
it provided her with "role models” of 
elderly people. Through her work, she 
“learned to accept differences." 

Volunteers are thoroughly briefed 
and are asked to give only as much time 
as they are able. To get help, or to give 
help, call your local FISH.

new mure interesting you 
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Lady roustabout 
likes job fine 

SABINE PASS, Tex. (UPI) 

- The cussing stopped when 
Elizabeth King went to work on 
an oil company's platform 120 
miles out in the Gulf of Mexico.. 
But not for long. 

"I tell you one damned 
thing," she finally told one 
crewman. "I'll be glad when 
everybody starts cussing 
again. I don’t know about you, 
but I miss mine." 

Miss King, 48, is not the first 
woman ever to work on one of 
the more than 2,000 ex¬ 
ploration, drilling or oil and 
gas production platforms 
scattered across the northern 
Gulf. 

But she is the first woman 
offshore roustabout for the Sun 
Oil Co., and she and her fellow 
crew members like it fine. 

"As far as I’m concerned, 
it’s worked out perfect," said 
R.B. "Foots" Worster, 
foreman. "But it would depend 
on the woman. Long as they 
carry their end of the load, it 
don’t make no difference to 
me.” 

"Liz wants to carry her 
weight," said operator Mike 
Burlln. "She works a helluva 
lot harder than some men." 

Miss King went to work ofi 
shore in February, after 
working as an onshore roust¬ 
about for another company. 

Her duties: checking oil or 
gas wells, making sure they 
operate properly, and helping 
fix them when they falter. 

The pay isn’t bad. A 
roustabout gets $7.51 an hour 
with lots of built-in overtime 
because crews work seven 
days on and seven days off. 

If a crew is lucky enough to 
have a good cook, the food is 
good. But the food can be bad. 
The water can taste of rust. 
The work can be stultifyingly 
boring in stretches. Crewmen 
can grow tired of the same 
faces 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

Living quarters often include 
recreation rooms. But it's a 
lonely life. There’s no guaran¬ 
tee a crewman will be rotated 
ashort on time. The weather 
can sock in helicopters and 
boats. Crews occasionally are 
stuck for days, continuing to 
work while awaiting relief. 

"It was a challenge," said 
Miss King, who grew up in 
Mississippi and has worked 
from New Orleans to California 
to Alaska. 

Her new job is the latest in a 
string of traditionally unwom¬ 
anly posts she has held since 
she was orphaned at age 18. In 
the 1950s, she panned for gold 
in Alaska.

Bob McMUlen ia a young 
man who believes in keeping 
things going and making them 
better. 

McMillen, 19, comes from 
Newton Lower Falls, where 
he's preparing for a career in 
hotel or restaurant 
management. He is the newly- 
elected president of U.S. 
Explorers, the Boy Scouts of 
America's coeducational 
career-oriented and adventure 
program for oeople 15 through 
20 , 

McMillen cameback from a 
losing campaign last year to 
become the elected leader of 
Exploring's 400,000-plus 
members. It took three ballots 
at the National Explorer 
Presidents’ Congress to 
produce the win, but he was 
confident that he would emerge 
the victor. 

He plans to stress “con¬ 
tinuity” during his year in 
office, continuity in the 
program that the Explorers 
already have going. "We want 


to gel more members into the 
program," he says, "but first 
we have to get Exploring better 
known among Explorers. We 
have to promote Exploring 
within Exploring." 

At Newton North High 
School, he was on the track and 
cross country teams until the 
removal of his gall bladder 
forced him to stay on the 
sidelines. After that, he turned 
his attention to "politics," 
became active in student 
government, and became 
interested in taking an active 
role in Explorer leadership. 

Additional inspiration came 
from the fact that Mary 
Wright, the first girl ever 
elected national Explorer 
president, and Beth Caruso, a 
national first vice president, 
were from the Norumbega 
Council, where his Post 519 is 
registered. Bob has been post 
president, vice chairman of his 
council Explorer Presidents’ 
Association, and a member of 
the regional cabinet. 


As for his election, Bob said 
he “always felt he could win," 
but gave credit to a campaign 
organization headed by Rande 
Jenus of Newton, and Brian 
MacDonnell of Braintree for 
his ultimate success. After his 
defeat last year, he managed 
the campaign of one of the final 
six candidates. 

"I set out to gain national 
exposure after losing out last 
year," he said. I did a lot of 
things on my own. I attended 
all the area conferences, the 
Explorer Olympics in 
Colorado, and other things like 
that. But I would never have 
made it without a good cam¬ 
paign manager and staff. 
They've been working at it for 
a whole year." 

Being national Explorer 
president is almost a full-time 
job, so Bob, who has been 
working at the Marriot Hotel in 
Newton, will defer his plans to 
attend college to work for a 
business degree for another 
year.

year, as a member of the 
Explorer cabinet of Scouting's 
Northeast Region, he started 
and edited the Nor’Easter, a 
newsletter for Explorers in the 
region, which includes the New 
England states, New York, 
New Jersey, and Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

This means of direct com¬ 
munication to fellow 
Explorers, he feels, has been 
instrumental in bringing im¬ 
provements in the quality of 
the program within the region. 
He intends to draw on this 
experience as national 
president. "I want to unify the 
organization, continue all 
that's good in it, and initiate 
new and productive 
programs," he said. 

"We’re one-third of 
Scouting," McMiilen says, 
"and we want to be recognized 
as such within the movement. 
But we want to draw more 
people into it at the same time. 
And to do that, we have to start 
with our own members — we 


have to make sure they know 
what Exploring's all about so 
they can bring more of their 
friends into it." 

McMillen plans to carry on 
the “Awareness ’77" program 
started by his predecessor, 
Richard Davies of Baraboo, 
Wis. This is a program 
designed to bring about more 
effective communications 
about Exploring both within 
and outside the movement. 

Like most Explorers, 
McMillen was never a Scout, 
even though Exploring is a 
major division of the Boy 
Scouts of America. “I first 
heard about it when a survey of 
career interests was taken in 
my junior high school," he 
said. “Then I got a letter in¬ 
viting me to join a hotel- 
restaurant management post. I 
went to see what it was like, I 
liked it -, and here I am," he 
said.

Whitey and Mickey, an 
Autobiography of the Yankee 
Years, by Whitey Ford and 
Mickey Mantle wHh Joseph 
Durso. 

(Viking, $8.95) 

Whitey Ford and Mickey 
Mantle, baseball’s lethal 
combination for a generation, 
has now been harmlessly 
packaged in "Whitey and 
Mickey, an Autobiography of 
the Yankee Years." 

Written in rambling, conver¬ 
sational accounts with narra¬ 
tive supplied by baseball 
writer Joseph Durso, the book 
chronicles the lives of the 
gifted lefthander from New 
York who won 236 games and 
the swltchhitting Oklahoma 
strong boy who hit 536 home 
runs on a pair of collapsible 
knees. 

For athletes as supremely 
talented as these two, It’s too 
bad their story doesn't come 
across with more punch. For 
certainly there is something 
worth telling. The Yankees 
captured 13 pennants and eight 
World Series during their 
tenure and with it went a 
mystique that left its mark on 
the game and the fans’ 
Imagination for nearly two 
decades. 

What we gel instead is a 
litany of busted curfews, locker 
room jokes and two-fisted 
drinking. All of which is fine, 
provided there is something 
more. No real feeling for Ford, 
Mantle or the team emerges 
from the 198 pages and therein 
lies the book's loss. 

Mantle, the country rube who 
was afraid to talk to Joe 
DiMaggio when he first joined 
the club, comes across as a 
decent sort who once blasted a 
home run but was nearly too 
hung over to make it around 
the bases, felt no animosity 
towards Roger Maris in their 
1961 home run duel and got 
suckered along with Ford for a 
$5,000 investment in the 
Canadien Bomb Shelter Sur¬ 
vival Company. 


Carson. (Houghton, Mifflin, 
$10) Subtitled "The Personal 
Income Tax: Where It Came 
From, How It Grew," this book 
will not help you with your 1040 
torm, but it might make you 
feel better about paying taxes. 
Given some quirks and kinks 
developed over the years, the 
U.S. system is one of the best in 
the world. Among the past 
abuses have been special laws 
passed specifically to relieve 
some rich, influential individu¬ 
als of the burden of paying full 
taxes. Carson, a polished 
operator in the popular culture 
arena, is at his best pursuing 
and skewering such practices. 
He has written an amusing, 
enlightening and, at times, 
infuriating history of "the most 
golden of the golden eggs.” 

O America, When You And I 
Were Young, by Luigi Barzini. 

(Harper and Row, $10). 

Luigi Barzini is that rarity - 
the son of a famous father who 
achieved fame in his own right 
and suffered no apparent 
damage to his psyche. 

Barzini pere was one of 
Italy’s most distinguished 
journalists when he moved his 
family, including the then- 
adolescent Luigi, to the United 
States for five years beginning 
in 1925. 

In "0 America, When You 
and I Were Young,” Barzini 
fils has captured the flavor of 
America of that period with all 
its idealism and illusions. He 
shared them, reveled in them 
and writes with wit, charm and 
marvelous insight of the times 
and his participation in them. 

Unlike hundreds of other 
Italian immigrant families, the 
Barzinis lived comfortably, not 
in the inner city of New York, 
but in a house on suburban 
Long Island. 

He attended college in 
America and worked as a cub 
reporter on an American 
newspaper before returning to 
Italy in 1930 to become a 
correspondent for one of that 
nation’s most important 
dailies, Corriere della Sera. 
Barzini subsequently founded 
another paper, II Globo. He 
served variously as chief editor

Fred Lief (UPI) 

Dare To Be Great, by Rudy 
Maxa. (Morrow, $8.95) Glen 
Turner was a country boy with 
a simple idea for making 
money and a selling style of a 
Southern evangelist. He per¬ 
suaded thousands of in¬ 
dividuals to pay money for the 
right to sell his cosmetics and 
thousands more to enroll in a 
success course called "Dare to 
Be Great!" His financial 
empire was estimated at $100 
million before its collapse. The 
book is an intriguing study of 
people’s gullibility and the ease 
with which a sharpster can 
take advantage of it. 

Enough, by Donald E. West- 
lake. (Evans, $8.95) Carey 
Thorpe, a film critic for small 
cinema magazines and film 
societies, is one of Westlake”s 
jollier inventions. When he 
accidentally smacks his girl 
and kills her, he discovers that 
he not only has a talent for 
getting away with murder, but 
that he is a better detective 
than film writer. The pace is 
faster than a speeding locomo¬ 
tive and the twists and turns 
dizzyingly funny. A second, 
shorter story called "Ordo” 
also is included in the volume. 
It is not very funny. 

The Boston Marathon, by Joe 
Falls. (Macmillan, $9.95) A 
legless man did the course in a 
wheelchair in more than six 
hours. Women were not 
allowed until the late 1960s. 
This is a Joyful compilation of 
the history of America's oldest 
footrace, a grueling 26-mile 
challenge that individuals from 
all over have been running for 
80 years — just for the fun of it.

"Recoil" takes up the case of 
a lawyer who inadvertently 
witnessed a Mafia bigwig 
handing a bribe to a judge. The 
lawyer, whose testimony sends 
the mob:.ter to jail for eight 
years, is given a new identity to 
protect him from Mafia 
revenge. 

Now comes the twist. The 
lawyer’s identity is blown and 
he is almost assassinated by 
hired killers. Deciding that 
enough is enough, he hires a 
sophisticated detective whose 
specialty is dealing with crimi¬ 
nals in no-nonsense fashion — 
the criminals sometimes end 
up dead. 

The idea is to turn the tables 
on the Mafia. If the Mob can 
threaten private citizens, why 
shouldn’t private citizens 
threaten the Mob? With the 
advice and consent of the 
detective, the lawyer goes into 
commando training. 

Garfield has an entertaining 
concept. In these crime-ridden 
days, the vigilante spirit — 
taking the law in your own 
hands to punish wrongdoers — 
is high among Americans. As 
in "Death Wish," vengeance 
lasles sweet. 

But some of the altitudes and 
actions don’t mesh. The 
lawyer, who has used so many 
names to conceal his identity 
even Garfield is not sure what 
to call him, allows himself to be 
taught to shoot even though he 
insists killing is against his 
principles. 

Still, Garfield writes slickly, 
the scenes move quickly and 
the reader will find himself 
rushing to the end of this novel 
tailor-made for films.

Schizophrenia 

By CAROL FISCHBERG 

Who is "Ruby Red Dress" in Helen Reddy’s song, 
begging the world to “leave me alone?" Who are the 
"shopping bag ladies," poking through trash cans on city 
streets? Who is the man at work, who one day accused the 
boss of pulling wires in his head and who hasn't come back 
to work since? 

Chances are they are all victims of the most devastating 
mental illness: schizophrenia. 

Schizophrenia has fascinated and frustrated scientists for 
hundreds of years. Since there appears to be a genetic 
predisposition to the illness, researchers have exhaustively 
studied schizophrenics looking for a biochemical difference 
between them and normal people. Only in recent years have 
there been breakthroughs in the research. Studies of the 
catecholomines, body chemicals associated with tran¬ 
smission of nerve impulses, have led to theories that 
schizophrenia involves a specific chemical malfunction of 
the brain. 

However, we are far from finding the etiology or cure for 
schizophrenia, which continues to be the country’s most 
serious and disabling psychiatric illness. Schizophrenics 
occupy between one-third and one-half of all mental 
hospital beds in the United States, and utilize between 10 
and 18 percent of all mental health outpatient services. The 


direct and indirect costs of treating it total $14 billion an¬ 
nually. 

The Newton-Wellesley-Weston-Needham Unit of Medfield 
State Hospital admitted only nine schizophrenics of 34 
patients admitted in a thre^month period, but 40 to 50 
percent of the 80 residents of the unit carry this diagnosis - a 
fact which bespeaks of the severity and long-term nature of 
the illness. 

What exactly is schizophrenia? 

Dr. Alvin Becker, unit chief of the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston-Needham Unit at Medfield and co-chief of adult 
services for the Area Mental Health and Mental Retar¬ 
dation Center, emphasizes that it is "not a specific, 
discreet, well-defined illness” and is sometimes difficult to 
diagnose. 

Typically, it is roarked by withdrawal from reality, 
inappropriate r.iood, and disturbances in thinking. The 
person may hear voices (sometimes his own thoughts) or 
see things, and may have delusional ideas about himself 
and others. Although his mood may range from very 
depressed to euphoric, the acutely ill schizophrenic is 
almost always extremely anxious, and may become 
combative if he feels threatened. Because schizophrenia 
literally means "split mind,” many people believe that the 
illness involves a dual or multiple personality. Actually, 
cases like “The Three Faces of Eve" are relatively rare. 

Schizophrenia usually strikes younger people. This year, 
102,000 people under the fcge of 24 will enter public mental 
hospitals with a diagnosis of schizophrenia, more 

Treatment of the illness has become more humane since 
previous centuries when it was believed to be caused by 
devils inside the person, devils which were "exorcised” in a 
variety of unpleasant ways. However, It has only been 
within the last 25 years that we have been able to abandon 


the strait jackets, padded cells and wet sheets that caused 
state mental hospitals to be termed snake pits.” 

The change has come about with the discovery of 
powerful drugs, notably the phenothiazlnes, which calm 
anxious and combative people and alleviate the thought 
disorders and withdrawal that have made it difficult to 
discharge schizophrenics from hospitals. 

"The prognosis for individuals suffering from 
schizophrenia is much better than before," says Dr. 
Becker. According to one recent study, maintenance doses 
erf phenothiazlnes cut relapse rates from 60 to 70 percent in 
the first year after hospitalization. The challenge today. Dr. 
Becker adds, is to find the "minimum maintenance” 
dosage of drugs and to carefully monitor patients taking 
them because of the dangers of long-term use. Some 
patients should be weaned from drugs completely, 
newton.. .schizophrenia.. .5 

Some doctor researchers today, while not disputing that 
drugs have an effect on psychotic behavior, do not classify 
schizophrenia as an "Hines" and in fact would like to 
discard the "medical model" of viewing all psychiatric 
disorders. Schizophrenia is an adaptational mechanism, 
say researchers like Thomas Szasz and British 
psychoanalyst R.D. Laing. Doctors who share this view 
may withhold drugs from the acutely ill schizophrenic, 
preferring to allow the patient to “grow" through ex¬ 
periencing the "developmental crisis” of his disorder. 

This radical approach is not used in our unit at Medfield 
or on the psychiatric unit at Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 
"We feel that it is both more humane and more pragmatic 
to free people from pain and try to get them back to their 
previous level of functioning as soon as possible,” says Dr. 
Becker. 


More and more chronic schizophrenics are now living in 
the community rather than being shut up in hospitals. 
Though their behavior and appearance may be somewhat 
different from "normal" people, it has been found that 
neither they nor society need the protection of 
hospitalizatioa When we see such people • the Ruby Red 
Dress or the eccentric neighbor - we should perhaps think of 
them as they are described on the jacket of a Walker Percy 
novel: "those who (for whatever biological or emotional 
reason) abstain from the customary ways of making do.”

“We have seen our governor 
lead the fight to reduce or

The Green Thumb 
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By GEORGE ABRAHAM 
Christmas Cacti Plants — 
Few things are more com¬ 
plicated to the homeowner than 
-he Christmas cactus. We used 
o think you could tell one by 
:he leaves. If they had rounded 
leaves, it would mean 
Christmas cactus. Not so any 
longer. They have been inter- 
:rossed to the point where it's 
hard to tell what they are. To 
:omplicate matters, the 
Thanksgiving cactus can 
bloom twice, around Turkey 
Day and again at Christmas. 
Beth '.be Thanksgiving and 
Christmas cacti start bud 
formation in fall, when days 
are shorter and temperature 
lower. At 50 to 70 deg. F. night 
temperature, buds will form 
regardless of day length, but no 
flowers will form if night 
temperature is above 70 degs. 

The Easter cactus 
'Schlumbergeral have a 
normal flowering in the spring. 

These generally have a more 
rounded leaf and a much 
heavier flowering. It likes a 
good night temperature plus 
darkness at night As with 
"ther cactus plants, no flowers 
will form if the night tem¬ 
perature is above 70 degs. If 
you've been having good luck 
raising the Christmas and 
Easter cactus plants, drop us a 
note and tell us. 

Peppers — Have bad luck 
with peppers last year? Many 
did. and in some cases it was 


due to the weather. Variety has 
a lot to do with it, too. Here are 
some good ones to try: Lady 
Bell, an early hybrid that bears 
in about 70 days. Fruit is 
blocky and ideal for stuffing. 
Staddon's Select is another 
great early pepper bred in 
Canada. It does well in areas 
with short growing seasons. 
Vinedale is another good 
pepper you can count on to 
bear, regardless of the 
weather. Canape is an early 
hybrid great for short-season 
growing. It was developed in 
Japan in mild and sweet, and a 
good producer. Lady Bell and 
Canada Bell bear about the 
same time, and have compact, 
husky plants. 

If you like hot peppers, try 
the Hot Portugal, Large Red 
Cherry and Hungarian Wax. 
They’re all red hot and easy to 
grow. To get pepper seed to 
germinate, remember it needs 
72 degs. F. both day and night. 
After the seed has germinated, 
move to a cooler room, around 
65 degs. 

Green Thumb Clinic - A 
reader writes: “Last year we 
had scads of moles in the lawn 
but got rid of them easily. We 
put moth balls in the run ways. 
Hot pepper works fine also." 

NOTE — Others use glass 
wool insulation, ground glass, 
ethylene gas, harpoon traps, to 
name a few. If you've had good 
luck foiling the mole, please 
tell us your trick.

Cohen first official 


candidate for mayor

Eliot Cohen became the first official 
candidate for mayor Tuesday night. 

The 10-year veteran of the Board of 
Aldermen played host to 250 people at a 
$25 per person sit-down dinner at Sidney 
Hill Country Club Tuesday night that 
attracted what he described as "friends, 
businessmen and supporters.” 

Veteran political observers were struck 
by one overriding characteristic of the 
crowd. They were all new faces. 

A handful of fellow-politicans dotted the 
crowd. Dinner guests included State 
Representatives David J. Mofenson and 
A. Joseph DeNucci and Aid. Sidney 
Small, Joan Saklad and Thomas Con- 
cannon. 


Small is Cohen's campaign manager. 

In his first bid for mayor Cohen un¬ 
derscored the needed for leadership and 
action "NOW" in his speech. He also 
outlined several proposals of his own in 
the areas of redevelopment, planning, 
revaluation, conservation and housing 

The key word was “NOW.” 

"We’ve all heard about NOW-account 
banking," he began. “We establish our 
accounts for current banking security 
and our interest accumulations give us 
future security." 

"We're here this evening to speak of the 
NOW Newton and the future Newton. It is 
time Newton had NOW-accounting." 

Cohen criticized the incumbent mayor 
and said Newton for the past six years 


has “suffered a lack of strength, a lack of 
ability and a lack of direction." > 

"This is attributed to a lack of 
leadership," he said. 

Critical of several administration 
actions, Cohen mingled his attacks on 
current practices with plans of his own. 

“You may recall during the last 
mayorality election year the tax rate was 
lowered $5 a thousand,” he told the 
audience. "The next year it went up by 
$16 and it's gone upward ever since.” 

“In election years the mayor uses 
several devices to lower the tax rate. One 
such device is the issuance of municipal 
bonds." 

He pointed out that the mayor has

Historical 
preservation 
marches on

Newton Upper Falls historian Kenneth 
Newcomb realizes the Bigelow House in 
Oak Hill is a tribute to a fine architect and 
a doctor, and he would like to see the 
Newton Upper Falls raliroad depot saved 
as a tribute to one of Newton's early in¬ 
dustrial leaders. 

The small wooden depot on Chestnut 
Street in Upper Falls is currently owned 
by the MBTA, having been purchased in 
1973 when the T received federal funds to 
buy some of the Penn Central rail beds. 

Ken Newcomb can easily recite the 
following story. 

Otis Pettee opened the first general 
store in Upper Falls when he was 18 in 
1825. He worked in the industries in the 
area and in 1828 built his home which is 
now the Stone Institute. 

In the 1840s Pettee owned his own 
manufacturing plant and bought out the 
Elliot Manufacturing. 

Although West Newton was connected 
with the Boston and Worcester Railroad 
m 1834, Upper Falls and its industries 
that employed hundreds of people had no 
rail connection. 

When Pettee was offered a rail ex¬ 
tension to some track through Needham 
that formed a loop around Boston, he 
turned it down in favor of sponsoring his 
own route that would connect with the 
Boston and Worcester in Brookline and go 
down to Woonsocket, R.I. 

The wooden depot that Newcomb and 
the Upper Falls Improvement 
Association want to preserve was built in 
1852, a year before Pettee’s death. 

Newcomb calls the station "a 
monument to the tenacity and in¬ 
ventiveness of that man” who had only 
four years of grammar school education. 

The building is structurally sound, 
Newcomb said, but needs windows and 
doors and interior work where in one 
corner where a fire set by vandals 
damagaed the vertical wooden slats.

Aldermen seek to 
improve Board image

Visitors to the Board of Aldermen 
apparently will continue to see 24 
aldermen, but the 24 may be conducting 
the business of the city with more ex¬ 
pediency and decorum. 

Three measures concerning the size 
and the workings of the Board were 
discussed in the aldermanic Legislation & 
Rules Committee this week, often with 
considerable self-criticism. 

One, a move to cut the size of the Board 
from 24 members to 16 by a ballot 
question in November, was defeated 4-1 
in the committee but will be discussed 
again by the Board in full session May 2. 

Two other measures governing the 


conduct of the Board and the behavior of 
its members will get further action. 

Proponents of a cut, Aid. Ethel 
Sheehan, Carol Ann Shea, Susan Schur 
and Terry Morris, cite several reasons 
for their belief that the Board is too big. 

Not only are the voters unable to ap¬ 
praise the large number of candidates in 
each municipal election, they also are 
unable to keep track of them after they 
arc elected, Sheehan and Schur feel. 

Schur pointed out that most voters do 
not vote for the 17 aldermen to which they 
are entitled to vote, one ward alderman 
from their own ward and two aldermen- 
at-large from each of the city's eight 
wards. 

Sheehan thinks it is important to retain 
the eight ward aldermen but would like to 


eliminate one of the two aldermen-at- 
large from each ward. 

Newton has the second highest number 
of elected officials in its legislative body 
of any community in the country, 
Sheehan said. 

Sheehan discounted the argument that 
fewer aldermen will mean more work for 
those that are there, and Schur agreed, 
suggesting that some of the 11 com¬ 
mittees should be combined. She noted 
that with the exception of the tand Use 
and Finance Committees attendance is 
rarely over four or five of the eight 
members on each committee, and the 
work gets done. 

Opposition to a smaller Board of 
Aldermen centered on the loss of

Billboards ordered 
down by July 18 


Billboards in Newton Highlands anc 
Auburndale have been ordered removed 
by July 18 but their owner may delay the 
date by filing a court appeal. 

The state Outdoor Advertising Board, 
in a decision last week, denied ap¬ 
plications of John Donnelly and Sons, Inc 
to renew permits for billboards at Lincoln 
and Walnut Sts. and atop 329-349 Auburn 
Street. 

OAB found in favor of the City of 
Newton’s claim that the two billboards 
violate a new city zoning law prohibiting 
nonaccessory signs. 

A "nonaccessory sign” in Newton is a 
billboard, sign or other advertising 
device whose message does not directly 
relate to the business on the premises 

The billboard ban, passed in 
October,1976, was aimed especially at 
these two Donnelly signs. 

Neighborhood residents had been 
trying for years, unsuccessfully, to 
persuade OAB to deny permits for the 
signs.

Disagreements between the Con¬ 
servation Commission and the Newtor 
Community Development Foundation 
over how to control erosion from NCDF’s 
Hamlet Street housing project were still 
under negotiation Tuesday, but may end 
up in court.

Donnelly fought the attempt with a 
series of complex legal maneuvers before 
the OAB, including a claim that the ban 
violated the first amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution guaranteeing freedom of 
speech. 

However, the three-member OAB 
consistently ruled for the City of Newton 
and against Donnelly during eleven 
months of hearings and meetings. 

Two new appointees on the Outdoor 
Advertising Board, James Whitters and 
Helen Linsky, and more stringent 
regulations for the billboard industry 
which the new appointees succeeded in 
passing, contributed to the success of 
Newton’s legal attack on the billboards. 

Motions for rehearing or recon¬ 
sideration were allowed until yesterday. 

The decision can also be appealed to the 
Superior Court before May 18. 


Several commissioners and City 
Engineer Cynthia McCarthy visited the 
site over the weekend. 

Following consultation with the law 
department and the city engineer 
Monday, a letter went out from com¬ 
mission secretary Helen Heyn to NCDF. 

The letter reportedly requests a new 
plan for the inlet pipe through the Carlisle 
Street dike. 

Last Friday commissioners were 
leaning toward requiring NCDF to 
redesign its dike, or holding pond, so that 
water flowing downhill will not cause 
further erosion onto the Charles Cohen 
Conservation Area or contaminate the, 
Webster Vale.

Developer 
is evicting 
'10%' tenants 

Developer Michael Iodice has given the 
Housing Services Commission until April 
30 to relocate three low-income families 
and two low-income elderly tenants 
from his apartments at 2300 Com¬ 
monwealth Ave. 

Roland Gray, attorney for Iodice, said 
this week the legal deadline is April 30, 
but his client will not object to a short 
delay if the Housing Services Com¬ 
mission is making an earnest effort to 
relocate its tenants. He notified the HSC 
March 30, he said. 

The low-income tenants occupied five 
apartments in the development for 
almost two years while Iodice was 
fighting the city's imposition of its un¬ 
written “10 percent policy," which 
requires developers to lease 10 percent of 
new units to the HSC for its subsidized 
housing program. 

In March the Supreme Judicial Court 
ruled in Iodice's favor, and Iodice is 
legally enabled to regain his apartments. 
The SJC ruling applied only to Iodice, not 
other developers who complied with the 
10 percent policy but did not take the city 
to court. 

Gray said Iodice has lost $200 a month 
rent on the HSC apartments. 

HSC Executive Director Frank Quinn

Tech-Voc Department reorganized 


A reorganization of the Technical- 
Vocational (Tech-Voc) Educational 
Department in the School Department 
will mean a promotion for Director 
Daniel Malia and a streamlined chain of 
command that complies with state 
guidelines. 

Hie School Committee approved the 
plan as presented by Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink that promotes Malia 
from cooordinator to director and 
changes the coordinator position to a 
lower paid position of assistant director. 

Orrin Brawn will retire this year as 
director and department head of the tech- 
voc program at Newton North High 
School after 30 years in the school 
system. . 


Malia now earns $29,897 and Brawn 
receives $27,157. With the reorganization 
next year Malia will earn $31,489 and the 
assistant director, if he or she has no 
more than a bachelor’s degree, will earn 
between $17,000 and $20,175. 

Those salaries are based upon this 
year's salary scales. 

No changes will take place in the day- 
to-day operation of the program in which 
Malia teaches and serves as department 
head at Newton South High School. 

The State Board of Education has 
proposed new regulations for tech-voc 
departments that would require the 
director to hold a master’s degree. Malia 
will meet this requirement, although he 


doesn’t have to because there will be a 
grandfather clause, but the assistant 
director here will only have to hold a 
bachelor’s degree, the superintendent 
said. 

The new chain of command will have 
Malia reporting to Fink for matters 
relating to tech-voc reimbursements 
under State Chapter 74 and work with 
principals and the assistant superin¬ 
tendent for program with other tech-voc 
courses. 

The Tech-Voch Department includes 
112 teachers in business education, home 
economics, industrial arts, work-study, 
and some computer work at the two high 
schools and five junior highs.

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Rescue One back in service: 
has responded to 143 calls 


Rescue One, Newton's 
orange and white ambulance 
operated by the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, is back in service this 
week after having had a brake 
job. 

The ambulance was bought 
by the Police Department two 
years ago and was used by that 
department to answer am¬ 
bulance calls in West Newton 
and calls of heart attacks 
throughout the city. 

Since March 13 the Fire 
Department has been 
operating the class two am¬ 
bulance as training for the 
city's compliance with a new 


state law that will be met with 
Newton having three ad¬ 
ditional class one ambulances. 

From March 13 to April 9 
Rescue One has responded to 
143 calls, which resulted in 84 
transports to hospitals. 

Working in conjunction with 
the Pobce Department, the 
ambulance is dispatched to 
serious accidents and calls for 
of heart attacks. 

The police are nearly always 
first on the scene of a call for 
an ambulance since their cars 
and four station wagon am¬ 
bulances are patroling the 
streets.

Rescue One is cancelled by 
the pobce on the scene if the 
situation can be handled by the 
pobce, according to Assistant 
Fire Chief Edward Murphy. 

Assistant Chief Murphy, 
Assistant Chief William 
Dwyer, Jr., and Lt. Harold 
Bailey are in charge of the 
ambulance service and the 
emergency medical 
technicians who are trained 
with cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation for heart attacks. 

In the first month of service 
Rescue One responded to 20 
cabs of possible heart attacks, 
four of which were actual 
cardiac arrests. 

Between April 9 and 21 when 
Rescue One was taken out of 
service for its brake job, Asst. 
Chief Murphy estimates the 
ambulance responded to 50 
more calls, but they had not 
been categorized as to the type 
of service. 

Rescue One now operates out 
of Station 3 in Newton Centre. 

If the Board of Aldermen 
approves the bond issue for the 
three new ambulances' two 
will be for regular use at 
Station 4 in Newton Comer and 
Station 7 in Newton Highlands. 

Rescue One will be used as a 
spare as will the third new 
ambulance, but no decision has 
been made yet as to where they 
will be housed.

“The commission urges 
anyone who has been the 
victim of discrimination or who 
is aware of discriminatory 
actions to use the hot line. 
Without the help of the com¬ 
munity at large, the com¬ 
mission will be unable to 
discern the extent of 
discrimination in Newton. With 
the involvement of the com¬ 
munity, the commission will 
fulfill its pledge to guarantee 
equal housing opportunities for 
all people.” 


Decision due tonight 
on lease of Memorial 


Favorable action by the City 
Planning Committee Monday 
night cleared the way for ac¬ 
tion tonight (Thursday) on 
rezoning the Memorial School 
property in Oak Hill Park for 
lease and eventual sale to the 
Solomon Schechter School. 

A special meeting of the 
Land Use Committee at 7:30 
and the Board of Aldermen at 
8:30 will deal with the rezoning. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee recommended the 
contemplated reuse of the 
school, which will be closed in 
June. The Finance Committee 
will make a recommendation 
on the final sale price, but 
Mayor Theodore Mann has the 
final word. 

The mayor has been 
negotiating with Solomon 
Schechter for first lease of the 
building, then an outright sale. 

Solomon Schechter has of¬ 
fered a $45,000 annual rent and 
$250,000 for purchase. The city 
will retain ownership of the 
land except for a strip around 
the building and an access to 
the building. 

Solomon Schechter will 
provide community space for 
library, recreation, election 
and community-school ac¬ 
tivities. 

The land is now unzoned and, 
with Board approval, will be 
zoned to Residence B.

Metco budget, appointees 
up for review next Monday 
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Next year's Metco budget 
and interviews with the 
superintendent's recomme¬ 
nded appointments., .for 
department head and 
housemaster at Newton North 
High School will be part of the 
long agenda for next Monday’s 
School Committee meeting. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink said Monday that 
he plans to recommend in¬ 
creasing the Metco if funding is 
program from 350 to 400 Boston 
students’ available. 

The State Bureau of Equal 
Educational Opportunity has 
new guidelines for applications 
from cities and towns this year. 

Depending on the ap¬ 
propriation from the 
legislature and the new 
guidelines, Newton may or 
may not be eligible for in¬ 



creased reimbursement for 
more students. 

Superintendent Fink 
recommended Edward

School Committeeman 
Robert Cohen suggested in¬ 
terviewing appointments for 
department heads during the 
routine early part of Monday's 
meeting when personnel 
matters are dealt with.

This used to be the process 
when there was an opening for 
a principalship, Fink said, but 
he felt it would now be illegal 
under the Open Meeting Law. 

Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell made it clear that the 
discussion had nothing to do 
with the two persons being 
recommended. 


Mandell would like to in¬ 
terview the two finalists for 
each department head or 
housemaster before the ap¬ 
pointment, but Fink would not 
go along with that. 

Fink said he would comply 
with his obligations outlined in 
state law and make a 
recommendation to the 
Committee, then the members 
could decide if they want to 
interview the recommended 
candidate or not. 

If the candidate is not 
susbsequently approved, he 
would make another recom¬ 
mendation. 

The Committee voted 4-2 to 
hold the interviews in open 
session, with Beckwith and 
Honora Kaplan opposed and 
Mandell not voting because he 
had no preference on open or 
closed session. 

Voting in favor were Edward 
Prince, Paul Ash, Cohen, and 
Henry Delicata. 

Also on next week's agenda 
will be a proposal to change the 
open enrollment policy which 
allows students to go to any 
school as long as they provide 
their own transportation, 
revised guidelines for volun¬ 
tary cooperative educational 
programs, and a proposed 
reorganization of the Division 
of Pupil Personnel Services 
and Special Education.

Police drop all charges

against the project by the state-

Affairs. 

The Housing Appeals 
Committee decision, issued 
early this month, cited 
Newton’s deficiency in low- 
and moderate-income housing 
— about 5000 units — as out¬ 
weighing its need for open 
space, especially in the area of 
Staniford Street. 

The Housing . Appeals 
Committee overruled the city 
zoning board of appeals, which 
denied developer John 
Mclsaac permission to build 
the 140 units of housing. The 
Board of Aldermen had 
previously denied several 
petitions of Mclsaac’s, mainly 
because of massive 
neighborhood opposition but

also because the land was 
wanted for open space, as it 
borders the river.

money for such projects. 

Shubow feels that the sen¬ 
timent on the Board of 
Aldermen to acquire the land 
has diminished considerably 
recently and doubts that the 16 
necessary votes exist to take it 
by eminent domain. 

The Secretary of Environ¬ 
mental Affairs, Evelyn 
Murphy, will not find that the 
housing should not be built, 
Shubow thinks, unless some

Shubow also questioned the 
“good faith" of the Newton 
Conservation Commission in 
ordering that no construction 
be carried out, including roads, 
below the 50-ft. elevation, when 
the flood plain level has been 
established at lower than that 
level. 

The comprehensive permit, 
when issued and if not negated 
by an adverse environmental 
impact report, will have in¬ 
creased the value of the land 
manyfold. 

Not only will the value of the 
land be too high for the city to 
consider its purchase, Shubow 
thinks, but also he has plans to 
challenge the use of federal 
and state funds that may be 
used for acquisition. 

If state and federal funds are 
sought for the land as open 
space Shubow will challenge 
them on the basis of no need for 
more open space and the use of 
federal funds to defeat housing. 

If Newton plans to use its 
own money to buy the land. 
Shubow said, Mclsaac, a 
Newton resident, might bring a 
taxpayers' suit against the 
city. 

The environmental impact 
statement should be completed 
within 30 days, Shubow said, 
following which the Secretary 
of Environmental Affairs may 
make her decision.

Seizures off 
our shores 

So far the United States seizure of two 
Russian fishing boats has not presented the 
world with a dangerous face-off between the 
superpowers. Aside from the fact that the 
Soviets were violating the recently adopted 
200 mile territorial waters limit, there were 
other sound, if not necessarily legal reasons 
for the American action. 

The Antanas Snechkus, which was hauled 
into Boston, is 503 feet long. It is not, like the 
other seized Soviet ship, a fishing trawler. It 
is a floating fish factory to which the 
catches of the trawlers are brought. The 
catches include all kinds, shapes and sizes of 
fish which happen to blunder into the nets. 
Entire schools are scopped up and delivered 
to the factory. Those big enough to eat are 
processed and frozen — the rest are ground 
into fish meal. American fishermen, still 
generally restricted to trawlers only 7? feet 
long, claim that gulls don’t follow the Rus¬ 
sian ships because nothing is thrown away. 

This might seem like old-fashioned New 
England philosophy, but what it really does 
is break up the food and life chain of the 
ocean. Fish are unable to propagate 
themselves and no longer provide 
sustenance for other species, either. 
American fishermen point to the increasing¬ 
ly small catches of cod, haddock and 
flounder, once abundant in the Atlantic, as 
proof of the threats modern technology 
raises. The New England trawlers can hold 
about 150,000 pounds of fish on ice, although 
generally in recent years they have come to 
shore with much smaller catches.

Equal rights, equal pay: some ERA straight talk 


It is likely that some American fish 
operations a long way from home are equal- 
• ly scornful of ecological restraints upon the 
number, size and type of fish they take. Yet 
the protein hungry nations, such as Russia 
and Japan, which are also able to afford 
modern equipment, seem to be the major 
predators. Japan is a very small country 
with a very large population and the 
vastness of the sea and its riches must be 
irresistable. 

There are conflicting opinions about real 
dangers to fish supplies in the world's 
oceans. But the resources are not endless. 
That's a lesson that all the peoples of the 
world are learning every day. 

The message 

Who says Congress does not react to 
public opinion? 

President Carter signed a bill to extend 
unemployment benefits the other day 
Tacked on to it was an amendment saying 
from now on Congress will have to vote on 
raising its pay and thatof top federal of¬ 
ficials. 

That was a reaction to the public outrage 
over the "automatic” raise in pay from 
$44,600 to $57,500 a year for congressmen 
and senators. 

You will, of course, remember how that 
went. The pay raise for congressmen was 
tied to overdue raises for top executive 
branch officials and judges recommended 
by a presidential commission. The raises 
could have been vetoed by one house of 
Congress. But the Senate tabled such a 
resolution. And the House could not get 
around to acting because of a recess — 
district work periods, as they now are 
called. Thus, Congress could not do a thing 
about not getting a pay raise. 

The public did not buy that, and probably 
there was more objection to the method for 
the raise than its size. Congress got the 
message.

The folks they can’t convince are the male chauvinists in 
hold-out capitals, those courtly gentlemen who can’t abide 
the idea that some “little woman" might have to support 
herself or (fate worse than death!) pay alimony... fight in a 
foxhole ... or share a public bathroom. 

All this proves is that the boys haven't done their 
homework. The only thing ERA guarantees is that 
“equality of rights under the law shall not be abridged or 
denied by the United States, or any state, on account of 
sex." 

What this means (and I'd be filling to bet the legislators 


know it full well) is that women get an equal scramble for 
the same pay men earn and a fair crack at any job they're 
qualified to do. 

There’s nothing in there about husbands not having to 
support their wives... or women being drafted for combat 
duty. 

Actually, there’s nothing new about that, either. Women 
have been paying alimony for years. And as for serving in 
combat zones, nurses have been doing that since Florence 
Nightingale learned to twirl a tourniquet. 

As for that unisex bathroom bit, that’s the pet pink 
herring pedled by Phyllis Schlafly and her militant moms. 
Although why that should scare anybody is a mystery, too. 
People have been using joint johns on airliners for almost 50 
years and it doesn't seem to have damaged their psyches to 
any noticeable degree. 

Mrs. Schlafly (call her "Ms." at your peril) is, of course, 


the chief gadfly behind the “Stop ERA" campaign. She’s 
against it, she says, because it would take away her 
cherished right to make her husband pay her bills. 

“That's the most basic and precious legal right every 
wife now enjoys," she argues. “Under ERA, not only would 
a husband no longer be obliged to support his wife, she 
would have to provide half the family income.” 

Wrong again. Family support would be based on thing 
like current resources of husband and wife, including each 
one's earnings and the nonmonetary contribution each 
makes to the famil. 

If one of the couple earns all the money an the other works 
in the home, the wage-earner - male or female - would be 
required to support the other spouse. 

Now I don't know about Mrs. Schlafly, but I do know 
many women who would gleefully turn their kitchen-and- 
car-pool chores over to their husbands for a chance at an 
exciting career (with or without three-martini lunches). 
And not worry for a minute about losing their "precious 
legal right" to be supported. 

Legislators probably know this as well as anybody. It 
could be one reason they pay more attention to the lies 
about ERA than they do to the wishes of their constituents. 

Uenemployment is already uncomforably high, due in 
great part to the flooding of housewives into the labor, 
market. And if there's anything that makes a lawmaker 
squirm it’s a bunch of uppity females who won't stay home 
where they belong smatching jobs that, by rihts, should go 
tomen. 

The truth is, a lot of those women wokr because, if they 
don't, their families won't eat. And even when they do, their 
families won’t eat. And even when they do, their wages 
don't stretch to steak very often often. Median earnings for 
women working ful-time in 1974 were only 57 per cent of 
men's wages. 

In a new book, “Pink Collar Workers," Louise Kapp 
Howe reports that the "vast majority of women still work at 
jobs where the pay is usually nil or low in comparison to 
what men of the same, or lower, educational levels are 
making." 

In 1973, women's median earnings were $6,500, compared 
to $11,500 for men - a gap of $5,000 In 1957, the gap was 
$1,750. 

They're not havingmueh luck crashing the unions, either. 
The proportion of women in union jobs hs fallen from 17 per 
ednt in 1950 to 12.5 per cent now. 

Mrs. Schlafly is welcome to use these statistics next time 
she hits the tail to shoot down ERA. 



Congressmen will never get the the mail through

Let's put the arms talks with Moscow 
on the back burner for a minute and do a 
little diplomatic negotiation with the 
Postal Service. And let’s get the common 
folks in on it. 

A frivolous suggestion? Don't be silly. 
They’re more worried about not getting 
their mail than they are of getting a bomb 
in their backyard. 

(Buttonhole the next three people you 
meet and ask them what the SALT talks 
are all about. Then ask them if they're 
happy with the post office's performance. 
You’ll get the idea.) 

I'm not using the word “negotiation" 
lightly, either. A lot of us, realizing the 
Postal Dept, is never going to make it 
under the present system, would be 
willing to sacrifice a delivery here and 
there if it would pull the carriers out of 
the red. 

Apparently $920 million in federal 
subsidies won't do it. They already get 
that from Congress. Plus another $700 
million a year from the government for 
free and cut-rate service as Congress' 
delivery boy. 

Everybody knows you can’t bring back 
the Pony Express, although on a cost- 
efficiency basis it still beats the per¬ 
formance of Postmaster Gen. Benjamin 
Franklin Bailar. (Named after the 
country's first Postmaster General 
maybe??) So one must make do. 

As a negoUator-without-portfolio, I just 
happen to have a few ideas And since 
Congress is revving up for one of its 
“hearings" next month, now's a good 
time to get in my twocents’ worth (since 
I can't use it to gel a postcard from here 
to anywhere). 


For openers, let’s cut out all political 
mail. Especially from congressmen who, 
since they don’t have to pay for it, abuse 
it to an extent you wouldn't believe. 

In the year ending last June, for in¬ 
stance, they swamped their constituents 
with 401 million pieces of mail. Designed, 
of course, to extoll their golden virtues as 
representatives of the pe-pul. 

Then in the months before the election 
they showered us with another 160 million 
letters. In case we didn't get the message 
the first time. For this dubious blessing 
you and I shelled out $72 million. 

Which, by absolutely no coincidence, 
leads to another sacrifice we'd all be 
willing to make: junk mail. Abolish that 


instantly. Outlaw it and send all offenders 
to jail forthwith. The benefits to "oc¬ 
cupant,” to letter carriers and to 
trashmen would be enormous. 

Now about that five-day delivery 
they're threatening us with. I, for one, 
would sit still for that if it would help bail 
out Bailar. Saturday is no day to cope 
with bills, anyway. Sort of takes away 
that day-off feeling. 

So does the chirpy little note from the 
dentist reminding me tiiat time is here 
again, which invariably arrives on a 
Saturday. Skipping weekend deliveries, 
the post office says, would save $412 
million. 


If this is what it lakes to ward off the 16- 
cent stamp (or the 28-cent stamp, as 
some postal officials are threatening), so 
be it. Besides, postage rates are already 
up 27 per cent, and the system is still $1.2 
billion in the hole. 

President Carter, whose grandpappy 
was a rural postman for 33 years, says 
the Postal Service is "a classical 
illustration of wasteful, imprudent and 
inefficient management, with its 187 top 
executives living high in luxurious 
quarters on up to $58,000 salaries." 

Maybe we can't go back to the one- 
window simplicity of the old days in 
Richland, Ga., but there must be some 
way to help it break even. As of now, that 
happens only when United Parcel Ser¬ 
vice goes on strike. 

So let's cut out magazine deliveries, 
too Most everybody passes a newsstand 
at least once a week; it shouldn’t take 
much extra effort to pick up Time, Good 
Housekeeping, Playboy, whatever. 

Publishers are already screaming that 
their postal rates are preposterous. Think 
what they'd save if they cut out sub¬ 
scriptions. Maybe even enough to lower 
prices. For that I'd be willing to give the 
gentlemen at Pickwick Stationery all my 
business. 

It would also lighten the load if you'd 
stop sending President Carter 
suggestions on how to run the country. 
1 he White House mailman has to carry in 
75,000 letters every week. 

Congress wants to drag the Postal 
Service into the electronic age with in¬ 
stant wire transmission of letters. But 
that means more computers, and you 
know how they are. 

Combine congressmen and computers 
and we’ll never get the mail through.

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Backman calls discrimination 
against handicapped 'tragic' 


Harrington wants auto 
rates set at '76 level 


Speaking at the Second 
Annual Institute of Patient 
Management of the US. 
Veterans Hospital, Sen. Jack 
Backman i D-Brookline) 
declared, "Society’s neglect of 
and discrimination against the 
physically handicapped is 
tragic." 

The recent conference 
considered rehabilitative care 
from the adjustment, 
psychosocial, psychiatric, 
spiritual, and legislative 
perspectives. 

According to the 1970 U.S. 
Census report over 12 million 
individuals in our country are 
handicapped in the per¬ 
formance of their major ac¬ 
tivity in life, referring to the 
ability to work, keep house or 
to engage in sihool or 
preschool activit'es. This 
breaks down to over 350,000 
citizens of Massachusetts. 

"When the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission 
reports that 5,187 persons were 
rehabilitated this past year to 
gainful employment,” Back- 
man said, "one can see the 
enormity of the task still before 
us." 

"There are many other 


needs for the handicapped that 
we are just beginning to ad¬ 
dress," he said and cited a few 
examples: 

In 1974 the legislature 
established the Architectural 

Barriers Board in 
Massachusetts to give access 
to the physically handicapped 
to use our public buildings. 
Progress is slow because the 
board is empowered only to 
regulate new public con¬ 
struction or major 
renovations. 

"It is ironic that there are yet 
no curb cuts at the 
headquarters of the 

Massachusetts Rehabilitation 
Commission and the front 
elevator and some offices and 
corridors within the 

Massachusetts Rehabilitation 
building are particularly 
inaccessible to people in 
wheelchairs," Backman said 

In 1974 the legislature 
authorized the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency and 
the Department of Community 
Affairs to develop housing for 
the handicapped. There are 
now approximately 500 units of 
MHFA housing and 700 units of 


DCA handicapped housing in 
Massachusetts. Backman 
commented, "We have just 
begun." 

"We are spending millions on 
new MBTA lines," he con¬ 
tinued, "yet thoughtful con¬ 
sideration has not been given to 
our handicapped persons who 
cannot get a job becuase our 
transportation facilities do not 
serve them." 

In discussing the costs of 
prolonged illness and 
rehabilitation, Backman said, 
"If you are not poor and you 
are not rich, you can be broken 
by the cost to patch yourself 
together. It’s time for Congress 
to take action." 

Backman then spoke about 
the problems of the physically 
handicapped in seeking em¬ 
ployment and pointed out that 
the handicapped are not 
specifically protected under 
the Equal Rights Amendment. 

"In Massachusetts," Back- 
man stated, "we have in¬ 
troduced Senate Bill 52 which 
provides an amendment to the 
Massachusetts Constitution to 
prohibit discrimination against 
handicapped individuals. 

This Constitutional Amend¬ 
ment will grant to handicapped 
persons the same rights that all 
citizens of the Commonwealth 
now enjoy by prohibiting any

form of discrimination against 
handicapped persons. 

In concluding his remarks, 
Sen. Backman said, "The 
question society must ask itself 
is — ‘To whom does this world 
really belong?’ and the answer 
must be — ’That every in¬ 
dividual, regardless of 
physical or mental or social 
disability, has a right to a place 
in the sun."’ 


State Rep, Peter F. 
Harrington (D-Newton) in 
testimony before the Com¬ 
mittee on Insurance proposed 
an immediate rollback to the 
1976 rates with rebates. 

Rep. Harrington stated, 
"The time has come to call a 
halt to the greed of the 
automobile insurance industry. 
For years, auto insurers have 
contended that one way to 
control rate increases would be 
to allow them to compete 
against one another in setting 
rates. 

"This year the insurance 
companies got their way. They 
were given the freedom to set 
their rates individually and in 
competition on the open 
market. 

"They have responded by 
charging the most usurious 
rates in the history of 
automobile insurance. 
Massachusetts retains the 
dubious distinction of having 
the most expensive and inept 
auto insurance system in the 
nation. We must act to combat 
the unconscionable rates that 
have been perpetrated on the 
Massachusetts driver. 

“I would first propose an 
immediate rollback to the 1976 
rates with rebates, and to 
impose a temporary freeze at 
that level. This rate would stay 


in effect until the com¬ 
missioner has time to fix and 
establish new rates. Open 
competition has proved to be a 
dismal failure and should be 
repealed immediately. 

"Next, I would propose that 
your committee study the 
profit-making scheme of in¬ 
surance companies. Every 
year, the rate increases that 
are requested are more and 
more ridiculous. ‘Inflation’ is 
the word used by these com¬ 
panies to explain the new rate 
increase. But, the questions 
must be asked, how much is 
based on inflation, how much is 
based on the companies' desire 
to increase their profits, and 
how much is designated to 
recover lost investments in the 
stock market? 

"Another idea that should be 
studies by this committee is 
stricter laws regarding auto 
theft. The idea that a person 
could be required to make 
restitution to the amount 
equivalent to the damage 
caused by unauthorized use of 
a car would have a tremendous 
effect in lowering auto 
premiums. 

“The time has come to bring 
justice and sanity to auto in¬ 
surance rates in the Com¬ 
monwealth."

"The upgrading, which was 
announced by President 
Carter, could open the entire 
spectrum of veterans' benefits, 
including our own extensive 
program here in 
Massachusetts and all V.A. 
programs to thousands of ex- 
servicemen and their families 
previously denied such sup¬ 
port,” the commissioner 
staled

He continued: "If you 
received an "undesirable” 
discharge between Aug. 4,1964 
and March 28,1973, you may be 
eligible for upgrading. Please 
apply right away, because the 
program will close on Oct 4 of 
his year.” 

"Just call the toll-free 
number: 800-325-4040, between 
7 a.m. and 8 p.m. any day of the 
week. Someone there can tell if 
you are eligible. Either that or 
check with the veterans' 
services agent of your local 
community." 

Widows of veterans who had 
"undesirable” discharges also 
should apply for the upgrading. 
They could qualify for benefits 
if the discharge is changed. 

“The Massachusetts 
Veterans’ Benefits program, 
for those who are eligible, is 
the broadest state program in 
the nation," Collatos ex¬ 
plained. "Under Chapter 115 of 
i he General Laws, it provides 
financial aid for food, clothing, 
shelter, utilities, house sup¬ 
plies, personal needs, in¬ 
surance and fuel, as well as 
medical, dental hospital and 
nursing home care for veterans 
who qualify and their depen¬ 
dents. 

"Discharge upgrading also 
could make the veteran eligible 
for the Massachusetts Vietnam 
bonus, Civil Service 
Preference and V.A. benefits, 
including pension, com¬ 
pensation, all medical 
programs, educational 
assistance and V.A. loans. 


Supt. Fink to advise

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Ash reports on national school 
board convention in Texas 


School Committee member 
Paul Ash gave an enthusiastic 
presentation of possible 
money-saving schemes he 
learned about at a National 
School Board Association 
convention in Houston, Tex., 
last month, but his opponent in 
the upcoming election objected 
to his having spent $500 from 
the school budget for the trip. 

Ash presented his report 
Monday night to the School 
Committee. 

He attended a workshop on 
declining enrollment and found 
that a woman wrote a booklet 
called "How to close Close 
Schools without Enraging the 
Public'" and it outlined almost 
the same process Newton went 
through. 

In some communities 
superintendents have been 


fired and whole school boards 
voted out over the issue of 
closing schools. 

One booklet from a con¬ 
sulting firm outlined a way to 
save money on transportation. 
This was turned over to the 
director of research and 
planning to evaluate. 

Another firm guaranteed to 
cut maintenance and 
operational costs if their 
suggestions were followed, and 
that report was turned over to 
the director of support ser¬ 
vices. 

Ash was "very impressed" 
with the National School Board 
Association proposal to 
compile an open-ended policy 
manual at a fee of from $500 to 
$ 1200 . 

The School Committee has 
such a manual in smaller, 
unindexed form and reluc¬ 


tantly agreed to have a 
spokespeson address the 
Committee on the manual 
later. 

Sandy Fleishman who has 
declared her candidacy for 
Ash's Ward 7 seat answered 
"yes" when asked if she 
thought the expenditure of $500 
for the trip was improper. 

With $7500 in this year's out- 
of-state travel account for the 
whole school system, she 
thought it unfair to deny 
teachers trips in order to pay 
for Ash's.

periences of children in such 
practices can scar them for 
life." Psychiatrists have 
noticed that children who pose 
for pornographic pictures tend 
to view themselves as objects 
and lose their feelings of af¬ 
fection. 

Analogizing from committee

children. "Child pornography 
must be defined as child abuse, 
not obscenity," Mofenson said.

NCDF Executive Director Alan 
Schlesinger, the engineering consultant 
for the dike, and two NCDF board 
members do not want to redesign the 
dike. 

The matter may go to litigation in 
Middlesex Superior Court, although 
Conservation Commission Chairman 
Dennis Ditelberg said he "can't conceive 
it would lead to that point." 

City Solicitor Howard I^evine said 
negotiation and all other routes would be 
tried before the city goes to court. * 

In an interview over the weekend, 
Ditelberg stressed that he does not want 
to stop the NCDF project. 

The commission wants to solve 
problems that could arise in the future, he 
said. 

This will not require any “major 
changes" in NCDF's plans, Ditelberg 
believes. 

Difficulty in understanding engineering 
technicalities has delayed consensus on 
exactly what the commission should 
recommend to protect conservation land 
under its jurisdiction from further 
damage. 

Erosion from the NCDF construction 
area during a period of thaw and heavy- 
rain at the beginning of March triggered 
a March 7 cease and desist order from the 
commission to NCDF. 

Mud was carried down onto abutting 
conservation land and into Thomp- 
sonville Brook, in violation of an alder- 
manic board order attached to NCDF's 
permit to build 50 townhouses on the 
Hamlet Street parcel. 

Under the February,1974 board order, 
if the commission determines, via a 
program of data collection and in- 
. spection, that use of the NCDF site is not 
in compliance with terms of the board 
order, then the commission may require 
NCDF "to take such corrective measures 
as are necessary to obtain compliance." 

The commission determined in early 
March that there was noncompliance 
with the embankment (dike) construction 
specifications on the NCDF landscape 
plan filed with the city. 


NCDF was violating a requirement that 
all work on the retention pond em¬ 
bankment "shall be accomplished in the 
dry and under the full time supervision 
and inspection of Raamot and Emerson, 
Inc. of Stoneham,” the cease and desist 
order said. 

NCDF's consultant for the dike, Samuel 
Fusco, a registered professional 
engineer, previously worked for Raamot 
and Emerson but now works for another 
firm. Geotechnical Consultants, at the 
same address in Stoneham. 

Fusco participated in a tour of the mud- 
choked conservation land and the dike 
area with the commission in early March, 
as well as a second tour on April 6. 

He submitted one proposal for solving 
the siltation problem, but that was 
rejected by the city engineer. 

In a letter presented at the start of 
Friday's meeting, . NCDF said that the 
Carlisle Street embankment, or dike, is 
intended to serve two purposes: be part of 
a retention system, and carry gravity 
flow sanitary sewer and gas lines from 
the NCDF buildings to existing lines 
under Carlisle Street. 

NCDF also said that the basic concept 
under which the Conservation Com¬ 
mission approved the design for the dike 
was that the "rate of discharge", after 
construction, should "approximate pre¬ 
development conditions” and, in any 
case, "should not exceed pre- 
development conditions.” 


NCDF offered to install a “rock 
channel" from the outlet of its 18-inch 
pipe through the dike. 

The concrete apron now in place under 
the outlet is unsatisfactory, because it 
just starts a stream which continues 
down through the land below, one com¬ 
missioner said. 

The developers also promised to 
remove the rest of the silt still covering 
the ground between the dike and Madoc 
Street, put wood chips there, grade the 
embankment behind building A, and 
cover that with wood chips. 

The Conservation Commission is more 
interested in controlling the amount and 
the speed of the water that runs down the 
hill. 

It wants a dike or dam that will store a 
large volume of water for a long period of 
time. 

And, it wants to cut down the velocity of 
the water that comes out the pipe from 
the dike. 

City Engineer McCarthy outlined 
several ways to achieve the commission’s 
goals. 

The holding pond can be made deeper; 
it can be put at a higher elevation; or, the 
level of the pipe can be raised, she said. 

She suggested the pond be designed to 
hold water for a 12 to 24-hour time period. 

Kay Alexander, chairman of NCDF's 
construction committee, argued that 
NCDF doesn't want to redesign the dike 
unless that is necessary and unless it has 
to do so.

been relocated and he has "tentatively" 
relocated the other. 

Quinn said he is still “working” on 
apartments for the three low-income 
families.

representation and the potential for 
corruption. 

Aid. Mark White commented, "With 24 
aldermen it would be hard for anyone to 
come in here with any shenanigans, such 
as bribery, corruption, persuasion." 

When the Board of Aldermen costs too 
much is the time to think about reduction 
in size, Aid. Matthew Jefferson said. 
"Now it costs probably three cents on the 
tax rate," Jefferson said. "The strength 
of the Board is in the number itself,” 
Jefferson added. 

Aid. Richard Bull winkle sees diversity 
of representation as the strength of the 
Board and fears that fewer aldermen will 
mean less diversity. He feels that citizens 
must take responsibility for their votes. 

Legislation & Rules Committee 
Chairman Thomas Concannon summed 
up his opinion by saying, "To change, 
there has to be a defect. But this system 
works. There is no good reason to 
change." 

Voting to deny any action to cut the 
Board were Concannon, Donald Budge, 
White and Bullwinkle; Sheehan was in 
favor. 

Sheehan was the proponent of a 
recommendation for a review of the rules 
of the Board, and was successful in 
getting committee approval of a 
resolution stating that current rules 
should be enforced and that all members 
of the Board should acquaint themselves 
with the rules and follow them 

Sheehan said she has been - em¬ 
barrassed" by behavior of some mem¬ 
bers of the Board at public hearings and 
committee meetings, citing examples of 
groups of aldermen talking and paying no 
attention to what is being presented or 
even walking out while a presentation is 
being made. 


Board members are disrespectful not 
only to the public but also to each other, 
Sheehan complained, conducting con¬ 
versations while another alderman is 
speaking and interrupting each other in 
committee meetings. 

There has been some laxity in en¬ 
forcing the time limits for speaking on the 
. floor of the Board, and Sheehan wants 
more enforcement. The rules of the 
Board give each alderman a total of 10 
minutes, but no more 'than three oc¬ 
casions, to speak on each item, except for 
matters of Board procedure which are 
limited to one two-minute speech. 

The recesses of 'he Board are limited 
by the rules to 30 .r.'nutes but have been 
toiown to extend to 14 hours. 

Aid. Jefferson, who as vice president of 
the Board conducts meetings from time 
to lime, feels that the president should be 
able to use his discretion in enforcing 
time limits when a particularly con¬ 
troversial issue is in debate. 

Concannon strongly disagreed. "This 
thing is based on committee work. We 
stand up not to inform anybody but to 
vent our own egos. Most of us know only a 
minute's worth and it takes us 15 minutes 
to say it." 

Concannon was opposed to any change 
in the rules "because we haven’t tested 
the rules yet.” He would rather try en¬ 
forcing the rules first. 

Bullwinkle took issue with Concannon's 
opinion that nobody's mind is changed on 
the floor and that the committee work is 
all-important. "You can’t assume 
everybody has read everything," he said, 
referring to all the committee reports. 
"Maybe that’s the fault." 

In response to comments about 
behavior of aldermen in committees, 
Concannon said, "Part of the problem is 


that people are expected to have man¬ 
ners.” 

The Legislation & Rules Committee 
finally tackled the question of whether 
there should be a code of ethics with a 
provision for censure of Board members. 

The committee consensus was to 
proceed in drawing up a measure, using 
as a basis a merger of two proposals 
submitted by Sheehan and White on 
establishing an ethics committee and a 
code of ethics. 

Sheehan feels a code of ethics is needed 
to restore the public’s confidence in 
elected officials, and White said, "We 
need a code that spells out what the limits 
are." 

Sheehan is especially interested in 
defining conflict of interest and 
preventing leaking of confidential in¬ 
formation. 

Both emphasized that their concern 
with ethics is not because anyone has 
done anything wrong that is known, but to 
define ethical behavior as it relates to 
being an alderman. 

Aid. Robert Stiller opposed a censure 
provision because, he said, "A move to 
censure is as devastating as a censurp 
itself." 

Bullwinkle agreed with the concept of 
restoring confidence in government, but 
said, "People will be asking, ‘Why are 
they doing that now?' “ 

Schur answered, “It is a good idea 
before something happens." 

Concannon, cast the only opposing vote 
in the straw vote on whether to pursue the 
ethics code and committee. 

"lam concerned that unpopular though 
ethical behavior may be penalized as 
unethical. This may be a tool to punish 
people. 1 don’t think a code of ethics is 
needed in this city," he said.

transit, which was a condition of the 
purchase of the land four years ago. 

Besides the depot the MBTA owns 
16,000 square feet of land that stretches 
for 427 feet on both sides of track near 
Chestnut Street. 

Sheldon Drucker, a lawyer and 
member of the Upper Falls Improvement 
Association, said this week he had not 
received such information from Hen¬ 
neberry when he spoke with him a few 
months ago. 

Drucker said he would suggest at a 
meeting of the Newton Historical Com¬ 
mission this week to write a letter to 
Henneberry and public relations officer 
Kenneth Campbell to arrange for more 
expediency and productivity on plans for 
leasing, renovating, and finding a 
suitable tennant. 

Steven Shagru, president of the im¬ 
provement association, and Brian Yates, 
a planning director in Lowell and Upper 
Falls resident, spoke at a Community 
Development Plan public hearing a few 


months ago to try receive funding for 
research of the area. 

Yates said, "It was my distinct un¬ 
derstanding that it was in there,’’ 
referring to $5000 he thought was included 
in the community development proposal 
specifically for the research. 

Senior Planner Juris Alksnitis said 
there is no specific mention in the third 
year of the community development 
funding proposal which will go in effect 
July 1. 

Upper Falls is scheduled to receive 
$5000 for a booklet on design guidelines in 
the area and $20,000 for rehabilitation of 
housing, Alksnitis said. 

Possibly $5000 could come from the 
general planning or contingency sections 
of the grant that could be used to study 
the area around the depot, the lanner 
said. 

Until further action is taken the win¬ 
dowless red station remains full of litter 
and abandoned, surrounded by parked 
cars on tfiree sides in the daytime. 

The rails on the fourth side of the depot 
are used for freight delivery once a day.

recommended bonding "operational 
expenditures such as $162,000 for aerial 
photographs and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for equipment." 

"Bonding is borrowing and paying back 
with interest' " Cohen explained. "This 
defers current expenditures from being 
reflected in the current tax rate—only to 
be added to the tax rate in non-election 
years." 

In 1973, the last mayoral election year, 
the city bonded $2 million in teacher's 
salaries, an extra cost that resulted from 
a change in the fiscal year and produced 
an 18-month transition budget as opposed 
to the usual 12-month cycle. 

Cohen was also critical of planning in 
Newton, saying Newton "has been 
planning how to plan." 

"In Newton Centre alone, three 
planning reports have been issued during 
the past year," Cohen said. "These 
reports repeat the known and reiterate 
the results of previous studies. Would not 
the planning expenditures have been 
better spent in curing rather than 
restudying the problem? 

The candidate was also critical of 
revaluation and also spoke of the in¬ 
creases in the sizes of administrative 
staffs and was critical of the fact that 
with all of the increases, no one was hired 
specifically to pursue state and federal 
funding and grants for the city. 

On revaluation, the alderman ad¬ 
vocated a plan that would have homes 
assessed at 82 percent of appraised value 
and apply a depreciation factor that he 
said has been caused “ironically" over 
the past four years by revaluation itself. 

“On a citywide basis, the im¬ 


plementation of my plan will mean ap¬ 
proximately $500 a year less to be paid by 
the average taxpayer," Cohen said. 

"The excess tax will then be cast upon 
commercial properties, assessed on a 
capitalization of income basis. 
Residential tax burdens will then be less, 
while our business community, still on an 
equalization factor, will pay its fair 
share." 

Cohen also said that as mayor he would 
not only introduce but "lobby and fight 
for revised state legislation to update the 
exemption and abatement system.” 

"Too much time has elapsed without 
action. We must act to resolve this 
problem NOW," the candidate said. 

Cohen came out solidly in favor of 
acquiring the Novitiate land on the city's 
south side for "conservation, en¬ 
vironmental, park and recreational 
purposes." 

"A taking of this property will afford 
Newton open space security with the 
interest factor being the enjoyment of 
this property by our children. 

"Executive Department action for the 
preservation of the Novitiate property 
has been lacking,” he charged. "The 
administration fears the $1.5 million 
needed to purchase this acreage, while 
ignoring or not recognizing the fact that 
state and federal funding may pay up to 
90 percent of the purchase price!" 

Cohen also came out in favor of low- 
income family housing. 

“The prime responsibility for housing 
rests upon the leadership of the mayor. 
Redevelopment and rehabilitation can 
help fulfill our housing needs. 


"I believe elderly housing should be 
built at or near business areas, shops and 
transportation. And while we must 
conserve open space, at the same time we 
must balance our land preservation 
program with our need to build housing. 
The so-called municipal infirmary site 
near the Novitiate property is a location 
deserving of family housing con¬ 
sideration," he stated. 

Cohen concluded his presentation by 
challenging the mayor to debates within 
the 13 villages of the community. 

Cohen, 47, has been an alderman from 
Ward 8 since 1967 and served four years 
as president of the Board of Aldermen. 
Currently, he is chairman of the alder- 
manic l-and Use Committee. 

An attorney, Cohen, of 52 Voss Terrace, 
Newton Centre, has a bachelor’s degree 
from the University of Massachusetts 
and JD and LL.M. degrees from Boston 
University . 

Aid. Cohen is a director of the Newton 
feoys’ Club, and has served as a director 
of the Greater Boston Heart Association 
and district director of United Way and 
Cancer Crusade campaigns. He has been 
a member of the Advisory Board of High 
Education Policy for the state, a director 
of UMass., counsel for the Boston 
Finance Commission and instructor in 
law at Northeastern.

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Caustic soda 
to be added to 
water supply 

The Metropolitan District 
Commission iMDCl will begin 
adding a caustic soda, solution 
to its water supply by Sunday, 
May 15. il was announced this 
week 

The solution is being added in 
an attempt to lower the lead 
content in Boston drinking 
water, according to MDC 
Commissioner John F. 
Snedeker, who said the 
problem is not MDC water, but 
the lead pipes carrying 
drinking water within the city 
itself. 

Said Snedeker, “This testing 
has been part of an ongoing 
program we are conducting to 
help the City of Boston. Acting 
on information provided last 
year by the Environmental 
Protection Agency, we added 
cincorthophosphate (Virchen 
932) to the water in an attempt 
to line the Boston water mains, 
preventing lead from getting 
into water used by consumers. 

Unfortunately this method 
produced no appreciable 
change. However, we are 
hopeful the addition of caustic 
soda will diminish chances of 
lead in the drinking water.” 

Snedeker noted that six 
months of laboratory tests 
involving several chemical 
inhibitors conducted at an 
MDC facility in Framingham 
and at the Lawrence 
laboratory of the Department 
of Environmental Quality 
Engineering showed a 
reduction in lead content in 
Boston drinking water but not 
to levels acceptable under 
federal drinking water stan¬ 
dards. “So,” concluded 
Snedeker, "we will try a 
caustic soda solution and will 
continue to work toward the 
solution of this problem.” 


'Rape bill' 
is now law 

A bill that excludes evidence 
of the reputation and sexual 
history of rape victims was 
signed into law this week. The 
law, aimed at increasing 
convictions of rapists, is in¬ 
tended to protect the female 
victim from accusations 
against her personal 
reputation when she brings a 
charge against her attacker. 

The legislation was filed by 
Sen. Jack H. Backman of 
Brookline, Rep. Lois G. Pines 
of Newton, Sen. Alan D. 
Sisitsky of Springfield, and 
Sen. James A. Kelly, Jr., of 
Oxford. 

The bill prohibits in¬ 
troduction of evidence con¬ 
cerning the victim's past 
reputation, except where such 
conduct would be material to 
the case on trial. In the past it 
was possible to introduce every 
kind of statement against the 
victim although it had nothing 
to do with the criminal case. 
This threat has made a woman 
reluctant to go to court and 
testify against her assailant. 

Massachusetts is the 31st 
state to enact such a law.

Mobile radios will connect 
ambulances to hospitals 


A new communications 
system linking Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital with 17 
Boston hospitals as well as 
countless public and private 
ambulances will be im¬ 
plemented by fall. 

By joining the Boston 
Emergency Communications 
System, Newton-Wellesley's 
emergency unit staff and 
physicians will be able to 
communicate directly with the 
emerge ncy medical 
technicians (EMT's) who 
operate ambulances. 

Newton-Wellesley can tie 
into the Boston System by 
sharing the cost of a base, or 
booster, station on Prospect 
Hill, Waltham, with the 
Waltham Hospital and by 
buying a remote console for the 
emergency unit and five 
mobile radio units for Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston 
emergency vehicles. 

The consolidated base 
station for the system is in 
Boston, at 100 Summer St., and 


it will serve as the medical and 
communications center for the 
area. Now being tested, this 
medical center will maintain 
up-to-the-minute data on such 
information as the number of 
specialty beds available in the 
Boston area. 

Newton-Wellesley's share of 
the base station cost and the 
cost of the emergency unit 
installation and the mobile 
units for Newton, Wellesley 
and Weston emergency 
vehicles totals $20,500. The 
hospital is undertaking to raise 
the money now while winding 
up its 1977 capital needs 
campaign for $250,000, all but 
$40,000 of which has been 
raised. 

“There seems little room for 
debate as to the merits of this 
kind of community capability 
for dealing with day-today 
emergencies or local and 
regional disasters,” says 
William C. Christenson, 
hospital executive director. 


Four choking clinics 
set at hospital May 12 


Would you know how to save 
someone who was choking to 
death'’ 

During National Hospital 
Week four public clinics at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital will 
offer the opportunity to learn 
life-saving techniques in 
handling choking emergencies. 

The clinics will be Thursday, 
May 12, at 10 and 11 a.m., and 7 
and 8 p.m. at Allen Riddle Hall, 
the nursing school's dormitory 
building. Each clinic is limited 
to 40 participants, and 
reservations should be made 
by calling 964-2800, ext. 395. 

Instruction and demon¬ 
stration of life-saving 
procedures, including the 
Heimlich Maneuver, will be 


given. Participants will be able 
to practice the maneuver 
under the supervision of 
hospital personnel. 

Plablic health, fire, police, 
and nursing home personnel, 
as well as restaurant staff 
members, have been invited to 
attend the public clinics. 

Parking will be available in 
the hospital’s new garage, and 
tickets will be validated at the 
clinics. 

Newton-Wellesley is offering 
the choke clinics as part of its 
National Hospital Week ac¬ 
tivities for community 
residents. National Hospital 
Week, May 8-14, has as a theme 
this year, “We Put the Care in 
Health Care.” 


"The hospital must move 
ahead with it, and Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston police, 
fire and public health depart¬ 
ments agree.” 

Lt. William Bailey of the 
Newton Fire Department says, 
"The absolute versatility of 
this person-to-person com¬ 
munication makes it such a 
fantastic system. 

"It has proven to be a life- 
saver in other parts of the 
country because valuable time 
is saved when human needs are 
so crucial. The Rescues, as we 
call the ambulances, are now 
almost considered portable 
hospitals with the use of the 
two-way radio communication. 

"The system is invaluable 
when dealing with heart attack 
victims," Lt. Bailey said. 

The radio system will 
operate on eight UHF channels 
recently assigned for such 
medical purposes by the FCC. 
Boston's base station will serve 
the Boston, Newton and 
Waltham areas, and the 
Prospect Hill station will serve 
Newton and Waltham. 

A third station is planned for 
Milton and a fourth may be 
constructed eventually at an 
undetermined location. 

According to the state’s 
Emergency Medical Services 
agency, the goal of the project 
is to develop all of the various 
systems at selected sites 
around the state and then link 
them together. 

One of the first boosts to the 
funding effort for the system 
will come from the proceeds of 
the Newton Jaycees Las Vegas 
Night Friday, April 29 at

a remarkable chauffeur

The chauffeur flashed a wide smile, 
tipped his hat and helped the bride into 
the gleaming Rolls Royce...which 
belongs to him. The chauffeur is 
wealthy Norwood insurance broker, 
world traveller and bon vivant, Walter 
Dempsey. 

Dempsey enjoys sharing his dazzling 
Rolls which he bought nine years ago 
after recovering from a heart attack. 
Shortly after he purchased it, a friend 
"told me his daughter was getting 
married and I said I'd drive her to the 
wedding." 

The chauffeur is 
wealthy Norwood 
insurance broker, 
world traveller and 
bon vivant, Walter 
Dempsey. 

It was the beginning of many rides— 
100 to be exact. He drove the 100th 
bride to her wedding last weekend. He 
offers the service free to Norwood 
brides only and usually drives on 
Saturdays he is around. 

There are many Saturdays when he 
is not around. For Dempsey has 
wanderlust and has travelled halfway 
around the world including Africa, 
England, Scotland, Wales, Italy, 
Greece ("a cemetery of buildings”), 
Israel, Hungary—the list seems to be 
endless. He has been to Italy “so many 
times I've lost track, it’s like going 
down to the Cape, I don’t even need a 
road map." 


His first trip was as a soldier during 
World War II when he was stationed 
there with the First Armor Division. 

Interestingly with all the travelling, 
one of his favorite anecdotes is about 
the day he and a friend played b-'ll 
with a group of children in Hungary. 
Dempsey and his friend had broken 
away from the tour and came across a 
group of youngsters "playing soccer." 

Soon, “we stole the ball and began 
throwing it to each other." Then they 
began throwing the ball to the children 
who responded and although neither 
the children, nor the men spoke a 
common language they were com¬ 
municating through the language of 
play. 

Dempsey took a picture of the group, 
a class, with his favorite camera, a 
Poloroid and when he left the group, he 
made notes about each of the children 
so that when he sent 20 copies of the 
pictures, he could include a personal 
note. 

The man who has been a Norwood 
selectman off and on for 25 years, "at 
times the voters cast me out,” has led 
a rich and varied life. A former FBI 
man, he has on his desk pictures 
collected over the years. They are of 
family, former Army buddies and he 
points to one saying, "that’s Clarence 
Kelly...he was my firearms instructor, 
and he left the FBI to go to the Kansas 
City Polic police force where he made 
a name for himself." Today, Kelly 
heads the FBI. 

Dempsey is a softspoken man who 
loves Robert Frost's poetry and can 
quote some from memory. He refers to 
himself as "bashful,” recalling that he 
was "voted the most bashful boy in the 
ninth grade.” 

However, he doesn’t dress bashfully. 
He always wears white shoes and the 


day of this interview wore orange, 
white and navy plaid pants, an apricot 
hued wool sports jacket, an orange and 
brown tie and a yellow and white 
striped .... tie. 

And he didn’t win his wife, Eleanor, 
by being bashful. Upon returning to 
Norwood at the end of World War D, he 
saw her in a restaurant and asked a 
friend what she was doing. Informed 
that her boyfriend had been killed 
during the war, he asked the friend to 
"make a date with her because I’m 
going to marry her in June." It took a 
year longer than he anticipated, but he 
did marry her. 

He has led a rich 
and varied life ... a 
former FBI man, he 
has piloted a plane 
and a hot-air 
balloon. 

Although he had received a degree in 
accounting from Bentley School of 
Accounting, after the war Dempsey 
returned to Boston College and went on 
to earn a law degree. Although he 
never practiced law, he says "I can’t 
think of any more rewarding 
degree...it delves into everything and 
no matter what you go into, it will help 
you." 

He is enchanted with learning and on 
.ssues that he believes in, he will spend 
countless hours researching them, and 
then, forgetting he is bashful, speak 
fervently on the subject 

He is presently working on one such 


issue to try to have smoke detectors 
installed in Norwood homes, paid for 
throuqh taxes. 

After his heart attack, he stopped all 
his activities except being a selectman 
and “of course I work." But "suddenly 
I had none of the duties I was used 
to...I didn't realize how much time I 
spent on them...now I had nothing to 
do, and that drives a busy man up the 
wall.” So he went back to college. 

In 1972, at the age of 58, he received a 
BA degree in sociology from Boston 
College and is now studying Problems 
in Philosophy. 

Dempsey has piloted a plane, piloted 
a hot air balloon and met the Queen of 
England and Prince Philip at 
Buckingham Palace. That was when 
he went to England with the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery military unit, 
of which he is a member. This fall he 
plans to go to Yugoslavia and India 
with the unit. He also intends to learn 
how to play the guitar. 

Asked about his philosophy he hands 
over a speech made by Richard L. 
Goldsmith, former headmaster of 
Bridgton Academy, which he says 
contains it all. 

Included in that speech, Goldsmith 
wrote "if you are sensitive to needs of 
others; if through your formal 
education and experience you have 
learned to think clearly; if you have 
developed the ability to express 
yourself and the courage to do so on 
important issues; and if you will give 
away some of your time, your energy, 
and your money to worthwhile causes, 
your life is bound to be successful. And 
what is more, it will be tremendously 
rewarding to you as you live it out." 

With that thought, the dashing, 
remarkable chauffeur, hat perched 
jauntily on his head, is off...

14 cups sifted flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 egg, slightly beaten 
14 cups milk 

2 tablespoons melted butter or oil 

Sift dry ingredients on waxed paper. Break egg in bowl. 
Beat slightly. Stir in milk and melted butter. Add dry 
ingredients and stir till all damp. Don't beat. 

AUNT LEAH’S CHEESE PIE 
Cookie Crust 

4 lb. butter -i-use only butter 
4 tbs. sugar 
1 egg 

1 heaping tsp. baking powder 

2 tbs. milk 

about 14 cups flour added so you can pat the above 
mixture into a 12" deen Die plate (use high ridge pie plate) 
Then add filling: 

1 lb. cream cheese 
4 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

14 cups milk 

1 tsp vanilla 

2 tbs. flour 

Combine and mix well the above ingredients. Sprinkle 
with slivered almonds. Bake in slow oven, 300 degrees for 1 
hour. It's a custard type cheese pie and cookie type dough. 
Can also be baked in a 9x13 oblong pan.

3 cups old-fashioned oats

Anne Barrett of Westwood once won a 
trip to Hawaii by entering a contest. 
Recently she decided she wanted to go to 
Hawaii again, so she entered another 
contest. 

A managing editor, she prefers con¬ 
tests where she has to write something in 
25 words or less, or write slogans. This 
particular contest was a cooking contest 
and the lure of Hawaii prompted her to 
enter. 

She won the trip with a recipe called 
"Sundance Salad" and was one of 40 
finalists competing for $65,000 in prizes. 

Although generally, she does not like to 
"spend much time cooking," she worked 
on this recipe and the others she entered, 
by adapting them and adding to them. 
Mrs. Barrett chose the macaroni salad as 
one of her recipes after reading over the 
booklets of finalist recipes and realizing 
that there had never been a macaroni 
salad entered before. 

Below is her "Sundance Salad" recipe 
and some of her favorites which she has 
collected over the years. 

SUNDANCESALAD 
Ingredients 

2 cups (8 oz.) uncooked macaroni 
1 (134 oz.) can pineapple chunks 
4 cup grated carrots 
4 green pepper, chopped 
4 cup diced celery 
6 slices crisp-cooked bacon, crumbled 
1 teuspoou salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
One third cup sliced ripe olives 
lettuce leaves 


Dressing 

4 cup mayonnaise 
4 cup sour cream 

1 teaspoon dill weed 

2 tablespoons scallions, thinly sliced 

1 tablespoon reserved pineapple syrup 
1 teaspoon vinegar 

Directions; Dressing - Mix mayonnaise 
and sour cream, add rest of ingredients. 
Chill while preparing salad. 

Drain can of pineapple, reserving juice. 
Cook macaroni as directed. Drain, rinse 
with cold water anU<lrain again. Place in 
large bowl and mix barest of ingredients 
except bacon, and saving out 6 chunks of 
pineapple for garnish. Season, and add 
dressing. Refrigerate until ready to 
serve. Before serving, add crumbled 
bacon. Keeps well for a day or two, 
covered, in refrigerator. Makes 6 ser¬ 
vings. 

To serve, place lettuce leaves around 
large bowl, fill with salad, and garnish 
with slices of other half of green pepper 
and extra pineapple chunks. 

CELERY ALMONDINE 
1 bunch celery 
4 cup water 
4 teaspoon salt 
Cook until tender. 

Sauce 

4 cup butter 
4 cup flour 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 

3 green onions chopped fine 
1 cup chicken broth 

1 cup half and half (medium cream) 


1 cup grated Swiss cheese 
1 cup slivered almonds 
Cook together white sauce, first using 
4 cheese and almonds. Stir in cooked 
celery and turn into casserole dish. Top 
with remaining almonds and cheese. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 15 min. and serve. 

ELIZABETH’S DREAM 
4 cup butter 

One third cup brown sugar 
14 cup flour 

Cream thoroughly. Pat down in a 9” tin 
and bake in oven, 375 degrees, until 
slightly brown (about 15 min.) Let this 
cool. 

Beat 2 eggs and add: 

14 cup brown sugar 
1 cup nut meats 

1 cup coconut 

2 tablespoon flour 

4 teaspoon baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt. 

Pour over first mixture and brown in 
the oven about 30 min. 375 degrees. Cool 
and cut in squares. 

BEEF HAYDOCK 
12 oz. thin spaghetti 
16 oz. cottage cheese 
8 oz. cream cheese 
16 oz. sour cream 
2*i lb. hamburger 
2 8 oz. cans tomato sauce 
Chopped onion, seasoning 
Season cottage cheese, cream cheese 
and sour cream with salt and pepper. 
Cook spaghetti, mix cheese and sour 
cream together. Saule hamburger and 
onion, combine with tomato sauce. 


Arrange in greased casserole in three 
layers, spaghetti, cheese, sauce, two or 
three times. (Or mix spaghetti and 
cheese together and layer with sauce.) 
Heat 350 degrees for 4 hour. Serves 10-12. 

CRUNCY PEA SALAD 
(serves 6) 

1 10 oz. package of frozen petite peas 
(thawed, uncooked) 

1 cup chopped celery 

4 cup chopped green onion-3 to 4 In¬ 
ches of green tops 

1 cup chopped cashews or macademia 
nuts 

4 cup crisp bacon bits 

1 cup sour cream 

4 cup Garden Cafe Dressing 

4 teaspoon salt 

Combine peas, celery, onion, nuts and 
bacon. Mix together the sour cream and 
Garden Cafe Dressing and fold in gently. 
Serve well chilled on a bed of crisp leaf 
lettuce. 

MRS. PECKHAM’S PICNIC CAKE 

2 eggs 

2 cups brown sugar 

1 cup oleo margarine 

3 cups cake flour 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

3 tablespoons cocoa (omit for white 
cake) 

1 cup hot water 

Place all ingredients in bowl. Beat 
thoroughly. Spread 4 inch thick in cookie 
pan. Bake 350 degrees for 25 min. Done 
when cake leaves side of pan. Frost with 
white frosting while still warm.

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Bait out of 
a machine 

BIDDEFORD, Maine fUPI) 
— Fishermen needing fresh 
bail used to wait until dark to 
pick nightcrawlers - but not 
any more. 

Now they just plunk some 
change into the vending ma¬ 
chine at Harold's Service 
Station and wait for the worms 
to come out. 

The worms are un¬ 
conditionally guaranteed fresh 
or they get their money back 
with no questions asked. 

The new machine is one of 
five owned by Wilfred Trottier, 
an enterprising fisherman 
from nearby Saco, who says he 
is the first to try marketing 
bait machines in New England. 

"1 always thought if you 
could sell fresh sandwiches in a 
machine, there was no good 
reason why you couldn’t sell 
fresh bait," Trottier said. 

Trottier, a New England 
Telephone Co. employe, said he 
came up with idea for the 
refrigerated bait machines five 
years ago when he tried to find 
a way to keep his own bail 
fresh longer. 

"1 tried using an old Coke 
machine, but it didn’t work. 
The worms dried out too 
quickly and died," he said. 

Not long afterward, he came 
across an article in the Wall 
Street Journal about a com¬ 
pany in Maryland that 
manufactures machines 
designed to keep bait fresh for 
at least three weeks. 

Trottier said he contacted 
the company and found out the 
machine was being widely used 
in parts of southern Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Maryland, but there 
had been no active attempt to 
"market them in New England. 

"As far as I can tell, they’re 
completely new north of Penn¬ 
sylvania,” said Trottier, who 
put his first three machines 
into operation on April 1, the 
first day of fishing season in 
Maine. 

At present, he sells only 
nightcrawlers, the extra-large 
earthworms most commonly 
used by fresh water fishermen. 
They cost a dollar a dozen. 
Trottier said he also plans to 
market other fresh and salt 
" water bait, including live frogs 
and crayfish, before the end of 
May. 

Though he expected to sell 
between 10 and 15 dozen worms 
per machine each day, he said 
bad weather so far this season 
has kept sales slightly under 
that level. 

"The biggest problem I have 
now is trying to convince 
sportsmen they can get fresh 
bail from a machine," Trottier 
said. “That’s why I offer an 
unconditional guarantee 4hat 
the bait will be alive and fresh 
i as advertised." 

Trottier said he already has 
invested about $10,000 in the 
machines, as well as in 
laboratory and storage equip¬ 
ment kept in the basement of 
his home. His entire family 
helps sort, cool, and pack 
worms — including his 12 -year- 
old daughter, Karen, and his 
wife, Jean. 

"Ai first m> wife and 
daughter objectea to handling 
worms, but they're used to it 
now," Trottier said. "You’ve 
got to pack them in a hurry 
because you can't let them get 
too warm. 

"The business is still strictly 
a hobby for us," he said, "and, 
although we expect a return on 
our investment, 1 don’t expect 
any real profit for at least three 
years. 

"Yet, the guys at work who 
laughed and guffawed when 
they first heard about my 
worm machines now wish 
they'd thought of it themsel¬ 
ves,” he said. 

Life insurance 
for women 
on rise 

NEW YORK (UP1) - Life 
insurance agents are pitching 
hard in an area they once 
ignored - life insurance 
coverage for women. 

The publication, The Family 
Economist, notes that life 
insurance originally was de¬ 
signed to protect the family of 
the breadwinner, the father. 
But now, the publication notes, 
about two of every five women 
contribute to family income in 
U.S. households. 

Between 1965 and 1975, in¬ 
surance owned by women 
expanded 150 per cent and 
currently women own about 
$350 billion of life insurance in 
force, the publication says. The 
Economist is published by the 
American Council of Life 
Insurance and the Health 
Insurance Institute.

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Review 


'Much A do' steady and stylish 


Bach and Mendelssohn 
sung by Cantata group

The Picadilly Square Theatre Company 
offers a steady, stylish production of 
"Much Ado About Nothing." 

"Much Ado About Nothing" was 
popular on the stage in Shakespeare's 
day, and has sustained its reputation. Its 
variety, ranging from almost burlesque 
to almost tragedy, and from the 
euphemistic speech of courtiers to the 
blundering verbosity of clowns, has 
contributed to the success of the play. 

The chief persons, Hero and Claudio, 
Beatrice and Benedick, are contrasted 
pairs. Hero's character is kept subdued 
and quiet in tone, to throw out the force 
and color of the character of Beatrice; 
she is gentle, affectionate, tender, and if 
playful, playful in a gently way. 

If our interest in Hero were made very 
strong, the pain of her unmerited shame 
and suffering would be too keen. And 
Gaudio is far from being a lover like 
ftomeo; his wooing is done by proxy, and 
he does not sink under the anguish of 
Hero's disgrace and supposed death. 

Don John, the villain of the piece, is a 
melancholy egoist' who looks sourly upon 
all the world, and has a special grudge 
against his brother's young favorite 
Gaudio. The chief force of Shakespeare 
in the play comes out in the characters of 
Benedick and Beatrice. 

They have not a touch of misanthropy, 
nor of sentimentality, but are thoroughly 
healthy and hearty human creatures; at 
first a little too much self-pleased, but 
framed by-and-by to be entirely pleased 
with one another. The thoughts of each 
from the first are pre-occupied with the 
other, but neither will put self-esteem to 
the hazard of a rebuke of making the first 
advances in love; it only needs, however, 
that this danger should be removed for 
the pair to admit the fact that nature has 
made them over against one another for 
man and wife. 

The blundering watchmen of the time 
are a source of fun with several 
Elizabethan playwrights, but Dogberry 
and Verges are the princes of blundering 
and incapable officials. It is a charming 
incongruity to find, while Leonato rages 
and Benedick offers his challenge, that 
the solemn ass Dogberry is the one to 
unravel the tangled threads of their fate. 

The direction of Muriel Dolan restrains 
the comic players from going overboard 
(with the exception of Frank Dolan, as 
Dogberry, who speaks through the side of 
his mouth a la W.C. Fields) and gets the 
most out of subtle punch-lines without 
endangering the more serious aspects of 
the play. 

There are several first-rate individual 
performances. John Peters plays 


leonato, the father of Hero, in a wise and 
elegant manner, much fitting the 
governor of Messina. 

Anne Lucas, as Hero, is all peaches and 
cream, angelic yet mischievous, and 
appropriately astonished at the question 
of her virtue. 

Quick-witted Beatrice is played almost 
too fine by Anita Sangiolo who ap¬ 
proaches caricature but not quite. 

William I,acey is admirable and regal, 
as he should be for a prince Don Pedro, 
and except when he grandstands with 
arm gestures too often gives an excellent 
performance. 

Benedick is overacted at first, just 
about until the time when his beard is 
shaved, by Robert Owczarek who, in the 
latter two thirds of the play, is among the 
best performers. 

Meek Gaudio, except for his exhibited 
honor, is almost unappealing as played 
by Michael Wayne. Dean Williams plays 


a strong Don John. Old Verges, as played 
by Charles Berney, is very funny as are 
the two watchmen, Donald Campbell and 
Peter Davis. Dogberry's lines would have 
taken care of themselves for laughs, and 
as performed by Frank Dolan, are given 
too much oomph. Robert Cole, Tom 
Kemp, Karen Ross, Jeanne Coulter and 
John R. Marshall complete the cast. 

Technical director David Prosser is to 
be commended. 

Often, it is difficult to maintain 
audience interest consistently throughout 
a multiple-act play. Such is not the case 
with "Much Ado About Nothing," much 
to the credit of Muriel Dolan's direction. 
Except for the beginning of the second act 
(Dogberry and friends), the pace never 
slackens. 

Among Shakespeare's most clever 
comedies, "Much Ado About Nothing" 
may be seen at the Picadilly Square 
Theatre in Newton Centre.

Did you know that colon 
cancer is the most common 
cancer in adults, but that 
earlier diagnosis can lead to 
increasing cure rates? 

Two free colon-rectal cancer 
screenings will be sponsored in 
May by the Newton-Wellesley 
Unit of the American Cancer 
Society, Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, and the Newton 
Health Department. 

Planned for Newton and 
Wellesley residents, the 
screenings will be Wednesday, 
May 4, from 6-8:30 p.m. at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital’s 
Outpatient Services Depart¬ 
ment, and Wednesday, May 11, 
from 6:30-8:30 pm. at the 
Nonantum Multi-Service 
Center, 48 Silver Lake Ave. 

People who are at increased 
risk for developing colon or 
rectal cancers include those 
who have a family history of 
colon cancer, have colonic 
polyps, ulcerative colitis for 
more than 10-15 years (not 
spastic colitis), and possibly a 


history of breast or other 
colonic cancer. • 

Early symptoms may in¬ 
clude a change in bowel habits 
or minute traces of blood in the 
stool which may not be visible 
except by chemical testing. 
Pain, weight loss or fatigue 
also may be experiences. 

An informative film will be 
shown at the screenings and 
questions will be answered by 
gastroenterologists and nur¬ 
ses. Examinations will be 
available for those interested. 


Take-home test kits also will 
be given to participants. The 
patient follows the test by 
eating a recommended diet 
and completing a stool smear 
for three consecutive days. The 
completed test slides will be 
returned to the hospital. 

The kits contain a highly 
sensitive test for minute or 
"occult" traces of blood in the 
stool. One of the early signs of 
bowel cancer is occult blood in 
the stools, and when detected 
early before the onset of other 


symptoms, approximately 80 
percent of the cases of colon 
and rectal cancer can be 
successfully treated. 

Because earlier diagnosis 
can lead to increasing cure 
rates, it is important that 
people at increased risk or 


those with early symptoms 
attend one of these painless 
screenings.

Wellesley Hospital and nurses 
from the Health Department 
and the hospital will staff the 
clinics, and volunteers from 
both the hospital and the 
Nonantum community will 
provide assistance.

The Newton North varsity baseball team ran into the 
hear', of their season this week as they faced Quincy, North 
Quincy and Brockton all in a space of four days. 

The team did very well, winning against Brockton and 
North Quincy, and dropping a tough one to Quincy in extra 
innings.

Mrs. Tolkin joined RSVP in 
1973 when she moved to 
Newton, however, she was 
already an experienced 

volunteer. In her native 
Ireland she spent many years 
active in Zionist organizations, 
where she raised funds and 
chaired a speakers’ bureau to 
publicize the Zionist campaign. 
Mrs. Tolkin began in this 
country as a volunteer in a 
sheltered workshop in West 
Palm Beach until moving 
north, where her acquaintance 
with the RSVP office began. 

When Mrs. Tolkin talked 
with the RSVP staff, she said 
she wanted to do something 
“useful." 

Such a willing and thoughtful 
volunteer was easily and 
quickly placed in a volunteer 
assignment at the Hamilton 
School. Mrs. Tolkin worked in a 
special class for retarded 
children, teaching them skills 
with play therapy techniques 
and relieving the classroom 
teacher. 

The Hamilton School faculty, 
recognizing Mrs. Tolkin's 
success with these children, 
soon increased the amount of 
time she was needed at the 
school, so that for the past 
three and one-half years, she 
spent at least one full day each 
week there. 

Mrs. Tolkin has been 
tutoring children with learning 
disabilities, teaching English 
to two Korean children, 
assisting first and second 
grade children with emotional 
difficulties, and whenever she 
has some free moments, 
helping in the school library. 

Mrs. Tolkin’s day at the 
Hamilton School is only one 
day in her busy week of 
volunteering. On Monday, she 
is at the Boston V.A. Hospital, 
working in the medical records 
department. The Williams 
School occupies her time on 
Tuesday.

Fermi I, symbol of 
breeder reactors' demise 


MONROE, Mich. OJPI) - A 
sculpture at The Enrico Fermi 
I Fast Breeder Reactor bears 
the motto, "Forward with 
Nuclear Energy.” But the only 
way to look is backward. 

An awesome $130 million 
complex, it was once hailed as 
the prototype for the nation’s 
future energy needs. Now it is 
little more than a relic. 

Its generator provides stand¬ 
by power for the Detroit Edison 
Co. But the nuclear com¬ 
ponents have been either sold 
or buried. 

Fermi I has been ‘decom¬ 
missioned.” 

President Carter plans to cut 
federal funds for breeder 
reactor development This will 
virtually shelve the idea that 
created Fermi I. The proposal 
could sound the death knell for 
an entire segment of the, 
energy industry that was bom 
In 1956 on the Lake Erie shore 
near this town 30 miles south of 
Detroit. 

The Fermi I and the breeder 
reactor program In general 
were hurt most by a 1966 ac¬ 
cident. subject of the book ‘We 
Almost Lost Detroit.” 

Other breeders had been 
built earlier to produce power 
for tests and research. But 
Fermi I was the first designed 
to produce power for toasters 
and televisions. Its power, up 
to 160 million watts, was to go 
on sale. 

Breeder reactors get their 
name from an ability to 
manufacture atomic fuel as 
they produce energy They are 
far more exotic than the more 
numerous water reactors, such 
as the giant Fermi II plant 
under construction next to the 
old complex. 

Fermi II will be cooled with 
water from two 450-foot-high 
concrete water towers. The 
round, grey-brown monoliths 
loom^over the comparatively 
tiny Fermi I, which will serve 
as a support facility. 

For years at Fermi I, Power 
Research and Development 
Corp., a consortium of utilities 
and other Interests, battled 
technical complications, legal 
challenges and other obstacles 
to prove such a reactor would 
work safely. 

Then, about 3 p.m. on Oct. 5, 
1966, a small piece of zirconium 
broke loose, blocking the liquid 
sodium flow that cooled the 
reactor’s radioactive core 
Part of the core melted down, 
and the resulting -‘incident” 
put Fermi I out of service. 

Despite -‘We Almost Lost 
Detroit,” officials still deny 
there was any real danger 

There followed three years of 
painstaking repairs in the 172- 
foot silver containment silo 
that shielded the reactor. Some 
of the work involved highly 
radioactive components. Then 
funds ran short. The federal 
government, wanting its own 
breeder reactor program, 
refused to help with the 
finances. 

So the whole venture was 
scrapped. By 1975. the nuclear 
reactor was permanently inac¬ 
tive. It never reached full 
generating capacity It never 
produced a single watt of 
power for the public. 

But Eldon -Alex” Alexan- 
derson, reactor engineer on the 
project, insists "it was not a 
failure. 

"It didn't live up to all that 
was expected, but it accom¬ 
plished many of its goals." 

Much of the -how to' in 
building nuclear power plants 
was learned at Fermi I. It was 
safe, efficient and did every¬ 
thing that was expected of it, 
Alexander said - until the 
accident 

•The incident was a severe 
financial blow,” he said And 
it was also a psychological 
blow, so we didn’t get all the 
support -moneyi we were 
looking for later." 

The result is most evident in 
the control room, the nerve 
center of the plant Its hospital- 
green panels once were 
crammed with an array of 
sophisticated instruments and 
monitors. Now many have 
been removed. The holes left in 
the panel are covered with 
safety posters. 

Under the containment 
dome, two bank vault doors 
lead to the reactor room It 
remains full of black barrels 
holding radioactive liquid 
sodium. 

The reactor top. about the 
size and shape of an old Gemini 
space capsule, is sealed. Below 


the floor, the vessel that held 
the core still seethes with 
radiation. 

Alexanderson, wearing a 
white hard hat while surveying 
the containment room said the 
radiation will eventually die. 

"It’s perfectly safe. This 
whole thing will stay just as it 
is unless someone decides the 
land has some value. Other¬ 
wise, we'll be able to get rid of 
it easily in about 50 years." 

If the demise of Fermi I was 
a personal disappointment, 
Alexanderson said Carter's 
plan to cut breeder reactor 
development could have 
national consequences. 

He said federal officials 
believe the nation won’t run out 
of uranium for nuclear plants 
until after the year 2,000. But 
Alexanderson and others think 
the projection is unrealistic. 

By the time Washington 
decides it needs breeder reac¬ 
tors, he said, it may be too late. 

Fiber is needed 
for healthful diet 

COLLEGE STATION, Tex. 
UPI) — A foods and nutrition 
specialist with the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service 
says fiber is important in ihe 
diet to help avoid constipation, 
and there is evidence it may 
help prevent intestinal disor¬ 
ders. 

Frances Reasonover says 
fiber sources include whole- 
grain breads and crackers,
